The  Fifty-Fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  assembled  at  this  place 
this  morning,  pursuant  to  appointment. 

The  Bishop  and  Clergy  entered  the  Church  in  procession, 
singing  the  424th  hymn. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Alexander  Marks,  of  Natchez. 

The  Ante  Communion  service  was  said  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  W. 
F.  Adams,  D.  D.;  the  Rev.  W.  K.  Douglas,  D.  D.,  reading  the 
Epistle.  The  Rev.  Wra.  Munford,  delivered  the  Sermon,  his 
text  was  from  John  xiv,  16th  and  17th  verses. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Adams,  D.  D.,  the 
Rev.  Drs.

EVENING  SESSION. 

The  Council  re-assembled  at  4  o'clock,  p.  m. 

The  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  of  Christ  Church,  Church  Hill,  and 
W.  Dunbar  Jenkins,  a  delegate  from  Trinity  Church,  Natchez, 
appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  absent,  the  Secretary  called 
the  Council  to  order. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Alexander  Marks,  the  Rev.  Joseph  L. 
Tucker,  D.  D.,  was  called  to  the  chair. 
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Peter  P.  Bailey,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  then  read  his 
annual  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance.* 

The  report  of  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  to  meet  the  assessment 
made  on  this  Diocese  by  the  General  Convention,  was  then  read 
by  Peter  P.  Bailey,  and  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance.* 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
and  Churi!]i  Property,  was  then  read  by  Peter  P.  Bailey,  the  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and,  on  his  motion,  was  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Finance.* 

The  report  of  the  late  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Residence 
Fund,  and  a  supplemental  report,  pf  the  same  Fund  by  Peter  P. 
Bailey,  was  read  by  the  latter  named  gentlemen,  and,  on  his  mo- 
tion both  reports  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.* 

Geo.  M.  IGein,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  then  read  his 
annual  report,  which  was  also  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance.* 

On  motion  of  Joseph  D.  Shields,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  which  require  all  elections  to  be  by  ballot,  be 
suspended,  and  that  the  Standing  Committee  be  elected  by  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Frederic  Speed  moved  that  the  present  Standing  Committee,

Holy  Trinity,  and  Christ  Church,  Vicksburg,  were  named  and 
advocated  as  places  wanting  the  Council  at  its  next  meeting — St. 
Andrew's,  Jackson,  was  urged  as  a  place  for  the  permanent  annual 
meeting  of  the  Council,  but  the  following  resolution  was  finally 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Council  be  held  in 
Christ  Church,  Vicksburg,  on  the  Second  Wednesday  after  Easter,  A.  D. 
1882,  being  the  19th  day  of  April  of  that  year. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  (Friday) 
morning,  at  half-past  9  o'clock. 

At  half-past  7  o'clock,  p.  m.,  of  the  first  day,  Evening  Prayer 
was  said  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  by  Rev.  Wm.  K.  Douglas,  D. 
D.,  and  Rev.  Oliver  Wilson.     The  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
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Rev.  Emir  Haravasy,  LL.  D.  The  text  was  from  St.  Matthew, 
xxth  chap.,  26th  and  27th  verses.  The  concluding  prayer  and 
benediction  was  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  ot  the  Diocese. 


SECOND  DAY. 

Friday,  May  13th,  1881. 

The  Council  assembled  at  half-past  9  o'clock,  A.  m.,  as  per 
aclioumment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Browne,  and 
the  Rev.  W.  C.  McCracken. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  Chair. 
On  the  Council  coming  to  order,  the  Secretary  called   the  roll 
of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Lay  Delegates.     A  quorum  was  found 
to  be  present. 

The  proceedings  of  the  day  previous  were  read  and  approved. 

Geo.  W.  Howard,  M.  D.,  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  then  read  the  annual  report  of  that  Committee,  as 
follows :

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  their  official  acts  for  the  past  year:

W, 
Howard,  M.  D.  as  Secretary.  The  Committee  recommended 
that  Rev.  W.  P.  Browne,  deacon,  be  admitted  to  the  sacred  Order 
of  Priests. 

Vicksburg,  20th  June,  1880. — The  Committee  considered  the 
Triennial  Report  to  the  General  Convention.

Dear  Bkethbex: 

Another  aasembling  of  ourselves  in  Council  brings  us,  once 
more,  fiice  to  fiice  with  the  solemn  thought  of  our  sacred  respon- 
sibilities and  opportunities.  However  pleasant  it  may  be  to  us 
all,  both  Clergy  and  Laity,  thus  for  a  few  days  to  mingle  in  so- 
cial intercourse,  to  a  serious  mind  an  occasion  like  the  present  can 
hardly  fail  to  present  a  kind  of  judgment  day,  in  which  conscience 
sits  as  arbiter,  and  our  own  thoughts  either  accuse  or  excuse  us  to 
ourselves.  An  Apostle  tells  us  that  it  is  a  small  thing  to  be 
judged  of  man's  judgment ;  but  it  is  a  matter  of  the  gravest  mo- 
ment to  search  and  try  ourselves,  when  called  to  look  back  over 
the  labors  and  responsibilities  of  any  period,  whether  it  be  of  a 
day,  or  a  year,  or  a  life-time.  May  a  merciful  Grod,  who  knoweth 
our  weaknesses,  look  with  complacency,  on  the  account  of  our 
respective  stewardships  now  to  be  rendered  in. 

Before  reviewing  our  own  contracted  sphere  of  labor,  it  may 
be  for  our  comfort  to  cast  our  eyes  over  the  wider  field  of  our  own 
and  distant  lands.  The  slightest  glance  at  the  condition  of  the 
Christian  world  is  sufficient  to  show  that  it  is  one  of  general  and 
unprecedented  prosperity.  While  nation  after  nation  is  throwing 
open  its  doors  to  the  reception  of  the  Gospel,  a  like  amount  of 
advance  and  increase  is  to  be  seen  where  the  Cross  has  already 
been  planted;  to  which  may  be  added  the  cheering  fact  that, 
among  the  variant  denominations  of  our  day  there  is  springing 
up  a  desire  for  a  unity  based,  not  upon  a  religious  sentiment,  or 
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kindly  feeling,  but  on  the  firmer  ground  of  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
practice.  The  presence  of  Bishop  Hertzog  in  our  late  General 
Convention  was  a  tangible  proof  of  the  reforming  spirit  that  is  at 
work  in  the  corrupted  mass  of  the  Papacy,  with  the  hopeful  pros- 
pect of  it  one  day,  leavening  the  whole  lump.  Our  mother  Church 
of  Eoglaod,  though  suffering  from  a  spirit  of  insubordination 
among  her  Clergy  and  her  unhappy  entanglement  with  the  State, 
is  merely  passing  through  a  temporary  ordeal,  which,  I  trust,  will 
only  help  to  purge  away  her  dross,  without  leaving  the  "smell  of 
fire"  upon  her.  And  of  our  own  Church  what  otherwise  can  we 
say  than  to  thank  God  for  the  rapid  increase  of  her  numbers,  and 
the  love  and  unanimity  prevailing  among  her  members.  The  cry 
of  party  is  well  nigh  silenced;  and  Bishops  and  Clergy  and  Laity 
seem  resolved  to  strive  together,  as  one  man,  for  the  one  faith  of 
the  Gospel,  and  for  its  extension  to  other  lands.  Let  me  hope, 
dear  brethren,  that  the  evidence  of  a  like  zeal  and  a  correspond- 
ing success,  may  be  manifest  when  our  last  year's  labors  shall  be 
reported  to  this  Council. 

Having  directed  your  attention  to  the  marks  of  prosperity 
and  growth  to  be  seen  in  dbtant  lands  and  our  own  wide-spread- 
ing borders,  let  us  now,  with  sorrowful  but  loving  remembrance, 
turn  our  thoughts  to  the  loss  which,  not  a  single  Diocese  only, 
but  our  united  Church  has  sustained  in  the  recent  death  of  one 
of  her  most  valued  leaders,  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina. 

Bishop  Atkinson  was  a  man  gifled  with  an  intellect  and  man- 
ner and  disposition  that  fitted  him  for  the  highest  rank  in  a  culti- 
vated community;  and  would  have  given  him  prominence  in  any 
profession  which  he  might  have  chosen.  He  had  taken  a  high 
position  at  the  Bar,  before  he  felt  drawn  to  minister  at  the  Altar. 
His  ability  and  faithfulness  as  a  Presbyter  at  once  opened  to  him 
some  of  the  foremost  pulpits  of  the  land,  and  soon  led  to  his  elec- 
tion to  the  Episcopate  in  1853.  That  he  was  not  only  an  able 
Bishop,  but  a  true  friend  of  all  in  his  Diocese  is  fully  attested  by 
the  deep  and  universal  feeling  with  which  they  there  mourn  his 
death.  Nor  will  his  departure  be  less  felt  in  the  General  Coun- 
cils of  our  Church,  where  he  stood  among  the  foremost,  and  al- 
ways on  the  side  of  right  and  truth.     Let  us  hope  that  a  successor 
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of  equal  worth  may  soon  be  found  to  take  the  ministry  and  Apos- 
tleship  from  which  he  has  been  called  to  his  high  reward. 

In  connection  with  this  great  loss  sustained  by  a  sister  Dio- 
cese, and  while  thanking  God  that  our  Clerical  list  remains  un- 
broken by  death,  we  have  to  mourn  sincerely  the  recent  departure 
of  one  of  our  most  prominent  and  useful  la3rmen.  In  the  death 
of  John  W.  Robinson,  long  a  vestryman  of  this  Parish,  not  only 
his  Pastor  and  immediate  friends  and  associates,  but  a  united  Dio- 
cese mingles  its  regrets  with  the  sorrows  of  his  afflicted  family.  No 
man  had  the  interests  of  the  Church  more  at  heart;  and  no  officer 
ever  was  more  faithful  in  the  performance  of  such  trustf;  as  were 
confidingly  put  into  his  hands.  I  pray  Grod  to  raise  up  one  equally 
able  and  willing  to  stand  in  his  stead. 

The  following  is  the  record  of  my  imperfect  labors  since  we 
last  met  together: 

May  4(^,  1881 — At  luka,  on  my  way  home  from  the  Coun- 
cil, I  preached,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  baptized 
ikree  children.  On  Sunday,  the  23d,  I  again  visited  that  small, 
bat  zealous  little  flock;  preached  both  forenoon  and  evening;  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion  and  baptized  three  adults  and 
two  children. 

May  ISth — Transferred  Rev.  William  T.  Leacock  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Louisiana. 

At  Woodville,  July  11th,  Bishop  Adams,  at  my  request,  con- 
firmed five  persons. 

June  Sth — ^Transferred  Rev.  Joseph  Cross,  to  the  Diocese  of 
Michigan. 

Sept.  Bth — At  Tullahoma,  Tennessee,  I  confirmed  four  per- 
sons, in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese. 

Sept.  SOth — Accepted  the  transfer  of  Rev.  Emir  Haravasy  from 
the  Diocese  of  Texas.  On  the  same  day  I  baptized  one  infant  at 
Sewanee. 

Xov.  7th — Baptized  another  infant  at  the  same  place. 

The  month  of  October  was  for  the  most  part,  spent  in  atten- 
dance upon  our  General  Convention.     Of  the  spirit  which  anima- 
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ted  one  and  all  of  both  houses  of  that  body  nothing  less  can 
be  said  than  that  it  was  the  spirit  of  Christ.  Greater  unanimity 
could  not  well  have  been  desired.  Of  its  acts,  it  is  di£Scultto  de- 
termine whether  more  of  true  wisdom  was  shown  in  what  was 
then  done,  or  what  was  conservatively  left  for  maturer  considera- 
tion. Before  I  conclude,  your  attention  will  be  directed  to  some 
of  its  more  important  resolves  and  recommendations. 

One  week  after  my  return  home,  I  set  out  on  my  Fall  and 
Winter  labors ;  determined,  with  the  help  of  Grod,  to  spend  seven 
months  in  a  continuous  visitation  of  the  Diocese ;  and  thus  give 
from  two  to  five  days  to  each  of  our  Parishes  and  Missionary  Sta- 
tions. This  purpose  was,  no  doubt  presumptuously  formed,  inas- 
much as  it  pleased  God  to  ''bring  down  my  strength  in  my  jour^ 
ney"  ere  one-half  of  it  was  accomplished. 

My  first  visit  was  to  Friar's  Point,  on  the  11th  of  November, 
where  I  preached  twice,  and  baptized  one  child.  It  is  much  to  be 
regretted  that  the  remote  position  of  this  village  prevents  it  from 
uniting  with  any  other  in  the  obtainment  of  Missionary  services. 
Our  Church  has  ''a  few  names"  there,  but  chiefly  among  the  wo- 
men of  the  place. 

November  liih  and  16t^ — At  Rosedale  I  spent  four  days, 
preaching  twice,  confirming  three  persons,  and  administering  the 
Holy  Communion. 

17tfi — On  the  Steamer  "Joseph  Kinney"  I  baptized  one  infant. 

18^-22d — I  preached  twice,  baptizing  one  child,  and  confirm- 
ing ihree  persons  in  St.  James'  Church,  Greenville. 

Nov,  2bih — Beaching  Rolling  Fork,  by  way  of  Vicksburg,  I 
remained  three  days  in  sight  of  the  appointed  place  of  worship; 
but  on  account  of  a  continuous  rain,  and  an  inconceivable  depth 
of  mud,  neither  preacher  nor  people  were  able  to  reach  it. 

This  was  no  little  disappointment  to  me,  inasmuch  as  the 
misconduct  of  their  late  minister,  his  constrained  departure,  and 
the  consequent  disunited  condition  of  the  congregation  demanded 
investigation  and  the  promptest  remedy.  So  disheartened  were 
the  people,  that  I  found  the  lumber  which  had  been  got  together 
for  the  building  of  a  Rectory  had,  since  my  last  visit,  been  sold, 
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and  diverted  to  another  purpose.  Never  had  any  Parish  in  this 
Diocese  been  organized  under  more  auspicious  circumstances;  and 
never  have  the  prospects  of  any  been  more  completely  clouded. 
Bat  the  sun  will  break  forth  again  upon  this  people. 

Dec,  3d — In  Vicksburg  I  baptized  o?ie  child  in  private. 

Dec.  5(fc  and  6A,  were  spent  at  **Diamond  Place."  On  Sun- 
day the  5th,  so  incessant  was  the  rain  that  there  could  be  no  ser- 
vice in  their  small  but  plain  and  Church-like  place  of  worship. 
On  Monday,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Laughlin,  I  preached  and 
confirmed  two  persons.  There  are  here  a  very  few  members  of 
our  Church;  and  though  diligently  tended  by  Mr.  Laughlin, 
there  is  not  much  prospect  of  increase. 

Dec,  7th — I  reached  Grand  Gulf,  and  was  met  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Logan.  We  were  prevented  from  holding  any  service,  by 
the  impossibility  of  reaching  the  place  of  worship,  through  the 
rain-water  which  had  accumulated  around  it.  Passing  on  to  Port 
Gibson  the  same  day,  I  baptized  one  child  in  the  afternoon  and 
preached  next  forenoon,  confirming  one  person.  The  Church  in 
this  place  has  bf  ^ii  sorely  tried,  within  the  last  few  years ;  but  is 
already  beginning  to  revive,  under  the  zealous  labors  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Logan. 

Dec.  dth — Accompanied  by  Mr.  Logan,  I  rode  fifteen  miles 
to  the  ''Church  of  the  Epiphany."  This  little  flock  consists  of 
only  three  or  four  worthy  families,  the  remnant  of  a  once  pros- 
perous Parish.  On  this  occasion,  as  usual,  there  were  but  few  to 
meet  me,  and  they  bo  late  in  their  attendance,  that  I  began  the 
service  after  12  o'clock,  with  only  three  small  boys  and  one  smaller 
girl  in  the  Church. 

Dec.  llth — I  was  met  by  Rev.  Mr.  Moore  at  Rodney,  who 
kindly  conveyed  me  to  his  Parish  at  ''Church  Hill,"  where  I 
preached  on  Sunday,  the  12th,  confirming  one  person. 

The  following  Sunday,  the  19th,  was  given  to  Natchez.  I 
preached  twice  and  confirmed  eight  persons.  It  was  a  real  gratifi- 
cation to  me  to  be  able  to  spend  five  or  six  days  in  this  Parish,  as 
well  as  in  that  of  "Church  Hill."  A  more  united,  zealous,  and 
active  congregation  than  that  of  "old  Trinity"  is  rarely  to  be  seen. 
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And  Christ  Church,  Church  Hill,  though  stripped  by  our  late  war 
of  much  of  its  former  wealth,  continues,  as  ever,  to  form  a  pleas- 
ant stopping-place  for  its  Bishop. 

Dec.  18^ — ^Transferred  Rev.  William  DeHart  to  the  Diocese 
of  Vermont. 

Dec.  22d-27th — Christmas  day  and  the  day  following  were 
given  to  Woodville,  and  the  religious  observances  usual  on  Christ- 
mas day  were  deferred  till  the  day  following,  which  was  Sunday. 
This  was  done  to  avoid  the  unpleasant  mixing  up  of  religious  wor- 
ship with  the  unmeaning  and  boisterous  rejoicings  of  a  Christmas 
festival.  Five  persons  were  confirmed — three  in  the  Church  and 
two  in  private. 

Dec,  29A  and  30A— My  next  visit  was  to  "Waveland,"  on 
our  Gulf  Coast,  where  a  Parish  has  recently  been  formed,  and  a 
Church  built,  nearly  to  completion.  My  arrival  was  rather  unex- 
pected; and  so  intensely  cold  was  the  weather  (2®  below  zero) 
that  no  public  service  was  attempted.  One  child  was  baptized  in 
private.  The  Church  building,  though  in  an  unfinished  state, 
promises  to  be  an  ornament  as  well  as  a  blessing  to  this  small  but 
enterprising  community.  A  Clergyman  who  could  conduct  a 
school  in  connection  with  his  pastoral  duties  might  here  find  an 
ample  support. 

January  Ist,  1881 — I  issued  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the  Diocese 
on  the  subject  of  Missions. 

Jan,  2d — I  preached  at  **Pass  Christian,"  baptizing  one  adult, 
and  confirming  two  others.  There  has  been  a  gradual  decline  in 
the  condition  of  this  Parish  within  the  last  few  years.  It  is,  at 
present,  without  a  settled  Pastor;  and  is  dependent  on  such  ser- 
vices as  are  kindly  rendered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lewis,  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Louisiana.  Many  traces  remain  of  the  good  work  of  their 
former  much  beloved  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Savage,  who  but  late- 
ly has  passed  to  his  reward.  He  was  no  less  distinguished  as  a 
public-spirited  citizen  than  as  an  instructor  of  the  young  and  a 
faithful  shepherd  of  Christ's  sheep.  Among  all  the  Clergy  with 
whom  I  have  been  either  socially  or  officially  connected,  to  none 
have  I  ever  given  more  of  my  esteem  and  aflfection  than  to  that 
wise  and  holy  man,  over  whose  grave  Science  has  a  just  claim  to 
mingle  her  tears  with  Religion. 
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Epijjhany  Day,  Jan.  ^th — ^This  Holy  Festival  was  passed  at 
Mississippi  City,  where  I  preached,  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, confirmed  two  persons,  and  united  a  couple  in  the  bonds 
of  matrimony. 

At  Biloxi  I  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  7th,  confirming 
ii90  persons ;  and  again  on  Sunday,  the  9th,  both  forenoon  and 
afternoon,  when  the  Holy  Communion  was  administered,  and  seven 
children  were  baptized.  It  was  a  renewed  grief  to  me  to  see  this 
steadfisist  little  flock,  as  well  as  that  at  Mississippi  City,  without  a 
pastor ;  a  people  rich  in  religious  affection,  though  poor  in  the 
**Mammon  of  Unrighteousness."  To  a  young  minister  who  could 
be  content  with  but  little  beyond  the  necessaries  of  life  and  the 
love  of  his  people,  a  more  inviting  field  could  not  well  present 
itself. 

My  next  visit  was  to  "Enterprise,"  where  I  preached  on  Tues- 
day, the  11th,  and  twice  on  the  12th,  confirming  seventeen  persons. 
The  number,  as  well  as  the  standing  and  advanced  ages  of  these 
candidates  was  no  less  a  surprise  than  a  comfort  to  my  heart.  To 
their  pastor  it  was  a  justly  merited  reward;  and  must  have  been 
a  cause  of  rejoicing,  after  his  eight  years  of  apparently  unrequited 
labors  for  their  good.  A  still  further  cause  of  thankfulness  to  me 
was  in  seeing  that,  since  my  last  visit,  they  had  erected  and  near- 
ly completed  a  very  becoming  and  Church-like  place  of  worship, 
having  no  debt  upon  it,  and  with  a  congregation  firmly  banded 
together  in  its  support. 

Jan.  12th-16th — ^These  five  days  were  given  to  Meridian. 
I  preached  on  Saturday  the  15th,  and  twice  on  the  following  daji 
the  16th  confirming /our  persons.  The  Church  building  here  like 
that  at  Enterprise  is  not  quite  completed;  but  will  when  ready  for 
consecration,  approve  itself  to  all  lovers  of  the  simple  and  appro- 
priate in  Church  architecture.  This  parish,  together  with  Enter- 
prise and  Macon,  constitutes  the  principal  field  of  Rev.  Dr.  Hines' 
labors;  and  is  beginning  to  prove  to  him  that  he  has  not  been 
sowing  his  seed  in  vain.  It  is  due  to  the  wives,  and  mothers,  and 
daughters  of  this  Meridian  congregation  to  state  that,  by  far  the 
largest  share  of  the  prosperity  now  dawning  upon  them  is  the  fruit 
ottiieir  indefatigable  labor.  It  is  to  the  shame  of  our  day  that  the 
minister  of  God,  in  his  strivings  for  the  good  ofthe  worid,  as  well  as 
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the  glory  of  Christ  has  to  look  for  his  encouragement  and  support, 
not  to  the  men  who  hold  the  purse-strings  and  fill  high  places,  but 
to  those  whom  they  lightly,  and  undeservedly  deem  "the  weaker 
vessel."  Much  of  the  future  growth  of  our  Dioceses  as  well  as 
Parishes  will  depend  upon  the  measure  and  extent  to  which  our 
Clergy  call  into  exercise  the  fingers  and  the  pens  of  these  mothers 
and  daughters  of  our  Israel. 

Tuesday^Jan.  l%th — At  "Grace  Chapel,"  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Hines,  I  p^^eached  and  confirmed  one  person.  This  is  a  small, 
but  neat,  and  every  wiay  appropriate  house  of  worship  recently 
erected  by  Mrs.  Giles,  on  her  own  premises,  and  for  the  benefit 
of  herself  and  neighbors.  Its  services  are  not  restricted  to  the 
ministers  of  our  own  Church,  neither  will  it  be  thrown  open  to  the 
indiscriminate  use  of  all  who  assume  to  be  teachers  and  preachers 
of  religion.  May  the  heart  that  designed  this  good  work  be 
abundantly  gladdened  by  the  fruit  that  8hal>  grow  out  of  it. 

Jan.  19th — Acknowledged  the  transfer  of  Wm.  Cross,  a  candi- 
date for  Orders  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  Wednesday, 
19th,  at  Scooba,  I  preached  in  the  evening,  confirming  tw^  per- 
sons. 

Thursday  and  Friday^  20(^  and  2l8t,  were  spent  in  Macon. 
Such  was  the  severity  of  the  weather,  and  the  condition  of  the 
streets,  that  with  difficulty  the  people  could  get  to  the  Church. 
Assisted  by  Dr  Hines,  I  preached  on  both  evenings  and  confirmed 
five  persons. 

*  The  next  six  days,  22d-28th,  were  given  to  Columbus. 
Here  I  was  rejoiced  to  find  the  Rev.  Mr.  Munford  zealously  and 
successfully  at  work,  and  the  Parish  generally  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  A  new  and  very  handsome  rectory  has  been  built  since 
my  last  visit,  the  Church  has  been  freed  from  debt,  and  its  financial 
interests  secured  agamst  future  failure.  On  Sunday,  23d,  I  preach- 
ed twice;  gave  the  "Lajring-ou-of-Hands"  to  eighteen  candidates; 
and  assisted  by  the  rector,  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

As  Columbus  was  my  place  of  refuge  during  our  late  war,  and 
its  Parish,  for  the  time  being,  my  pastoral  charge,  I  may  be  ex- 
cused for  feeling  a  more  than  usual  thankfulness  at  seeing  as  I  did 
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both  the  city  and  Church  apparently  on  the  highroad  to  prosper- 
ity. 

Friday,  2%ih — ^Accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Munford,  I  visited 
''West  Point/'  baptized  (me  adult  and  confirmed  one.  The  sermon 
was,  at  my  request,  preached  by  Mr  Munford.  Our  Church  can 
claim  but  few  members  in  this  place.  For  some  time  we  have 
owned  a  large  and  very  eligible  lot;  and  I  do  not  despair  of  ere 
long  seeing  a  house  of  God  upon  it. 

Jan,  29(^  to  FA,  1^ — Aberdeen  was  my  next  place  of  visi- 
tation; I  spent  four  days  in  this  Parish,  and  found  our  people  in 
good  heart,  notwithstanding  they  have  been  so  long  without  a 
minister,  and  with  no  place  for  assembling  themselves  together. 
Their  Church  had  so  o^n  needed  repair,  that  it  was  thought  bet- 
ter to  unroof  it  and  remodel  it  altogether.  Until  that  work  is  com- 
pleted they  will  hardly  feel  able  to  engage  a  minister.  The  Pres- 
byterian place  of  worship,  having  been  kindly  tendered  for  our 
use,  Bev.  Mr.  Munford  preached  Sunday,  30th,  to  a  very  large 
congr^ation  in  the  forenoon,  and  I,  at  night.  My  only  official 
act  at  this  time,  was  to  baptize  one  infant. 

Fd>.  2d — At  Okolona,  I  preached  in  the  evening;  and  next 
day  baptized,  one  infant  in  private. 

Friday,  4tt — I  reached  Holly  Springs,  but  in  an  exhausted 
and  broken  down  condition.  Through  three  months  of  an  unusual- 
ly severe  winter  I  had  be^  wonderfully  sustained;  but  now,  the 
willingness  of  the  spirit  had  to  give  way  to  the  weakness  of 
the  flesh.  No  little  self-command  therefore  was  needed  to  enable 
me  to  preach  twice  and  confirm  a  class  here  of  ten  persons. 
It  was  a  real  grief  to  me,  to  be  thus  prevented  from  visiting  the 
congr^ation,  as  usual. 

Tuesday,  Sth — From  Holly  Springs  I  passed  down  to  Water 
Valley,  where  for  two  days,  I  was  confined  to  my  room,  unable  to 
perform  any  service. 

On  the  10th  I  reached  Oxford,  where  I  was  compelled  to  take 
to  my  bed,  and  endure  a  confinement  of  three  weeks,  under  the 
nursing  care,  and  boundless  attentions  of  a  beloved  sister-in- 
Christ.*    I  was  soon  kindly  visited  by  Rev.  Dr.  Pickett,  who  on

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Sunday,  the  13th,  preached  in  my  stead.  As  soon  as  my  strength 
was  measurably  restored,  I  was  constrained  by  the  earnest  advice 
of  friends  and  physicians  to  return  to  my  family,  and  indulge  my- 
self in  perfect  rest  and  quietness  for  a  few  weeks. 

March  lith — Received  the  certificate  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee recommending  William  Cross  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

March  2Sd — Received  notice  from  John  Augustus  Harris  of 
his  intention  to  become  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

March  2Qth — Transferred  Rev.  J.  W.  Tays  to  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  of  Western  Texas. 

March  Zlst — I  set  out  to  visit  as  many  Parishes  as  my  still 
feeble  health  would  allow,  before  the  meeting  of  our  approaching 
Council. 

April  let — I  reached  Como,  where  I  was  met  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hamvasy,  who  is  in  charge  of  this  place  and  Sardis.  On  Sunday, 
the  3d,  I  thankfully  found  myself  able,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
rector,  to  preach,  baptize  one  adult  and  one  infant,  and  confirm 
four  candidates.  In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  in  private,  one  adult 
and  confirmed  two.  It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  state  that  the 
same  generous  individual*  who  a  few  years  ago  erected  the  beau- 
tiful place  of  w^orship  in  this  village,  is  now  about  to  place  by  the 
side  of  it  a  handsome  and  convenient  rectory. 

Tuesday,  bth — I  preached  at  Sardis^  in  the  evening,  and  bap- 
tized one  infant.  The  next  day,  Mr.  Hamvasy  preached  in  my 
stead ;  and  I  was  gratified  at  seeing  how  justly  acceptable  his  ser- 
vices are  here,  as  well  as  at  Como. 

Aiujnst  Ith-lOth — ^My  next  visit  was  to  Grenada,  where  I  spent 
four  days;  preaching  twice  and  confirming  eight  persons.  This 
Parish  continues  in  a  prosperous  state,  notwithstanding  the  heavy 
calamity  so  recently  laid  upon  it. 

The  12th  and  13th  were  given  to  Winona,  where  I  preached 
twice  and  confirmed  four  persons.  This  promising  Parish  has, 
for  some  time  been  without  a  Pastor  ;  but  they  are  in  daily  ex- 
pectation of  one  who  has  engaged  to  take  charge  of  them.     Their

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rectory,  which  has  for  two  or  three  years  remained  unfinished,  has 

received  the  necessary  additions,  and  is  now  in  readiness  to  receive 
its  occupant.  (I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  add,  at  this  moment 
that  their  expected  Rector,  Mr.  Oliver  Wilson,  has  since  arrived 
and  entered  upon  his  work.) 

AprU  14th — ^At  Vaiden  I  preached  in  the  evening ;  and  the 
next  morning  baptized  and  confirmed  one. adult. 

April  Ibth — ^I  this  day  received  the  letters  dimissory  of  the 
Rev.  Oliver  Wilson,  from  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana. 

Saturday  and  Sunday y  the  IQth  and  17thy  were  given  to  Canton. 
On  the  17th,  being  Easter  Sunday,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon, 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  baptized  three  adults, 
and  three  children.  In  the  evening,  after  getting  through  the  ser- 
vice, I  was  unable  to  do  more  than  to  give  the  Laying-on-of-Hands 
to  jive  candidates.  This  Parish  is  again  without  a  pastor;  though 
otherwise,  in  a  healthy  condition. 

On  Tuehday,  the  19th,  I  preached  in  Brandon,  confirming  one 
candidate  in  the  Church,  and  one  in  private.  At  night,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Browne  preached  in  my  stead. 

Wednesday,  17tfi — I  this  day  gave  to  Patrick  Henry  authority 
to  act  as  **Lay  Reader"  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Luke's,  Brandon. 

Thursday,  ISth,  being  the  day  appointed  for  visiting  Bolton, 
I  was  there  met  by  Bishop  Adams,  who  had  kindly  consented  to 
assist  me  in  the  consecration  of  the  Church  in  that  place.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  Bishop  Adams,  and  the  neat  and  appro- 
priate building  was  duly  set  apart  to  the  service  of  God,  by  the 
name  of  "St.  Mary's."  In  the  services  here,  as  well  as  those  in 
Brandon,  I  was  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Browne,  who  miuistern 
monthly  at  both  places.  In  the  evening  I  preached  and  confirm- 
ed three  persons. 

On  the  22d  I  preat^.bed  in  Raymond  and  baptized  one  infiint 
in  private. 

Sunday,  24th — I  preached  in  Jackson,  both  forenoon  and  at 
night.  In  the  afternoon  I  confirmed  one  person  in  private.  A 
goodly  number  of  othei|k  are  expecting  to  receive  that  rite  at  this 
present  Council.     I  was  nighly  gratified,  as  usual,  by  my  visit  to 
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the  colored  Sunday-school  of  this  prosperous  Parish ;  but  I  was 
unable,  from  fatigue  and  exhaustion,  to  accompany  the  Eector  in 
his  services  at  the  Penitentiary. 

Monday,  2dth — Assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Browne,  I  preached 
twice  at  Clinton,  baptized  one  adult  and  one  infant,  and  confirmed 
two  persons.  It  gave  me  no  little  pleasure  to  see  this  Parish  (St. 
Matthew's)  so  long  dormant,  waking  up  into  a  new  life,  and  ex- 
pressing a  determination  to  do  what  it  can  towards  obtaining  the 
ministrations  of  the  Church. 

Tuesday,  26th — Assisted  by  Mr.  Browne,  I  preached  both  fore- 
noon and  evening,  at  Edwards,  and  confirmed  four  persons.  At 
the  close  of  the  evening  services,  due  notice  having  been  given,  the 
members  and  friends  of  the  Church  organized  themselves  into  a 
Parish  by  the  name  of  **St.  Ambrose,"  appointing  Wardens  and 
Vestry,  and  a  delegation  to  represent  them  in  this  present  CounciL 

Wednesday,  27th — I  preached  at  Bovina,  assisted  in  the  ser- 
vices by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fox,  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Browne.  Four 
persons  were  confirmed.  It  was  a  real  pleasure  to  me  to  meet 
once  more  that  venerable  servant  of  God,  Mr.  Fox,  now  in  the 
eighty-eighth  year  of  his  age,  and  the  fifty-seventh  of  his  minis- 
try. Though  residing  nine  miles  from  the  Church,  he  is  always 
at  his  post,  if  not  prevented  by  stress  of  weather  and  growing 
infirmities. 

Friday,  29th — Reached  Yazoo  City,  where  I  remained  four 
days  preaching  twice  on  Sunday,  the  1st  of  May,  administering 
the  Holy  Communion  and  confirming  three  persons.  The  next 
day,  being  the  anniversary  of  the  day  of  my  birth,  I  was  no  little  af- 
fected bythe  very  kind  manner  in  which  the  members  and  friends  of 
the  Church  were  pleased  to  celebrate  it.  And  I  was  truly  glad  of  the 
opportunity  thus  afforded  me  of  meeting,  face  to  face,  and  ex- 
changing greetings  with  many  whom  I  had  only  seen  from  the  pul- 
pit. Such  manifestations  of  affectionate  regard  are  to  a  Bishop  more 
than  a  recompense  for  thirty-one  years  of  visitation  to  a 
Parish. 

Wednesday,  Sd,  to  Tuesday,  10th — were  spent  in  Vicksburg. 
On  the  9th  I  confirmed  in  private  a  member  of  St.  John's  Parish, 
Lake  Washington.     On  Sunday,   the  8th,  I  preached  in  Holy 
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Trinity  Church,  confirming  five  candidates.  In  the  evening  I 
preached  again  in  Christ  Church  and  confirmed  sixteen  persons. 
Both  of  these  Parishes  are  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

Monday,  dth — Received  from  the  Standing  Committee  Testi- 
monials in  favor  of  Rev.  Nowell  Logan  (Deacon)  recommending 
him  for  Priest's  Orders;  and  in  favor  of  John  Augustus  Harris, 
recommending  him  as  a  candidate  for  Orders. 

Tuesday  J  lOih — ^In  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Vicksburg, 
I  admitted  the  Rev.  Nowell  Logan  (Deacon)  to  the  higher  Order 
of  the  Priesthood.  I  was  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Wm  F.  Adams,  Rev.  Dr.  Sansom,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Fox,  Marks, 
Prosser  and  Browne.  The  sermon  was  preached  at  my  request  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Marks,  who  together  with  Rev.  Dr.  Sansom,  pre- 
sented tbe  candidate. 

It  will  thus  appear  that  since  the  meeting  of  our  last  Coun- 
cil, I  have  baptized  twenty-nine  childen,  and  tivelve  adults,  and 
have  given  the  Laying-on-of-Hands  to  one  huiidred  and  eighty, 

I  have  united  one  couple  in  Holy  Matrimony;  and  appointed 
one  additional  Lay  Reader. 

I  have  admitted  one  Deacon  (Rev.  N.  Logan)  to  the  Priest- 
hood. 

T%Jtx>  Clergymen  (Rev.  Emir  Hamvasy,  from  Diocese  of  Texas, 
and  Rev.  Oliver  Wilson,  from  Diocese  of  Louisiana)  have  been 
added  to  our  Clerical  force ,  whilst  five,  who  were  on  our  last 
yearns  list,  have  been  transferred  to  other  Dioceses,  viz:  Rev. 
Messrs.  Leacock  and  Jessup,  to  Louisiana,  Rev.  Joseph  Cross,  to 
Michigan,  Rev.  Wm.  W.  DeHart,  to  Vermont,  and  the  Rev.  J. 
W.  Tays,  to  Western  Texas.  The  Rev.  James  Foster  was  com- 
pelled to  leave  Rolling  Fork;  and  his  present  residence  is  un- 
known. 

Two  names  have  been  added  to  oar  list  of  Candidates  for  Holv 
Orders,  viz  :  John  Augustus  Harris,  and  William  Cross;  the  lat- 
ter by  transfer  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  Orlando  B. 
Batten  has,  with  my  approval,  withdrawn  his  name.  The  list  at 
present  consists  of  Upton  B.  Bowden,  Normand  Harris,  Wm. 
Taylor  Douglas,  Frederic  A  Juny,  John  Augustus  Harris,  Ed- 
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ward  D.  Juny,  and  Wm.  Cross.     Mr.  (/ross  expects  to  take  Dea- 
con's Orders  on  the  adjournment  of  our  present  Council. 

Two  Rectories  have  been  completed ;  the  one  at  Columbus, 
the  other  at  Winona;  and  one  begun  at  Corao. 

One  Church  building  has  been  consecrated,  viz:  **St. 
Mar}''s/*  at  Bolton.  Four  others,  viz:  at  Sardis,  Meridian, 
Enterprise,  and  Waveland  are  in  various  stages  of  completion; 
and  will  be  in  readiness  for  consecration  at  my  next  visit. 

Thoo  Parishes,  recently  formed,  will  apply  to  this  Council  for 
admission  into  union  with  the  Diocese,  viz:  ''Chapel  of  the  Cross,' 
at  Rolling  Fork,  and  that  of  St.  Ambrose,  at  Edwards. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  respective  positions 
of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Hamvasy  and 
Wilson  are  the  only  additions  to  their  number;  the  former  being 
in  charge  of  Como  and  Sardis;  the  latter  taking  Winona  and 
Vaiden. 

Since  we  last  met  together,  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  give  con 
sent  to  the  consecrations  of  three  Missionary  Bishops,  viz;  Rev. 
Geo.  K.  Dunlap,  D.  D.,  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  Rev. 
Leigh  Richmond  Brewer,  D,  D.,  for  Montana,  and  Rev.  John  A. 
Paddock,  D.  D.,  for  Washington  Territory. 

This  may  appear  to  many  of  you,  brethren,  as  rather  an  in- 
appropriate time  for  engaging  in  any  enterprise  which  looks  to 
the  establishment  of  a  new  charity  amongst  us,  and  the  creation  of  a 
permanent  fund  for  its  support.  But  it  has  long  been  my  desire 
to  see  some  provision  made,  by  Canon,  or  otherwise,  for  the  sup- 
port, or  relief  of  such  Clergy  as  may  hereafter  become  disabled, 
and  reduced  in  circumstances  while  laboring  in  our  Diocese.  Such 
a  work  would,  necessarily,  be  one  of  time;  but  one  of  accumula- 
ting growth  from  year  to  year,  and  one  also  that  would  lay  no 
additional  burthen  upon  any  individual  engaged  in  it.  Instead  of 
appealing,  therefore,  to  th»5  already  heavily  taxed  abilities  of  the 
members  of  our  several  Parishes,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
neee-ssiiry  funds  be  created  by  requiring  that  one4enih  of  the  alms  on 
every  Communion  occasion  uithin  the  Diocese,  be  religiously  set  apart 
for  that  purpose.  This  we  may  accomplish  either  by  means  of  a 
Canon,  or  by  a  regular  organization,   acting  under  the  direction 
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and  control  of  our  Council.  You  cannot  fail  to  perceive,  breth- 
reD,  that  a  scheme  like  this,  though  small  in  its  beginning,  would 
at  no  distant  time,  become  a  store-house  of  plenty  to  many  of  our 
wea^^'  and  worn  out  fellow^  laborers  for  Christ;  while  no  man 
would  feel  the  burthen,  and  God's  best  blessing  would  surely  be 
returned  upon  the  Diocese.  I  will  say  no  more  than  to  express 
the  hope  that  this,  I  may  say,  greatest  of  chariiieay  may  make  as 
strong  an  appeal  to  your  hearts  as  it  does  to  that  of  your  Bishop. 

By  referring  to  the  Journal  of  our  late  General  Convention, 
page  143,  you  will  see  that  this  subject  was  heartily  approved  by 
both  Houses  of  that  Body,  and  earnestly  recommended  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  several  Conventions  or  Councils  of  our  Dioceses. 
If  this  present  Council,  therefore,  should  prefer  the  more  general 
plan  therein  recommended,  before  the  adoption  of  one  for  the  ben- 
efit of  our  own  Diocese,  I  hope  that  we  will  at  least,  by  way  of 
resolution,  express  our  hearty  approval  of  this  pre-eminent  char- 
ity, so  unanimoiksly  agreed  upon,  and  so  heartily  commended  to 
us  by  the  ajssembled  wisdom  and  authority  of  our  Church. 

I  have  received  from  the  Secretary  of  our  House  of  Deputies 
an  official  notice  of  the  changes  in  our  Book  of  Common  Pi'ayer 
proposed  by  our  late  General  Convention ;  and  now  lay  before  you 
the  resolution  of  the  Convention  relating  thereto.  It  is  for  this 
Council  to  take  such  action  upon  the  same  as  they  may  see  fit. 

I  have  further  received  a  communication  from  the  ** American 
Church  Building  Fund  Commission,"  established  by  our  late  Gen 
eral  Convention.  The  object  of  the  Commission  is  to  create  a 
a  fund  of  one  million  dollars,  the  income  of  which  shall  aid  the 
building  of  new  Churches  in  poor  neighborhoods  and  Missionary 
districts. 

It  is  proposed  to  form  at  least,  one  Auxiliary  Association,  or 
Committee  in  every  Diocese,  to  secure  annual  offerings  in  the 
Churches,  and  by  personal  subscriptions.  The  importance  and 
the  need  of  such  a  work  have  been  fully  recognized  by  the  denom- 
inations around  us,  who  have  carried  it  out  with  much  benefit.  I 
commend  this  good  work  to  your  wise  consideration. 

To  those  of  you  who  were  privileged  to  attend  the  late  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  our  Church  in  New  York,  I  need  not  say  how 
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greatly  that  whole  body  was  moved  on  the  subject  of  Missions; 
and  how  much  to  our  mortification  it  was  there  shown  that,  in 
that  great  work,  our  Church  had  not  come  up  to  the  measure  of 
her  duty.  Of  the  sentiments  then  unanimously  expressed,  and 
of  the  means  recommended  for  the  increase  of  our  contributions 
I  have  not  the  time  now  to  tell  you.  But  I  cannot  refrain  from 
expressing  my  earnest  desire  that,  before  we  separate,  some  action 
may  be  taken  to  convince  our  brethren  of  other  portions  of  our 
Church  that  we  are  in  full  sympathy  with  them  in  this  work ;  and 
that,  according  to  our  ability,  we  will  give  it  our  help.  A  very 
moderate  amount  of  self-denial  will  enable  each  Parish,  and  each 
individual  of  the  Diocese  to  contribute  for  the  future  at  least 
twice  as  much  as  has  heretofore  been  given. 

And  here,  permit  me  once  more  to  urge  upon  you  the  neces- 
sity of  doing  something  towards  giving  greater  efficiency  to  the 
cause  of  Missions  within  our  Diocese.  As  at  present  conducted 
the  good  that  is  done  &lls  far  short  of  what  might  be  efiTected  un- 
der a  wiser  organization,  such  as  is  known  to  many  of  our  Dio- 
ceses. For  eleven  years  the  whole  matter,  from  a  slowness  or  un- 
willingness of  our  Council  to  legislate  upon  it,  has  &llen  upon  the 
Bishop's  hands,  who  is  now  prepared  to  render  in  his  account,  and 
earnestly  desires  some  other  and  more  effectual  disposition  made  of 
it. 

Of  our  University,  I  am  thankful  in  being  able  to  state  that 
it  is  in  a  healthy  and  vigorous  condition,  gradually  increasing  in 
numbers,  and  growing  in  fiivor  in  proportion  as  its  superior  ad- 
vantages are  known.  Its  Theological  Department  looks  with  con- 
fidence to  our  Diocese  for  a  due  portion  of  the  support  pledged  by 
our  Trustees,  when  it  opened  its  doors  to  our  candidates  for  Orders. 
No  work  of  higher  interest,  no  duty  of  stronger  obligation,  no 
enterprise  more  pregnant  with  future  blessing  could  so  worthily 
engage  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our  Diocese,  either  in  their 
individual  capacities,  or  as  here  represented  iu  Council. 

It  may  be  expected,  brethren,  that  I  should  again  bring  to 
your  attention  the  subject  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  so  much  needed 
by  our  Diocese, — a  need  that  increases  from  day  to  day,  as  age 
and  infirmity  make   their  encroachments  on  the  life   and   labor- 
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power  of  your  Bishop.  It  will  be  a  grief  to  me,  if  necessity 
should  compel  me  to  lessen  the  number  of  my  visitations.  But 
should  such  be  deemed  advisable  hereafter,  your  charity,  I  trust 
wiU  set  it  down  to  the  right  account.  I  will  only  add  that  if  the 
Council  should  deem  it  unadvisable  to  enter  on  the  election  of  an 
Assistant  at  the  present  time,  I  would  be  truly  gratified  if  they 
would  put  matters  in  such  a  train  as  to  ensure  an  election  at  our 
next  meeting.  The  pecuniary  sacrifice  demanded  by  such  an  ob- 
ject is  in  the  power  of  our  people,  and  I  think  would  cheerfully  be 
made  by  them  under  the  instruction  and  assistance  of  our  able 
Committee  of  Finance. 

Begging  an  increased  interest  in  your  prayers,  I  now  com- 
mend you,  one  and  all,  dear  brethren,  to  the  guidance  and  blessing 
of  the  spirit  of  Grace.

On  motion  of  P.  P.  Bailey,  it  was 

Resolvedy  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the 
death  of  the  late  John  W.  Robinson,  be  referred  to  a  Committe  of  three,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  to  consider  and  report  suitable  resolution^  ex- 
pressing our  sense  of  the  loss  this  Chnrch  has  sustained  in  the  death  of 
that  most  excellent  layman,  who  for  many  years  had  been  a  faithful  officer 
of  this  Diocese. 

The  Chair  appointed  Peter  P.  Pailey,  G.  D.  Sidway,  and  J. 
F.  Baum,  the  Committee  on  the  above  resolution. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the  sub- 
ject of  Missions,  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair,  to  consider  and  report  on  the  same. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  Committee,  Rev.  Henry  San- 
8om,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Joseph  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  and  Frederic  Speed. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the 
subject  of  the  Church  Building  Commission,  and  Church  Building  Fund, 
organized  by  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  General  Church  in  the  United 
States,  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair 
to  consider  and  report  on  same. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Alexander  Marks,  Peter  P.  Bailey 
and  Wm.  Priestly,  as  such  Committee. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  it  was 

Eesol^edi  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to 
the  subject  of  aid  to  the  fund  for  InlirQi  and  Disabled  Clergymen,  be 
referred  to  a  Committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  to  consider 
and  report  on  the  same. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  James  T.  Pickett,  D.  D.,  George 
M.  Klein  and  Jos.  D.  Shields,  as  such  Committee. 

The  Chair  also  announced  that  he  had  appointed  Rev.  John 
B.  Linn,  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  and  JPeter  P.  Bailey,  a  Committee  on 
the  Prayer  Book. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  remainder  of  the  Bishop's  Address,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  that  portion  referring  to  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  be 
referred  to  tne  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Alex.  Marks  introduced  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  proceed  during  the  present  session  to  the 
election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diccese. 

This  elicited  discussion,  and  it  was  then  moved  that  the  reso- 
lution be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  five,  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  subject,  but  no  vote  was  taken  on  that  motion. 

A  motion  was  then  made  to  lay  this  motipn  on  the  table,  but 
this  was  withdrawn . 

After  further  discussion  of  the  original  resolution  it  was  mov- 
ed by  Rev.  James  T.  Pickett,  D.  D, ,  that  the  resolution  of  Rev. 
Alex.  Marks  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance;  but  no 
vote  was  taken  on  this  motion. 

It  was  then  moved  by  P.  P.  Bailey  that  the  resolution  rela- 
ting to  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  be  made  the  special 
order  of  the  day  immediately  after  reading  the  minutes  to-morrow 
morning,  but  no  vote  was  taken  on  this  motion. 

A  resolution  was  oflfered  by  Rev.  M.  M  Moore,  that  the  vote 
upon  the  question  of  electing  an  Assistant  Bishop,  be  taken  imme- 
diately aflter  the  re-assembling  of  the  Council  this  evening,  but 
no  vote  was  taken  on  this  motion. 

Rev.  Jos.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  then  moved,  as  a  substitute  for 
all  the  resolutions  on  the  subject,  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  go  into  a  vote  immediately  upon  the  res- 
olution offered  by  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  on  the  subject  of  elect! nj;  an  Assis- 
tant Bishop. 

Which  was  adopted. 
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The  original  resolution  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Marks  then  came  be- 
fore the  Council  and  was  carried  by  a  viva  voce  vote.  A  division 
was  called  for  and  the  vote  stood  ayes,  24,  nays  17. 

The  Council  then  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock,  p.  m. 


At  the  hour  of  8  o'clock,  p.  m.,  the  Council  resumed  its  ses- 
sion. The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  Chair  and  called  the 
Council  to  order. 

Rev.  Benj.  Halstead,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  new 
Parishes,  made  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  the  admission  of  new  Parishes,  respect- 
fully report,  that  the  papers  presented  by  the  Parish  of  St  Mary's 
Church,  Bolton,  are  in  due  form  according  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  this 
Parish,  and  they  recommend  that  it  be  admitted  in  union  with  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese.

Which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  the  action  of  the  Council, 

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  Communication  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, in  relation  to  proposed  amendments  in  relation  to  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  which,  on  motion,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  General  Oonvention  of  the  Protestant  Episoopal. Church. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Missimppi:  — 

Sm: — In  compliance  with  the  reouirements  of  Article  8,  of  the 
Constitution,  I  would  hereby  officially  make  known,  through  you, 
to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  the  following  propos- 
ed changes  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  adopted  by  the 
General  Convention  of  1880,  and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  the 
Greneral  Convention  of  1883,  to  wit:  — 

It  was,  by  concurrent  action  (vide  Journal  of  Convention,  pp. 
156,  157-159,  161,  162,  181,  182,  185-187,  188,  225,  251,  263, 
273,  291,  292,  299,  300,  303,  316)  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  1880, — 

Resolved,  That  the  Ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common  Pray- 
er be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  and  that  such  proposed 
amendments  be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions, 
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in  order  that  it  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General  Convention, 
according  to  Article  8,  of  the  Constitution:  — 

THE   RATIFICATION   OF   THE   BOOK   OF  COMMON  PRATER. 

By  the  Bishops,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  General 
Convention  assembled. 

The  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  having  heretofore- 


to  wit,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1789 — set  forth 
and  established  a  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Administration 
of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church, 
and  thereby  established  the  said  book  and  declared  it  to  be  the 
Liturgy  of  this  Church,  and  required  that  it  be  received  as  such 
by  all  the  members  of  the  same,  and  be  in  use  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  (October,  A:  D.  1790;  the  same  book  is  hereby  ratified 
and  confirmed,  and  ordered  to  be  the  use  of  this  Church  from  this 
time  forth. 

But  note,  however,  that  on  days  other  than  Sunday,  Christ- 
mas Day,  the  Epiphany,  Ash  Wednesday,  Good  Friday,  and  As- 
cension Day,  it^shail  suffice  if  the  Minister  begin  Morning  or  Eve- 
ning Prayer  at  the  General  Confession,  or  the  Lord's  Prayer,  pre- 
ceded by  one  or  more  of  the  sentences  appointed  at  the  beginning 
of  Morning  and  Evening  prayer,  and  end  after  the  Cofiect  for 
Grace,  or  tne  Collect  for  Aid  against  Penis,  with  2  Cor.  xiii.  14, 
using  so  much  of  the  Lessons  appointed  for  the  dily,  and  so  much 
of  the  Psalter,  as  he  shall  judge  to  be  for  edification. 

And  note,  also,  that  on  any  day  when  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  shall  have  been  duly  said,  or  are  to  be  said,  and  upon  days 
other  than  those  first  afore-mentioned,  it  shall  suffice,  when  need 
may  require,  if  a  Sermon  or  Lecture  be  preceded  by  at  least  the 
Lord's  Prayer  and  one  or  more  Collects  found  in  this  book. 
Provided,  that  no  prayers  not  set  forth  in  said  book,  or  otherwise 
authorized  by  this  Church,  shall  be  used  before  or  after  such  Ser- 
mon or  Lecture. 

And  note  further,  also,  that  on  any  day  the  Morning  Prayer, 
the  Litany,  or  the  Order  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  may  be  used  as  a  separate  and  independent  service,  provi- 
ded that  no  one  of  these  services  shall  be  disused  habitually.

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Dr.  G.  C. 
Shattuck,  chairman  of  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of 
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the  Greneral  Convention,  on  the  subject  of  providing  means  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention; 
which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Rev.  James  T.  Pickett,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  reported  certificates  from  St. 
Mary's  Parish,  Bolton,  to  be  in  order;  whereupon,  the  Secretary 
called  the  name  of  the  Delegates  from  that  Parish,  when  Wm. 
CrosB,  one  of  such  delegates,  answered  as  being  present. 

Mr.  D.  P.  Porter  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  taken  this 
morning  adopting  the  resolution  of  Rev.  Dr.  Marks  providing  for 
the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  which  was 
adopted. 

The  Chair  then  announced  that  the  question  was  again  upon 
the  original  resolution  offered  by  Rev.  Alexander  Marks. 

Further  discussion  on  the  subject  then  took  place,  during  which 
the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  presented  a  schedule  of 
assessments  necessary  for  the  support  of  two  Bishops. 

Mr.  D.  P.  Porter  called  for  a  vote  by  Orders  and  Parishes, 
ooDsiderable  discussion  ensued,  when  the  call  for  a  vote  by  Orders 
and  Parishes  was  withdrawn  for  a  few  minutes,  and  after  further 
discussion  was  renewed. 

The  Secretary  then  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy — who  voted 
7  yeas  and  12  nays. 

The  roll  of  Parishes  and  Lay  Delegates  was  then  called, 
when  it  appeared  that  a  majority  of  the  Delegaten  of  seven  Par- 
ishes had  voted  aye,  and  a  majority  of  the  Delegates  of  nine  Par- 
ishes had  voted  nay.     One  Parish  was  equally  divided.

The  Chair  decided  that  the  resolution  to  go  into  an  election 
of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  at  this  Council,  was  lost. 

Mr.  Geo.  M.  Klein,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  asked  per- 
mission to  address  the  Council,  which  was  granted;  w^hereupon, 
he  spoke  upon  the  duty  of  Churchmen,  the  aid  which  women  ren- 
der to  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  finan- 
ces of  the  Diocese. 

The  Council  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  half- 
past  9  o'clock. 
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THIRD  DAY. 

Saturday,  May  14th,  1881. 

The  Council  met  at  half-past  9  o'clock,  a.  m.,  pursuant  to 
last  adjournment.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Noweli 
Logan  and  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Turner. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  took  the  chair  and  called  the 
Council  to  order. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  the  calling  of  the 
roll  of  members  was  dispensed  with. 

The  proceedings  of  the  day  previous  were  then  read  by  the 
Rev.  John  B.  Linn,  the  Assistant  Secretary,  and  on  motion,  ap- 
proved by  the  Council. 

The  committee  on  Unfiuished  Business  made  the  following 
report: 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  call  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  resolutions  on  page  52,  of  the  Journal  of  1880,  re- 
lating to  an  amendment  of  Article  VI,  of  the  Constitution,  and  to 
page  47,  of  the  same  Journal,  regarding  the  incorporation  of  Par- 
ses. W.  P.  BROWNE, 

WM.  BARR, 

Committee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  that  the  amendment  of  Ar- 
ticle VI,  of  the  Constitution,  passed  at  the  last  Council  and  sub- 
mitted to  this  for  consideration,  and  referred  to  by  the  committee 
on  Unfinished  Business,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons.  This  motion  was  carried  and  the  proposed 
amendment  was  so  referred. 

Rev.  Joseph  L.  Tucker,  D.  D. ,  Statistician  of  the  Diocese, 
then  made  his  report,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  the 
Journal,  to  which  reference  is  made  for  particulars. 

Rev.  Joseph  L.  Tucker,  D.  D. ,  moved  to  drop  the  name?  of 
certain  Parishes  from  the  list  of  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  which 
was  adopted,  (see  page  22,  Statistician's  report.)  The  Statisti- 
cian's digest  of  the  Journal's  of  the  Diocese,  from  A.  D.  1826  to 
1880,  shows  what  Parishes  have  been  admitted,  and  as  now  amend- 
ed, what  Parishes  have  been  dropped   from  the  list,  afid   what 
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Parishes  have  been  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  at  this 
session;  which  digest,  thus  corrected,  will  be  found  in  the  Appen- 
dix, page  17,  and  which  will  also  show  a  proposed  transfer  of  cer- 
tain named  Parishes  to  the  list  of  Missionary  Stations,  and  the 
recommendation  that  the  words  Church  and  Parish  be  dropped 
from  the  title  of  certain  named  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations,  and 
that  the  word  Mission  be  substituted  therefor. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  moved  that  the  amendments  proposed  by 
the  Statistician  to  sections  1  and  2,  of  Canon  I,  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Constitution  and  C-anons,  which  was  adopted. 

Rev.  James  T.  Pickett,  D.  D. ,  moved  that  section  4,  on  page 
23,  of  the  Statistician's  report  relating  to  amendment  of  Canon  I, 
be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  which 
was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  W.  K.  Douglas,  D.  D.,  introduced  the  following: 

Resolved,  That,  whereas,  no  record  appears  of  the  admission  into 
union  with  this  Council  of  the  Parish  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Terry,  and,  as  the  Journals  of  Proceedings  in  past  years  are  defective,  it 
is  probable  that  this  Parish  was  at  some  time  duly  admitted,  that  this  Coun- 
cil recogni7/e  its  right  to  representation,  and  that  tho  Parish  be  regarded  as 
fully  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council. 

The  above  resolution  was  first  referred  to  the  committee  on 
New  Parishes,  but  afterwards  withdrawn,  and  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council  adopted,  as  the  act  of  the  Council. 

Rev.  Joseph  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  moved  that  the  name  of  the 
Church  of  the  Nativity,  be  changed  to  the  Church  of  St.  Alban's, 
Bovina,  which  was  adopted: 

Rev.  Wm.  Munford,  from  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  made  the  following  report : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OP  THE  CHURCH. 

The  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  have  had  referred 
to  them  rep*>rts  from  thirty-seven  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations, 
out  of  fiftv-seven  reported  on  the  Assessment  Roll  for  1880,  and 
67  in  the  list  of  Parishes  in  the  Journal  of  same  date. 

Many  of  these  reports  are  exceedingly  defective,  and  some  so 
illegible  as  to  render  it  a  difficult  matter  to  determine  exactly 
their  meaning.     From  these  reports,  however,   the  Committee, 
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in  deference  to  what  appears  to  have  been  the  usage  of  past  years, 
present  the  following  statistics  for  the  information  of  the  Council. 

Baptisms,    302     Confirmations, 164 

Communicants, 1822    Offerings, $32,997  71 

In  the  attempt  to  ascertain  how  far  these  figures  indicate  the 
condition  of  the  Diocese,  the  committee  is  confronted  with  the 
problem,  what  constitutes  the  Diocese,  or  rather,  what  Parishes  are 
and  what  are  not  in  union  with  the  Council?  Taking  the  Assess- 
ment Boll  as  the  basis,  they  find  thirty-seven  Parishes  reported, 
and  twenty  not  reported;  but  they  find  on  the  Parish  list,  as  print- 
ed on  the  first  pages  of  the  Journal  of  1880,  thirteen  Parishes  and 
Stations  more  tnan  on  the  Assessment  Boll.  They  find  four  Par- 
ishes on  the  assessment  roll  not  on  the  Parish  list,  and  have  re- 
ceived reports  from  two  Parishes  not  on  either  list. 

In  view  of  these  fisicts,  the  committee  earnestly  recommend 
that  the  Council  take  such  action  as  in  their  wisdom  they  may 
deem  best  to  determine  and  fix  the  List  of  Paridies  in  union  with 
the  Council,  and  to  obtain  accurate  and  reliable  statistics,  in  the 
absence  of  which  the  committee  deem  it  idle  to  attempt  to  give 
any  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

The  able  report  of  our  beloved  and  venerable  Bishop  has  furnish- 
ed you  with  all  the  information  we  have  to  give  in  reeard  to  the 
Clergy  list  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders;  and  to  that  we  beg 
to  rder  you. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  reveals  the  deplorable  fact,  that 
despite  the  generous  donation  of  the  Bishop  last  year,  and  the 
consequent  satisfactory  settlement  of  our  financial  difiUculties  the 
Parishes  are  again  in  arrears  to  the  Bishop's  salary  some  $135. 
In  connection  with  this  subject  the  committee  submit  for  the 
information  of  the  Council,  a  statement  showing  the  indebtedness 
of  the  several  Parishes  to  this  fund  for  the  last  ten  years,  (from 
1870  to  1880,  inclusive,)  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $9,323  67. 
These  figures  are  compiled  from  the  Treasurer's  reports  for  those 
years,  and  thoueh  possibly  not  strictly  accurate,  are  certainly 
sufficiently  so  to  mdicate  clearly  the  necessity  for  some  reform  in 
the  manner  of  making  and  collecting  assessments  upon  the  Par- 
ishes. •*  *  *  iJC 

In  the  midst  of  much  that  is  discouraging  and  perplexing, 
however,  the  committee  find  room  to  congratulate  the  Council 
upon  the  marked  improvement  in  the  attendance  upon  the  present 
session;  in  the  increased  number  present  both  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
delegates,  and  the  deep  interest  manifested  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  Council.  • 
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God  grant  it  may  be  an  earnest  of  revived  interest  in  the 
great  work  he  has  given  us  to  do.

The  items  from  the  Parochial  reports  referred  to  in  the  above, 
from  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  will  be  found  tab- 
ulated, with  other  items  from  other  Parishes,  and  published  m  the 
Appendix  to  this  Journal.  The  statement  of  indebtedness  for  the 
past  ten  years  will  also  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  in  tabular  form. 

It  was  moved  that  Canon  I,  section  1,  be  amended  as  follows: 

After  the  word  adoption,  in  the  last  sentence  of  Canon  I, 
section  1,  add  the  following  words:  ** with  the  charter  or  act  of 
incorporation,  with  the  assurance  of  their  ability  to  contribute  to 
the  support  of  the  Diocese." 

The  proposed  amendment  of  Canon  I,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Rev.  James  T.  Pickett,  D.  D.,  introduced  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolution: 

Whereas,  it  is  deemed  |better,  and  perhaps  necessary  that 
the  title  to  real  estate  of  the  Church  be  held  oy  a  corporation 
which  has  no  other  purpose;  and,  whereas,  the  corporation  recent- 
ly organized  under  the  name  of  the  **Trustee8  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  and  Church  Property,"  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  in- 
cludes in  its  purposes  the  fiolding  of  real  estate  of  the  Church  in 
trust ;  therefore,  be  it 

Re9olvedf  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  the  title  of  all 
Church  property  ought  to  be  vested  in  said  corporation,  in  trust 
for  the  use  of  the  Parbh,  or  for  such  other  purposes  as  the  donor 
may  prescribe,  and  that  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  be  enjoined 
to  use  all  efforts  in  his  power  to  persuade  our  Parishes  to  cause  the 
titles  to  their  property  to  be  vested,  in  trust,  in  said  corporation ; 
and,  furthermore,  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  earnestly  re- 
quested to  consecrate  no  Church,  hereafter,  the  title  to  whose  prop- 
erty has  not  been  already  so  vested. 

This  preamble  and  resolution  was  first  withdraAvn,  but  after- 
wards re-submitted  and  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  yet  to 
be  appointed,  to  consider  the  tenure  of  Church  property,  recom- 
mended by  the  General  Convention,  and  to  report  to  the  next 
Council. 

It  was  then 
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Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
suggestions  and  recommendations  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
General  Convention  upon  the  "Tenure  of  Church  Property, '  and  to  report 
to  the  next  annual  Council  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  as  that  committee :  Bev. 
M.  M.  Moore,  Judge  H.  F.  Simrall,  and  J.  D.  Shields. 

Peter  P.  Bailey  then  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  prepare 
a  form  for  the  organization  of  Parishes,  together  with  instructions  as  to 
what  is  to  be  done  in  forming  such  organization  so  as  to  have  them  comply 
with  the  law  of  the  State  as  to  corporate  bodies,  as  well  as  the  law  of  the 
Church,  and  publish  the  same  in  the  Journal  of  this  Council. 

( See  Appendix  for  form.) 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  suit- 
able resolution  expresssive  of  the  loss  the  Church  has  sustained 
in  the  death  of  the  late  John  W.  Robinson,  beg  leave  to  report : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  relates  to  the  death  of  the  late  John  W.  Bobinson, 
and  to  consider  and  report  suitable  resolutions  expressing  the  loss 
this  Council  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  one  who  was  so  long  a 
well-tried  and  faithful  officer  of  the  Diocese,  respectfully  present 
the  following  resolutions,  and  ask  for  their  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  has  heard  with  deep  regret  the 
announcement  of  the  death  of  John  W.  Bobinson,  who,  for  many 
years  was  a  faithful  officer  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  in  his  death  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Mississippi  has  lost  not  only  a  good  officer,  but  a  firm  and  able 
supporter  of  all  oi  its  missionary  works,  and  a  highly  valued 
friend,  whof^e  loss  is  deeply  lamentet. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  our 
sincere  sympathy  and  commend  them  to  the  rare  of  the  loving 
Saviour,  who  alone  can  heal  their  sorrows. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  send  a  copy  of  these  resolutions 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

The  above  report  and  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  standing 
vote  of  the  Council. 

Peter  P.  Bailey,  in  behalf  of  the  Special  committee  appoint- 
ed to  report  on  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the 
Building  Commission,  and  Building  Fund,  established  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  last  October,  made  the  following  report : 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 

Whereas,  There  was  established  by  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  United  States,  in  Octo- 
ber, A.  D.  1880,  the  ** American  Church  Building  Fund  Commis- 
8ion,''and  the  "Church  Building  Fund,"  the  objects  of  which  were 
to  aid  in  building  Churches  in  "the  newer  settlements  of  our 
growing  country,"  by  raising  a  permanent  fund  of  one  million 
dollars,  within  three  years,  the  interest  of  which  to  be  used  as  do- 
nations in  aid  of  building  churches,  while  the  principal  might  be 
loaned  on  "Church  property.** 

And»  Whereas,  Said  Commission,  so  organized  consists  of  all 
of  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  ten  Clerical, 
and  ten  Lay  members  at  large,  and  one  Clerical  and  one  Lay 
member  for  each  Diocese,  thereby  securing  confidence  in  the  plans 
and  purposes  of  the  Commission. 

And,  Whereas,  The  Board  of  Missions  asks  the  lamest  co- 
operation and  pecuniary  aid  of  every  individual  member  of  the 
Church,  and  particularly  requests  that  at  least  once  a  year,  during 
the  next  three  years,  the  offerings  of  the  people  be  especially  asked 
and  received  in  every  Parish  and  congregation  in  the  land  to- 
wards the  increase  of  the  Church  Building  Fund;   therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  every 
rector  of  a  Parish  or  minister  m  charge  of  a  congregation  or  Mis- 
sionary Station  in  the  Diocese  and  of  every  Parish  or  Missionary 
Station,  without  a  rector  or  minister  in  charge,  to  have  a  collec- 
tion made  in  such  Parish  or  congregation  or  Missionary  Station, 
once  every  year  for  three  years  from  October,  1880,  in  aid  of  said 
Building  Fund,  and  that  individual  efforts  be  made  in  every  Par- 
ish to  collect  funds  for  the  sajne  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  all  funds  so  offered,  received  or  collected,  be 
remitted  to  Lloyd  W.  Welk,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  in  New  York,  and  the  amounts  be 
reported  to  the  Council  annually,  in  the  usual  Parochial  report. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chair  appoint  an  auxiliary  Committee  on 
the  subject  of  the  Church  Building  Commission,  and  Building 
Fund,  which  Committee  shall  serve  until  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Council. 

The  Chair  thereupon  appointed  the  following  named  gentle- 
men as  that  committee,  to-wit:  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  P.  P.  Bailey, 
and  Wm.  Priestly. 

The  rule  requiring  all  elections  to  be  by  ballot  was,  on  motion 
suspended,  and  Rev.  Joseph  L.   Tucker,  D.  D.,  was  nominated 
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and  unanimously  re-elected  Statistician  of  the  Diocese,  by  a  viva 
voce  vote. 

An  invitation  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Deaf  and 
Damb  Institute,  Jackson,  to  the  Council  to  visit  the  Institute, 
and  to  appoint  some  one  to  deliver  a  discourse  to  l^e  inmates  of 
that  institution  on  Sunday  morning,  which  would  be  interpreted 
by  the  Superintendent,  was  read;  whereupon,  the  thanks  of  the 
Council  were  returned  for  the  invitation,  and  the  same  was  ac- 
cepted so  far  as  to  say  that  one  of  our  number  would  deliver  an 
address  at  the  time  named  in  the  invitation. 

Rev.  W.  K.  Douglass,  D.  D.,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  made 

the  following  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 

Constitution  and  Canons,  and  then  withdrawn  and  refen*ed  to  the 

committee  of  three  on  the  Tenure  of  Church  Property,  already 

appointed,  to  act  during  the  coming  year,  and  report  to  the  next 

Council. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  reports:  As  directed  by  the  reso- 
lution of  the  last  Council  he  has  endeavored  to  ascertain  the  num- 
ber of  duly  incorporated  Parishes  in  the  Diocese.  He  has  twice 
during  the  past  year  addressed  a  printed  circular  to  each  Clergy- 
man, and  also  to  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  each  Church  whose 
name  appears  in  the  Journals  with  the  subjoined  result.

In  view  of  the  probability  that  most  of  our  Parishes  have  no  le- 
gal existence  your  Registrar  recommends  the  following  resolution. 

Remlved^  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  prepare  a 
blank  for  the  incorporation  of  Parishes  and  that  it  be  issued  to  all 
Parishes  not  reported  as  incorporated. 

He  also  proposes  the  following  (-anon,  and  recommends  its 
adoption. 

Resolved,  That  in  Canon  I,  immediately  after  the  words 
"two  Wardens"  (see  §  I,  line  12)  there  be  added  these  words: 

''Who  shall  at  once  take  steps  for  their  o¥m  incorporation  un- 
der the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Mississippi. 

Also  after  the  words,  Articles  of  Association,  insert  the  words 
"and  of  the  act  of  incorporation." 

Your  Registrar  also  recommends  a  proposed  Canon  XTX. 

No  Church  edifice  shall  be  consecrated  nor  shall  school 
buildings  or  other  property  be  recognized  as  having  relation  to 
the  Diocese  until  the  tide  to  such  building  or  property  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  duly  incorporated,  or  in  the 
Trustees  of  Church  Propertv  for  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  to  be 
held  by  them  in  trust  for  tLe  use  of  the  Congregation  and  the  due 
fulfilment  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  title  to  the  property  was 
obtained.

Jos.  D.  Shields  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted: 

Resolrfd,  That  the  Suttisticiao  be  re<ioe8ted  to  report  to  the  next 
regular  Council  or  sooner,  if  specially  callea  for,  the  name  and  number  of 
all  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  and  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
vote  on  the  question  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop. 

Bev.  M.  M.  Moore  offered  the  following  resolutions  and  ex- 
phnatfiiy  note,  which  were  adopted  as  the  action  of  the  l^ouncil. 
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Resolved,  That  the  various  Parishes  in  this  Diocese  are  hereby  re- 
OQMted  to  appropriate  the  offerings  taken  hereafter  in  their  Churches  on 
Whit-sandar,  to  the  purpose  of  purchasing  theological  books  for  the  minis- 
ter of  the  Parish. 

Explanatory  Note. — In  adopting  this  resolution,  and  re- 
oommending  this  action  to  the  Parisnes  in  this  Diocese,  the  Coun- 
cil has  in  view  the  serious  inadequacy  of  the  salaries  of  min- 
isters to  supply  them  with  the  necessary  current  theolog- 
ical literature  which  will  enahle  them  to  preach  intelligent- 
ly and  effectually  to  the  people.  An  annual  collection  of 
tiiis  kind  will  provide  many  ministers  with  hooks  they  ah- 
solutely  need,  and  which  they  can  obtain  in  no  other 
way.  And  there  can  be  scarcely  an  instance  where  the  congrega- 
tion making  these  offerings  will  not  reap  a  full  and  speedy  return 
from  such  offerings. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  print  the  above  resolu- 
tion and  Explanatory  note,  to  be  sent  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  who 
are  hereby  rec^uested  to  read  the  same  Ui  their  congregations  on  the  Sunday 
preceding  Whit-sunday. 

The  Council  then,  on  motion,  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock,  p.  m. 


At  8  o'clock,  p.  M.,  the  Council  resumed  its  session. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  chair.

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  ^vas 
referred  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  VI,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, respectfully  report,  that  a^r  considering  the  same,  your 
Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  adopt 
said  amendment,  and  instead  therefor,  do  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution : 

Sesolvedy  That  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  VI,  of 
the  Constitution,  be  not  adopted. 

And  your  Committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  Constitutional  amendment,  to  be  acted  on  finally  at  the 
next  annual  Council:  4 

Retclvedy  That  Article  VI,  of  the  Constitution,  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  and  a  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  shall  be  cho:^en  upon  the  assembling  of  the  annual

Council,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next 
annual  Council.  If  any  other  person  than  a  member  of  the 
Council  should  be  elected  to  either  of  these  offices,  he  shall  be  en- 
titled to  speak  on  any\subject  connected  with  his  office. 

ALEX.  MARKS,  Chairman. 

The  two  resolutions  recommended  by  the  Committee  in  the 
above  report  were  adopted. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons,  further  reported: 

The  committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  amendments  to  Canon  I,  proposed  by  the  Statistician, 
by  the  Registrar,  and  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Munford,  would  respect- 
fully report  that  there  is  not  time  enough  to  get  the  Canon  in 
shape  and  mature  the  subject  for  final  action  at  this  session  of 
the  Council,  and  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  proposed 
amendments  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three,  to  be  elected  by 
this  Council,  who  shall  sit  during  the  recess,  and  report  to  the  next 
annual  session  of  the  Council.

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  in  the  above  report 
were  agreed  to,  and  the  subjects  named  in  the  report  were  referred 
to  the  proposed  committee  of  three.  Mr.  D.  P.  Porter  nomina- 
ted as  such  committee,  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  Judge  H.  F.  Simrall, 
and  Peter  P.  Bailey,  and  they  were  elected  as  such  committee  by 
a  vote  of  the  Council.

Resolved,  That  Canon  IX,  as  proposed  by  the  Statistician,  be 
adopted,  with  the  exception  that  section  2,  shall  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistician  to  send  to 
each  Parish,  at  seme  time  previous  to  the  31st  of  December  of 
each  ygar,  a  form  of  Parochial  report  conformed  as  nearly  as 
practicable  to  the  form  set  forth  in  1874  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Convention.  He  shall  also  send  to  each  Mission  Station 
in  the  Diooese  a  similar  form,  or  one  devised  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Mission  Stations,  or  where  Mission  Stations  are  under  the 
charge  of  a  Missionary,  he  may  send  such  form  to  the  Missionary, 
one  for  each  Station. 
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A  motion  was  made  to  amend  the  above  resolution,  which  was 
loet,  and  the  resolution  reported  by  the  Committee  was  adopted 
by  the  Council. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons,  further  reported  : 

The  committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  new  Canon  X,  concerning  the  Finances  of  the  Dio- 
cese, proposed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker,  would  respectfully  report 
the  following  resolution  : 

BesolvM,  That  the  proposod  Canon  X,  *  concerning  the  Fi- 
nances of  the  Diocese,  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  three,  to 
which  were  referred  the  proposed  amendments  to  Canon  I,  with 
instructions  to  the  said  committee  to  report  to  the  next  annual 
Coancil.

The  resolution  recommended  by  the  committee  on  the  above 

report  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  the  Council. 

A  motion  to  re-consider  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  Peter  P.  Bailey  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  (Council  be,  and  he  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  pablish  six  hundred  copies  of  the  Proceeding's  of  the  Council 
in  uffoal  form  of  a  Journal. 

Bev.  M.  M.  Moore  offered  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  next  Council  the  Parishes 
of  this  Dioce<ie  are  hereby  requested  to  consider  the  propriety  of  electing 
an  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of 
the  Church  be  requested  to  ascertain  what  menus  can  probably  be  relied 
upon  for  the  support  of  such  Assistant  Bishop,  and  also,  that  the  informa- 
tion as  above  requested  be  supplied  to  the  next  Council  by  the  said  R«etors 
and  Vestries. 

Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the  committee  on 

Missions,  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  sub- 
ject of  Missions,  would  respectfully  offer,  for  the  adoption  of  the 
Council,  the  following  resolution : 

Resdvedy  That  this  Council  accept  the  plan  which  was  pro- 
posed by  the  Bishop  of  Maine,  and  adopted  by  the  Greneral  Con- 
vention, and  earoestly  recommend  its  adoption  and  practical  oper- 
ation in  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese.

The  above  plan  was  to  circulate  subscription  lists  in  every  Par- 
ish in  the  United  States,  to  secure  aid  for  Missionary  work. 
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The  resolution  recommended  by  the  Committe  in  the  above 
report,  was  adopted : 

Rev.  Joseph  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  Finance,  reported  that  the  Committee  had  examined  and  ap- 
proved the  report  of  P.  P.  Bailey,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council, 
for  the  Contingent  Fund — also,  his  report  of  the  fund  to  meet  the 
assessment  made  by  the  General  Convention  for  1880 — also,  the 
report  of  the  Trustees,  G.  D.  Sidway  and  P.  P.  Bailey,  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property — also,  reports  of  the  Bish- 
op's Residence  Fund,  made  by  the  representative  of  the  late  Treas- 
urer of  that  Fund,  Mr.  John  W.  Robinson — also,  a  supplemental 
report  of  the  same  fund,  by  P.  P.  Bailey — the  committee 
had  also  examined  and  approved  the  report  of  Geo.  M.  Klein,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  reported  the  following  assessment  on  the 
Parishes,  Mission  Stations,  and  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  for  1881,  and  to  meet  the  Con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  Council,  which  reports  and  assessments 
were  adopted  by  the  Council  as  its  act. 

See  Appendix  for  the  Assessment  and  reports  of  the  several 
funds  of  the  Diocese,  as  approved. 

The  Rev.  John  B,  Linn  offered  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Council  desire  to,  and  do  hereby 
render  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Rector,  Vestry  and  Parishioners,  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Jackson,  and  to  other  citizens  of  the  place,  for  many 
courtesies  and  kind  attentions  paid  to  them  during  their  attendance  at  the 
Council,  and  for  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  to  make  their  stay  here 
pleasant  and  agreeable. 

Eesolved^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  are  due  and  hereby  tender- 
ed to  the  several  Railroad  and  Steamboat  lines  for  courtesies  shown  to 
members  and  visitors  to  this  Council. 

Rev.  M.  M.  Moore  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Registrar  of  this  Council  be  requested  to  examine 
the  past  Journals  of  this  Diocese  to  ascertain  what  resolutions  are,  in  his 
judgment,  to  be  regarded  as  permanent  in  their  operation,  and  to  submit 
the  same  to  the  next  Council  for  its  decision. 

Rev.  John  B.  Linn,  chairman,  made  a  report  from  the  com- 
mittee to  whom  had  been   referred  the  subject  of  the  amend- 
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ments  to  the  ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  pro- 
posed by  the  General  Convention,  to  the  effect,  that  this  Com- 
mittee ajsk  leave  to  be  continued,  and  to  report  at  the  next 
annual  Council;  which  request  was  granted,  and  said  Com- 
mittee was  continued  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  D.  P.  Porter  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  devise  and  pro- 
pose a  plan  of  organization  providia^;  for  raising;  money  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sione,  and  to  report  to  the  next  annual  Council. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Joseph  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  and  Judge  P.  P.  Bailey,  such  committee. 

Rev.  James  T.  Pickett,  D.  D. ,  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  the  distribution  of  a  portion  of  the 
GommunioQ  Alms  to  the  relief  of  Infirm  and  Disabled  Clergymen,  be  re- 
ferred back  to  the  Committee  that  has  had  the  matter  in  charge,  with  in- 
structions to  report  to  the  next  annual  Council. 

After  prayer  and  the  singing  of  the  Gloria  in  JErcefow,  the 
Council  adjourned.

REPORT 

OF  THE

Made  to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  meeting  in  St  An- 
drew'h  Church,  Jackson,  May  12-14,  1881. 


To  the  Ht.  Rev.  President,  and  Brethren  of  the  Council:  — 

Soon  after  the  adjoumment  of  the  last  Council  I  began  the 
labor  of  collecting  statbtics,  intending  to  tabulate  and  publish 
them,  presenting  the  summaries  to  the  Council,  the  minutiae  of 
the  items  to  the  Finance  Committee  to  aid  them  in  their  .peculiar 
and  roost  difficult  task,  and  the  same  items,  together  with  an 
outline  of  some  of  the  deductions  to  be  drawn  from  them,  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  I  began  thus  early  in  the 
anticipation  of  finding  it  a  year's  work  to  gain  any  satisfactory 
fulness  of  information,  especially  from  the  smaller  Parishes  and 
Mission  Stations.  I  had  first  to  devise  a  system  of  blanks  and 
determine  upon  the  nature  and  number  of  questions  to  be  asked. 
To  this  end  I  examined  the  Journals  and  Parochial  Blanks  of  a 
large  number  of  Dioceses,  desiring  to  select  the  best  attainable  for 
ourselves.  This  search  made  it  manifest  that  the  statistical  system 
of  the  Church,  as  a  whole,  is  in  a  chaotic  condition  ;  although  sev- 
eral Dioceses,  notably  Connecticut,  have  admirable  methods  of 
collecting  and  publishing  returns.  By  a  labor  of  over  two  months 
I  constructed  a  form,  by  the  union  of  what  seemed  to  be  the  best 
features  in  several  of  those  compared,  by  adding  one  or  two  series 
of  items  not  found  in  any,  and  by  grouping  all  the  items  in  what 
seemed  to  me  a  more  logical  order  under  the  heads  of  the  Parish  [ 
as  it  is — 1st,  in  its  Persons;  2d,  in  its  Institutions;  The  official 
acts  of  its  Priest ;  The  Episcopal  Acts  ;  The  Financial  Exhibit, 
Cr.  and  Dr. ;  and  Miscellaneous.  1  then  sent  printed  copies  to 
certain  gentlemen,  both  clerical  and  lay,  whom  I  knew  to  be  in- 
terested and  somewhat  skilled  in  the  matter  of  statistics,  asking 
for  criticisms.     These  were  all  so  favorable  that  I  felt  that  my 
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time  had  not  been  wasted.  I  refrain  from  quoting  from  these 
letters  here,  although  fearing  that  ray  form  may  need  defence  ; 
and  will  only  say  that  several  correspondents  urged  me  to  bring 
the  matter  before  the  General  Convention;  in  order  that,  if  i- 
sible,  the  form  might  be  adopted  for  the  whole  Church. 

This  form,  however,  is  still  defective,  I  think  ;  and  needs  the 
modifications  that  a  longer  experience  in  its  use  would  undoubt- 
edly show  to  be  advisable.  As  it  is  intended  for 'Parishes  in  full 
operation  there  should  be  a  shorter  form  devised  for  Mission  Sta- 
tions, although  this  form  would  also  do  for  them,  if  the  person 
compiling  the  returns  would  simply  skip  all  inapplicable  questions. 

The  second  part  of  the  duty  which  devolved  upon  me  was  to 
send  out  these  blanks  and  distribute  them  among  the  Parishes  and 
Mission  Stations  throughout  the  Diocese.  This  I  found  to  be  a 
more  arduous  undertaking.  The  Clergy  and  more  prominent 
Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  were  easily  reached,  but  it  was  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  to  find  correspondents  in  the  more  distant  and 
scattered  places.  In  some  cases  I  was  obliged  to  write  from  five 
to  ten  letters  to  different  persons  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  before 
I  could  get  the  name  of  a  Churchman  or  Churchwoman  in  some 
one  place  with  whom  I  could  correspond.  Letters  to  * 'War- 
dens and  Vestry,"  and  to  Postmasters  habitually  failed  ;  I  did  not 
in  a  single  instance  obtain  ail  answer'  A  few  places  mentioned  in 
our  Journals  have  bafiled  me  to  this  day.  I  am  convinced  that 
somebody  must  live  in  them,  but  I  cannot  find  out  their  mimes  or 
learn  of  anybody  else  who  can. 

The  third  part  of  my  duty  was  to  get  the  blanks  filled  and  re- 
turned to  me ;  and  this  I  found  to  be  more  difficult  and  arduous 
than  either  of  the  other  parts. 

The  Clergy  and  personal  friends  among  the  laity  responded, 
some  promptly,  and  all  with  a  fair  degree  of  promptness,  except 
five  or  six  of  the  Clergy,  who  have  not  paid  any  attention  to  ray 
repeated  circulars.  From  the  laity  I  received  some  hundreds  of 
letters,  a  degree  and  warmth  of  response  which  surprised  me. 
Some  of  these  were  letters  of  rejoicing  that  **the  Diocese  had  at 
last  awakened  from  a  long  slumber  and  had  begun  to  look  after 
the  scattered  sheep ;"  the  writers  not  realizing  that  if  they  had 
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seemed  to  be  neglected,  it  was,  in  part  at  least,  because  they  had 
neglected  the  Diocese.  Others  sent  me  careful  and  detsiiled  state- 
ments of  their  condition,  without,  however,  using  the  blanks ;  and 
a  good  many  used  the  blanks  so  far  as  they  were  applicable,  and 
sent  me  a  statement  besides.  From  several  Parishes  whose  Rec- 
tors did  not  respond,  I  obtained  returns  more  or  less  complete 
from  laymen.  These  were  necessarily  imperfect,  but  seemed  to  be 
the  best  obtainable.  From  all  sources  I  was  enabled  to  make  a 
report  for  the  Standing  Committee  to  present  to  the  General  Con- 
vention which  was  considerablv  more  favorable  than  could  have 
been  made  from  the  pages  of  the  last  Journal.  That  Journal 
gives  a  total  of  1694  communicants,  while  my  returns  gave  a  total 
of  2441 ;  a  similar  difference  ran  through  all  of  the  Parochial 
items. 

The  labor  outlined  above  lasted  nearly  six  months,  leaving  me 
little  leisure  for  anything  else  except  the  most  necessary  part  of 
mv  own  Parish  work.  Before  it  was  finished  I  mailed  over  a 
thousand  circulars  and  wrote  nearly  three  hundred  letters,  fully 
thirty  of  which  were  of  considerable  length,  and  expended  direct- 
ly and  indirectly  nearly  a  hundred  dollars.  This  will  demonstrate 
that  the  oflSce  of  Statistician  is  not  a  sinecure  if  one  be  disposed 
to  discharge  its  duties. 

After  some  hesitation  I  concluded  not  to  attempt  to  collect  sta- 
tistics this  spring  for  the  use  of  the  present  Council,  for  two  rea- 
sons: First,  that  I  thought  it  probable  that  the  office  of  Statis- 
tician would  be  abolished  at  this  session,  and  did  not  care  to  under- 
take so  heavy  a  task  uselessly.  But  my  chief  reason,  without 
which  the  first  one  would  have  had  but  little  weight,  was  that  the 
statistical  year  ends  so  inopportunely.  If  that  year  ended  at. 
Easter,  so  that  the  clergy  could  make  up  their  returns  from  Easter 
to  Easter,  then  I  could  have  two  weeks  time  before  the  session  of 
the  Council,  in  which  to  compile  and  print  my  own  returns  for  the 
use  of  the  Council.  A  far  better  statistical  year  would  be  the* 
civil  vear,  from  January  to  January.  But,  as  custom  had  made 
the  year  end  with  the  session  of  the  Council  itselt,  the  probability 
was  that  many  of  the  Clergy  would  make  their  returns  to  the 
Statistician  at  the  same  time  that  they  made  their  usual  reports. 
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and  I  would  thus  have  been  unable  to  give  the  Council  any  infor- 
mation that  it  did  not  already  possess. 

If  I  have  been  derelict  in  duty  in  this,  I  crave  pardon 
of  the  Council ;  and  will  suggest  that  a  Canon  be  passed  making 
the  statistical  year  coincident  with  the  civil  year,  in  order  that 
there  may  be  time  for  correspondence  with  small  Parishes  and 
Mission  Stations,  so  that  a  full  exhibit  may  be  made  at  each  Coun- 
cil of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  during  the  preceding  year. 
The  four  months  between  the  first  of  January  and  the  session  of 
the  Council  give  none  too  much  time  for  this  purpose.  Should 
the  Council  determine  to  take  this  step  and  to  continue  the  office 
of  Statistician,  I  would  further  suggest  that  the  ordinary  reports 
as  now  made,  be  omitted  hereafter. 

With  the  permission  of  the  Council  I  will  now  submit  some  ob- 
servations of  a  more  general  nature. 

Statistics  are  a  great  study  by  themselves,  and  in  a  skillful  I 

hand  can  be  made  of  the  utmost  value.  They  are  often  decried 
by  persons  who  have  never  learned  how  to  use  them ;  and  it  is 
sometimes  asserted  as  against  them  that  they  cannot  reveal  the 
true  and  spiritual  condition  of  a  Parish,  which  cannot  be  reach- 
ed by  figures.  Such  an  assertion,  of  course,  reveals  ati  unskilled 
or  inexperienced  critic ;  because  statistics  can  be  made  to  reveal 
the  spiritual  condition  when  used  by  one  who  knows  what  figures 
mean. 

That  this  is  truii  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  every  Parish  Priest 
judges  of  the  condition  of  his  own  Parish  by  certain  figures;  as, 
for  instance,  the  number  who  attend  service  regularly  and  habit- 
ually, or  the  number  who  come  to  Communion  compared  with  his 
whole  number  of  Communicants,  or  the  number  of  children  in  his 
Sunday-school  compared  with  the  whole  number  of  children  in  his 
Parish.  If  the  attendance  is  large,  he  is  encouraged;  if  small, 
he  is  discouraged.  If  the  number  who  come  to  Communion  grad- 
ually increase  from  a  fifth  to  a  fourth,  and  then  to  a  third,  and 
then  to  a  half  of  the  whole  number  of  Communicants,  he  is  jus- 
tified in  believing  that  his  Parish  is  very  prosperous  and  his  min- 
btry  unusually  successful.  Such  a  result  would  be  a  plain  and 
unmistakable  indication  of  the  blessing  of  God  and  the  presence 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.     Were  he  to  attempt  to  describe  to  a  friend 
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in  what  particulars  and  to  what  extent  his  ministry  was  successful 
and  his  Parish  prosperous,  he  would  be  obliged  to  cite  these  very 
figures  in  their  proportions  and  averages  and  relations  to  each 
other.  The  fact  that  to  most  persons  these  figures  are  mental 
and  exist  as  'impressions''  rather  than  as  visible  numbers,  does 
not  alter  the  fact  that  they  an)  really  statietics.  An  unformula- 
ted truth  is  not  any  more  a  truth  than  a  formulated  one.  A  true 
^'impression"  is  not  less  true  when  stated  in  the  exact  figures 
which,  when  unwritten,  gave  rise  to  the  impression.  The  idea 
that  statistics  are  useless  because  they  cannot  reveal  the  spiritual 
condition  of  a  Parish,  arises  from  a  confusion  of  thought  as  to 
what  statistics  really  are.  They  are,  in  truth,  an  exact  and  writ- 
ten statement  of  existing  fadSy  and  the  questions  intended  to  thus 
bring  out  the  condition  of  a  Parish  should  be  so  framed  as  not  to 
omit  any  important  data  which  would  modify  opinion.  In  read- 
ing the  statistics  one  should  be  able  to  construct  an  opinion,  very 
much  as  he  would  in  beholding  those  same  facts  in  being  and  ac- 
tion. However  difficult  this  may  seem  to  those  who  are  unac- 
customed to  statistics,  it  is  yet  a  matter  familiar  to  every  statis- 
tician. 

For  instance:  There  are  certain  averages  which  obtain  gener- 
ally, as  that  in  an  ordinary  Parish  in  a  fairly  healthy  condition 
from  15  to  26  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  Confirmed  persons 
will  attend  a  monthly  Communion,  according  to  the  weather  and 
the  season  of  the  year,  say,  as  a  general  average,  20  per  cent.; 
and  from  5  to  8  per  cent,  a  weekly  early  Celebration.  If  a  Parish 
quarrel  of  any  magnitude  breaks  out  the  20  per  cent,  will  drop 
materially,  perhaps  to  10,  12,  or  15,  according  to  the  magnitude 
and  virulence  of  the  trouble,  but  the  weekly  Celebration  will  be 
very  slightly  affected.  There  is  a  deep  lesson  in  this  to  those  skill- 
ed to  read  it. 

Where  an  ordinary  average  Parish  reports  a  much  larger  num- 
ber than  25  per  cent,  as  an  average  attendance  at  Communion,  the 
firet  presumption  is  that  the  whole  number  of  Communicants  is 
incorrectly  stated  ;  in  that  the  person  who  made  the  statistics  ex- 
I  eluded  those  confirmed  persons  who  do  not  commune  from  his  list 
I  of  Communicants.  In  such  case  we  are  all  at  sea  as  to  the  con- 
I    dition  of  the  Parish,  for,  as  there  is  no  law  for  such  exclusion  each 
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man  excludes  according  to  his  own  judgment,  and  the  judgment 
of  scarcely  any  two  persons  will  agree.  It  is,  however,  usually 
the  case  that  from  20  to  40  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  con- 
firmed persons  will  habitually  refrain  from  Communion,  and  the 
statistician  may  usually  add  an  average  of  25  to  30  per  cent,  to  an 
**expurgated"  list  to  obtain  the  whole  number  of  confirmed  per- 
sons. If  the  Rector  be  one  who  discourages  Communions  imme- 
diately after  Confirmation,  he  may  add  40  or  45  per  cent. 

Another  usual  average  is  that  from  40  to  50  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number  of  children  in  a  Parish,  under  fifteen  years  of  age, 
(including  infants)  will  be  enrolled  as  members  of  the  Sunday- 
school  ;  and  that  the  average  attendance  will  be  not  more  than  60 
to  70  per  cent,  of  these.  The  best  efforts  and  best  organization 
will  rarely  exceed  these  averages,  except,  perhaps,  when  a  Rector 
has  a  peculiar  genius  for  the  Sunday-school.  In  truth,  so  well 
established  are  these  averages,  that  any  considerable  error  and 
any  especial  aptitude  on  the  part  of  a  Rector  can  be  detected  by  a 
statistician  almost  as  readily  from  the  returns  as  by  a  personal  in- 
spection of  the  Parish  itself. 

Of  course  these  averages  are  subject  to  modification  according 
to  the  situation  of  the  Parish,  whether  in  a  large  city  and  its  posi- 
tion in  that  city,  or  in  a  small  town,  or  in  the  country;  and  from 
the  personal  factor  in  the  statistical  aptitude  of  the  person  making 
the  returns.  Notwithstanding  all  these,  a  fairly  complete  statis- 
tical return  will  exhibit  to  a  practised  eye  a  not  unfaithful  picture 
of  the  Parish  itself. 

This  is  also  true  as  regards  a  Diocese.  When  a  Diocese  is  in  a 
depressed  condition,  financially  or  spiritually,  and  it  is  wished  to 
ascertain  the  causes  in  order  to  apply  a  remedy,  the  first  step  is  to 
ascertain  the  items  of  its  condition.  Every  whole  is  built  up  of 
parts,  and  no  one  can  have  a  true  judgment  of  a  whole  thing  un- 
less he  has  a  know^ledge  of  its  component  parts.  Thus,  a  person 
may  be  sent  out  to  inspect  the  parts — the  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations — of  the  Diocese,  and  bring  back  his  im])ressions.  If  he 
be  competent  he  will  form  those  impressions  upon  the  unwritten 
statistics;  that  is,  the  numbers  of  persons  he  sees  gathered  together 
under  certain  circumstances  in  various  places,  and  from  what  peo- 
ple tell  him  of  average  numbers  that  he  does  not  see;   from  the 
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nimibers  of  dollars  that  appearances  indicate  or  that  people  tell 
him  have  been  spent,  or  that  are  currently  obtained  to  be  spent, 
or  that  are  due  and  weighing  in  the  form  of  debt.  He  has  no 
other  data  whatever  than  numbers  of  various  sorts  and  kinds, 
grouped  under  various  mental  headings  and  in  various  relations  to 
each  other.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  he  be  incompetent,  his  im- 
pressions will  be  formed  from  the  pleasantness  of  his  entertainers, 
the  personal  consideration  shown  to  himself,  opportunities  present- 
ed to  display  himself,  lesthetic  beauty  or  deformity  in  buildings, 
grounds,  or  music,  in  opinions  he  hears  expressed,  or  his  own  con- 
dition of  health  or  disease  and  consequent  cheerfulness  or  despond- 
ency, et  cetera.  These,  or  somewhat  similar  things,  are  the  only 
alternative  from  absolute  facts,  and  absolute  facts  of  a  present 
condition  can  mostly  be  expressed  numerically.  When  such  an 
one  attempts  to  give  the  grounds  of  his  impressions  he  can  repro- 
duce only  confused  and  fragmentary  ideas  in  the  minds  of  those 
who  sent  him,  although  they  may  adopt  his  general  conclusions. 

Statistics  are  simply  these  numbers  expressed  upon  paper. 
When  the  items  are  skillfully  prepared  the  judgment  formed  from 
them  will  not  very  materially  differ  as  to  the  present  condition — 
excluding  past  history  and  future  expectations — from  the  judg- 
ment of  a  personal  inspection.  Such  items  in  a  good  Parochial 
Report,  should  embrace  what  an  inspector  would  see  upon  visit- 
ing a  Parish,  both  in  the  Church,  the  Sunday-school,  Ac.,  and  in 
its  books ;  together  with  much  that  he  would  not  find  in  the  usual 
books  of  a  Parish. 

The  great  drawback  concerning  such  a  use  of  statistics  is  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  them.  Many  smaller  Parishes,  and  most 
Mission  Stations  keep  no  records  whatever;  and  I  have  known  a 
case  where  the  Rector  of  a  flourishing  Parish,  although  possessed 
of  a  Register,  never  made  an  entry  of  any  sort  therein;  so  that 
the  Parish  does  not  now  possess  the  record  of  a  single  Baptism, 
Confirmation,  Marriage  or  Burial  during  the  whole  period  of  his 
incumbency.  I  need  not  add  that  it  would  have  been  useless  for 
any  one  to  have  applied  to  him  for  statistics.  Furthermore,  the 
Registers  in  common  use  are  all  exceedingly  defective.  Some  of 
them  give  room  for  Families,  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Communi- 
cants, Marriages  and   Burials;   but  none  have  pages   for  Individ- 
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uals  not  in  Families,  Record  of  Loss,  Dismissal  and  Bemoval,  for 
Private  and  Public  Communions,  Sunday  and  Week  day  Services, 
or  for  a  full  statistical  and  financial  summary  of  the  condition  of 
the  Parish  year  by  year ;  while  the  Family  and  other  lists  given 
are  wholly  lacking  in  any  facilities  for  rapid  and  comprehensive 
analysis  as  to  Age,  Sex,  Color,  Time  of  Membership,  facts  of 
Baptism,  Confirmation,  &c.  We  usually  form  our  ideas  of  what 
we  ought  to  do  upon  the  facilities  within  our  reach.  Lacking 
facilities  we  lack  the  idea  of  doing  a  thing.  Hence,  as  a  Rector 
has  no  facilities  furnished  him  for  making  and  keeping  a  constant 
analysis  of  his  Communicants  (for  instance),  it  rarely  or  never  oc- 
curs to  him  that  it  would  be  well  to  do  so.  The  great  blame  of 
our  defective  Parish  book-keeping  should  thus  be  charged  upon 
the  defective  character  of  the  books  furnished  us,  as  well  as  upon 
the  fact  that  no  instruction  is  given  in  the  Seminaries  as  to  any 
method  of  keeping  even  the  books  we  have.  To  remedy  this  de- 
fect, or  rather,  that  part  of  it  within  my  reach,  I  have  devised  a 
Parish  Register  that  is  sotfiething  more  than  the  usual  record  of 
official  acts  of  Priesr  or  Bishop,  commonly  misnamed  ** Register," 
and  have  succeeded  in  inducing  four  or  five  Parishes  in  the  IHo- 
cese  to  adopt  it.  This  Register  would  enable  any  Rector  using  it 
to  make  exact  statistical  returns,  each  list  fuUy  classified,  with 
full  summaries  of  all  kinds;  with  no  more  trouble  than  to  turn 
over  the  pages  of  his  Register  and  copy  the  figures  contained 
there.  It  is,  however,  a  great  difficulty  in  the  way  of  obtaining 
statistical  returns  that  most  Rectors,  accustomed  to  our  usual 
method  of  Parish  book-keeping  and  perhaps  a  little  careless  in  that, 
when  reading  over  the  many  items  of  a  good  blank  for  a  Parochial 
Report,  feel  confuted  with  an  almost  impossible  task.  It  is 
perfectly,  natural  that  they  should  also  feel  a  little  impatient  that 
such  a  new  and  onerous  labor  should  be  laid  upon  them. 

A  eecoud  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  most  of  us  are  slow  to 
appreciate  the  value  of  records.  Were  it  not  for  the  respect  felt 
for  Canon  law  probably  not  one  Parish  in  ten  would  keep  any 
records  whatever,  save  those  of  the  Vestry.  I  have  found  during 
the  past  year,  a  number  of  Parishes  that  could  make  no  report 
owing  to  the  lack  of  a  Parish  Register,  and  that  declined  to  sup- 
ply themselves  with  one.     I  would  suggest  in  this  connection,  that 
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Canon  I,  "Of  the  Admission  of  Churches/*  be  amended  by  insert- 
ing a  clause  requiring  such  provision  to  be  made. 

Another  difficulty,  and  an  insuperable  one  where  it  is  met,  lies 
in  the  tact  that  in  any  considerable  body  of  men  there  will  always 
be  a  certain  per  centage  who  are  utterly  lacking  in  the  faculty  of 
number. 

Such  a  man  may  be  very  able  intellectually ;  he  may  be  a  fine 
physician  or  lawyer,  or  a  good  preacher  or  Parish  Priest,  yet  be 
unable  to  divide  a  number  into  different  sets  of  constituent  frac- 
tions, which  fractions  have  certain  relations  to  each  other  and  to 
their  total.     The  sense  of  number  would  seem  to  be  as  distinct  a 
ftculty  of  the  mind  as  that  of  music  or  of  *  locality,"  and   to  be 
lacking  in  perhaps  as  many  persons.     We  have  probably  all  of 
us  known  persons  whose  ideas  of  number  were  always  obscure, 
and  whose  statements  of  number  always  wrong;  unless,   indeed, 
by  accident.     Such  a  man,  having  but  a  confused  perception  of 
number,  always  undervalues  the  usefrilness  of  statistics,  because,  to 
him,  they  are  literally  of  no  value.     His  mind  can  not  perceive 
the  relation  betwe^^n  numbers  and  that  invisible  entity  which  we 
call  the  spiritual  condition.     Just  as  the  man  who  lacks  the  fko- 
ulty  of  music  cannot  receive  or  understand  the  sweet  sadness  of 
Schubert  or  the  bright  joyousness  of  Mendelsshon  in  certain  of 
th^  works;  or  as  the  man  who  lacks  ''locality"  loses  the  points 
of  the  compass  and  is  easily  lost.     Such  a  man,  when  he  com- 
ments upon  statistics,  commonly  speaks  of  them  as  dry  bones,  and 
thinks  them  utterly  useless  for  any  real  and  practical  purpose. 
Such  a  man,  again,  if  he  be  a  Clergyman,  when  called  upon  for 
any  extended  schedule  of  statistics  of  his  own  Parish,  gazes  help- 
lessly over  his  congregation,  and  wonders  how  any  one  can  be  so 
impertinent  as  to  ask  how  many  individuals  of  them  are  of  this 
kind  and  how  many  of  that,  how  many  of  them  do  this  or  that 
thing  and  how  many  leave  them  undone.     He  does  not  know  him- 
self, never  did  know,  never  heard  of  anybody  else's  knowing,  and 
sees  no  possible  use  in  the  knowledge  if  he  had  it.     He  does  not 
know  how  to  go  to  work  to  find  out,  and  is  not  willirtg  to  be  told. 
Naturally  he  supposes  that  the  statistician   is  a  man  with  a  crank 
in  his  brain — like  a  barrel  organ   that  plays  only  one   tune  and 
that  mechanically — who  does  not  deserve  a  serious  answer,  and 
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who  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  push  into  the  busy  moments 
of  really  practical  men  with  his  fine  spun,  laborious,  and  imprac- 
ticable theories.     When   the  statistician  strikes  a  man  like   this 
the  case  is  hopeless;  the  only  recourse  is  to  find  a  layman  who  is 
willing  to  attempt  the  task  at  the  risk  of  a  quarrel  with  the  Rec- 
tor.    Two  items  of  statistics  are  especially  difficult  to  extort  from 
men  who  have  this  mental  peculiarity:  namely,  personal  income 
and  Church  debt.     In  some  cases  it  is  intimated  to  the  statistician 
or  census  taker,  that   he  is  making  an  unjustifiable  search  into 
private  affairs.     Such  a  feeHng  seems  peculiarly  absurd  to  all  men 
who  are  compelled  to  deal  with  such  matters,   but  as  a  distinct 
idiosyncracy  in  human  nature  must  be  met,  humored,  argued  with 
and  overcome  where  possible ;  and  where   riot  possible  must  be 
ignored  and  dealt  with  as  if  it  did  not  exist — that  is,  the  desired 
information  must  be  secured  from  any  available  source  and  pub- 
lished   without  consent   where   consent   is    withheld.     The   sen- 
sitiveness concerning  these  items  seems  peculiar  when  we  reflect 
that  the  subject  matter  of  them  is  already  well  known  informally. 
The  amount  of  a  Clergyman's  salary  is  known  to  almost  every  mem- 
ber of  his  congregation,  so  is  the  amount  of  the  Parish  debt.  Every 
person  who  is  asked  to  contribute  directly  towards  either  the  one 
or  the  other  has  a  right  to  know  the  full  amount,  and  commonly 
does  know  it ;  and  what  a  considerable  number  of  people   know 
cannot  be  concealed.     Furthermore,  even  the  persons  who  are 
sensitive  concerning  their  own  salaries  or  Church  debts  are  not  at 
all  80  concerning  those  of  other  people.     The  salary  of  every 
Bishop  in  the  Church,  for  instance,  is  known  to  us  all.    We  know 
or  can  easily  ascertain  the  amount  paid  and  the  amount  due,  and 
we  would   smile   were    any  Bishop  to  manifest  a  sudden  sensi- 
tiveness on  the  subject  and  endeavor  to  have  the  items  suppressed. 
So  too,  a  Clergyman  knows  the  salary  of  every  person  in  his  con- 
gregation who  receives  a  salary,  unless  he  has  a  genius   for  not 
knowing;  and  it  probably  never  enters  his  mind  that  any  one  of 
the  persons  concerned  could  object  to  his  knowing,    or   if  so,  that 
such  objection  was  other  than  a  weakness  to  be  smiled  at  and  hu- 
mored.    We  have  probably  most  of  us  seen  lists  of  the  Church 
debts  and  Clerical  salaries  as  existing  in  nearly  every  large  city  in 
the  country,  and  by  looking  into  Diocesan  Journals  we  can  see 


similar  lists  for  whole  Dioceses  ;  but  who  of  us  has  ever  thought 
of  any  impropriety  in  such  lists,  or  that  they  were  unjustifiable 
violations  of  personal  rights — except,  indeed,  one  who  has  become 
suddenly  sensitive  concerning  his  own  salary  or  Church  debt  ?  We 
know  the  salaries  of  the  President  and  the  Cabinet  officers,  of  the 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  of  the  Judges,  and 
Marshalrt,  and  Post-masters,  also  of  State  Governors,  Senators, 
Representatives,  and  almost  all  public  officers,  and  an  objection  to 
the  proper  publication  of  these  salaries  in  the  official  lists,  has 
never  been  heard  of.  Furthermore,  i;he  salary  of  every  Clergy- 
man is  actually  publicly  known,  and  there  is  nothing  remarkable 
about  it  until  he  intimates  directly  or  indirectly  that  he  wishes  it 
nof  to  be  known. 

As  regards  Church  debts  a  desire  to  conceal  the  amount  is  com- 
monly supposed  to  be  indicative  either  of  this  sensitive  weakness, 
or  of  such  financial  weakness  that  a  knowledge  of  the  amount 
might  frighten  creditors  into  foreclosure,  and  so  precipitate  bank- 
ruptcy, or  of  something  morally  wrong  about  the  debt  itself.  Or, 
as  these  three  most  probable  causes  may  be  tersely  stated — senti- 
mental weakness,  prudential  weakness  and  moral  weakness. 
When  in  published  reports  this  item  is  seen  blank  concerning  a 
Parish  known  to  be  in  debt,  the  usual  supposition  by  men  of  the 
world,  is  that  one  of  the  two  last  causes  induced  the  suppression. 
There  are  probably  two  or  three  instances  of  each  of  them  to  one 
of  the  first. 

Sometimes  where  no  objection  is  made  to  report  a  Church  debt 
as  a  whole,  a  strong  objection  is  made  to  the  separating  that  debt 
into  its  constituent  items,  especially  the  amount  of  unpaid  salary 
due  to  the  Rector.  That  same  Parish  will  usually  not  hesitate  at 
all  to  report  the  amount  due  to  the  Bishop,  although  if  there  be 
any  disgrace  attached  to  either  deficiency,  it  should  be  most  strong- 
ly felt  concerning  an  arrearage  to  the  Bishop's  salary;  because  the 
Rector  may  not  be  at  all  in  fault  about  the  former  while  it  is  a 
natural  presumption  that  he  is  about  the  latter.  The  contrary 
feeling  obtains  probably  because  the  Parish  itself  fixes  the  Rector's 
salary,  while  it  is  assessed  for  that  of  the  Bishop;  hence,  it  vio- 
lates a  contract  in  the  one  case,  and  supposes  that  it  does  not  do 
80  in  the  other.     This  is  false   reasoning ;  because   the   law   and 
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custom  of  the  Diocese  are  well  known,  iind  a  Parish  coming  into 
union  with  the  Diocese  contracts  to  obey  its  law,  and  violates  a 
contract  bj  refusing.  Besides,  the  Rector  is  on  the  spot  to  push 
his  claims  and  the  Bishop  is  not ;  and  the  Hector  has  the  option  of 
removal  to  another  Parish,  w^hich  the  Bishop  has  not.  The  Bishop 
is  helplesH  and  has  no  recourse,  therefore  the  obligation  of  honor  i» 
the  greater  and  the  disgrace  of  delinquency  should  be  greater.  In 
the  case  where  a  Rector  shrinks  from  having  it  known  that  his 
Parish  is  in  debt  to  him  while  he  has  no  such  delicacy  for  his 
Bishop,  surely  something  is  wrong  about  the  delicacy.  In  a  Dio- 
cese like  this,  poor  and  depressed,  where  society  and  labor  have 
not  yet  settled  into  the  new  conditions  made  necessary  by  the  great 
upheavals  of  recent  years,  it  is  a  thing  to  be  expected  that  there 
should  be  constant  delinquencies  in  the  discharge  of  purely  volun- 
tary obligations.  There  is  truly  no  disgrace  to  the  Clergy  if  the 
laity  are  unable  to  provide  for  them  as  both  parties  would  wish. 
All  over  this  Diocese,  and  in  all  neighboring  Dioceses,  the  same 
condition  obtains  ;  and  it  is  a  rare  exception  where  the  income  of 
any  Pari«h,  even  the  wealthiest  and  apparently  most  prosperous, 
meets  its  necessar}'  expenses  without  straining. 

Statistics  show  actual  facts:  we  all  know  the  facts  informally, 
what  is  it  but  sentimentalism  that  we  shrink  from  a  formal  and 
exact  knowledge?  It  would  not  surprise  any  one  of  us  to  see  in 
a  correct  list  that  the  salary  of  every  Clergyman  in  this  State,  in 
every  Sect  and  Church,  was  partially  unpaid.  Such  a  formal  state- 
ment would  be  simply  the  confirmation  of  what  we  knew  before 
to  be  probably  the  case.  Where  is  the  disgrace  ?  And  if  there 
be  no  disgrace  why  should  there  be  a  concealment  from  the  proper 
authority  ;  especially  since  that  authority  seeks  simply  to  make 
record  of  existing  facts,  not  to  cast  them  to  the  winds  for  the  sec- 
ular public  ? 

Our  Diocesan  Journals  are  not  read  by  one  in  a  hundred  of  even 
our  own  Church  people.  There  is  no  especial  publicity  given  to 
anything  published  in  their  pages,  nor  do  we  ourselves  care  enough 
about  them  to  preserve  them  for  binding,  or  even  for  reference, 
beyond  a  few  years.  And  not  one  in  a  hundred  of  those  who  do 
read  them  ever  look  at  the  statistical  tables,  where  alone  are  pub- 
lished the  items  of  income  and  debt;   unless,  perhaps,  here  and 
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t^liere  some  curious  person  may  glance  at  the  totals  to  see  how  the 
iocese  stands  as  a  whole.     Almost  the  sole  use  of  those  tables  is 
enable  the  administrators  of  the  Diocese  to  know   the  actual 
oondition  of  things  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  concert  wise  mea- 
.  sures  under  a  full  knowledge  of  circumstances.     To  any  person 
siccustomed  to  the  consideration  of  these  facts,  the  reasons  usually 
advanced  for  refusing  to  report  the  items  referred  to  seem  very 
inadequate.     I  would  further  suggest  that  since   this  shrinking 
from  the  publication  of  unfavorable  items  does  exist,  it  would  be 
wise  for  the  Clergy  to  utilize  it  rather  than  to  share  it  and  bend 
under  it.     It  is  certainly  the  case  that  Parishes  and  Vestries  are 
often  stirred  up  to  discharge  obligations  when  the  publication  of  a 
deficiency  becomes  imminent.     We  see   this  yearly  all  over  the 
Diocese  concerning  the  Diocesan  assessment.     I  have  myself  often 
heard  the  remark,  "We  must  not  let  that  get  into  the  Journal." 
If  a  Vestry  knew  that  a  Rector  was  fearless  and  exact  in  his  re- 
port of  debt,  and  did  not  assume  or  fear  that  others  would  assume 
that  it  was  his  fault  that  his  salary  was  unpaid,  they  would  soon 
become  as  reluctant  to  have  one  kind  of  debt  reported  as  another. 
A  Rector  can  soon  impart  his  own  feeling  about  his  salary  to  his 
Parish.     If  he  himself  thinks  that  an  abler   man  than  himself 
would   be  paid  more  promptly,  his  Parish  will  quickly  catch  the 
thought  from  him,  and  will  pay  him  slowly  because  he  is  not  abler. 
If  he  believes,  or  acts  and  speaks  as  if  he  believes,  that  his  own 
ability  or  lack  of  ability  has  nothing  to  do  with  it,   but  that  the 
business  capacity  of  his  Vestry,  the  executive  talent  of  its  finan- 
cial ofi&cers  and  the  loyalty  of  the  Parish  people  are  the  true  fac- 
tors of  the  equation,  he  will  soon  send  that  feeling  all  through  his 
Parish,  to  the  great  benefit  of  all  concerned.     When  from  a  mis- 
taken sense  of  delicacy  Clergymen  suffer  all  the  methods  and  in- 
struments of  a  good  administration  of  their  Parishes  to  lie  unseen 
and  unused  within  their  reach,  one  cannot  resist  the  feeling  that 
their  suffering  is  not  wholly  undeserved. 

It  is  as  absurd  for  a  Clergyman  to  keep  silent  about  his  unpaid 
salary,  as  it  would  be  to  keep  silent  about  a  headache;  and  to 
deny  (by  implication)  the  fact,  when  asked  by  the  proper  author- 
ity, seems  to  the  unsentimental  man  as  foolish  as  it  would  be  to 
deny  the  headache. 
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Such  are  your  Statistician's  views  about  the  matters  you  have 
placed  in  his  hands.  To  some  such  ends  he  must  push  his  efforts 
if  again  made  Diocesan  Statistician.  If  the  Council  seriously  dis- 
agree with  the  views  here  expressed,  or  if  any  considerable  num- 
ber of  the  Clergy  object  to  the  methods  used,  the  Statistician 
begs  that  some  other  person  be  selected  for  the  office,  or  that  the 
office  itself  be  discontinued — for  no  man  can  do  good  work  with  a 
cheerful  spirit,  if  his  own  ways,  his  own  objects,  his  own  judgment 
of  means  be  continually  thw^arted.

An  Amendment  to  Oanon  I,  recommended  by  the  Statis- 
tician, as  referred  to  above. 

Resolved:  That  Canon  I,  entitled  **0f  tJie  Admission  of 
Churches"  be  amended  by  expunging  all  of  Sec.  1,  after  the  words 
"and  two  Wardens",  and  the  first  and  second  lines  of  Sec.  2, 
and   inserting  the  following : 

**Who  shall  be  Communicants  of  the  Church.  The  Ves- 
try thus  chosen  shall  provide  two  suitable  blank  books,  one 
of  which  shall  be  used  to  preserve  the  minutes  of  their 
own  meetings,  and  the  other  to  contain  a  Registry  of  the 
Parishoners  and  a  Record  of  the  Official  acts  of  the  Bishop 
and  Clergy  in  the  Parish.  They  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to 
be  Clerk,  who,  besides  his  ordinary  duties  as  Clerk  of  the  Vestry 
shall  (until  there  be  a  Rector  of  the  Parish)  make  and  keep  a 
Registry  of  the  Parishoners  under  the  headings.  List  of  Families 
(including  every  member  of  each  family^,  List  of  Individuals  not 
in  Families,  and  List  of  Communicants.  The  Clerk  may  corres- 
pond with  the  Statistician  of  the  Diocese  concerning  this  part  of 
his  duty;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Statistician  to 
furnish  said  Clerk  with  suitable  forms  for  his  Registry  and  Records, 
and  to  give  him  such  information  and  assistance  as  the  said  Clerk 
may  desire." 
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When  this  Regbtry  is  made  the  Vestry  shall  cause  it,  or  a  copy 

written   from  its  lists,  to  be   laid   before   the   Council,  together 

with  the  Articles  of  Association  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  and 

the  CJouncil  shall  decide  whether  or  not  to  admit  such  Parish  into 

union  with  itself. 
Sec.  2.  Every  Parish  so  organized,  registered,  and  admitted 

into  union,  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council:  and  shall 

annually  on  Easter  Monday,  &c. 


The  Statistician  further  recommends,  if  the  Council  detei-mine 
to  continue  the  office  of  Statistician,  that  Canon  IX  be  repealed, 
and  the  following  adopted  in  its  place. 

CANON  IX. 

OF   PAROCHIAL   REPORTS   AXD   THE    DUTIES  OF   THE   STATISTICIAN. 

Sec.  1.  The  statistical  year  of  this  Diocese  shall  extend  from 
the  Ist  day  of  January  to  and  including  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  each  year,  coinciding  with  the  civil  year;  and  the  Paro- 
chial Reports  shall  be  made  immediately  after  the  3l8t  of  Decem- 
ber, in  each  Parish  and  Mission  Station,  and  sent  to  the  Statis- 
tician of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistician  to  send  to  each 

Parish  at  some  time  previous  to  the  31st  of  December,  of  each 
year,  a  form  of  Parochial  Report,  conformed  as  nearly  as  prac- 
ticable to  the  form  set  forth  in  1874  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Convention.  He  shall  also  send  to  each  Mission  Station 
in  the  Diocese,  a  similar  form  or  one  devised  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Mission  Stations;  or  where  Mission  Stations  are  under  the 
charge  of  a  Missionary,  he  may  send  such  form  to  the  Mission- 
ary, one  for  each  Station. 

Sec.  3.  The  Statistician  shall  keep  a  List  of  all  Parishes  and 
Mission  Stations  in  the  Diocese,  and  shall  make  record  of  all  forms 
sent  out  and  to  whom  sent,  and  of  all  reports  received.  On  the 
Ist  of  each  month  following  the  1st  of  January,  or  oftener  if 
necessarv,  he  shall  send  circulars  to  all  Parishes  and  Mission  Sta- 
tions  which  have  not  made  report  to  him,  calling  their  attention 
to  the  omission;  and  shall  make  especial  endeavor  to  obtain  reports 
and  statistical  information  from  all  points  in  the  Diocese  where 
Church  work  is  being  done,  or  where  Church  families  reside. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Stalistician  shull  keep  a  book  or  books,  in  which 
he  shall  recoril  iu  tubular  form  the  Statietical  iDformatbn  thui; 
obtaiued  by  him,  with  t^ueh  notes  as  may  aeem  to  him  proper  to  bo 
maOe.  He  shall  place  this  book  or  book^  before  the  Finance 
CumiBitce  and  the  Committ**  ou  the  State  of  the  Church,  at  the 
meeting  of  each  Council,  together  with  a  statement  of  such  items 
of  information  appropriate  to-  the  pnhjeet  of  deliberation  of  each 
Committee  as  may  aeem  to  him  to  call  for  special  notice.  He 
may  be  summoned  by  the  Chairman  of  eacli  Committee  t'l  attend 
the  deliherationa  of  that  Committee  and  shnll  give  Piich  informa- 
tii)n  in  his  department  as  he  may  possess. 

Sec.  4.  The  Stiitislician  shall  furnish  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  upon  his  application,  any  information  in  his  possession 
which  the  Treasurer  may  desire.  He  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Council,  a  corrected  list  of  Parishes  and  Mission  Sta- 
tions, for  publiejition  iu  the  Journal;  and  such  other  information 
in  his  possession  as  the  Secretary  may  call  for. 

Sec.  5.  The  Statistician  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  the 
Council  of  the  Statistical  Summary  for  the  whole  Diocese  for  the 
preceding  year,  with  a  statement  of  hLs  own  acts,  and  of  his 
receipts  and  disbursement.  He  shall  furnish  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee an  estimate  of  his  expenses  for  the  current  year,  which 
amount  shall  be  added  by  them  to  the  assessment  for  the  Contin- 
gent Fund,  and  shall  be  paid  from  that  fund.

The  Convention  of  1841  passed  a  C^anon  to  this  effect :  (Jour- 
nal, '41,  p.  8.)  "Any  Parish  in  this  Diocese  which  has  omitted, 
or  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  to  send  a  delegation  or  a  report  to  the 
Convention  for  two  successive  years,  may  be  considered  extinct 
until  it  shall  re-establish  its  connection  by  a  new  application  to  the 
Convention."  This  would  perhaps  have  been  a  valuable  law  had 
it  ever  been  enforced.  In  the  following  year  one  Parish  was  drop- 
ped and  one  admonished  under  its  provisions;  but  after  that  it 
appears  to  have  become  a  dead  letter. 

In  1844  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Evangelists  at  Hernando, 
which  had  been  preparing  for  admission,  was  reported  by  its  Rec- 
tor as  extinct ;  every  member  having  died  or  moved  away,  and  the 
Church  building  sold  for  debt.  In  1848  this  Parish  was  revived 
under  the  name  of  -^Vscension,  and  admitted  into  union. 

In  the  official  lists  of  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention  as 
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given  from  time  to  time,  the  names  of  Parishes  frequently  appear 
which  have  never  been  admitted  by  action  of  the  Convention  or 
Council  itself.  Such  names  usually  appear  first  in  the  Assessment 
roll,  and  would  seem  to  have  been  transferred  from  there  to  the 
list  of  Parishes  in  union  without  investigation  as  to  whether  they 
had  ever  been  actually  admitted.  Occasionally  such  Parishes  have 
sent  delegates  who  sat  in  the  Convention  or  Council  and  voted — 
of  course  without  authority.  The  only  Parishes  now  existing 
coming  under  this  head  are  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  at 
Terry,  Immanuel  Church,  Winona,  and  Trinity  Church,  Crystal 
Springs. 

In  1865  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  reported  44 
Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention.  There  were  actually  46 
Parishes,  but  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Pikeville,  -had  been  omitted 
(without  authority)  from  the  list  last  published,  and  the  Commit- 
tee probably  had  no  certain  data  to  guide  them. 

In  1867  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Churches  re- 
ported adversely  to  the  admission  of  Gethsemane  Chapel,  Chata- 
wa,  as  giving  no  evidence  of  permanency,  The  Convention,  how- 
ever, voted  to  admit  that  Parish,  ''notwithstanding  the  adverse 
report  of  the  Committee."  Two  years  afterwards  the  Parish  dis- 
appeared. There  appears  to  have  been  considerable  looseness  of 
proceedure  concerning  the  admission  of  New  Parishes  through  the 
whole  history  of  the  Diocese.     The  study  of  the  birth,  admission 

• 

and  death  of  many  of  them  led  to  the  proposed  amendment  of 
Canon  I,  requiring  a  Parish  applying  for  admission  to  present  a 
copy  of  its  register  of  members  to  the  Committee  on  Admissions, 
to  give  that  Committee  some  data  upon  which  to  form  a  judgment 
of  its  condition.  It  would  perhaps  be  wise  to  require  further 
that  no  Parish  should  be  admitted  that  did  not  possess  a  Church 
building  in  which  to  hold  worship,  and  a  vestry  of  Communicants. 
Without  some  such  Canonical  provisions  we  shall  probably  go  on 
admitting  Parishes  out  of  compliment,  that  will  struggle  through 
a  few  brief  years,  be  continually  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  all 
assessments,  continually  call  for  missionary  help,  be  a  dead  weight 
to  carry,  and  finally  die  out  altogether.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  every  Parish  which  asks  for  and  receives  money  from  the 
Missionary  fund  should  be  dropped  from  the  list  of  Parishes  and 
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enrolled  as  a  Mission  Station,  and  that  all  Mission  Stations  be  en- 
titled to  send  one  lay  delegate  to  the  Council. 

In  1868  a  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the  Parish  List  rep(»rt- 
ed  advising  that  the  following  Parishes  be  dropped;  Church  of 
the  Crucifixion,  Yazoo  county;  Church  of  the  Redemption,  Hinds 
county;  St.  John's,  Annadale ;  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Biloxi; 
8t  Barnabas,  Warrenton;  but  no  action  was  taken  upon  the  re- 
port 

In  1873  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  New  Town  Land- 
ing, Warren  county,  was  dropped  from  the  List  of  Parishes  in 
union  with  the  Council;  but  it  does  not  appear  trom  any  of  the 
Journals  that  such  Parish  had  ever  been  admitted  or  properly 
placed  in  the  list. 


Mission  Stations. 

In  making  out  this  list  I  have  had  unusual  difficulties,  in  that 
there  has  never  been  an  authorized  list,  or  indeed  any  list  except 
such  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  could  make  from  su(*.h  data 
as  chanced  to  be  in  his  possession  from  time  to  time.  There  has 
never  been  any  method  of  admitting  Parishes  or  Stations  as  recog- 
nized Mission  Stations  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  there  is  no  pro- 
vision in  either  Constitution  or  Canons  for  their  representation  in 
the  Council  by  lay  delegates,  nor  has  there  ever  been  any  officer 
such  as  a  Registrar  or  Statistician,  centrally  located  and  easily  ac- 
cessible, whose  duty  it  was  to  keep  a  list  and  give  information. 
Consequently  the  list  is  in  a  worse  state  of  confusion  than  even 
the  Parish  List.  It  seems  to  have  been  a  custom,  when  a  Clergy- 
man reported  that  he  had  preached  in  a  place,  for  its  name  to  be 
immediately  added  to  the  list  of  Million  Stations,  and  an  assess- 
ment placed  upon  it.  As  the  assessments  were  never  paid,  after 
a  few  years  the  name  was  dropped  and  no  more  heard  of.  In  the 
multitude  of  such  names,  many  of  them  unknown  to  me  and  con- 
cerning which  I  could  gain  no  information,  I  have  often  been  at  a 
loss  which  to  select  and  which  to  drop.  The  following  must  there- 
fore be  taken  tentatively,  subject  to  revision. 
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Parishes  w}iich  have  been  represented  in  Council  and  probably 
suppose  themselves  to  be  in  union  therewith.

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It  is  further  recommended  that  the  following  be  dropped  from 
the  list  of  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Council,  and  added  to  the 
list  of  Parochial  Mission  Stations  :

Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Livingston,  Madison  county;  Church  of  the 
Messiah,  Shuqualak,  Noxubee  county;  Grace  Church,  Carrollton; 
St.  Mark's  Church,  Mississippi  City ;  Church  of  the  Mediator, 
East  Pascagoula ;  Christ  Church,  Summit ;  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Kirk  wood ;  Ascension  Church,  Hernando;  Church  of  our  Sa- 
viour, Osyka;  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Macon;  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Batesville;   Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Biloxi. 

The  above  named  Parishes  were  retained  on  the  list  pending  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Canons  concerning  Section  4,  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Canon  1,  creating  recognized  Mission  Stations.  This  matter  will 
come  np  for  action  in  1882. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  words  Church  and  Parish 
be  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  above  and  of  all  Mission  Stations, 
and  the  word  Mission  substituted;  so  that  the  names  Church  and 
Parish  be  only  allowed  to  those  Parishes  which  are  in  union  with 
the  Council. 

The  Statistician  recommends  that  Canon  I  be  further  amended 
to  provide  for  the  admission  of  Mission  Stations  into  recognized 
standing  and  into  union  with  the  Diocese,  as  follows : 

First.  That  the  title  of  Canon  I,  be  amended  to  read — 

OF  THE   ADMISSION  OF   PARISHES  AND   MISSION   STATIONS. 

Second.  That  a  fourth  section  be  added,  as  follows  : 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  C/hurch  work  at  any  place  has  been  so 
prospered  that  there  is  a  prospect  of  permanence  and  a  hope  that 
a  Parish  may  at  some  future  time  be  established,  and  where  there 
are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  male  Communicants  to  form  a  Ves- 
try, the  Church  people  may  assemble,  select  a  suitable  name  for 
the  Mission,  and  subscribe  to  Articles  of  Association  similar  to 
those  used  for  the  organization  of  Parishes  ;  except  that  the  word 
Mission  shall  be  used  instead  of  the  word  Parish,  and  that  instead 
of  a  Vestry  two  male  Communicants,  or  in  case  of  necessity  one 
only,  shall  be  named,  who  shall  be  called  the  Wardens  or  Warden 
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of. Mission,  and  that  the  Easter  Monday  election  shall 

be  for  Wardens  or  Warden  instead  of  for  Vestrymen,  The  War- 
dens so  chosen  shall  provide  themselves  with  two  suitable  blank 
books,  shall  appoint  a  Clerk  of  the  Mission,  and  may  be  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Council,  all  as  provided  in  Sec.  2. 

Sec.  5.  The  property  of  such  Mission  Stations  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property;  who 
shall  hold  the  same  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  Mission  until  such 
Mission  shall  become  an  incorporated  Parish  and  be  admitted  as 
such  into  union  with  the  Council,  and  longer  if  the  new  Parish 
consent. 

Sec.  6.  Each  Missioa  Station  so  organized  and  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  lay  delegate, 
who  shall  be  a  Communicant  in  that  place,  to  represent  the  Mis- 
sion Station  in  the  Council. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  Canon  of  1841,  referred 
to  on  page  19,  of  this  report,  be  re-enacted  with  additions,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Any  Parish  or  Mission  in  this  Diocese  which  has  omitted,  or 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  send  a  delegation  to  the  Council,  or  to 
pay  assessments,  or  to  make  a  report  to  the  Statistician  for  the  use 
of  the  Council,  for  two  successive  years,  may  be  considered  ex- 
tinct, and  shall  be  dropped  by  the  Statistician  from  his  list  of 
Parishes  in  union  with  this  Council.  Such  Parish  or  Mission 
may  re-establish  its  union  with  the  Diocese  by  a  new  application 
to  the  Council  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  I. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  change  of  name,  the  amendments  to  Canon  I,  on  pp.  14  and  23, 
of  this  Appendix,  and  the  proposed  new  Canon  recommended  above, 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons;  and  upon 
their  susc^estion  were  further  referred  to  a  Committee  to  report  to  the  next 
Annual  Council.

The  requirement  contained 
in  Section  2,  (p.  15,)  was  adopted  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  the  Canon  as  amended  was  adopted.

CANON  X. 

CONCERNING  THE  FINANCES  OF  THE   DIOCESE. 


TITLE    1. 
ON   THE  nNAXCE  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  1.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  seven  persons, 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  opening  of  each  annual  Council,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  Council,  and  shall 
assemble  for  deliberation  at  the  call  of  their  Chairmdn,  or  of 
a  majority  of  the  Committee,  or  of  the  Bishop.  The  Chair- 
man may  summon  the  Statistician  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
Treasurer  thereof  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Committee, 
'  or  to  send  specified  information  in  writing. 

The  travelling  expenses  of  members  of  the  Committee  and 
officers  summoned  to  attend,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund  or  other  monies  in  his 
charge. 

Sec.  2.  During  the  Session  of  the  Council  all  matters  of  a 
financial  character  may  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee 
for  consideration  and  report;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
assess  the  amounts  to  be  contributed  by  each  Parish,  Parochial 
Mission  and  Mission  Station,  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate 
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and  to  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Diocese;  and  they  shall 
furnish  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  a  basis  of  assessment 
by  families  or  Communicants,  for  places  not  assessed  by  them, 
to  be  used  by  him  as  their  executive  officer,  as  provided  in 
Sec.  7,  Title  2. 

Sec.  .3.  During  the  recess  they  shall  have  a  general  super- 
vision of  the  Finances  of  the  Diocese;  and  shall  decide  upon 
any  question  relating  thereto  which  may  be  referred  to  them 
by  any  officer  of  the  Diocese,  including  their  own  members, 
and  their  decision  shall  be  binding,  unless  annulled  by  the 
veto  of  the  Bishop.  Should  it  be  inexpedient  in  the  judg- 
ment of  their  Chairman  to  hold  a  meeting  of  the  Committee, 
such  decision  not  being  overruled  by  a  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee, their  deliberations  may  be  conducted  by  correspond- 
ence, and  the  Chairman  shall  announce  the  result. 

Sec.  4.  The  Financial  Year  of  the  Diocese  shall  extend 
from  the  1st  day  of  January  to  include  the  31st  day  of  De- 
cember of  each  year,  to  coincide  with  the  civil  and  with  the 
Diocesan  statistical  years;  and  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese,  and  the  financial  items  of  the  Statistician's  report 
as  published  in  the  Journal,  shall  cover  that  year  only;  but 
the  Treasurer  shall  furnish  information  concerning  the  first 
and  second  quarters  of  the  current  year,  as  provided  in  Sec.  1, 
Title  2. 

Sec.  5.  Payment  of  all  assessments  made  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  directly  or  through  their  executive  officer,  shall 
be  due  quarterly  in  advance,  upon  the  first  day  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October,  respectively. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  assessments  made  by  the  Finance 
Committee  in  any  year  shall  be  considerably  in  excess  of  those 
of  the  previous  year,  the  Committee  shall  prepare  an  address 
or  statement  setting  forth  the  reasons  for  such  increase;  which 
address  shall  be  printed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  used  by  him  as 
provided  in  Sec.  2,  of  Title  2. 

Sec.  7.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  also,  upon  applica- 
tion of  the  Treasurer,  give  him  assistance  in  the  collection  of 
assessments,  as  provided  in  the  various  paragraphs  of  Sec.  5, 
of  Title  2. 

Sec  8.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Finance  Committee 
shall  be  filled  at  once  by  appointment  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  9.  ^A-  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Parishes  or  Mis- 
sions to  make  payments  of  any  assessments  to  the  Bishop  iu 
person.     The  relations  which  the   Bishop   holds  towards   In- 
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dividnals,  Mission  Stations,  and  Parishes;  do  not  involve  any 
money  debt  to  him  as  an  individual,  nor  can  they  be  permit- 
ted to  throw  the  finances  of  the  Diocese  into  confusion  by  as- 
suming that  they  sfand  in  a  relation  to  him  which  only  the 
Diocese  as  a  corporate  body  and  through  its  proper  officer  oc- 
cupies. It  is  derogatory  to  the  dignity  of  a  Bishop  to  make 
him  the  collector  of  his  own  salary,  a  labor  which  belongs  to 
the  Treasurer  and  to  no  one  else.  The  financial  relations  of 
individual  members  of  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  are  to 
their  own  Treasurers,  and  their  financial  relations  as  corporate 
bodies  are  through  their  Treasurers  to  whomsoever  they  owe 
money.  In  the  case  of  assessments  they  owe  money  to  the 
Diocese  through  its  Treasurer.  What  the  Diocese  does  with 
that  money  is  not  a  matter  with  which  they  can  interfere, 
except  through  their  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Council;  and 
they  have  no  more  right  to  make  payments  to  the  Bishop 
00  his  salary,  than  Counties  have  to  make  payments  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State  on  his  salary. 

^B*  Any  such  payments  made  to  the  Bishop  shall  be  held  to 
be  of  the  nature  of  gifts,  and  shall  not  operate  to  release  the 
Parishes  or  Mission  Stations  making  them,  from  the  full  weight 
of  assessments. 

^C-  In  passing  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual 
examination,  all  vmichers  showing  such  a  transaction  forced 
upon  the  Bishop  by  any  Parish  or  Mission  Station,  shall  be 
thrown  out  as  not  good. 

TITIiE  2. 

OF  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  TREASURER  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese to  communicate  to  each  Parish,  Paro<^hial  Mission  and 
Mission  Station,  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Council,  the  amount  assessed  upon  it  for  the  remainder  of  the 
current  year,  and  the  1st  and  2d  quarters  of  the  next  year. 
This  he  shall  do  by  a  circular  which  shall  set  forth  the  whole 
amount  assessed  upon  such  Parish  or  Mission  for  each  fund  by 
the  Finance  Committee  for  the  twelve  months,  and  the  amount 
which  will  become  due  upon  each  fund  on  the  first  days  of 
July,  October,  January  and  April;  and  the  statement  shall 
include  as  addenda  any  unpaid  arrearages  of  the  last  assess- 
ment due  upon  the  previous  quarters  of  the  current  year,  or 
which  have  been  brought  forward  from  the  past  year  or  years. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  may  enclose  with  this  circular  of 
notification,  an  address  to  the  Diocese  concerning  its  finances^ 
or  the  Finance  Committee  may  furnish  him  with  the  matter  for 
an  address  or  appeal  which  he  shall  have  printed  and  so  use^ 
or  both ;  and  this  circular  of  notification  with  address  may 
take  the  place  of  the  circular  which  would  be  due  from  bim 
on  the  1st  day  pf  June  as  hereinafter  provided,  unless  he  shall 
have  sent  out  this  notification  before  that  date. 

Sec.  3.  When  payments  are  made  to  him  the  Treasurer 
shall  immediately  return  a  receipt  for  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  ^A.  On  the  10th  day  of  the  first  month  in  each 
quarter,  the  Treasurer  shall  forward  to  each  Parish  and  Mis- 
sion a  Statement  of  Account  concerning  the  payment  due  from 
such  Parish  or  Mission  on  the  first  of  that  month;  with  an 
addenda  concerning  arrearages,  first  of  the  current  year  and 
second  of  previous  years,  if  any. 

^B.  On  the  first  day  of  the  second  month  in  each  quarter 
he  shall  repeat  this  Statement  of  Account  to  all  delinquent 
Parishes  and  Missions. 

^C«  On  the  first  day  of  the  last  month  in  each  quarter  he 
shall  again  repeat  this  Statement  of  Account  to  all  delinquent 
Parishes  and  Mission  Stations^  and  shall  add  thereto  a  Circu- 
lar setting  forth  the  neccessities  of  the  case,  and  urging  the 
adoption  of  some  system  which  shall  en^re  promptness  of 
collections  and  payments,  and  such  other  matter  as  he  may 
think  advisable. 

^D.  This  last  Statement  and  Circular  he  shall  repeat  on  the 
10th  and  20th  days  of  the  last  month  of  each  quarter,  to  those 
Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  w^hich  still  remain  delinquent 
for  that  quarter.  Conies  of  tlie  same  shajl  also  be  sent  on  the 
same  dates,  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  delinquent 
Parishes  and  Parochial  Missions,  and  to  the  Wardens  of  Mis- 
sion Stations;  and  may  be  sent  to  any  lay  members  of  such 
congregations  or  Missions,  in  such  numbers  as  the  Treasurer 
may  think  proper.  Copies  of  each  different  issue  shall  also  be 
sent  to  each  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

^[E*  A  notification  of  the  next  payment  falling  due  shall 
be  sent  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  date  on  which  it  is  due 
to  every  Parish  and  Mission  under  assessment. 

Sec.  5.  ^A-  In  the  last  quarter  of  each  year,  when  the  ac- 
counts of  the  year  are  approaching  conclusion  and  the  Treas- 
urer's books  should  be  closed  and  balanced,  if  there  be  any 
considerable  number  of  delinquencies  so   that  the  Treasurer 
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is  unable  to  make  the  paymeDts  required  of  him^  and  sees  no 
prospect  of  being  able  by  his  own  efforts  to  raise  the  full 
amount  necessary  to  successfully  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Dio- 
cese, he  may  on  the  first  day  of  November  or  as  early  in  that 
month  as  possible,  call  upon  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  to  re-inforce  his  efforts  towards  the  collection  of 
assessments.  To  this  end  he  shall  provide  the  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  with  a  list  of  the  delinquent  Parishes 
and  Missions,  with  the  items  of  amounts  due  from  each,  and 
with  the  names  and  addresses  of  Vestrymen  and  other  prom- 
inent laymen  in  each  place. 

^B-  The  Chairman  may  then  divide  this  list  among  the 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  who  shall  each  write  let- 
ters to  the  places  assigned  him,  detailing  the  necessities  of  the 
Diocese,  and  urging  a  speedy  compliance  with  the  law.  These 
letters  shall  be  mailed  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  Decem- 
ber. 

^C*  Immediately  after  the  tenth  the  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  shall  exchange  lists  as  previously  directed  by  their 
Chairman,  and  shall  prepare  similar  letters  for  the  new  list 
obtained  by  this  exchange;  which  letters  shall  be  mailed  on 
or  before  the  20th  day  of  December,  Letters  received  in  an- 
swer to  these  appeals,  and  which  contain  information  as  to  the 
condition  of  parts  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Statis- 
tican  to  be  preserved  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  Committees  of 
the  next  annual  Council. 

^D-  These  labors  of  the  Finance  Committee  shall  not  re- 
lieve the  Treasurer  from  the  duties  assigned  him  in  Para- 
graphs C.  and  D.  of  Sec.  4;  but  shall  be  considered  as  supple- 
mental and  additional  thereto. 

^E-  The  Treasurer  shall  have  copies  of  the  lists  as  appor- 
tioned to  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and  shall  immediate- 
ly notify  the  holder  of  a  list  of  payments  made  by  any  place 
ou  his  list;  so  that  appeals  may  not  be  written  in  vain  or 
Parishes  needlessly  vexed. 

Sec.  6.  ^A-  The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  may, 
if  in  his  judgment  it  appears  wise  and  necessary,  upon  re- 
ceiving from  the  Treasurer  the  call  for  help  and  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese,  call  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee together  for  deliberation;  and  if  necessary,  may  re- 
quest the  presence  of  the  Treasurer  and  of  the  Statistician. 
When  this  step  is  taken  the  summons  should  be  issued  as 
early  in  November  as  possible,  but  this  direction  is  not  man- 
datory as  to  time. 
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The  Finance  Committee  when  assembled  may,  if  the 
situation  appear  sufficiently  grave,  request  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee  to  summon  that  body  to  meet  with 
them  in  deliberation;  and  the  two  Committees  thus  united 
may  request  the  attendance  and  counsel  of  the  Bishop,  and 
of  such  additional  Clergymen  and  laymen  as  in  their  judg- 
ment would  add  to  their  efficiency. 

^C-  This  action  may  be  taken  in  advance,  if  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  agree  with  their  Chair- 
man as  to  the  expediency  of  calling  upon  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  unite  with  them;  and  if  the  Chairman  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
and  the  Treasurer,  agree  together  as  to  the  expediency  of  re- 
questing the  attendance  of  the  additional  Clergymen  and  lay- 
men. Summons  may  be  issued  simultaneously,  to  the  Finance 
Committee  by  their  Chairman,  to  the  Standing  Committee  by 
their  President,  and  to  the  additional  persons  under  the  signa- 
tures of  the  two  last  named  with  the  Treasurer,  countersigned 
by  the  Bishop  if  he  be  within  reach. 

^D*  The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be 
President  of  the  body  thus  assembled,  the  Clerk  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  shall  be  Secretary,  and  the  minutes  shall  be 
reported  to  the  next  Council  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, unless  the  meeting  decide  to  substitute  a  formal  report 
to  the  Council  in  place  of  the  minutes. 

%E-  Afler  the  opening  by  the  President,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  shall  state  the  object  of  their  meeting  and 
give  the  details  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese. 
Letters  which  have  been  received  by  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  or  by  the  Statistician,  may  be  read;  and  any  further 
information  may  be  laid  before  the  assembly  by  the  Treasurer, 
the  Statistician,  or  by  any  member. 

^[F.  Ai'tion  shall  be  taken  by  apportioning  among  the  persons 
present  the  labor  of  canvassing  the  delinquent  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sion Stations  in  person,  or  by  letter,  so  that  each  place  shall 
receive  visits  from  different  persons,  or  that  different  members 
of  each  Vestry  and  Congregation  shall  receive  letters  from  va- 
rious persons  repeatedly  through  the  mouth  of  December. 
Or  by  appointing  and  providing  for  the  expenses  of  agents  to 
visit  such  delinquent  Parishes  and  Missions  in  addition  to  their 
own  correspondence.  And  they  may  further  issue  an  address 
to  the  Diocese  if  they  think  advisable,  which  shall  be  sent  if 
possible,  CO  every   adult  member  of  every   delinquent   Parish 
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and  Mission  Statioo  at  least  twice  duriug  the  month  of  De- 
cember, and  they  may  take  such  further  action,  not  in  viola- 
tion of  the  acts  of  the  Council,  as  may  seem  to  them  necessary. 

^C-  The  Secretary  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  with  copies  of 
the  lists  as  apportioned  to  the  various  members,  that  the  Treas- 
urer may  prevent  appeals  to  places  that  make  payment,  as 
provided  in   ^e.,  of  Sec.  5. 

Sec.  7.  ^A*  In  Mission  Stations  and  small  Parishes  having 
no  Clerical  supervision,  and  in  which  there  is  no  systematic 
method  of  making  contributions,  or  })ersons  whose  duty  it  is  to 
establish  such  method,  the  Treasurer  shall  endeavor  to  obtain 
a  suitable  person  to  act  as  his  agent  for  the  collection  of  assess-^ 
ments.  To  this  end  he  is  authorized  to  give  a  rebate  of  ten 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  «f  collections;  or  where  distances  are 
great  and  the  gross  amount  small,  he  may  allow  a  larger  rebate 
with  expenses.  To  establish  and  maintain  this  system  over 
the  whole  Diocese  will  be  a  distinct  gain,  even  if  in  some 
places  the  expenses  absorb  the  greater  part  of  the  proceeds. 

^B-  The  Treasurer  may  call  upon  the  Statistician  for  lists  of 
Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  in  which  it  is  advisable  to  estab- 
lish this  system,  and  the  Statistician  shall  furnish  him  with 
any  items  of  information  in  his  possession,  and  with  names  of 
persons  with  whom  to  correspond. 

^C-  Having  obtained  an  agent  in  any  town,  the  Treasurer 
shall  furnish  him  with  a  blank  book  in  which  to  obtain 
pledges.  This  book  shall  be  so  ruled  that  one  page  may  con- 
tain names  and  pledges  of  amounts  to  be  paid  quarterly,  and 
the  opposite  page  have  four  columns  in  which  to  enter  the 
quarterly  payments  when  made. 

^D-  The  Treasurer  shall  instruct  his  agent  as  to  the  amount 
to  be  expected  from  each  Communicant  or  family,  according 
to  the  basis  given  him  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  sta- 
tistics furnished  by  the  Statistician;  or  where  the  Finance 
Committee  have  placed  an  assessment  upon  such  Parish  or 
Mission  Station,  he  shall  make  that  assessment  the  basis  of 
his  calculation;  but  the  agent  in  soliciting  pledges,  while 
making  this  expectation  known,  shall  ask  only  for  voluntary 
subscriptions.  When  this  list  is  completed,  the  agent  shall 
notify  the  Treasurer  of  the  number  of  names  or  of  families 
and  of  the  amount  to  be  expected  from  him  every  quarter, 
and  shall  send  a  copy  of  the  names  with  Post-office  addresses 
to  the  Statistician  for  future  use. 
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^E-  The  Treasurer  shall  furnish  the  agent  with  any  circulars 
which  he  may  issue,  applicable  to  the  condition  of  the  Parish 
or  Mission  Station  in  which  the  agent  is  working,  in  numbers 
sufficient  for  the  agent  to  deliver  one  to  each  family;  in  or- 
der to  spread  a  knowledge  of  the  Diocese  and  an  interest  in 
its  financial  condition  through  its  whole  membership. 

Sec.  8,  There  are  many  families  of  Church  people  scatter- 
ed through  the  Diocese,  attached  to  no  Parish  or  Mission  Sta- 
tion, who  have  gradually  lost  the  feeling  of  Church  member- 
ship, and  upon  whom  the  Diocese  has,  at  present,  no  hold. 

To  ascertain  the  whereabouts  of  these  &milies  and  enroll 
them  upon  the  lists  of  Diocesan  membership,  must  be  the 
duty  of  the  Statistician;  but  to  draw  from  them  some  measure 
of  support  for  the  Diocese,  in  return  for  the  Offices  of  the 
Church  which  they  require  from  the  Bishop  or  from  the  near- 
est Clergyman,  must  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  therefore  may  require  of  the  Statistician  the 
names  and  address  of  such  families,  and  shall  send  to  them 
copies  of  such  circulars  and  appeals  as  may  be  applicable  to 
their  isolated  condition;  or  he  may  devise  a  circular  especially 
adapted  to  them,  or  both.  He  shall  also  notify  them*of  the 
amount  expected  from  each  family  or  Communicant,  and  shall 
request  pledges  from  them  for  quarterly  payments,  sending  a 
printed  blank  to  be  returned  to  him,  for  that  purpose;  and 
shall  urge  them  to  remember  that  although  not  members  of 
any  Parish,  they  are  members  of  the  Diocese  which  is  to  them 
the  Church  of  God,  and  that  they  should  aid  in  bearing  the 
burdens  thereof.  An  efficient  administration  of  the  Diocese 
such  as  shall  finally  reach  and  benefit  them,  depends  in  great 
measure  upon  its  financial  condition.  The  Treasurer  shall 
endeavor  to  awaken  in  them  the  slumbering  sense  of  account- 
ability, and  to  draw  from  them  the  same  proportionate  con- 
tributions that  are  given  by  Parochial  families. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  quarterly,  on  the  last  day 
of  each  quarter,  the  amount  due  to  the  Bishop  on  his  salary, 
for  that  quarter,  or  such  portion  thereof  above  the  require- 
ments of  Sec.  11,  as  he  may  have  on  hand;  either  by  remit- 
ting to  him  by  letter,  or  by  depositing  to  his  credit  with  a  no- 
tification by  letter,  as  the  Bishop  shall  elect.  The  Treasurer 
shall  also  honor  the  drafts  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  and 
of  the  Statistician,  for  the  expenses  of  their  departments,  to 
the  extent  of  the  Contingent  Fund  in  his  hands. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Treasurer  to  trans- 
fer moneys  from  one  fund  to  another,  nor  to  create  a  debt  for 
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the  Diocese  by  advancing  or  borrowing  money.  It  is  better 
that  the  work  of  the  Diocese  should  stop,  that  the  Diocese 
itself  may  be  awakened  to  the  absolute  nature  ot  its  obliga- 
tionSy  ihiKU  that  its  work  should  be  done  gratuitously,  even  by 
its  own  officers.  In  case  the  publication  of  the  Journal,  or 
other  work  of  the  Secretary  should  be  suspended  by  the  work- 
ing of  this  Section,  or  if  the  labors  of  the  Statistician  be  in- 
temipted,  or  the  meetings  of  any  Committee,  or  the  visitations 
of  the  Bishop,  the  Treasurer  shall  immediately  send  out  a  cir- 
cular to  every  name  on  his  list,  stating  the  necessities  of  the 
case  and  calling  for  both  regular  and  voluntary  contributions 
at  once.  Should  the  visitations  of  the  Bishop  be  thus  sus- 
pended, the  Treasurer  shall,  if  not  receiving  prompt  and  am- 
ple response  to  this  circular,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days 
theremm  call  upon  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
for  a  written  appeal,  which  he  shall  cause  to  be  printed,  and 
to  which  he  may  add  any  further  matter  which  he  may  think 
advisable;  and  this  he  shall  send  to  every  person  in  the  Dio- 
cese whose  address  he  may  have  on  his  books,  or  whose  name' 
he  can  obtain  from  any  source  whatever;  and  this  he  shall 
repeat  at  such  short  intervals  as  he  may  think  advisable,  with 
such  changes  in  or  additions  to  the  matter  thereof  as  may 
seem  to  him  judicious.  All  other  methods  failing,  he  shall 
have  recourse  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  for 
a  financial  convocation  as  provided  in  Sec.  6,  Title  2. 

Sec.  11.  To  meet  these  and  other  extraordinary  expenses 
fidling  upon  the  Episcopate  Fund,  the  Treasurer  shall  keep  a 
balance  in  hand  sufficient  to  meet  them  should  any  sudden 
emergency  arise. 


Brethren  of  the  Council:  — 

In  presenting  this  Canon  to  yonr  attention  I  cannot 
refrain  from  an  entreaty  that  you  will  make  it  the  law  of  the 
Diocese.  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  as  here  prescribed,  are 
hot  little  more  than  that  which  a  good  and  energetic  Treas- 
urer would  do  without  law;  while  this  Canon  provider  him 
first  with  one  helper  in  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, then  with  five,  then  with  ten,  and  finally  with  a  number 

not  limited,  according  as  the  financial  situation  of  the  Diocese 
3a 
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shows  the  need  for  a  slight  increase  or  a  very  great  increase 
in  the  energy  of  its  administration.  And  these  bodies  are  pre- 
vented from  following  in  the  beaten  track  of  uselessness,  by 
having  certain  modes  of  action  prescribed^  while  yet  ample 
margin  is  left  them  for  works  which  may  originate  with  them- 
selves. 

It  may  seem  to  some  of  our  number  that  it  will  be  difficult 
to  find  a  Treasurer  who  has  at  once  the  ability  and  the  time 
for  the  discharge  of  the  difficult  labor  required;  yet  I  cannot 
think  that  any  good  judgeof  men  can  doubt  it.    The  duties  are 
not  any  more  difficult  or  more  laborious  than  the  duties  of  the 
Statistician,  and  in  both  the  greatest  difficulty  comes  in  the  first 
year  in  putting  the  plan  in  operation.     Little  by   little  the 
labor  will  settle  down  into  a  routine.     The  printing  office  will 
do  most  of  the  work  and  a  mailing  Clerk  the  weightiest  part  of 
the  rest.    The  Treasurer  soon,  that  is  in  two  or  three  years,  will 
have  his  blanks  and  his  circulars  printed  in  quantities;    and 
will  have  little  more  to  do  that  will   take  much  time,  than  the^ 
occasional  devising  a  new  Circular  to  give  the  spice  of  variety 
to  the  routine.     That  is  to  say,  if  he  be  a  man  of  method.     A 
disorderly  man  or  one  "lacking  the  faculty  of  number^'  is  nev- 
er a  good   Treasurer  under  any  circumstances — a  hole  in  the 
wall  to  receive  deposits,  would  do  «8  well.     A   great  amount 
of  labor  may  be  accomplished  without  great  loss  of  time,  by 
always  doing  at  once  what  needs  to  be  done.     Minutes  are 
more  valuable  than  hours,  and  hours  than  days.     Thus,  al- 
though the  duties  prescribed  in  this  Canon  may  seem  compli- 
cated and  exceedingly  laborious,  yet,  after  the  first  establish-        . 
ment  of  the  system  a  good  and  methodical  Treasurer  will   dis-      J 
charge  them,  with  the  aid  of  a  mailing  Clerk,  without  the  loss 
of  more  time  than  a  Christian  man  ought  to  be  willing  to  give 
to  his  Church. 

I  acknowledge  that  a  somewhat  exceptional  genius  will  be 
needed  in  the  inception,  to  establish  the  system;  for  there  will 
need  to  be  devised  a  book  of  accounts,  a   book  of  addresses,  a 
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mailing  book,  a  book  for  Agents,  blank  notifications^  blank 
statements  of  account,  blank  receipts,  besides  the  first  compo- 
sitions of  the  various  circulars.  But  when  this  is  done,  and, 
after  modification  by  experience,  the  various  forms  have  crys- 
talized  into  their  final  perfected  shape,  then  any  man  of  fair 
average  business  capacity,  who  once  masters  the  routine,  and 
who  does  not  put  off  to  to-morrow  what  ought  to  be  done  to- 
day, can  carry  forward  the  duties  of  this  ofiSce  without  any 
too  excessive  draft  upon  his  time. 

That  we  need  an  access   of  energy  in  the  administration  of 

the  Diocese  is  plain  to  us  all.  That  we  need  system  and  meth- 
od, and  organization,  so  as  to  utilize  the  energy  we  have,  is 
also  plain.  The  extremities  of  the  Diocese  are  paralyzed  be- 
cause the  heart  beats  faintly.  Its  pulsations  as  heard  in  this 
Council  scarcely  reach  beyond  the  walls  of  the  building  and 
the  week  of  its  meeting.  Often  we  meet,  transact  a  little 
routine  business,  wonder  why  so  few  come  of  the  many  who 
ought\o  be  here,  see  half  our  number  leave  before  we  are 
through,  and  adjourn,  with  a  feeling  that  probably  the  ma- 
chine we  are  set  to  supervise  will  scrape  through  another  year, 
or  we  hope  it  will.  Sometimes  wo  hear  stirring  words  here, 
we  pass  gi>od  resolutions,  but  go  home  and  soon  all  but  forget 
that  there  was  a  Council  or  that  it  did  anything.  No  evidence 
of  it  follows  us  except  a  thin  pamphlet  called  a  Journal,  which 
scarce  any  one  wants  and  nobody  reads;  except,  perhaps,  to 
see  what  the  Bishop  said  about  his  Parish,  or  what  ''that  mis- 
erable Finance  Committee"  taxed  it.  And  thus  we  need 
channels  of  communication  between  this  administrative  cen- 
ter and  our  furthest  and  weakest  members,  through  which  the 
life  at  the  centre  may  reach  the  extremities.  Two  such  chan- 
nels are  provided  in  the  proposed  Canons  submitted  to  this 
Council;  more  are  needed,  and  should  be  supplied  in  future 
years.  Action,  which  if  not  wholly  wise,  is  yet  in  wise 
and  right  direction,  is  far  better  than  the  wisest  wisdom  which 
sits  forever  in  silent  inaction.

The  present  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fun 
Church  Property,  of  the  Protestaut  Episcopal  Church  < 
Diocese  of  Mississippi,  met  May  the  5th,  A.  D.  1880,  and  < 
ized  uuder  the  charter  granted  by  the  legislature  of  the  8ti 
directed  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  held  in  Grenada,  c 
the  22d,  23d  and  24th  days  of  AprU,  1880,  G.  D.  Sidwa; 
chosen  President;  John  W.  Robinson,  Treasurer,  and  Pel 
Bailey,  Secretary,  and  a  record  of  their  proceedings  have 
regularly  kept  since. 

In  relation  to  the  controversy  existing  at  the  date  < 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  in  1880,  betweei 
Board  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institute  < 
State,  located  at  Jackson,  as  to  the  ownership  of  the  land  in 
Jackson,  formerly  occupied  by  St.  Andrew's  College,  a  cor] 
body  once  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  but  unde 
control  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  the  Protestant  EpL 
Church  of  Mississippi.  This  Board,  acting  under  the  disci 
ary  power  given  to  them  by  the  Council,  to  do  what  might 
to  the  Board  to  be  just  and  proper  in  the  matter,  after  an  ext 
research  among  the  Journals  of  the  Diocese,  the  records  < 
Cdlege,  and  the  reports  made  to  the  legislature  by  the  Su 
tendent  of  the  Institute,  and  the  addresses  of  our  Bishop,  y 
came  satisfied,  that  while  no  deed  could  be  found,  or  any  rec 
in  the  office  of  the  Chancery  or  Probate  Clerk  of  the  coui 
Hinds,  of  the  several  conveyances  claimed  to  have  been  i 
yet  there  could  be  furnished  proof  that  such  conveyances  had 
made: — ^Rrst,  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Trust 
the  College;  the  Trustees  of  the  College  to  Wm.  Yerger,  i 
life-time;  and  the  said  Wm.  Yerger  to  the  State  of  Missis; 
and  the  State  of  Mississippi  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Insi 
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A  survey  was  ordered  to  be  made  by  H.  C.  Daniels,  a  surveyor  of 
reputation,  who  reported  a  map  and  survey  of  said  lands  de- 
scribed as  the  fractional  part  of  the  S.  E.  J  of  the  8.  W.  J,  and 
fractional  part  of  the  S.  W.  Jof  S.  E.  J,  of  section  33,  township 
6,  range  1,  east.  Also,  fractional  part  of  N.  E.  J  of  N.  W.  J, 
of  section  4,  township  5,  range  1,  east,  in  West  Jackson,  contain- 
ing 68  83-100  acres.  The  Board  allowed  the  Trustees  of  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Institute  to  enter  into  possession  of  said  surveyed  land, 
but  made  no  conveyance  of  any  kind  to  said  Institute.  The 
Board  still  holds,  adjoining  said  land,  some  108  17-100  acres,  called 
the  Bishop's  residence  property,  from  which  a  trifling  rent  is  ob- 
tained annually. 

Very  little  of  the  Corcoran  lands  were  sold   during  the  past 

Conciliar  year. 

On  April  29th,  1881,  the  Board  met,  when  the  death  of  John 

W.  Robinson,   the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,   and  one  of  its  most 

active  members,  was  announced  as  having  taken  place  on  the 

27th  of  April.  This  death  created  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board.  Whereupon,  Peter  P.  Bailey  was  chosen 
by  the  Board  to  fill  such  vacancy.  The  legal  representatives  of  the 
late  Treasurer  were  called  upon  for  a  statement  of  the  funds  in 
their  hands,  belonging  to  the  Board,  which  was  promptly  respond- 
ed to,  and  an  exhibit  made  showing  $1450  04  of  principal  and 
170  50  of  interest  of  the  Corcoran  Land  Fund,  in  their  hands, 
which  sums  were  paid  over  to  the  present  Treasurer,  who  now 
holds  them.  The  present  Treasurer  has  also  collected  S40  for  in- 
terest on  a  Mississippi  State  Bond  held  by  the  Board  and  hereto- 
fore reported  as  held  by  G.  D.  Sidway. 

The  present  Treasurer  holds,  also,  three  notes  of  S50  each, 
executed  oy  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  Natchez,  payable  in 
one,  two  and  threeyears  from  the  22d  of  June,  1880,  with  interest 
at  8  per  cent,  payable  annually.  These  notes  were  executed  in  aid 
of  the  fund  for  payment  of  the  arrearages  of  the  Bishop's  salary, 
as  provided  by  the  Council  of  1880.*

CANON  EK.— (Ah  Bmended  and  adopted  in  1881.) 

OP   PAROCHIAL    REPORTS   AND   THE  DUTIES   OP  THE    STATISTICIAN. 

Section  1.  The  statistical  year  of  this  Diocese  shall  extend 
from  the  Ist  day  of  January  to  and  including  the  Slst  day  of 
December  of  each  year,  coinciding  with  the  civil  year ;  and  the 
Parochial  Reports  shall  be  made  immediately  after  the  Slst  of 
December,  in  each  Parish  and  Mission  Station,  and  sent  to  the 
Statistician  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistician  to  send  to  each 
Parish  a  form  of  Parochial  Report  at  some  time  previous  to  the 
Slst  of  December  of  each  year.  He  shall  also  send  to  each  Mis- 
sion Station  in  the  Diocese,  a  similar  form  or  one  devised  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  Mission  Stations  ;  or  where  Mission  Stations  are 
under  the  charge  of  a  Missionary,  he  may  send  such  forms  to  the 
Missionary,  one  for  each  Station. 

Sec.  S.  The  Statistician  shall  keep  a  List  of  all  Parishes  and 
Mission  Stations  in  the  Diocese,  and  shall  make  record  of  all  forms 
sent  out  and  to  whom  sent,  and  of  all  reports  received.  On  the 
1st  of  each  month  following  the  1st  of  January,  or  oftener  if 
necessary,  he  shall  send  circulars  to  all  Parishes  and  Mission  Sta- 
tions which  have  not  made  report  to  him,  calling  their  attention 
to  the  omission ;  and  shall  make  especial  endeavor  to  obtain  reports 
and  statistical  information  from  all  points  in  the  Diocese  where 
Church  work  is  being  done,  or  where  Church  families  reside. 

Sec.  4.  The  Statistician  shall  keep  a  book  or  books,  in  which 
he  shall  record  in  tabular  form  the  titatistical  information  thus 
obtained  by  him,  with  such  notes  as  may  seem  to  him  proper  to  be 
made.  He  shall  place  this  book  or  books  before  the  Pmance  Com- 
mittee and  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  at  the 
meeting  of  each  Council,  together  with  a  statement  of  such  items 
of  information  appropriate  to  the  subject  of  deliberation  of  each 
Committee  as  may  seem  to  him  to  call  for  special  notice.  He  may 
be  summoned  by  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee  to  attend  the 
deliberations  of  that  Committee  and  shall  give  such  information 
in  his  department  as  he  may  possess. 

Sec.  5.  The  Statistician  shall  furnish  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  upon  his  application,  any  information  in  his  possession 
which  the  Treasurer  may  desire.  He  shall  also  furmsh  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council,  a  corrected  list  of  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations,  for  publication  in  the  Journal ;  and  such  other  informa- 
tion in  his  possession  as  the  Secretary  may  call  for. 

Sec.  6.  The  Statistician  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  the 
Council  of  the  Statistical  Summary  for  the  whole  Diocese  for  the 
preceding  year,  with  a  statement  of  his  own  acts,  and  of  his  re- 
ceipts and  disbursement.  He  shall  furnish  to  the  Finance  Committee 
an  estimate  of  his  expenses  for  the  current  year,  which  amount 
shall  be  added  by  them  to  the  assessment  for  the  Contingent 
Fund,  and  shall  be  paid  from  that  fund. 


FORM  OF  CHARTER. 


The  Charter  of  Incorporation  op  the  Parish  op , 

liOCATED    AT  _^ ,     IN    THE    CoUNTY  OP  _^ „,     AND 

State  of  Mississippi. 

We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  written,  being  members  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  desirous  to  act  as  an  organized 
body,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Mississippi,  and  the  require- 
ments of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves 
together  and  form  a  Congregation  or  Parish  for  the  public  worship 
of  Almighty  God,  and  adopt  the  following  Articles  of  Association : 

ARTICLE  I. 

We  acknowledge  and  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons, 
Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  and 
claim  the  right  to  hold  such  property,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
organization,  as  by  the  laws  or  the  State  of  Mississippi  religious 
societies,  congregations  or  ecclesiastical  bodies  are  entitled  to  hold, 
and  we  claim  all  of  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges,  including 
the  rifffat  to  sue,  and  be  sued,  in  our  corporate  name,  which  are 
given  Dy  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  to  religious  societies, 
congr^ations  or  ecclesiastical  bodies  when  incorporated  under  the 
general  laws  authorizing  the  forming  of  such  corporations. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  name  of  this  Society,  Congregation  or  Parish,  shall  be

Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mis- 
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sissippi,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  as  such,  until  Easter  Monday 
next,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  chosen,  viz  :

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N.  B.  This  Charter  of  Incorporation  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Governor  of  the  State,  who  will  take  the  opinion  of  the 
Attorney-General  as  to  whethor  there  are  any  constitutional  or 
other  legal  objections  to  it.  If  he  approves  it,  he  will  write  his 
approval  at  the  bottom  of  it,  and  sign  his  name  thereto,  and  cause 
the  Great  Seal  of  the  State  to  be  affixed  thereto  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  It  is  then  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.  A  Parish  so  organized  will  be  entitled  to  be  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  be  represented  in 
that  body  by  Delegates.  "The  application  for  admission  into 
union  with  the  Council,  should  be  accompanied  with  the  written 
evidence,"  subscribed  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry,  that  the  Parish 
has  been  duly  organized,  and  has  acceded  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church,  The  original  organization,  or  a  certified 
copy  thereof,  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  would  be  the  best  written 
evidence  that  could  be  furnished.

To  an  unusual  <legree  of  promptness 
lecision  and  action,  there  was  added  in  Bishop  Kerfoot  an 
piety,  a  love  of  hard  work,  a  mind  well  stored  with  varied 
bund  learning,  and  a  passionate  devotion  to  the  training 
oung.  As  a  chri?<tirtn  educator,  he  has  left  no  superior  to 
him. 

las  our  own  more  limito<l  jmrlion  of  the  Church  been  with- 
.dmonition  and  its  losses.  In  the  death  (»f  that  venerable 
h,  the  Rev.  James  A.  Fox,  death  seems  to  have  effaced 
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the  oldest  landmark  that  remained  to  guide  us  to  the  birth-place, 
and  tell  us  of  the  early  struggles  of  our  Diocesan  infancy.  If  a 
blameless  Jife  of  eighty-eight  years,  and  a  faithful  ministry  of 
fifty-eight  years  have  any  claim  to  remembrance,  well  may  we 
revere  the  memory  of  that  good  man  and  faithful  Priest.  For  of 
him  it  may  truly  be  said,  if  of  any  man,  that  the  friends  who 
knew  him  l)est  were  ever  the  readiest  and  heartiest  in  his  praise. 
Indeed,  none  could  be  said  to  have  known  him  tofS,  beyond  the 
narrow  circle  of  home  and  its  surroundings;  for  over  a  mind  well 
stored  with  the  wisdom  of  both  worlds,  a  judgment  mature^l  by 
long  cxi)erience,  and  a  piety  which  none  could  ijuestion  there 
was  si)read  the  veil  of  a  gentle  an<l  retiring  modesty  which  Na- 
ture's Artist  had  made  to  adorn,  rather  than  to  hide,  what  lay  Ikj- 
ncath.  To  his  bereaved  family  and  parish,  the  Diocese  of  which 
he  was  so  long  a  member,  now  tenders,  through  its  Bishop  and 
represcntalives,  its  sympathy  and  its  prayers. 

(Whilst  my  pen  was  writing  the  above,  I  was  startled  and  dis- 
tressed by  hearing,  that  since  my  late  visit  to  Church  Hill,  Mr. 
Robert  Cox,  a  leading  and  most  influential  member  of  that  parish, 
had  l)een  called  away  by  deatb.  Among  the  re|)eated  calamities 
which  have  come  ujwn  that  community,  the  death  of  this  good 
man  may  be  ranked  among  the  sorest  as  well  as  the  latest.  In  his 
unexpected  decease  the  Diocese  loses  a  most  worthy  member,  the 
Bishop  a  warm-hearted  friend,  and  the  Parish  one  of  its  most 
liberal  supjwrters.  Of  his  loss  to  his  family  we  presume  not  to 
speak;   but  we  are  not  forl>iddcn  to  feel.) 

To  the  death  of  this  revered  patriarch,  we  may  now  add  another 
loss  that  has  come  \i\iO\\  our  C-lerical  nmk  ;  not  in  the  form  of 
death,  but  of  that  change  of  place  to  which  our  Clergy  are  often 
necessarily  subjected.  It  was  Avith  unfeigned  reluctance,  though 
with  full  approval,  that  I  transferred  the  Rev.  Dr.  Douglas  to  an 
adjoining  Diocese.  His  long  an<l  faithful  services  had  justly  en- 
deared him  not  only  to  his  Bishop,  and  his  fellow-laborers,  but  to 
the  whole  Diocese;  in  every  imrtion  of  which  he  was  known  an<l 
loved,  for  his  varied  learning,  his  unsparing  lal)or,  and  his  self- 
sacrificing  devotion  to  the  call  of  duty.  We  tender  him  our  kind 
remembrance  and  l)est  wishes  in  his  new  home. 

The  record  of  my  feeble  labors  during  the  past  twelve  months 
is  as  follows; 
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In  the  city  of  Jackson,  on  the  day  after  the  adjourn nieiit  of  our 
lost  Council,  (being  the  4th  Sunday  after  Easter,)  I  admitted  Wil- 
liam Cross  to  the  Order  of  Deacons.  The  sermon  was, -at  tlie  re- 
quest of  the  candidate,  by  the  I)ev.  Dr.  Dougla:?,  who  also  pre- 
sented him.  At  4  p.  M.,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker 
and  several  of  the  Clergy,  I  visite<l  the  Penitentiary;  where,  af- 
ter addresses  made  by  the  Rector  and  Rev.  Mr.  Munford,  I  con- 
firmed/o?(r  of  the  convicts.  After  sei vice,  at  8  r.  m.,  I  conlerre*! 
the  same  rite  on  thirteen  candidates,  the  greater  portion  of  whom 
were  youths  who  had  won  their  title  to  this  high  privilege  by  a 
diligent  attention  to  the  instruction  of  their  Pastor. 

On  my  way  home  I  was  too  unwell  to  stop,  as  I  desired,  at 
Ripley,  Corinth  and  luka  ;  an<l  continued  in  a  low  state  of  health 
during  the  next  three  months. 

May  23d — I  received  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Tardy,  from  the  Diocese 
of  LouL^iana. 

July  Idth — Heard,  with  regret,  of  the  death  of  Rt.  Rev.  John 
B.  Kerfoot,  D.  D.,  L.L.  D.,  Bishop  of  Pittsburg. 

Augu^  4tli — I  presided  at  the  commencement  exercises  of  the 
Universitv  of  the  South;  but  was  too  unwell  to  deliver  niv  usual 
address.  A  few  days  after,  I  set  out  for  the  **  White  Sulphur 
Springs,"  in  Virginia,  and  became  extremely  ill  on  the  way. 
After  a  brief  confinement,  I  c(»ntinued  my  journey;  and  by  the 
hlci^ing  of  G(xl  on  the  water  of  that  healing  fountain,  was  enabled 
to  return  to  my  family  in  greatly  improved  health. 

Aug.  24th — ^Transferred  the  Rev.  John  B.  Linn  to  the  Mission- 
ary Diocese  of  Northern  Texas. 

Of.  IWi — I  set  out  on  my  Fall  visitation. 

Mv  first  visit  was  to  liosc»dale,  where  I  found  that  little  flock  as 
zealous  as  ever,  but  without  a  Pastor;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Prosscr  hav- 
ing just  left  them,  after  two  or  three  years  of  faithful  labor.  I 
preached  on  the  evening  of  Saturday  the  ir)tli,  and  a.L^ain  the 
uoxt  day.  On  Monday,  I  baptised,  in  jirivate,  two  a<inlts  and  two 
children  and  confirmed  o)ir  pers(m.  Since  I  loft  them,  I  have 
hoanl,  that  to  their  l)eautiful  and  well-furnishod  Church,  thev  are 
adding  a  neat  and  commodious  Rectory.  No  congregation  within 
niy  know*le«lge  has  done  more,- with  like  slen<ler  means,   towards 
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providing  a  house  for  the  Lord.     I  pray  that  He  now  help  thcfm 
to  a  Pastor  after  His  o>vn  heart. 

.Oct.  lS(fi''20th — Was  spent  in  Greenville,  where  I  baptized  mie 
in&nt,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

The  22d  and  23d  were  given  to  Johnston ville.  On  Sunday, 
the  23d,  I  preached,  baptized  nitie  children,  and  confirmed  eight 
persons.  If  it  had  not  been  for  an  incessant  rain,  there  would 
have  been  several  more  candidates  for  both  of  these  holy  rites.  A 
finer  oi)ening  for  Missionary  labor  could  not  well  be  desired.  As 
my  health  was  again  giving  way,  I  had  to  /e({ucst  the  assistance 
of  the  venerable  Dr.  Catchings,  in  some  i)arts  of  the  service.  To 
the  labors  of  this  village  patriarch  and  his  family,  the  church  is 
indebted  under  God  for  its  present  auspicious  beginning. 

On  Tuesday,  the  24th,  I  was,  by  appointment,  to  have  been  at 
Rolling  Fork;  but  was  compelled  to  forego  that  duty  on  account 
of  my  inability  to  endure  a  very  rough  conveyamre  over  a  road 
made  worse  than  usual  by  the  late  rains.  On  my  way  back,  at 
Greenville,  I  took  part  in  the  performance  of  a  marriage  service. 

I  had  appointed  Sunday,  the  30th,  for  services  in  St.  John's 
Church,  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Washington.  On  arriving  in  the 
neighborhood,  I  was  told  that  the  building  was  in  too  ruinous  a 
condition  to  be  used.  In  or<ler  to  satisfy  myself,  I  nxle  to  the 
church,  and  found  it  a  ruin  indeed,  though  a  beautiful  one. 
When  first  built,  thirty-five  years  ago,  by  the  Hamptons  and 
Turnbulls  and  McCalebs,  it  was  indeed  **  a  thing  of  beauty  "  and 
a  model  of  Church  architecture.  The  revolutions  of  a  single  life- 
time have  so  changed  the  surrounding  ix)pulation  as  to  have 
scarcely  one  man  or  woman  to  guard  it  from  profane  and  violent 
hands.  I  could  but  see  in  it  a  fitting  realization  of  the  picture 
drawn  of  old,  by  that  plaintive  Prophet:  **The  ways  of  Ziou  do 
mourn.  How  does  the  city  sit  solitary,  that  was  full  of  people! 
How  is  she  become  as  a  widow !  Among  all  her  lovers,  there 
is  none  to  comfort  her."  It  was,  whilst  viewing,  with  sorrowing 
heart,  its  prostrate  spire,  its  shattered  windows,  its  unhinged 
doors  and  the  beastlv  defilement  of  its  floor,  that  I  had  the  further 
afiiiction  of  so  falling  as  to  break  and  to  dislocate  one  of  my  arms. 
After  an  enforced  confinement  of  six  days  at  the  house  of  a  kind 
and  hospitable  friend,  I  resumed  my  joumeyings. 
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Nov.  9tli — In  passing  through  Vicksburg,  I  baptized  an  infant, 
at  Evening  Prayer,  in  Christ  Church. 

The  following  day,  I  wa«  greatly  cheered  by  the  unexpected 
arrival  of  my  son,  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Greene,  from  Dallas,  Texas, 
who  had  heard  of  my  injury,  and  though  unwell  himself,  had 
hastened  to  my  assistance.  Of  the  great  help  which  he  was  to 
mc,  during  the  remainder  of  my  visitation,  I  will  only  say  that 
without  it  I  would  have  been  forced  to  end  my  visitation  at  once. 

Upon  him,  I  was  compelled  to  devolve  much  of  both  pulpit  and 
chancel  services,  as  well  as  the  sole  administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion.  If  I  had  had  his  assistance  a  few  days  sooner,  I 
would  not  have  been  comi>elled,  as  I  was,  to  forego  my  apix)int- 
ments  at  Bovina,  £]dwards,  Bolton,  Raymond  and  Clinton. 

I  reached  Terry  on  the  11th,  and  was  there  met  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Douglas.  After  Morning  Prayer,  Mr.  Greene  preached,  at  my 
refjaest.  The  services  of  the  evening  were  prevented  by  unfa- 
vorable weather.  Another  sermon  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Greene, 
on  the  following  evening. 

Sunday,  the  13th,  was  to  have  been  given  to  Dry  Grove;  but 
I  felt  that  mv  disabled  condition  would  not  allow  me  to  be^ir  the 
roughness  of  the  ride.  It  was  at  the  sj^cial  request  of  Mr. 
Upton  B.  Bowden,  that  that  time  and  place  had  been  appointed 
for  his  Ordination;  as  it  was  there  that  he  had  received  his  earlier 
preparation  for  the  ministry.  But,  under  existing  circumstances, 
it  was  thought  better  to  perform  that  service  at  Terry.  Accord- 
ingly, on  Sunday,  18tli,  Mr.  Bowden  was  duly  ordained  to  be  a 
Deacon  in  Christ's  Holy  Catholic  Church.  The  sermon  and  the 
presentation  of  the  candidate  were  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Douglas,  who, 
for  several  years,  had  been  his  instructor.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  services  fw»o  persons  were  confirmed.  On  this  occasion,  as  on 
all  others  of  this  visitation,  the  administration  of  tlic  Holv  Com- 
munion  was  devolved  on  my  son,  owing  to  my  not  having  the  full 
use  of  my  hands.  At  7  r.  m.,  Mr.  Bowden  preached  by  my 
appointment.  I  was  pleased  to  loam  that  the  c<)ngregation  was 
earnestly  projecting  the  building  of  a  rectory;  and  that  more 
than  half  the  necessary  amount  was  already  in  the  hands  of  one 
of  the  vestry. 
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The  14tli  and  15th  were  given  to  Crystal  Springs.  The  Meth- 
oilist  phice  of  worship  was  kindly  tendered  for  our  use,  as  ours 
was  in  an  unsafe  condition.  On  the  15th,  A.  m.,  I  preached ;  Mr. 
Greene  administered  the  Holy  Communion  and  baptized  tico  adults. 
At  the  same  time  five  candidates  received  the  layiog-on-of-hands. 
Sermon  and  service  in  the  evening  by  Mr.  Greene. 

The  church  building  at  this  place  was  so  imperfectly  constructed 
at  first,  that  it  now  reiiuires  either  to  Ikj  remodeled,  or  to  be  sup- 
planted by  one  of  suix?rior  workmanship.  More  than  half  the 
required  cost  is  now  in  hand. 

Nov,  U^th  and  17^/t,  were  spent  in  Hazlehurst.  On  the  I7th, 
Prayers,  Sermon  and  Holy  Communion  by  Mr.  Greene.  In  the 
evening,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  tim  ])ersous.  I  was  here 
joined  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bowden,  to  whom  I  had  assigned  the  charge 
of  this  place  together  with  Summit,  Brookhaven  and  McGomb 
City. 

The  18th  and  19th,  were  given  to  Brookhaven.  On  the  19ih, 
Morning  Prayer,  Sermon,  Holy  Communion  and  the  Ixiptism  of 
one  adult,  bv  llev.  Mr.  Greene;  after  which  three  candidates 
received  the  laying-<»n-of-hands;  otic  other,  confined  by  sickness, 
having  previously  received  that  rite  in  private. 

Swuhy  and  Monday,  the  2i)th  and  2\dy  were  devoted  to  Sum- 
mit. At  10  A.  M.,  on  Sunday,  Mr.  Greene  j)erformed  the  funeral 
offices  for  a  deceased  child  of  the  congregation.  At  11  o'clock, 
Morning  Prayer,  Sermon  and  Holy  Communion  by  Mr.  Greene. 
In  the  afternoon,  we  rode  over  to  McComb  City,  for  service  in 
the  evening,  and  returned  to  Summit  after  night.  Monday  2l8t, 
I  preached,  and  Mr.  Greene  baptized  three  infante.  At  7  r.  m.. 
Sermon  by  Mr.  Greene,  and  iwo  confirmed.  On  Tuesday,  22d, 
after  service  and  a  sermon,  three  others,  in  like  manner,  renewed 
and  sealed  their  baptismal  vows. 

In  the  afternoon,  we  were  again  at  McComb  City.  Services 
had  been  appointed  for  the  evening,  but  so  heavy  and  unceasing 
was  the  rain,  that  no  congregation  could  be  got  together.  Hear- 
ing that  there  was  one  candidate  for  confirmation,  I  thought  it  my 
duty  to  wade  to  the  church,  rather  than  to  fail  in  meeting  him. 

Xov.  22d — Received  notice  from  Rev.   Carl  M.   von  Bureo,  of

The  Huly  Communion  ^vas  administered,  and  two  con 
firmed.  We  were  indebted,  as  heretofore,  to  our  Presbyterian 
brethren  for  the  use  of  their  Church.  A  strong  desire  is  mani- 
fested to  have  a  building  of  our  own ;  and  it  can  be  effected  with 
a  reasonable  help  from  friends  outside  of  the  congregation. 

On  Wednesday,  returned  to  Winona;  Mr.  Greene  preached  at 
night,  and  one  was  confirmed. 

At  10  r.  M.,  passed  up  to  Grenada,  accompanied  by  Messrs. 
Wilson  and  Greene,  and  spent  three  days  in  that  parish.  Ser- 
vices were  held  every  evening,  and  sermons  preached  by  Mr. 
Greene  ami  myself ;  the  llector  assisting.  Eight  were  confirmed ; 
making  altogether,  sixteen  within  our  Conciliar  year. 

Sunday,  Dec,  llf/i — I  reached  C/omo  in  time  for  services  at  11 
A.  M.  Mr.  Greene  preachetl  at  my  request,  and  one  was  confirm- 
ed. It  was  plain  to  perceive  an  air  of  sadness  pervading  the 
whole  Church  and  village  ;  for  a  few  days  only  ha4  elapsed  sinc<; 
the  grave  had  closed  on  the  Parish's  chief  benefactor.  Col,  Xor- 
fleet  R.  Sledge.  Commencing  life  with  very  moderate  means,  he 
gradually,  by  a  course  of  industry  and  frugality,  adorned  by  the 
strictest  integrity,  attained  to  unusual  wealth  ;  leaving  a  large 
and  loving  family  to  inherit  a  vast  estate,  honestly  obtained 
and  unincumlx'Tcd  with  a  single  debt.  No  fitter  monu- 
ment could  be  set  up  to  the  memory  of  so  good  and  generous  a 
man  than  that  which  he  built  for  himself,  but  for  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  good  of  his  friends  and  neighbors  by  the  erection  of 
the  beautiful  Church  in  which  we  were  then  assembled,  and  the 
handsome  rectory  which  adjoins  it,  sincerely  do  I  pray  that  what 
he  thus  gave  to  the  house  of  the  Lord  may  be  returned  in  mani- 
fold spiritual  blessings  upon  his  family,  for  many  generations. 

After  the  services  of  the  forenoon,  I  passed  down  to  Sardis,  and 
j)reached  at  8  r.  m.,  when  three  were  confirmed.  Services  again 
on  Mon^lay  evening ;  sermon  by  Mr.  Greene,  and  one  confirmed. 

Tuesday,  13f7i — Visited  Bates ville.  At  my  request,  Mr.  Greene 
preached.  There  are  a  **few  Church  names"  here;  but  they  have 
no  Pastor. 

Thursday,  Ibth — Reached  Hernando.  Service  and  sermon,  p. 
M.,  in  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  by  Mr.  Greene;  as  I 
was  too  much  fatigued  to  leave  the  house.     At  11,  the  next  day. 
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I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Our  house 
of  worship,  iu  this  place,  is  in  so  decayed  a  condition  as  to  be  no 
longer  fit  for  use.  The  congregation  owns  a  lot  far  preferable  to 
that  on  which  the  old  church  stands,  and  is  earnestly  hoping,  ere 
long,  to  build  upon  it.  During  my  stay,  I  baptized  tivo  children 
in  private. 
Dee.  lliJi — ^Transferred  the   Rev.  Dr.  Douglas  to  the  Diocese 

of  Louisiana.

My  next  visit  was  to  Oxford,  where  I  remained  four  or  five 
days.  Service  and  sermon  on  Saturday,  r.  m.,  by  Mr.  Greene. 
Sunday  the  ISth;  I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  when  the  Holy 
Communion  was  administered.  Mr.  Greene  conducted  the  whole 
of  the  services  at  night,  after  baptizing  three  cliildren  in  the  after- 
noon. On  Monday,  the  congregation,  came  together,  at  my  call, 
for  the  purpos*^  of  electing  a  Minister.  After  prayer,  and  some 
time  spent  in  mutual  consultation,  it  appeared  that  the  Rev.  Mel- 
ville M.  Moore  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  all  present.  A  meet- 
ing of  the  vestry  w^  forthwith  held,  and  Mr.  Moore  invited. 
This  was  a  matter  no  little  rejoicing  to  my  heart.  Long  had  I 
been  convinced  of  the  importance  of  filling  that  post,  and  anx- 
iously had  I  looked  out  for  a  suitable  occupant;  but  the  want  of 
sufficient  means,  together  with  the  peculiar  qualifications  required 
by  the  situation  had  stood  in  the  way.  Mr.  Moore  will,  I  trust, 
have  the  prayers  of  his  brethren  for  abundant  success  in  meeting 
the  labors  and  responsibilities  of  his  office.  Further  services  were 
appointed  for  Monday  evening,  but  were  prevented  by  the 
weather. 

Dee.  20th — Gave  my  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  Rev.  Cort- 
landt  Whitehead,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Pittsburg. 

Wednesday,  21«i — ^I  reached  Water  Valley,  where  Mr.  Greene 
had  preceded  me,  hohling  two  services  in  conjunction  with  Rev. 
Mr.  Browne,  who  ministers  here  monthly,  in  addition  to  his 
larger  labors  at  (-anton.  On  Friday  night  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed one  person. 

Sal.  2-kA— At  daylight  I  set  out  for  Holly  Spring.^.  Immedi- 
ately on  my  arrival  I  was  called  to  take  part  in  the  funeral  cere- 
monies of  an  aged  and  esteemed  member  of  our   Communion.  In 
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the  evening  Mr.  Greene  preached  and  performed  all  the  services, 
as  I  wa«  too  unwell  to  venture  out. 

Dec.  25^A — On  Sunday  (Christmas  day)  I  preached,  and  the 
Holy  Communion  was  administered.  At  night,  I  preached  again, 
as  Mr.  Greene  had  gone  on  in  compliance  with  my  wishes,  to  offi- 
ciate once  more  for  the  yet  dcrititute  congregation  at  Oxford.  At 
this  last  meeting  three  persons  were  confirmed.  Two  sad  incidents 
have  occurred  in  this  parish,  viz:  the  resignation  of  its  pastor,  and 
the  <leath  of  one  of  its  aged  and  most  highly  esteemed  communi- 
cant^. Dr.  Pickett's  long  and  faithful  pastorat<5  of  more  than 
twenty  years  had  identified  hitn  with  the  phice,  and  endeared  him 
proportionally  to  his  Bishop.  I  trust  that  his  services  may  not 
1x5  lost  to  the  Diocese.  In  the  death  of  the  venerable  and  beloved 
B.  T.  Walthall,  there  passed  away  one  who  had  long  and  faith- 
fully served  the  Church  as  a  vestryman;  and  had  for  some  years 
past,  been  patiently  and  hopefully  awaiting  the  Master's  call. 

My  next  appointment  was  for  Lamar,  on  Tuesday  the  27th;  but 
JUS  w'e  had  no  house  of  worship  of  our  own  at  that  place,  the  lion. 
A.  M.  Clayton  recpiested  that  the  services  might  be  held  at  his  resi- 
dence. Accordingly,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Greene,  I  preached  in 
the  Ju<lge's  parlor  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
room  wiu  well  filled,  iiotwithsUmding  a  steady  fall  of  rain.  I  was 
hero  met  by  lie  v.  Mr.  Ciordon.  who  had  come  U)  take  us  over  to 
his  Parish  at  Early  Grovo;  but  I  felt  constrained  to  forego  that 
visit,  in  consideration  of  the  roughness  of  the  way,  and  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  roads,  and  thereupon,  turned  my  stei)s  home- 
ward; Early  Grove  being  the  List  of  my  present  appointments.

Very  grateful  to  me  were  his 
many  services;  I  might  almost  say  indUpcmaljlc;  performing  for 
me,  as  he  did  for  eight  weeks,  the  various  offices  of  son,  servant, 
nurse,  and  guanlian,  as  well  as  fellow-helpor  in  the  frequent  duties 
of  the  Chancel  and  Pul]>it. 

Jan,  \)th,  1882 — Bishop  Adams,  at  my  request,  confirmed  four 
persons  in  Livingston,  where  the  Rev.  Dr.  Harris  had,  for  some- 
time, been  gratuitously  bestowing  his  labors.

J,  D.  D.,  from  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee, 
the  same  day  I  set  out  on  my  Spring  Visit-ition,  in  good

irneying  and  labors  it  would  demand  of  me.  At  the  carn- 
iciUition  of  my  family,  I  took  with  me  as  a  friend  and  com-

tA  Irf  and  2d — My  first  visit  was  to  Aberdeen,  where  I  spent 
lys,  and  was  greatly  gratified  at  finding  the  i)eople,  though 
it  a  pastor,  in  a  more  hopeful  condition  tlian  they  have  been 
my  years.  The  Church  has  not  only  been  thoroughly  re- 
.,  but  becomingly  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  Recessed 
;el,  and  the  enlargement  of  the  vestry-room.  The  Sunday- 
had  l)een  well  attended  and  faithfully  instructed;  and  the 
it  improvement  and  hopefulueas  of  the  Parish  showed  plainly 
inch  may  be  effected  by  one  zealous  Laynum  for  the  help 
icouragement  of  the  brethren.

.  for  Confirmation.  I  preached  once  only,  and  administered 
olv  Communion,  assisted  bv  the  Rector. 
liday,  March  Idi — I  preached  both  in  the  afternoon  and  at 
in  Macon.  The  congregation  here  is  in  rather  a  depressed 
ion,  having  been  f«)r  more  than  a  year  without  any  regular 
:rations. 
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My  next  appointmcut  was  for  Shuqualak,  on  the  8th;  but  a 
heavy  fall  of  raiu  would  have  forbade  my  services,  if  I  had  been 
able  to  get  there. 

Friday,  lOtli — I  preached  at  Grace  Chapel,  Scooba,  administered 
the  Holy  Conimmiioii,  and  confirmed  one  person.  This  neat  and 
becoming  place  of  worship  will,  I  trust,  be  a  blessing  to  the 
neighborhood;  and  thus  reward  the  pious  heart  that  built  it. 

Two  days  (11th  and  12th)  were  spent  in  Meridian.  I  was  able 
to  preach  but  once,  to  administer  the  Holy  Communion,  confirm 
one  person,  and  baptize  one  adult  and  Uoo  children.  Much  has 
liccu  done,  since  my  last  visit,  towards  completing  their  handsome 
church;  and  the  work  is  still  going  on.  I  was  thankful  to  see  an 
increased  confidence  and  hopefulness  in  the  congregation,  although 
they  had  been  twelve  months  without  a  Pastor. 

On  Tuasday,  14th,  I  preached  in  Enterprtje,  both  forenoon  and 
at  night;  and  baptized  two  children.  This  Parish,  like  those  at 
Macon  and  Meridian,  ha-s  sorely  felt  the  departure  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Hines,  who  was  compelled  nearly  a  year  ago,  to  leave  in  search  of 
better  health. 

Tkursdaijy  tlie  ICjth — I  preached  at  Biloxi,  a.  m.,  confirming 
eleven  persons.  I  was  thankful  to  see  a  much  improved  and  hope- 
ful state  of  things  in  this  congregation  under  its  present  Pastor. 
The  next  day,  assisted  by  tlie  llcv.  Mr.  Trader,  who  ministers 
there  once  a  month,  I  preached  at  Mississippi  City,  and  confirmed 
four  candidates. 

Sundaij  Idih — At  Pass  Christian,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon, 
and  confirmed  two  persons.  It  was  gratifying  to  me  to  see  some 
signs  of  a  reviving  prosperity  in  this  congregation,  after  an  evi- 
dent decline  of  some  ycjirs. 

Tuesday^  2l8t — I  preached  at  Waveland,  on  the  Bay  of  St. 
Louis,  at  7  in  the  evening;  baptized  one  infant,  and  giving  the 
Laying-on-of-IIands  to  eight  persons.  This  newly-born  Parish, 
though  yet  in  its  infancy,  gives  good  promise  of  a  healthy  and 
progressive  growth,  under  the  teaching  and  untiring  zeal  of  its 
worthy  pastor.  Mr.  Tardy  divides  his  labors  between  this  place 
and  Pass  Christian,  in  the  hope  of  soon  being  able  to  confine  his 
services,  wholly,  to  the  one  or  to  the  other.  If  the  old  Parish, 
once  organized  at  the  other  end  of  the  Bay,  could  be  set  in  motion 
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again,  the  two  conibiucd  would  form  a  promising  and  nll-sufficicnt 
field  of  labor  to  a  young  man  of  active  habits.  Tlic  Churcli  in 
which  we  worshipped  needs  but  little  to  complete  it;  and  reflects 
great  credit  on  the  few  liberal  and  zealous  souls  that  have,  thus 
&r,  cheerfully  borne  the  burthen  of  the  undertaking.        ,» 

Sunday,  2iyth — I  officiated  at  Woodville,  preaching  at  a.  m.,  and 
confirmiag  tioo  persons.  An  unceasing  rain  prevented  the  attend- 
ance of  tlie  greater  part  of  the  congregatitm.  I  was  much  pleased 
at  the  changes  and  additions  that  have  been  made  in  this  veucni- 
ble  old  Church-building  since  my  visit  of  last  year.  The  enlarge- 
ment of  the  body  of  the  Church,  and  the  addition  of  a  vestibule, 
and  a  Recess  Chancel  have  made  it  all  tliat  a  so1)or  taste  could 
well  wish  it  to  be.  In  the  afternoon,  at  the  re(|uest  of  the  Rector, 
I  baptized  o?i€  child  in  private. 

At  Natchez,  on  Thursday  the  30th,  I  preached  in  the  evening 
to  a  crowded  and  attentive  congregation,  and  confirmed  tu'eHiy- 
four  persons;  the  following  day,  I  administered  the  same  rite  to 
an  aged  candidate  confined  to  her  bed  by  sickness.  So  large  a 
number  of  applicants  for  that  holy  rite  betokens  a  condition  of 
progress  as  well  as  healthfulness  truly  grateful  to  my  heart. 

Sunday,  April  2d — I  preache<l  at  Church  Hill,  administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  baptized  one  infant,  and  confirmed  six  [K'rsons. 
I  found  the  congregation  much  depressed  under  tlicir  pastorless 
condition.  They  fear  that  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  they  can 
get  one  to  fill  the  place  in  their  hearts  so  lately  occupied  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Moore. 

Tuesday,  4A — At  Port  Gibson,  I  preached  a.  m.,  and  confirmed 
rune  persons.  I  was  glad  to  find  that  Rev.  ^[r.  I^)g'«in's  zealous 
labors  were  duly  appreciated;  and  that  he  was  in  hope^<  of  soon 
being  able  to  build  on  the  beautiful  lot  l)eloiiging  to  the  Church. 

Friday,  7th — (  Good  Friday,)  I  preached  at  IJovina,  being  as- 
sisted in  the  services  by  Rev.  Mr.  Cross.  The  solemnity  of  the 
occasion  was  enhanced  by  the  mournful  drapery  of  tlie  ('hurch  in 
indication  of  the  late  decease  of  their  mu(»h  loved  and  yoiienihle 
Pastor,  Mr.  Fox. 
I  Salurday,  Sth — Was  spent  in  Edwards.  I  preached  in  the  fore- 
1;    noon,  and  confirmed  0/16  candidate.     The  fri.-nds  of  our  Comnui- 
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ninii  in  this  plac(%  cherish  the  hope  'of  being  able  to  boild 
Church  before  the  end  of  another  twelve-month. 

iiunday,  ^th — (Easter  Day),  was  given  to  Bolton.  A 
recjuest,  lie  v.  Mr.  Cross  preached  in  the  forenoon,  when 
candidates  were  confirmed.  In  the  evening,  I  preached,  an 
more  receive<l  that  Apostolic  rite.  It  was  truly  gratifying 
to  see  how  acceptable  the  labors  of  Mr.  Cross  are  to  his  p 
and  the  firm  hold  which  the  Church  seems  to  have  taken  upr 
place  and  neigh iKirhood. 

Tuesday,  11th — Accompanie<l  by  Rev.  Mr.  Cr«iss,  I  rode  U 
mond,  preached  and  baptized  one  infant.

It  was,  accordingly,  a  d 
to  my  heart  to  give  to  them  that  Apostolic  Onlinance,  f 
hour  of  Evening  Prayer,  thus  making  sixteen,  a  truly  surji 
as  well  as  gratifying  sight  in  a  village  s<;»  small,  and  in  a  Pai 
m  recent  a  formation. 

Weibieaday,  V2(h — Accompanied  by  Mr.  Cross,  I  proud 
Clintr)n,  ami  baptized  one  child. 

TneHflfiy^  14//*,  was  given  to  Brandon;   where  I  preached 
morning  to  a  very  attentive  ccmgregation.     It  was  with   rei 
regret  that  I  foun<l  this  once  pr«)si>erous  and  zealous  Parish 
out  anv  other  services  than  those  furnished   bv  mv   annual 
ation. 

iHalHrday,  15//i  and  Sunday  10/7*,  were  spent  in  Jacks( 
preached  in  the  forenoon;  but  was  unable  to  perform  any 
of  the  services  usual  at  my  visitation.  I  was  glad  to  learn, 
ever,  that  ample  success  continued  to  crown  the  labors  of  1 
defatigable  Hector,  br)th  in  his  white  and  colored  schools,  n 
his  work  at  the  Penitentiary.  No  candidates  were  present 
confirmation.     A  largo  class  may  be  ox])ootod  in  the  fall. 

TurtvJay,  18/// — At  the  hour  of  Evening  Prayer  I  gave  th< 
ing-on-of-IIan<is  to   sir  (candidates   in    the  Church   of  the 
Trinity,  Vicksburg.     An  iH|ual    number  wore    prepared  t 
themselves ;  but  were  kept  away  by  the  unseasonable  state 
weather.     I  w:ls   much  pleased  to  see   the  several   addition 
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ornamental  decorations   that  have  been   made  to   that  beautiful 
Church,  since  my  last  visit. 

I  found  it  next  to  impossible  to  include  the  Parish  of  Christ 
Church,  in  which  we  are  now  met  together,  in  my  late  visitation  ; 
hut  I  trust  that  the  worthy  Rector  will  find  in  this  assembly  of 
the  brethren  a  far  more  exceeding  and  gratifying  recogniticm  of  his 
past  year's  labors.  At  the  close  of  our  Council,  a  class  of  seven- 
teen ^^andidates  will  be  presented  for  Confirmation. 

Thus  closes  a  year  of  such  labor  as  I  have  been  able  to  perform. 
If  it  be  but  little  in  amount,  it  was  nevertheless  done  with  a  will- 
ing mind.  More  might  have  been  accomplislicd  by  others,  but 
by  none  more  cheerfully. 

It  will  thus  appear  thut  I  have  baptized  forty-two  infant**,  and 
fix  adults. 

Tivo  hundred  and  tivo  have  received  the  Laying-on-of-ilands. 

One  Church  has  been  consecrated,  viz:  St.  Clement's,  Vaiden. 

One  Lay  Reader  licensed. 

Tivo  candidates  admitted  to  the  Diaconate. 

Onf*^  Clergyman  has  deceased. 

Five  have  been  added  to  our  Clc^rical  list; 

Four  have  been  transferred  to  other  jurisdictions. 

One  Rectory,  at  Conio,  has  been  completed,  and  another  at 
Roscilale  would  have  been  ready  for  occupation  at  this  time,  but 
for  the  recent  extraordinary  flood  that  still  overspreads  that  whole 
region. 

It  was  with  pleasure  that  I  recently  gave  my  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  Cortlandt  Whitehead,  D.  D.,  as  the 
Bishop  of  IMttsburg.

The  only  change  of  position  that  hiis  taken  place  among  oiir 
Clergy  has  lieen  the  removal  of  Rtv.  Mr.  Moore,  from  the  Parish 
at  (Jhiirch  Hill  to  that  at  Oxfonl.  Whilst  I  grieve  at  the  priva- 
tion of  the  one  place,  I  rejoiee  that  the  oiher  is,  at  length,  in 
charge  of  one  well  suited  to  that  important  and   rcsponsihle  jiust. 

It  was  my  pleiwure,  at  our  last  Council,  to  call  your  attention, 
brethren,  to  sundry  measures  which  I  then  thouglit,  and  still 
think,  not  only  advisable,  bitt  practicable,  in  this  proper  time  and 
order,  I  will  simply  enumerate  them,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
held  in  reinendiranee,  anil  claim  yonr  advocacy  at  no  distant  time. 
First,  and  chief,  was  the  duty  of  perfecting  some  bettor  plan  for 
conducting  onr  Diocesan  Missions;  another  of  making  n  perma- 
nent and  gradually  increasing  Fund  for  the  benefit  of  our  old  and 
enfeebled  Clergy.  I  also  invited  your  attention  to  the  subject  of 
Tcni]>erancc,  as  lately  taken  up  and  urged  forward  by  many  lead- 
ing spirits  among  our  own  Bishops  and  Clergy,  as  well  as  by  those 
of  our  Mother  Church.  It  waa  also  recommended  to  you  that 
!iome  decided  approval  should  be  given  to  the  cause  of  mi.osions  in 
);eneral;  to  the  cfmversion  of  the  Jews,  and  to  the  encouragement 
of  the  recently  formed  "  Church  Building  Society."  To  these,  I 
once  more  added  a  brief  notice  of  our  "  University  of  the  South," 
commending  it  as  it  deservc<l,  to  your  distinguished  favoi-.  If  no 
time  can,  at  present,  )>e  given  to  thcB<!  important  interests,  let  me 
hope  that  each  and  nil,  in  their  proper  turn,  may  ere  long,  assert 
their  claim  to  the  attention  whii:!!  is  now  unavoidably  denied 
them. 

I  come  now  to  the  solemn  subject,  which  at  this  time  demands 
all  the  pruyertiil  consideration  which  can  l>e  given  to  it. 

This  present  month  forms  the  close  of  the  sixty-second  year  of 
my  service  in  the  Ministry  ;  and  the  presence  of  this  Council  re- 
nihids  me  that  I  am  in  the  thirty-third  of  my  Episcopate,  Of  all 
the  ('lcrj.'y  who  wch'oinoii  my  coming  among  yon  only  one  remains 
to  take  jwirt  with  us  in  the  hiljora  of  to-day.  Very  pleasant  have 
Iwen  my  relations   with  both  my  Clergy   and  my  people.     Their 
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afiection  has  cheered  nie  in  many  a  trying  moment,  and  lightened 
many  a  load  of  labor.  And  now,  bretliren,  tliat  age  has  lessened 
my  power  to  serve  you,  your  goodness  is  about  to  call  to  my  side 
one  who  will  share  with  me  the  pleasures  and  duty  of  presiding 
over  you  in  the  Lord.  And  more  than  this,  with  affection  of 
sons,  you  are  making  an  ample  provision  for  the  comfort  of  my 
remaining  years.  In  that  partial  retirement  to  which  my  failing 
strength  is  assigning  me,  redoubled  prayer  and  supplication  for 
my  people  shall  take  the  place  of  that  active  service,  which  it  has 
been  my  pleasure,  more  than  ray  duty,  to  render  them.  If  I  can 
not  go  in  and  out  among  you  as  heretofore,  I  will  bear  you  the 
ofkener  in  my  arms  before  a  throne  of  Grace.  To  my  **A83istant," 
whoever  he  may  be,  it  will  be  my  pleasure  to  give  a  loving  wel- 
come, and  all  the  aid  which  can  come  of  my  greater  age  and  ex> 
perience.  I  need  not  remind  you,  dear  brethren,  that  a  great 
responsibility  rests  upon  you  in  the  choice  of  such  a  man.  It  is 
not  so  neceKsary  that  he  should  be  gifted  with  a  giant  intellect,  a 
fervid  eloquence  and  varied  knowledge,  as  that  he  have  you  al- 
ways in  his  heart,  and  be  willing  to  lay  himself  out  for  your  salva- 
tion. God  grant  that  you  may  get  a  man  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  with  so  much  of  the  wisdom  of  this  world  as  to  guide 
and  govern  you,  to  the  glory  of  His  name  and  the  increase  of  His 
Church;  a  man  sound  in  the  faith,  firmly  settled  in  his  principles, 
world-wide  in  his  sympathies,  but  watchful  against  all  extremes.

And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  commend  you,  one  and  all,  to  the 
guidance  of  that  Gracious  Spirit,  without  whose  help  nothing 
is  strong,  nothing  is  holy.  May  He  preside  over  your  present 
Ck>uncil,  and  may  the  dew  of  the  Divine  blessing  be  poured 
out  upon  you  all  to  the  end  of  your  days.

C.  McCracken  was  elected  Trustee  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  by  a  viva  voce  vote. 

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Delegates  to  the 
General  Convention  by  ballot.  The  Chair  appointed  as  tellers. 
Rev.  M.  M.  Moore  and  Mr.  Oliver  Clifton.  On  the  count  being 
taken,  the  following  were  declared  elected,  to-wit:

The  rule  requiring  all  elections  to  be  by  ballot,  was  again  sus- 
pended, and  the  following  were  elected  Alternate  Delegates  to  the 
General  Convention,  by  a  viva  voce  vote,  to-wit :

Rev.  J.  T.  Pickett,  D.  D.,  having  tendered  his  resignation  as 
Trustee  of  the  Univei-sity  of  the  South,  and  Mr.   John  Floy<l 
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King,  being  considered  a  non-resident,  which  vacated  his  office  as 
one  of  the  Trustees,  and  the  rule  requiring  all  elections  to  be  bj 
ballot  being  susjxjnded,  the  following  were  elected  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  by  a  xnva  voce  vote,  in  place  of  the  above 
named,  to-wit:  Rev.  Jos.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  E.  D.  Farrar,  and 
A,  B.  Pitt  man. 

The  same  rule  was  again  sus]>ended,  and  Geo.  W.  Howard,  M. 
1).,  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  University  of  the  South,  for  the 
Diocese  of  Mississipj)i. 

On  motion  of  E.  D.  Farrar,  it  was 

Uesolcttl,  Tliat  tbo  Hishop  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized,  and.  he  is 
hero])y  respectfully  requested  to  supply-  all  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  University  of  the  South,  "  ad  interim^'*  whenever,  from  any 
cause,  the  rej^ulurly  elected  Trustees,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them  shoukl 
fail  to  attend  the  annual  session  of  the  Board.

M.  D.,  as  Secretary. 

Vicksburg,  30th,  Angust,  1881.— On  hearing  that  the  Rev. 
Jamks  AxciEL  Fox,  a  late  member  of  this  body,  had  departed 
this  life,  the  following  minute,  presented  by  Peter  P.  Bailey, 
was  considered  and  ordered  to  be  recorded,  as  expressing  the  re- 
spect in  which  the  memory  of  the  deceased  is  held  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  its  sense  of  the  great 
loss  the  ('hundi  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  that  most  worthy 
man  of  (iod,  who  had  '* for  many  years  gone  in  and  out  among 
us." 

Minute. 

Rkv.  Jamks  AN(;Kr.  Fox,  Rector  of  St.  Alban's  Chnrch,  who  died  at 
his  n?si<lence  near  Bovinn,  on  1st  Jnly,  1H81,  in  the  eighty-eighth  year  of 
ins  aj:e,  hail  spent  more  than  half  a  century  in  this  Diocese,  and  had  been 
identified  with  its  Church  work  from  its  infancy.  He  was  born  in  Mont- 
ville,  Connecticut,  on  the  10th  March,  1794;  was  graduated  at  Yale  Col- 
lege in  lsir»;   in  1^1 0,  removed  to  Mi.^isissippi,   which  had  but  two   years 
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before  been  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  State;  on  27th  Juno,  1823,  he  was 
admitted  to  the  Diaconate  by  Bishop  Chase,  in  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati; 
in  1824,  he  organized  St.  Paul's  Church,  Woodville,  and  was  its  Minister 
and  Rector  four  3'ear8,  and  as  such,  he  attended  the  first  Convention  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Natchez,  on  the 
17ih  May,  1824,  and  there  siji^ned,  with  otiiers,  the  declaration  accediujj  to 
and  adoptinfT,  as  the  form  and  rule  of  church  {j:overnment,  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.  He  was  of  the  committee  that  drew  the  Constitution  and 
Canonfi  adopted  by  that  Convention;  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  ond  made  the  first  report  on  the  Condition  of 
the  Church  in  Mississippi,  in  which  he  mentions  haviutr  commenced  his 
ministerial  duties  in  Auf^ust.  182H,  at  the  village  of  Pinkncyville,  in  Wilkin- 
son county.  His  application,  on  the  31st  Ma^-,  1H2<),  to  the  Stnndinj? 
Committee  for  recommendation  to  Priest's  Orders,  was  the  reason  of  its  first 
meeting,  and  was  the  only  business,  as  shown  b}*  the  minutes,  transacted 
on  that  occasion.  He  was  ordained  Priest  by  Bishop  Brownell,  on  3d 
Aagnst,  1826.  in  Christ  Church,  Hartford,  Conn.,  and  was  a  deputy  to  the 
General  Convention,  held  in  Philadelphia  that  3*car.  He  reports  having 
held  8er\'ice.s  at  Port  Gibson.  Natchez  and  other  places  between  1823  and 
1^28,  and  having  established  schools  at  Pinkneyville,  Thompson's  Creek 
and  Woodville,  which  occupied  a  considerable  portion  of  his  time. 

Thus  early  in  our  history,  as  a  Diocese,  did  our  deceased  brother  begin 
hi:(  labors  among  us,  and  from  that  time  until  the  day  of  his  death,  except- 
ing two  years  as  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  New  Orleans,  and  nn  equal 
period  in  Plaquemines  Parish,  La.,  he  has  been  here  and  shared  witii  us 
our  days  of  prosperity  and  adversity. 

In  1820,  he  became  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  .Tc-fferson  county-,  and 
was  that  vear  President  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  held  at  Woodville. 
He  was  elected  President  of  Jefterson  College  in  18 17,  and  served  one  year. 
In  1848,  he  removed  to  Warren  county,  where  he  resided  until  his  death, 
serving  as  Rector  of  St.  Albans,  Bovina,  from  18G8  to  IS^^l. 

He  was  a  regular  attendart  on  the  Diocesan  Councils,  frequently 
taking  an  active  part  in  the  proceedings.  He  had  been  for  many  years, 
and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
No  history  of  the  Diocese  would  he  complete  that  did  not  give  Rev.  James 
Angel  Fox  a  prominent  position  in  its  Church  work  for  the  past  fifty-eight 
years.  He  attended  the  last  Council,  held  in  Jackson,  in  May  of  the 
present  year,  and  took  part  in  its  proceedings  and  religious  services. 

In  his  death,  the  Diocese  has  sustained  a  great  loss,  and  this  Commit- 
tee a  wise  Couns'^llormod  most  useful  member.  We  thank  God  for  the 
bng  laborious  life  that  was  given  to  us  in  Mississippi,  where  he  has  left 
the  impress  ot  his  religious  character  and  the  fruits  of  a  successful  minis- 
tiy.  He  loved  the  brethren  and  worked  constantly  pro  Iko,  pro  Ecclesia 
tlpro  Hominnm  Salute.^ 

We  deeply  lament  his  death  and  regret  our  great  loss.  We  know,  also, 
how  great  is  the  loss  his  death  occasions  to  his  famil}*,  and  how  deep  must 
be  their  sorrow.  We  tender  to  them  our  sympathy,  and  pray  God  to  com- 
fort them  for  His  Son's  sake,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Whereupon,  it  was  resolved,  that  the  Seori'tary  furnish  n  copy  of  the 
above  minute  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

Vicksburg,  18th  October,  1881. — The  C'oiiimittco  mot  and 
recommended  that  Upton  B.  Bowdcu  be  lulniittcd  to  the  Sacrc<l 
Order  of  Deacons. 

Vickburg,  30th  November,  1881. — The  Committee  met  and 
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signed  the  testimonials  of  Rev.  Cortlandt  \y hi tehead,  Bishop-elect, 
of  Pittsburg. 

Jackson,  10th  January  1882. — The  Committee  met  to  con- 
sider the  application  of  Rev.  Mr.  von  Buren,  a  Deacon  in  the 
Church  of  Rome,  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders.  He 
was  diirected  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Canon  XI,  Title 
I,  of  the  Digest,  when  his  application  would  be  entertained.

Report  of  the  Goxnniittee  on  the  Tenure  of  Ohurch  Property. 

The  committee  apiK)inted  by  the  last  Diocesan  Council,  on  the 
Tenure  of  Church  Property,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

On  the  first  of  last  July,  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  ad- 
dressed circulars  to  about  sixtv  Parishes  and  Missions  which  were 
on  the  roll  of  the  last  journal.  The  circulars  asked  the  following 
questions,  viz.: 

1st.  Is  your  Parish  incorporated  by  special  act  of  Legislature  ? 
2d.  If  not  incorporated  by  »itec\al  act,  please  state  date  of  incor- 
poration. 

3d.  Please  state  in  whom  the  title  of  your  property  vests. 

4th.  Please  «tate  if  there  is  any  provision  in  your  charter  to 
secure  for  all  time  the  use  of  your  property  to  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church. 

5th.  If  your  Church  has  been  consecrated,  will  you  kindly 
state  whether  it  is  now  encumbered  with  debt  or  mortgage  ? 

To  above  one  hundred  circulars  sent  out  to  the  sixty  Parishes 
and  Missions,  only  about  thirty-seven  replies  have  been  received. 
Circulars  were  sent  to  some  points  two  -and  three  times  without 
eliciting  any  response  whatever.  As  this  discourtesy  was  not 
merely  to  your  committee,  but  to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  your 
committee  simply  report  the  fact,  and  leave  it  to  the  Council  to 
say  whether  its  committees  are  to  be  treated  with  such  indiffer- 
ence. 

An  analysis  of  the  thirty  seven  replies  received  gives  the  follow- 
ing results:

Only  one  Parish  reported  a  debt. 

The  details  of  the  above  analysis  are  given  in  a  paper  that  will 
be  laid  before  the  Council  with  the  letters  and  pajwrs  that  your 
committee  has  accumulated. 

The  questions  as  to  the  security  of  Churdi  Property  was  discov- 
ered to  De  almost  useless.  Competent  judges  of  the  matter  would 
need  to  have  the  title  deeds,  charters,  or  articles  of  Association 
of  the  ParishcH  before  them  to  answer  the  question  satisfactorily. 
Your  committee  found  that  in  several  instances  there  existed  no 
trace  of  the  title-deed  of  property,  or  of  its  reconl  in  the  proper 
legal  office,  while  in  other  instances,  it  is  not  known  in  whom  the 
property  vests.  Your  committee  thought  that  some  information 
on  these  points  might  be  obtained  from  the  Articles  of  Association 
supposed  to  be  laid  before  the  Council  \\\ion  the  admission 
of  every  Parish.  But  upon  application  to  the  Registrar  and  Sec- 
retary of  the  Diocese,  it  was  found  that  only  five  copies  of  such 
articles  had  been  filed,  and  they  were  tho^?e  of  Parishes  most  re- 
cently formed.  Thus  Canon  I,  of  the  Diocese  has  been  almost 
generally  ignored;  due,  perha{)s,  to  cither  the  ignorance  or  laxity 
of  tbe  annually  appointed  committees  on  the  *'  Admii3sions  of  New 
Parishes." 

In  one  instance,  your  committee  found  that  a  Church-building 
had  been  sold  in  what  appears  to  be  a  -questionable  manner,  and 
in  another,  the  Rectory  nas  been  sold  to  be  delivered  as  soon  as 
the  Rector  dies.  This  last  instance  presents  such  peculiar  features 
that  it  is  deemed  proper  to  note  them  in  this  rejwrt.  The  title- 
deed  to  the  property  owned  by  this  Pari**h,  vests  in  the  subscribers 
to  purchase  the  property  and  their  heirs.  When  the  Rectory  was 
sold  it  was  necessary  to  secure  the  signatures  of  the  heirs  of  the 
original  subscribers  in  order  to  give  a  title.  To  this,  it  may  be 
added,  that  the  Church  and  cemetery  stand  upon  ground  to  which 
no  title-deed  in  favor  of  the  Parish  is  known  to  exist.  This  is 
an  anomalous  instance,  but  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  how 
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soon  a  consecrated  church  will  be  owned  by  members  of  various 
denominations. 

Your  committee  would  call  es|)ecial  attention  to  the  fact,  that 
of  the  nine  Parishes  reporting  the  titles  of  their  property  as  vest- 
ing in  the  ^'Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property,** 
probably  all  but  one  or  two  of  them  vest  in  the  Trustees  appoint^ 
by  the  Council  prior  to  1880.  It  has  Ixjen  reasonably  shown 
(Journal  1880,  p.  17)  that  the  Trustees  appointed  prior  to  that 
date,  never  had  legal  existence,  and  therefore  could  not  receive 
any  property  deeded  to  them.  But  as  a  number  of  Parishes  have 
their  title-deeds  vesting  in  such  Trustees,  it  follows  that  such 
properties  have  never  legally  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  orig- 
mal  owners.  The  equities  of  the  case  mav  protect  the  interests  of 
the  C'hurch,  but  the  laio  would  say  that  tlie  Church  (or  the  Par- 
ishes) has  no  legal  title  to  the  projMjrty.  Again,  the  law  govern- 
ing the  organization  of  religious  societies  during  the  last  fifty 
years  has  been  changed  several  times.  Prior  to  1857,  it  appears 
that  it  was  only  necessary  for  a  Parish  to  adopt  articles  of  Asso- 
ciation, and  to  record  the  fact  in  their  own  book,  to*  obtain  legal 
organization.  But  subsequent  to  that  time  record  of  such  organ- 
ization was  required  to  be  made  in  the  proper  legal  office.  This 
record  was  a  sine  que  non  to  legal  existence.  What  Parishes  exist 
thus  legally,  has  yet  to  be  determined.  It  is  certainly  desirable 
for  every  Parish  to  know  whether  it  has  any,  and  what  is  the 
character  of,  its  legal  existence.  Otherwise,  it  may  be  awakened 
to  the  fact,  that  its  property  is  liable  to  be  wrested  from  it. 

As  it  is  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  legal  life  of  a  Parish  is  gov- 
erned by  the  laws  which  gave  it  its  being,  it  becomes  a  question  to 
be  considered  by  a  number  of  the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese,  whether 
they  had  not  better  acquire  new  legal  life  under  laws  that  are  more 
favorable  to  them  than  those  which  were  in  force  at  their  organi- 
zation. As  a  reason  for  this  suggestion,  it  may  be  said  that  those 
Parishes  which  were  organized  under  the  general  law  that  was 
repealed  by  the  Revised  Code  of  1880,  cannot,  lawfully,  receive 
b^uests  for  any  purpose.  It  is  possible,  it  is  true,  that  the  pres- 
ent law  might  permit  such  Parishes  to  receive  bequests,  but  if  any 
contest  should  arise  upon  such  a  matter,  the  legal  maxim  that 
** corporations  are  governed  solely  by  their  own  organic  law" 
might  prevent  the  application  of  the  existing  laws  to  Parishes 
organized  prior  to  its  passage.  In  other  words,  it  is  a  question 
whether  section  1071  and  1072,  of  the  Code  of  1880,  can  be  retro- 
active. 

Certain  recommendations  from  the  **  Joint  Committee  on  the 
Tenure  of  Church  Property,*'  appointed  bjr  the  last  General  Con- 
vention, have  come  before  your  Committee  for  consideration. 
That  Committee  recommend  the  various  Dioceses  **  where  it  has 
not  already  been  done,  to  consider  the  expediency  of  obtaining,  if 
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possible^  from  the  l^islative  authority  in  each  State,  or  Territory, 
an  act  making  the  Diocese  itself,  or  its  Convention  or  Council,  a 
1^1  corporation,  qualified  to  receive  and  hold  in  trust  any 
Church  Property  designed  for  religious,  benevolent  or  educational 
purposes,  under  suitable  conditions. "  To  this  it  may  be  answered 
that  this  Diocese  has,  at  present,  a  legally  constituted  body  con- 
sisting of  three  Trustees,  annually  elected  by  the  Council  of  the 
Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  property  in  trust  for  the  Par- 
ishes and  the  Diocese.  The  Council  may  consider  this  body  suffi- 
cient to  meet  all  the  purposes  of  the  case.  But  it  is  deemed 
proper  to  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  neither  the  charter  of 
this  incorporation,  nor  the  Canon  (XV)  governing  it,  makes  any 
provision  as  to  whether  Laymen  or  Clergymen  shall  be  annually 
elected.  The  language  of  the  Canon  is:  '*  The  Council  shall  an. 
nually  elect  three  responsible  Trustees,  &c."  Your  Committee 
venture  to  ask  if  it  is  not  desirable  to  have  the  Clerical  Order 
represented  in  the  corporation.  Your  Committee  also  suggest, 
that  it  would  be  well  to  have  a  special  committee  appointed  to 
consider  whether  it  is  desirable  to  change  the  present  legal  body 
of  the  Diocese.  There  are  many  and  serious  reasons  that  will 
come  up  before  a  committee  considering  the  question;  chief  among 
which  will  be  that  if  the  Diocese,  or  its  Council  were  incorpor- 
ated, it  would  be  easier  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  tenure  of 
Church  Property.  Parishes  that  acquire  legal  existence  under 
the  present  laws  can  alienate  their  property  from  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  if  they  so  elect.  Whereas,  if  the  Parish  was  a 
part  of  the  legal  corporation  of  the  Diocese,  such  a  result  would 
not  be  so  easy  of  a«x;omplishment.  Besides  this,  if  the  Diocese 
as  a  whole  were  incorporated,  it  would  give  legal  expression  to 
our  ecclesiastical  theory — the  unity  of  the  church.  The  Diocese 
would  then  become  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi in  the  eyes  of  the  law;  whereas,  there  are  now  as  many 
£pi8copal  Chnrches,  separate  and  distinct,  as  there  are  organized 
Paridies.  Doubtless  there  may  be  difficulties  in  the  way  of  such 
a  change,  but  if  it  be  deemed  necessary,  years  of  pemstent  effort 
will  not  be  too  much  to  secure  necessary  results.  But  whether  the 
incorporation  of  the  Diocese  be  deemed  essential  or  not,  it  is  cer- 
tainly ver^  much  to  be  desired,  that  there  should  be  uniformity 
and  stability  in  the  tenure  of  Church  Property.  Just  how  this  is 
to  be  obtained,  remains  a  question  to  be  considered  hereafter. 
Whether  a  Parish,  not  having  property,  should  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Council  or  not,  is  a  question  that  might  be  profita- 
bly discussed.  But  we  conceive  that  there  can  be  no  discussion 
as  to  whether  the  property  of  a  Parish  seeking  union  with  the 
Council,  should  be  securea  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  of  loss.  In  this  connection  we  may 
refer  to  another  suggestion  from  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Gen- 
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eral  Convention,  which  is,  **  that  heretofore,  neither  loo  much 
publicity,  nor  too  much  respect  has  been  given  lo  the  several  sec- 
tions of  (*anons  24,  Title  I,  of  the  Digest,  touching  the  consecra- 
tion of  Churches."  We  are  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  no 
Church-building  should  1)e  consecrated  unless  it  has  been  secured 
to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  beyond  a  reasonable  possibil- 
ity of  its  loss.  It  may  not  be  amiss  to  state  here,  that  in  several 
Dioceses,  where  this  subject  is  engaging  attention,  earnest  efforts 
are  being  made  by  the  Bishop  to  secure  the  transferrence  of  all 
Church  Projxjrty  into  the  hands  of  the  Diocesan  corporations  for 
holding  property  in  trust  for  the  Church.  While  in  one  or  two 
Dioceses,  the  Bishops  declare  that  they  will  not  consecrate  prop- 
erty unless  the  title  vests  in  the  Diocesan  corporation. 

In  the  corresj)ondence  that  engaged  the  attention  of  your  Com- 
mittee, and  upon  which  this  report  is  based,  there  was  found  one 
instance  where  a  Parish  was  incorjwrated  by  special  act  of  Leg- 
islature for  only  ninety-nine  years.  This  prompts  your  Commit- 
tee to  say,  that  inasmuch  as  the  laws  of  the  State  permit  the  form- 
ation of  incorporations  to  exist  in  perpetuity,  it  is  better,  in  all 
cases,  that  Parishes  should  be  so  organized.  In  theory,  we  do 
not  organize  Parishes  to  exist  for  years,  but  for  all  time.  Where 
corporations  are  limited  to  a  definite  time,  that  is,  religious  cor- 
jwrations,  there  is  great  danger  of  the  expirations  of  the  Charter 
passing  unnoticed.  Besides,  pro]>erty  acquired  under  such  limited 
charter  must  revert  to  its  original  owners  when  the  charter  ex- 
pires. 

It  may  be  a  difficult  matter  to  correct  the  faults  of  the  past  in 
regard  to  these  matters,  but  it  is  due  time  that  steps  should  be 
taKcn  by  the  Church,  in  this  Diocese,  to  guard  against  such  faults 
in  the  future.  To  that  end,  it  would  appear  desirable  to  have  a 
**  Standing  Committee  on  the  Tenure  of  Church  Property,  and 
the  Admission  of  New  Parishes,"  or  else  to  charge  the  present 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  with  the  duty  of  looking  most 
carefully  into  these  matters.  The  duties  of  such  a  committee,

Whereas,  Our  first  duty  is  and  will  be  to  our  present  beloved 
Diocesan ;  therefore  be  it 

Re9olved,  That  the  Council  do  now  establish  a  fund  to  be  called 
the  Bishop  Green  Fund;  and  that  the  Council  invite  subscrip- 
tions thereto  from  Parishes  and  individuals. 

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Diocese  shall  have  custixly 
of  the  j>roceeds  of  this  fund,  and  shall  pay  quarterly  to  the 
Bishop  the  sum  of  $375  00,  drawn  first  from  this  fund,  and  in 
case  this  fund  shall  not  produce  this  amount,  he  shall  draw  from 
the  ordinary  funds  of  the  Diocese  an  amountsufiicient  to  supply  the 
deficiencv.  Any  proceeds  from  this  fund  in  excess  of  $1,500  a 
year  shall  l)e  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Diocese  to  be  ex- 
pended for  the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  except  a  special 
amount  of  $200  which  shall  Ik;  reserved  by  the  Treasurer. 

Resolved f  That  the  Council  do  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
special  Collector  for  this  fund,  who  shall  notify  each  subscriber  of 
tne  amount  due  from  him,  shall  receive  the  payments  from  sub- 
scribers, shall  deduct  his  necessary  expenses  and  tninsmit  the  net 
proceeds  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.

THIRD  DAY. 

Friday,  Apiul  2l8t,  1882. 

The  Council  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  a.  m.,  as  per  ndjourument. 
Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Wni.  B.  Cooper,  late  Mission- 
ary to  Japan,  Rev.  Oliver  Wilson,  Rev.  Benj.  Halstead  and  Rev. 
H.  Sansom,  D.  D., 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  Chair  and  called  the  Coun- 
cil to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  CJlergy  and  Lay  Delegates. 
A  quorum  was  found  to  be  present.  The  minutes  of  yesterday's 
session  were  read  by  the  Assistant  Secretary,  amended  and  then 
approved  by  the  Council. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Cooper  appeared  and  took  a  seat  in  the 
Council,  under  the  invitation  extended  to  visiting  Clergy. 

Geo.  W.  Howard,  M.  D.,  Treasurer  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  for  the  Diocese  of  Mississi])pi,  made  his  annual  report  as 
such  Treasurer;  the  same  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

Rev.  J.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  as  Statistician  reported  as  to  the 
number  of  Parishes  constitutionally  entitled  to  representation  in 
the  Council ;  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  State  of  the  Church,  on  motion  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Mc- 
Cracken.     See  Appendix  to  Journal  for  the  tabular  statement. 

On  motion  of  B.  C.  Adams,  Jr.,  it  was 

Repaired,  That  the  Council  jio  irninodintol}' into  the  election  of  an  As- 
si.atant  Bishop. 

A  motion  was  introduced  by  W.  T.  Walthall  that  the  Clergy 
retire  for  consultation;   a  substitute  to  the  above  was   offered  by 
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Mr.  Oliver  Clifton,  that  the  Council  take  a  recess  for  one   hour ; 
which  was  adopted. 

Before  the  recess,  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  moved  that  the  Council 
now  engage  in  silent  prayer,  which  was  so  ordered  by  the  Bishop. 

After  recess,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Munford,  the  Clergy  pro- 
ceeded to  ballot  for  an  Assistant  Bishop;  the  chair  appointed 
Rev.  Messrs.  Bowden  and  Cross,  tellers.  Secretary  called  the 
roll  of  the  Clergy,  who  advanced  and  voted  as  their  names  were 
called.  Nineteen  ballots  were  cast,  eighteen  of  which  were  for 
Rt.  Rev.  W.  F.  Adams,  D.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop,  and  one 
blank  vote. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Pittmau  then  moved  that  the  Laity  now  proceed  to 
ballot,  to  confirm  or  reject  the  nomination  made  by  the  Clergy 
for  Assistant  Bishop.  After  which  the  Laity  retired  for  consulta- 
tion, and  upon  returning  to  their  seats,  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  M. 
F.  Smith  that  the  Council  adjourn  until  7  o'clock,  p.  m. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Walthall  moved  that  the  vote  be  by  Order,  and 
Parishes.  The  chair  so  ordered  it.  The  chair  appointed  the 
same  Tellers  as  before,  and  the  vote  being  counted,  it  was  found 
that  of  the  Clergy,  »even  had  voted  for  adjournment,  and  hceke 
against  it.

Rev.  W.  F.  Adams,  D.  D.,  as  Assistant 
Bishop,  and  that  there  was  therefore  no  election.

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To  Hie  Clergy  and  Jjaity  of  the  Council  of  Hie  Diocese  of  Missimppi: 

Your  Committee,  to  wliom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bish- 
op^s  Address  as  relates  to  his  Ministry,  and  especially  to  his  incum- 
hency  of  the  Episcopate  of  this  Diocese,  have  the  honor  to  report: 

That  the  retrospect  so  briefly,  yet  so  touchingly  made  by  our 
honored  and  beloved  Bishop,  may  well  exciie  our  profound  won- 
der and  thankfulness.  A  ministry  of  sixty-two  years  is  one  the 
extent  of  which  can  hardly  be  conceived  without  an  effort  of  the 
imagination.  It  embraces  the  whole  period  of* the  great  revival 
of  Catholic  principles  and  usages  which  has  characterized  the  his- 
tory of  the  Church  in  the  present  century.  In  our  own  country, 
it  has  witnessed  a  yet  more  wonderful  advance  in  the  growth  of 
the  Church  from  the  condition  of  extreme  depression  and  unpopu- 
larity in  which  it  was  left  after  the  close  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion, to  a  vigor,  and  energy,  and  influence,  which  betoken  its  inher- 
ent and  inalienable  vitality.  In  the  South-west,  more  esjiecially, 
our  progress  from  a  condition  next  to  nothingness  in  respect  of 
strength  and  influence,  has  been  still  more  remarkable.  A  late 
Southern  Bishop  was  wont  to  say  that  he  had  lived  to  see — not 
the  dawn  of  morning — not  even  the  rise  of  the  morning  star  that 
foreruns  the  dawn — but  the  faint  gleam  that  heralds  the  rise  of 
the  morning  star,  of  the  American  Church.  We,  of  this  genera- 
tion, may  perhaps  rejoice  in  having  lived  to  witness  the  actual  rise 
of  that  morning  stiir  itself,  which  foretells  for  those  who  are  to 
follow  as  the  dawn  of  a  glorious  day. 

Most  of  this  progress  has  been  made  during  the  period  of  the 
Episcopate  of  our  own  honored  Diocesan — a  period  of  nearly  a 
third  of  a  century — that  of  the  birth,  life,  and  passing  away  of  an 
average  generation  of  mankind.  Tliis  period  began  during  the 
life-time  of  those  great,  strong,  Apostolic  men — those  stalwart 
pioneers  of  the  Church  in  the  South-west — the  blessing  of  whose 
leadership  in  the  critical  work  of  laying  our  foundations,  we,  our- 
selves, have  not  yet  learned  fully  to  appreciate.  It  was,  no  doubt, 
a  special  operation  of  Divine  Providence  that  raised  up  for  us 
such  men  as  Polk,  of  Louisiana,  Cobb,  of  Alabama,  Otey,  of 
Tennessee,  Freeman  of  Arkansas,  and,  last  but  not  least,  our  own 
Ixjloved  Father  in  God — the  last  survivor  in  life,  as  he  is  in  other 
respects  so  eminently  in  character,  the  St.  John  of  this  Apostolic 
group. 

During  the  Episcopate  of  Bishop  Green,  his  Diocese  has  had  to 
contend  with  the  nio.st  appalling  calamities.  War  and  its  innum- 
erable woes,  pestilence,  flood,  famine,  and  universal  adversity 
have,  in  time,  devastated  our  l>orders  and  afllicted  our  people. 
Throughout  all  these,  he  has  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  his  way, 
bearing  aloft  in  the  view  of  all  the  glorious  banner  of  the  Cross, 
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instructing,  admonishing,  cheering,  consoling,  and  shedding  on  all 
around  the  light  of  a  holy,  pure,  godly,  and  emphatically  a  lov- 
ing example.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  no  more  universally 
and  thoroughly  beloved  member  has  ever  adorned  the  Episcopal 
Order  in  any  age  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  do  not  consider  themselves  as  indulging  in  the 
language  of  unbecoming  eulogy  in  speaking  thus  of  our  beloved 
Bishop,  at  a  time  when  we  are  about  to  he  deprivsd  of  his  active 
supervision,  and  can  no  longer  confidently  look  forward,  as  here- 
tofore, to  the  recurrence  of  his  personal  presence  and  paternal 
counsel  and  sympathy.  The  circumstances  partake,  in  some  de- 
gree at  least,  of  the  solemnity,  the  regal  presence  of  death,  and 
warrant  a  suspension  of  the  reticense  prescribed  by  good  taste  for 
ordinary  occasions  in  life.  They  permit  us,  for  this  time  at  least, 
to  speak  unreservedly,  out  of  the  fulness  of  the  heart. 

Finally,  your  Committee  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  not  only 
for  themseves,  but  in  behalf  of  this  Council,  and  of  the  whole 
Diocese,  that  their  chief  consolation,  in  view  of  the  retirement  of 
our  Bishop  from  active  duty,  is  found,  in  the  hope  that  his  life 
may  thereby  be  prolonged,  and  his  Counsel,  and  companionship, 
ana  sympathy  still  be  continued,  in  some  degree,  to  his  loving 
people.

shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  Lay  Delegate  unless  he  be  an  ac- 
tual communicant  in  the  Parish  or  Mission  which  he  represents. 
The  delegation  from  each  Parish  shall  be  entitled  on  a  division  to 
but  one  vote,  and  the  delegation  from  each  Mission  shall  have,  on 
division,  a  fraction  of  a  vote  as  provided  by  the  Canons  of  this  Dio- 
cese. 

Which  proposed  amendment  was  received  and  referred  to  the 

next  Annual  Council  for  final  action.

CANON  XV. 

OF  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  TREASURER  OP  THE  DIOCESE. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to 
collect  and  receive  all  assessments  for  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate levied  upon  Parishes  or  Mission  Stations  by  the  Council  of 
the  Di(>ccse,*and  to  pay  out  the  same  as  ordered  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  send  to  all  Kectors,  Ministers  in 
charge,  Missionaries,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  the  Diocese,  ten 
days  before  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  a  notice  that  a  fourth 
part  of  the  assessment  made  upon  them  by  the  Council  will  be 
due  upon  the  first  day  of  that  quarter.  He  shall  send  with  each 
notice  a  statement  of  account  for  the  whole  Diocese,  covering  the 
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preceding  quarters  of  the  current  year,  and  a  statement  of  ar- 
rearages for  preceding  years ;  together  with  such  explanation  or 
appeal,  or  statement,  as  he  may  deem  advisahle  or  as  may  be  or- 
dered by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Council,  each 
year,  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  year ;  and  a 
statement  of  his  accounts  with  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations 
as  regards  payments  and  delinquencies  in  the  assessments  made 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Which  was  carried. 

The  Finance  Committee  appointed  at  the  opening  of  the  Coun- 
cil was  re-appointed  to  serve  during  the  year  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council,  namely:  Rev.  J.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  Chairman,  J.  D. 
Shields,  Murray  F.  Smith,  G.  D.  Sidway,  and  A.  B.  Pittman. 

Rev.  H.  Sanson),  D.  D.,  proposed  the  following  resolution: 

Ifesolcfd,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  conimuni- 
cate  at  once,  bv  telejsraph,  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Henry  Ducachet  Wing- 
fieM,  I).  D.,  of  Northern.  California,  and  make  known  to  hiin,  his  unani- 
mous election  to  the  office  of  Assistant  i^ishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Missis- 
sippi, and  «;ive  him  all  the  necessary*  information  relating;  thereto,  request- 
ing an  answer  at  as  early  a  moment  as  convenient. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Rev.  Alex.  Marks. 

7?"  Wr^-r/,  That  a  Committee  of  two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen,  bo 
appointe<l  to  communicate  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Henry  Ducachet  Wing- 
field,  D.  D.,  L.L.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Northern  California,  the  action 
of  this  Council  regarding  his  election  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Mississippi,  and  all  necessary  information  pertaining  thereto. 

Which  was  adopted. 

It  was  then  proposed  by  Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  that  the 
Secretary,  draw  up  the  testimonials  of  the  election  of  Bishop 
Wingfield,  as  Assistant  Bisho])  of  this  Diocese,  and  have  the  same 
signed  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  present.  This  proposition  was 
adopted. 

Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  offered  the  following. 

Resolred,  That  a  Committee  of  three  from  the  present  Finance  Cpm- 
mittee  be  appointed  to  report  to  the  next  Council,  what  if  any  particular 
basis'  can  be  adopted  for  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  so 
that  the  assessments  may  be  made  as  equitable  as  possible. 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Rev.  Nowell  Logan,  with  the 
amendment  that  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  be  added  to  the  Committee 
of  three  from  the  Finance  Committee;  which  amendment  was 
adopted  and  the  resolution  as  amended  was  laid  on  the  table 
subject  to  call. 
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Kev,  Alex.  Marks  reported  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  before 
them  the  tabular  statement,  furnished  by  the  Statistician,  of  the 
reports  from  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  of  the  Diocese,  for 
the  eight  months  from  May  1st,  1881  to  December  31st,  1881.

It  will  be  romemlxjrcd  that  in  conse<jueuce  of  the  change  of  the 
Statistical  year  of  the  Diocese  to  make  it  concur  with  the  civil 
year,  viz:  JProm  January  Ist,  to  December  31st  a  change  made 
by  the  last  Council,  our  reports  at  this  Council  cover  only  a 
I)eriod  of  eight  months.  Therefore  in  comparing  these  Statistics 
with  those  of  previous  Councils,  an  allowance  must  be  made  for 
this  difference  of  four  months.  Next  year  this  difference  will  be 
remedied,  making  this  allowance  and  comparing  our  pre^nt 
reix)rts  with  those  made  at  the  last  Council,  we  find  : 

In  Sunday  School  Pupib  reported  an  increase  of. 188 

"  Communicants  an  increase  of. 477 

'^  Baptism,  and  increase  of. 1 

**  Confirmation,  a  decrease  of. 14 

**  Contributions,  a  decrease  of. $5,114  22 

The  apparent  decrease  in  the  last  named  items  is  to  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  fact  that  in  the  last  three  months  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  Confirmations  and  of  the  Contributions  of  the 
Diocese  have  been  made. 

On  the  whole,  therefore,  your  Committee  feel  authorized  to  ex- 
press to  the  Council  a  feeling  of  encouragement  with  regard  to 
the  general  condition  of  the  Diocese.  Other  grounds  of  encour- 
agement are  to  be  found  in  the  unusually  large  classes  confirmed 
by  the  Bishop  on  his  recent  visitation,  and  in  the  now  financial 
resources  which  have  been  found  and  so  skillfully  developed  for 
the  supix>rt  of  the  Episcopate.  This  last  feature  in  the  state  and 
progress    of    the   Diocese    has    enabled    us   to  secure    for  our

revered  and  aged  Diocesan,  the  Assistant  to  whom  he  is  enti- 
tled, and  the  needed  rest  from  his  untiring  labors  which  he  has 
80  fkithfuUy  earned.  Your  Committee  heartily  coHgratulate  the 
Council  on  the  harmonious  termination  of  the  session  of  the 
Council,  resulting  in  the  unanimous  choice  of  an  Assistant  Bishop. 

Your  Committee  have  no  definite  recommendation  to  make. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Mr.  W.  T.  Walthall,  proposed  the  following  resolution: 

Rtsolced,  That  when  this  Council  adjourng,  it  shall  adjourn  to  meet 
a^ain  in  special  session,  in  case  of  the  declinature  of  the  invitation  extended 
to  Bifichop  Wingfield,  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Bishop, 
and  at  such  day  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Secretary;  the  sui<l  date  not 
to  lie  more  than  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  by  him  of  said  declination, 
and  after  notice  by  him  to  the  Clerjr}-  and  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  to  be 
issued  not  less  than  three  wctks  before  the  date  of  meeting;. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  the 
al)(»ve: 

Jiesolrefi,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested,  in  case  Bishop  Win^xfield  should 
decline,  to  call,  as  soon  as  practicable,  a  special  Council  for  the  election  of 
an  Assistant  Bishop. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Nowell  Logan  offered  the  following  resolution;  which  was 
adopted : 

JReJiolted,  That  the  confidence  and  assistance  of  this  Diocese  bo  jriven  to 
the  Church  News,  published  in  the  city  of  Natchez. 

The  following  resolution,  heretofore  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  was  reported  back  favorably,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
B.  Baum,  was  adopted  by  the  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Prop- 
erty be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  pay  out  of  the  Corcoran  Land 
Fund,  to  Rev.  Jos.  L.  Tucker,  D.  |D.,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  to  re-im- 
burse  him  for  money  paid  out  by  him  as  Statistician  for  stationary,  and  in 
corre8X)ondtng  with  persons  in  the  Diocese  in  relation  to  the  Bishop  Green 
Fund. 

The  same  committee  reported  in  favor  of  paying  tiie  one  hun- 
dred and  seven  dollars  from  the  Corcoran  Land  Fund,  due  for 
printing  the  last  year's  Journal;  which,  on  motion  of  J.  F.  Baum, 
was  disapproved,  and  which  is  as  follows: 

RMolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcripal  Fund  and  Church  Prop- 
erty be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  transfer  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Contingent  Fund,  one  hundred  and  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  from  the 
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Corcoran  Land  Fand,  to  enable  the  Treasurer  of  tbe  former  fund  to  pay 
the  balance  due  for  printing  the  Journal  of  the  Council  for  1881. 

It  was  then 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  lend  this  amount  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Contingent  Fund,  to  be  repaid  from  the  first  collections  of  the  Contingent 
Fund. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  named  gentlemen  on  the 
committee  to  inform  Bishop  Wingiield  of  his  election  as  Assistant 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  to-wit : 

Rt.  Bev.  Wm.  F.  Adams,  D.  D.,  Rev.  H.  Sansom,  D.  D., 
Messrs.  E.  D.  Farrar  and  A.  B.  Pittman. 

Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons,  reported,  **  That  the  changes  proposed 
in  Canon  XV,  be  not  adopted,  inasmuch  as  they  deem  it  inadvis- 
able at  this  late  period  of  the  session  #f  the  Council,  to  recom- 
mend changes  of  such  importance  as  contemplated  by  the  pro- 
posed amendment ;  which  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

Rev.  J.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D. ,  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  Tliat  Canon  I,  be  amended  by  striking  out  from  the  last 
Section  thereof,  the  provision  denying  a  vote  to  delegates  from  Mission 
Stations,  and  by  inserting  the  following : 

Sec.  -^ Upon  division  of  the  house  upon  a  vote  by  orders,  each 

delegate  representing  a  Mission  Station,  shall  have  a  fourth  part  of.  one 
vote,  and  four  concordant  fractional  voles  from  such  delegates,  shall  be 
needed  to  constitute  one  vote. 

Which  amendment  to  the  Canon  was  adopted. 
On  motion  of  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  are  due,  and  are  hereby 
t<;ndered  to  all  Fuch  railroads  and  steamboat  lines,  as  reduced  their  fares  to 
members  attending  this  Council. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Council  desire  to,  and  do  hereby 
tender  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Rectors,  Vestries,  and  P.irishioners  of 
Christ  Church  and  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Vicksburg,  and  to  other  citizens 
of  the  city,  for  many  courtesies  and  kind  attentions  paid  to  them  during 
their  attendance  at  the  Council,  and  for  the  efforts  which  have  been  made 
to  make  their  stay  here  pleasant  and  agreeable. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  the  resolution  heretofore 
offered  by  him,  that  a  committee  of  three  from  the  present  Finance 
Committee,  be  appointed  to  report  at  the  next  Council,  what,  if 
any,  particular  basis  can  be  adopted  for  assessments  for  the  sup-

vote,  adopted.  Whereupon,  Rev.  J.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  offered 
the  following  resolution : 

Eesolced,  That  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore  be  added  to  the  Finance  Committee, 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  a  possible  basis  of  assessments. 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore: 

Rtsohed^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  tendered  to  the  efficient 
organist  and  choir  of  Christ  Church,  Vicksbur^^,  for  the  assistance  ren- 
dered in  the  reli^ous  ceremonies  of  the  Council. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Nowell  Logan  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

EeHolred,  That  the  Rejpstrar  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  next  Coun- 
cil, a  list  of  Parishes  in  union  with  this  Council,  with  the  dates  of  their 
admission,  and  a  list  of  those  Parishes,  which  in  his  judgment  it  would  be 

§ro^r  to  reduce  to  the  position  of  Mission  Stations,  also  a  list  of  Mission 
tations,  as  now  constituted. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Wm.'C.  McCrackcn,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  on  Dio- 
cesan Schools,  made  verbal  report  that  nothing  had  been  done, 
and  asked  to  be  discharged;  which  was  granted. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Munford  on  Ixjhalf  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  made  the  following  report/ 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  have  had  referred 
to  them  the  following  resolution,  viz : 

Resolted^  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  be  instructed 
to   inquire  and  report  whether  there    is  anything  in  the  Constitution, 
Canons  or  usaj^es  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  disqualify  women  from 
membership  of  our  Vestries,  and  that  such  report  1)e  made  to-morrow  if 
practicable. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  find  in  Section  I, 
Canon  I,  the  following  provision. 

''The  congregation  shall  assume  a  suitable  name,  by  which 
their  Church  or  Parish  shall  be  designated;  and  appoint  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  eleven  Vestrymen,  and  two  Wardens;" 
vhich  provision  together  with  the  usages  of  the  Church,  contem- 
plate the  election  of  men  only. 
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While  this  'm  the  opinioii  of  the  Committee,  they  recognize  and 
with  pleasure  acknowledge,  the  faithful  and  efficient  labors  of  the 
women  in  other  departmentary  work,  upon  which  the  prosperity 
and  welfare  of  the  Church  more  largely  depends,  than  the  func- 
tions of  Vestrymen  and  the  honor  of  Warden. 

This  report  was  referred  to  the  next  Council  for  further  con- 
sideration. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Alex.  Marks  it  was 

Hesolred,  Thai  after  the  usual  relij!;iou8  services,  the  Council  ac^ourn 
gine  (lie. 

Such  services  were  ordered  by  the  Bishop,  at  the  conclusion  of 
which  the  chair  declared  the  Council  adjourned.

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Article  I. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi  acknowledges  the  au- 
thority of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

Article  n. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Council  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
every  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  on  by  the  pre- 
ceding Council.  Special  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  called 
by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the  Church  re- 
quires it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  it ;  and, 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee, 
on  urgent  reasons  may  call  a  special  Council.  When  a  special 
Council  is  so  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  in  giv- 
ing notice  thereof,  to  specify  the  business  and  purposes  for 
which  it  is  to  be  assembled,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  trans- 
acted than  that  which  is  thus  specified,  or  necessarily  connected 
with  it. 

Article  III. 

The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 
Every  Clergymen  of  the  Church,  of  whatever  order,  Oanonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  either  as  a  Clergymen,  or  Candidate  for 
Holy  Orders  for  three  months  prior  to  the  session  of  the  Council, 
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shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  same;  and  it  is  hereby   made  his 
duty  to  attend  its  deliberations. 

Every  Parish  within  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Council, 
shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Council  a  Lay  Delegate,  or  Lay 
Delegates  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appointment, 
signed  by  the  Rector,  a  Warden,  or  Clerk  of  the  Parish,  shall, 
before  the  admission  to  seats,  be  laid  before  the  Council:  Provided^ 
That  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  Lay  Delegate, 
unless  he  be  an  actual  communicant  in  the  Parish  which  he  repre- 
sents. The  Delegation  from  each  Parish  shall  be  entitled,  on  a 
division,  to  but  one  vote. 

Article  IV. 

New  Parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Council,  on 
motion,  by  a  majority  vote ;  Provided^  They  shall  have  laid  before 
the  Council  written  evidences,  subscribed  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestry,  that  they  are  duly  organized,  and  accede  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

Article  V. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  the  President  of  the 
Council ;  but  during  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  in  tlie  ab- 
sence or  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters ;  Provided^  That  in 
the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Council 
may  invite  the  Bishop  of  any  other  Diocese  to  preside  over  the 
deliberations  of  the  Council,  who,  if  he  accept  the  invitation, 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  the  President  of  the 
Council. 

Article  VI. 

A  Secretary  and  Treasurer  sliall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling 
of  the  Annual  Council,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who 
shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual 
Council. 

Article  VII. 

The  members  of  the  Council  present,  on  due  notification,  and 
consisting  of  not  less  than  five  Clergymen,  and  Lay  Delegates  from 
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five  Parishes,  shall  constitute  a  (quorum  to  transact  the  regular 
business  of  the  Council.  The  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  shall 
delil)eratc  in  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except  when  a  division 
is  called  for,  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be 
necessary  to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  the  ballot  be  dispensed  with  by  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Council. 

Article  VIH. 

When  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  or  conta- 
gious disease,  it  shall  be  thought  imprudent  to  hold  the  Council  at 
the  place  appointed,  the  Bishop  may  change  it  by  giving  notice  to 
each  Minister  and  Parish  of  the  Diocese,  either  bv  letter  or  bv  a 
printed  circular. 

Article  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  l>e  subject  to  alteration  in  any 
Article,  except  at  the  Annual  meetings  of  the  Council;  nor  unless 
such  alterations  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  Annual 
meeting  previous  to  its  adoption. 
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CANON  I. 

OF  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PARISHES  AM)  MISSION  STATIONS. 

Section  1.  .  Whenever  any  number  of  j)er8ons  e«hall  associate 
to  form  a  Parish,  they  shall  first  obtain  the  permission  and  au- 
thority of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  They  shall 
then  adopt  Articles  of  Association  for  their  government,  in  which 
they  shall  acknowledge  and  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons, 
Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  (Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi; 
and  none  shall  be  considered  members  of  such  Parish,  when  or- 
ganized, who  shall  not  (on  requisition  by  tlie  llector  and  Vestry) 
formallv  accede  to  such  Articles  of  Association. 

The  persons  thus  associated,  shall  adopt  a  suitable  name  by 
which  their  Parish  shall  be  designated;  and  they  shall  elect  two 
Wardens  and  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  eleven  Vcstrv- 
men,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church.  The  Vestry 
thus  elected  shall  at  once  take  steps  for  the  iucorjwration  of  the 
Parish,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Mississippi.  The  Vestry 
nhall  provide  two  suitable  blank  books,  one  of  which  shall  he  used 
to  preserve  the  minutes  of  their  own  meetings,  and  the  (»ther  to 
contain  a  Registry  of  the  Parishioners,  and  a  Record  of  the  offi- 
cial acts  of  the  Bisho])  and  Clergy  in  the  Parish.  They  shall 
ap])oint  one  of  their  numl>er  to  l)c  Clerk,  who,  besides  his  ordi- 
nary duties  as  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  shall  (until  there  be  a  Rector 
of  the  Parish),  make  and  keep  a  Registry  of  the  Parishioners 
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under  the  headiugs,  List  of  Families,  (iocluding  every  member  of 
each  family),  List  of  Individual,  not  in  Families,  and  List  of  Com- 
municants. The  Clerk  may  correspond  with  the  Statistician  of 
the  Diocese  concerning  this  part  of  his  duty;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  Statistician  to  furnish  said  Clerk  with  suita- 
ble forms  for  his  Registry  and  Records,  and  to  give  him  such  in- 
formation and  assistance  as  the  said  Clerk  may  desire. 

When  the  Parish  applies  for  union  with  the  Council,  the  Ves- 
try shall  dause  the  Registry  of  Parishioners  thus  made,  or  a  certi- 
fied copy  thereof,  to  be  laid  before  the  Council,  together  with  the 
Articles  of  Association,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  satisfactory 
proof  that  the  Parish  has  been  duly  and  legally  incorporated,  and 
the  assurance  of  its  ability  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Dio- 
cese. Upon  these  testimonials  the  Council  may  admit  the  said 
Parish  into  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Parish  thus  organized,  registered,  incorporated 
and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  Council;  and  shall  annually,  on  Easter  Monday,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  elect  from  among  the  stated  wor- 
shippers in  the  Parish,  the  number  of  Vestrymen  provided  for  in 
the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Association. 

The  Vestry,  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  their  election,  shall  assem- 
ble and  organize  by  the  election  of  two  Wardens,  a  Clerk  and  a 
Treasurer ;  and  shall  choose  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector,  agreeably  to  the 
ancient  usage  of  the  Church,  to  preside  in  all  Parish  and  Vestry 
meetings,  but  in  case  of  his  absence  one  of  the  Wardens  shall 
preside. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  Church  work  at  any  place  has  been  so 
prospered  that  there  is  a  prospect  of  permanence  and  a  hope  that 
a  Parish  may,  at  some  future  time,  be  established,  and  where  there 
are  not  a  sufiicient  number  of  male  communicants  to  form  a  Ves- 
try, the  Church  people  may  assemble,  select  a  suitable  name  for 
the  Mission,  and  subscribe  to  Articles  of  Association  similar  to 
those  used  for  the  organization  of  Parishes;  except  that  the  word 
Mission  shall  be  used  instead  of  the  word  Parish,  and  that  instead 
of  a  Vestry,  two  male  communicants,  or  in  case  of  necessity,  one 
onlv,  shall  he  named,  who  shall  be  called  the  Wardens  or  Warden 
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of Mission;  and  that  the  Easter  Monday  election, 

shall  be  for  Wardens  or  Warden  instead  of  for  Vestrymen.  The 
Wardens  so  chosen  shall  provide  themselves  with  two  suitable 
blank  books,  shall  appoint  a  Clerk  of  the  Mission,  and  may  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  union  with  the  Council,  all  as  provided  in  Sec.  2, 
except  that  no  certificate  of  incorporation,  and  no  assurance  of 
ability  to  contribute  to  the  Diocese,  shall  be  re<iuired. 

Sec.  5.  The  property  of  such  Mission  Station  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property;  who 
shall  hold  the  same  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  Mission,  until  such 
mission  shall  become  an  incorporated  Parish,  and  be  admitted  as 
such  into  union  with  the  Council,  and  longer  if  the  new  Parish 
consent. 

Sec.  6.  Each  Mission  Station  so  organized  and  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  Lay  Dele- 
gate, who  shall  be  a  communicant  in  that  place,  to  represent  the 
Mission  Station  in  the  Council. 

Upon  a  division  of  the  house,  upon  a  vote  by  orders,  each  dele- 
gate representing  a  Mission  Station,  shall  have  a  fourth  part  of 
one  vote;  and  four  concordant  fractional  votes,  from  such  dele- 
gates shall  be  needed  to  constitute  one  vote. 

CANON  II. 


OF  THK    STAXDIX(!   COMMITTEE. 


The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  Presbyters 
and  two  Laymen,  and  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  in  this  committee  may  be  filled  by  the  uqani- 
mous  vote  of  the  remaining  members.  They  shall  keep  full  min- 
utes of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  laid  on  the  table  of  each 
Annual  Council,  and  read  therein. 

CANON  III. 

OF   SUSPEKSIOX   FROM   THE   FCNX'TIONS   OF   THE   MINISTRY. 

The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  C'ommittee,  shall 
be  empowered  to  suspend  from  the  functions  of  the  Ministry,  any 
Minister  who  shall  be  charged  with  improj^er,  irreligious,  or  im- 
moral conduct;   and  further,  this  suspension  shall   be  continued 
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until  the  (li.si)()sal  of  the  churges  against  bim  by  a  canonical  trial, 
unless  before  such  trial  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  are 
satisfied  from  the  testimony  laid  before  them,  of  a  thorough  refor- 
mation of  his  life:  Provided,  That  no  Minister  shall  be  suspended, 
until  he  shall  have  been  notified  by  the  Standing  Committee,  of 
the  nature  of  the  charges  against  him,  and  an  opportunity  given 
him  to  be  heard  in  relation  thereto,  before  the  Bishop  or  Standing 
Committee. 

CANON  IV. 

OF   THK   TRIAL   OK   C'LKROYMKX. 

Section  1.  The  trial  of  a  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  1)6 
on  presentment  made  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to 
the  Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  signed  by  the  party  making 
it;  and  every  presentment  of  a  Clergyman  shall  l)e  either  by  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese,  by  the  Vestry  and  Church  Wardens  of 
the  Parish  to  which  such  Clergyman  may  belong,  or  by  one  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Church. 

Se(\  2.  In  all  cases  of  presentment  contemplated  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  by  those  of 
this  Diwese,  a  coj>y  of  the  charge  or  charges  and  specifications, 
together  with  a  citation  to  appear  and  answer,  shall  he  served 
upon  the  party  accused,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  with 
all  convenient  speed.  The  charges  and  specifications  shall  be  set 
forth  with  such  reasonable  certainty  and  particular  descripticm,  as 
may  enable  the  defendant  to  know  and  prepare  for  his  defense. 
And  upon  the  trial  of  sueli  presentment,  the  rules  of  evidence, 
as  understood  and  enforced  in  the  judicial  tribunals  of  the  State, 
shall  govern,  except  so  far  as  they  are  altered  or  modified  by  the 
(■anons  of  the  (ieneral  ('Onvention,  or  by  those  of  the  Diocese. 

Si:(\  .*>.  The  regular  j^lace  of  trial,  and  the  office  for  the  record 
of  all  ecclesiastical  proceedings  shall  be  the  house  of  the  Bishop; 
but,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint 
tlu^  j>lace  for  these  jmrposes  ;  and  tiie  Bishop,  by  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  his  Counsel  of  Advice,  may  api)oint  any  place 
within  his  Diocese  for  the  trial,  if  there  be  any  special  reasons 
moving  him  thereto. 

Si:(?.  4.     All  testimony  adduced  upon  the  trial  shall  be  in  writ- 
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ing,  taken,  on  due  notice  to  the  parties,  either  by  a  Cummissioner 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  in 
the  manner  of  commissions  or  depositions  in  civil  cases.  But  this 
provision  shall  not  prevent  the  oral  examination  of  witnesses  wlio 
may  be  present  at  the  trial. 

Sec.  5.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides, 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  communicants  in 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  6.  The  Council  of  the  Diocese  shall,  at  every  regular 
session,  elect  ^ye  Presbyters,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese. 
The  Presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  an  Ecclesiastical  Court 
for  the  trial  of  Clergymen.  The  members  of  the  Court  .so  elected 
shall  hold  their  office  until  the  close  of  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Council:  Provided,  limvever,  That  if  from  any  cause  there 
be  no  election,  they  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election 
takes  place. 

Sec.  7.  Four  of  the  Court  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
and  may  proceed  with  the  trial  of  any  presentment. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  Court,  the  Bishop 
shall  nominate  three  Presbyters  for  each  vacancy,  from  whom  the 
accused  shall  elect  one,  to  fill  the  vacancy.  If  the  accused  shall 
fail  to  elect  one,  the  remaining  nieml)ei's,  of  the  Court  shall  elect 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  When  the  defendant  appears  he  may  i)lead  generally, 
"  not  guilty,"  to  all  the  charges  and  specifications ;  or  he  may 
admit  them  to  be  true;  or  he  may  plead  **  not  guilty,"  to  a  part, 
and  admit  the  residue.  Upon  such  specifications  as  are  admitted 
to  be  true,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  to  decide  whether 
they  amount  to  such  an  offense  as  is  canonically  presentable.  And 
in  regard  to  such  specifications  as  arc  denied,  the  court  shall  try 
the  same ;  and  shall  pronounce  the  verdict,  either  **  guilty"  or 
**  not  guilty,"  on  each  specification. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  the  finding  of  the  court  that  the  defendant  is 
guilty  uiKui  one  or  more  of  the  si>eeifi  cat  ions ;  or  in  case  they  are 
of  opinion  that  the  facts  admitted  to  betrue  amount  to  a  presenta- 
ble offense,  it  shall  proceed  to  suggest  what  sentence,  in  its  opin- 
ion, ought  to  be  inflicted.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  liishop 
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to  pronounce  such  judgment  as  is  suggested:  Provided^  o/uayi, 
That  in  case  of  judgment  other  than  degradation,  the  Bishop  may, 
at  any  time  afterward,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, modify  or  remit  said  sentence. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  require  a  concurrence  of  at  least  three  mem- 
bers of  the  court  present  to  find  the  defendant  guilty.  Each 
member  of  the  court  shall  be  at  liberty  to  record  his  opinion. 

Sec.  12.  The  court  shall,  upon  the  trial,  appoint  a  clerk, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  r^ular  record  of  each  day's  pro- 
ceedings. He  shall  also  record  the  judgment  rendered  by  the 
Bishop ;  and  each  day's  proceedings  shall  be  signed  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  court.  A  true  record  of  said  proceedings  so  signed, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  copies,  certified 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall,  in  all  cases,  be 
received  as  evidence  of  said  record  and  proceedings. 

Sec.  13.  If  from  sickness  or  other  necessary  cause,  any  mem- 
ber or  members  of  the  court  cannot  attend  the  trial,  the  accused 
may  elect  cither  to  continue  the  case  to  such  time  as  the  court  may 
adjourn,  or  fill  the  temporary  vacancy  as  provided  in  Section  8. 

Sec.  14.  The  expenses  of  the  trial  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
contingent  fund  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  15.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  court  may  proceed 
to  trial  in  his  absence ;  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the 
trial  to  another  day ;  and  if  he  refuse  or  decline  to  appear,  the 
court  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  there- 
upon shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  minis- 
try; but  such  sentence  may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the 
accused,  in  three  calendar  months,  shall  report  to  him  that  he  is 
prepared  to  undergo  his  trial.  And  if  he  does  not  so  report  and 
appear,  the  Bishop  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  degradation 
from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  16.  If  any  member  of  the  court  be  the  party  making 
the  presentment,  or  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or  afiinity  with 
the  party  making  the  presentment,  or  with  the  accused,  or  is,  on 
the  legal  affidavit,  of  the  ]>erson  presenting,  or  of  the  accused, 
prejudiced  for  or  against  the  accused,  such  member  shall  not  sit  at 
such  trial. 
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3eo.  17.  All  citations  and  notices  in  any  ecclesiastical  pro- 
sdings,  whether  to  parties  or  witnesses,  may  be  served  either 
rsonally  or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  their  residences  respect- 
iy;  the  time  between  the  day  of  service,  and  the  day  of  appear- 
oe,  being  not  less  than  twenty  days,  over  and  above  the  ordi- 
ry  time  required  to  travel  to  the  place  of  appearance.  And  in 
se  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  Minister,  against  whom  any 
Jesiastical  proceedings  have  been  instituted,  has  departed  from 
3  United  States,  or  that  the  place  of  his  sojourn  cannot  be  con- 
niently  ascertained,  then  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  have  a  copy  of 
9  citation  published  three  times  in  some  newspaper  printed  at 
e  seat-of  government  of  the  State  in  which  he  last  resided ;  and 
»  in  some  newspaper  printed  at  the  seat  of  government  of  tlie 
ate  in  which  he  is  cited  to  appear,  at  least  six  mouths  before  the 
y  of  appearance. 

Sec.  18.  In  all  cases  of  presentment  of  Ministers,  where  the 
rty  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear,  sentence  of  sus- 
nsion  shall  be  passed  for  contumacy  ;  which  shall  continue  in 
rce  until  the  party  consent  to  a  regular  trial. 

CANON  V. 

OF  RESIGNATION  OF  A   PARISH. 

When  any  Minister,  having  charge  of  a  Church  or  Parish  in 
is  Diocese,  shall  resign  such  Church  or  Parish,  it  shall  be  the 
ity  of  the  Clerk  of  said  Church,  and,  if  there  be  no  Clerk,  then 
the  Wardens,  and,  if  there  be  neither  Clerk  nor  Wardens,  then 
the  Vestry,  to  communicate  in  writing,  forthwith  to  the  Bishop, 
there  be  a  Bbhop,  and  if  not,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
iocese,  the  fact  of  such  resignation. 

CANON  VI. 

OF  VACANT  PARISHES. 

When  a  Parish  shall  have  become  vacant  and  shall  have  re- 
ained  vacant  for  a  space  of  time  greater  than  three  months,  and 
tall  have  no  expectation  of  sooner  obtaining  a  regular  Minister, 
shall  be  their  duty  to  inform  the  Bishop,  in  order  that  he  may 
commend  to  them  a  proper  person  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  they 
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shall,  at  the  same  time,  state  what  means  they  have  for  the  sup- 
port of  a  Minister. 

ThiH  Canon  does  not  apply  to  Parishes  which  receive  pecuniary 
aid  from  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  VII. 

OK  KLECTION  OF  BISHOPS. 

(As  amended  in  1878.) 

Sec.  1  The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  held  in  an  Annual 
Council,  or  in  a  Special  Council  called  for  that  purpose  at  least 
sixty  days  before  the  time  appointed;  due  notice  thereof  being 
given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  Cler- 
gyman, and  to  every  Vestry  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  man- 
ner: The  Clergy  shall  vote  by  ballot  for  some  suitable  person 
for  the  office  of  Bishop;  and  a  majority  of  the  Clergy  present  shall 
determine  the  choice.  If  such  nomination  be  confirmed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Laity  in  said  Council,  voting  by  haUci,  and  by  Par- 
isheSf  the  person  thus  chosen  shall  be  declared  duly  elected;  Pro- 
vided, That  in  all  wises  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  if  there  should 
not  be  present  in  the  C/Ouncil  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled 
to  vote,  and  two-thirds  of  all  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representa- 
tion, then  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  present,  shall  be 
necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

CANON  VIII. 

• 

The  Council  shall  annually  elect  four  Clerical  and  four  Lay 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  at  the  same  time  four 
of  each  order  as  Alternates.  In  case  any  of  the  deputies  shall  be 
unable  to  attend,  they  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Council, 
who  shall  call  upon  the  alternates  according  to  priority  of 
election  to  go  in  their  stead;  Provided,  That  in  case  of  two 
alternates  having  equal  rights,  the  Bishop  shall  elect  the  one  who 
shall  attend. 
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CANON  IX. 

or  PAROCHIAL  RKI*OUTS  AXI)  Tilt:  DUTIES  OF  THE  STATISTiriAN. 

Sec.  1.  The  statistical  vcuir  of  this  Diocese  shall  extend  from 
the  1st  day  of  January  to  and  including  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  each  year,  coinciding  with  the  civil  year ;  and  the  Paro- 
chial Reports  shall  be  made  immediately  after  the  31st  of  Decem- 
ber, in  each  Parbh  and  Mission  Station,  and  sent  to  the  Statisti- 
cian of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistician  to  send 
to  each  Parish  at  some  time  previou?*  to  the  31st  of  Decem- 
ber, of  each  year,  a  form  of  Parochial  lleport,  conformed 
as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the  form  set  forth  in  1874,  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  General  Convention.  He  shall  also  send  to  each 
Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese,  a  similar  form  or  one  devised  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Mission  Stations ;  or  where  Mission  Stations 
are  under  the  charge' of  a  Missionary,  he  may  send  such  form  to 
'the  Missionary,  one  for  each  Station. 

Sec.  3.  The  Statistician  shall  keep  a  List  of  all  Parishes  and 
Mission  Stations  in  the  Diocese,  and  shall  make  record  of  all  forms 
sent  out  and  to  whom  sent,  and  of  all  reports  received.  On  the 
Ist  of  each  month  following  the  1st  of  January,  or  oftencr  if  nec- 
essary, he  shall  send  circulars  to  all  Parishes  and  Mission  Sta- 
tions which  have  not  made  report  to  him,  calling  their  attention 
to  the  omission ;  and  shall  make  es])ecial  endeavor  to  obtain  re- 
ports and  statistical  information  from  all  points  in  the  Diocese 
where  Church  work  is  being  done,  or  where  Church  families 
reside. 

Sec.  4.  The  Statistician  shall  keep  a  book  or  books,  in  which 
he  shall  record  in  tabular  form  the  Statistical  information  thus 
obtained  by  him,  with  such  notes  as  may  seem  to  him  proper  to 
be  made.  He  shall  place  this  book  or  books  before  the  Finance 
Committee  and  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  at  the 
meeting  of  each  Council,  together  with  a  statement  of  such  items 
of  information  appropriate  to  the  subject  of  deliberation  of  cadi 
C/ommittee  as  may  seem  to  him  to  call  for  six^oial  notice.  He 
may  be  summoned  by  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee  to  attend 
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the  deliberations  of  that  Committee  and  shall  give  such  informar 
tion  in  his  department  as  he  may  possess. 

Sec.  5.  The  Statistician  shall  furnish  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  upon  his  application,  any  information  in  his  possession 
which  the  Treasurer  may  desire.  He  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council,  a  corrected  list  of  Panshes  and  Mission 
Stations,  for  .publication  in  the  Journal;  and  such  other  informa- 
tion in  his  possession  as  the  Secretary  may  call  for. 

Sec.  6.  The  Statistician  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  the 
Council  of  the  Statistical  Summary  for  the  whole  Diocese  for  the 
preceding  year,  with  a  statement  of  his  own  acts,  and  of  his  re- 
(*«ipts  and  disbursement.  He  shall  furnish  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee an  estimate  of  his  expenses  for  the  current  year,  which 
amount  shall  be  added  by  them  to  the  assessment  for  the  Contin- 
gent Fund,  and  shall  be  paid  from  that  fund. 

CANON  X. 

OF   KINAXCE. 

Sec.  1.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  five,  (a  ma- 
jority of  whom  shall  be  Ijaymen,)  shall  be  appointed  at  each  ses- 
sion of  the  Council,  to  assess  the  amount  to  be  contributed  by 
each  Parish,  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  to  the  Contin- 
gent Fund  of  the  Council,  and  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  mat- 
ters of  a  financial  character. 

Sec.  2.*  The  Finance  Committee,  shall  be  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee, holding  ofiice  from  Council  to  Council,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed;  and  shall  have  general  charge  of  the 
finances  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XL 

OR  THE  MODE  OF  ORGANIZING  THE  COt'NClL. 

When  the  day  appointed  for  the  assembling  of  the  Council  has 
arrived,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  if  he  be  present,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence or  inability,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  in 
his  absence,  any  Presbyter,  on  motion,  shall  take  the  chair  and 
call  the  Council  to  order;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council, 
or  in  his  absence,  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  in 
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his  absence,  any  Clerical  or  Lay  member  named  by  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  be,  pro  tern,,  Secretary  of  the  Council.  The  list  of 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  furnished  by  the 
Bishop,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  next  be  read;  the  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  shall 
then  be  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table,  and  be  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee, consisting  of  three  Clergymen,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
report  on  the  same.

Sec.  2.  All  bonds,  notes,  or  other  moneys,  due  on  account  of 
said  fund,  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  and  Church  Properly  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  or  their  successorn  in  office.  All 
bonds  or  notes  now  payable  to  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be 
transferred  to  said  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Trustees  shall  loan  out  the  principal  of  said  fund 
in  their  hands,  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem  best,  taking  bonds 
or  notes  for  the  re-payment  of  the  principal  at  the  stipulated  pe- 
riod, and  also  for  the  annual  payment  of  interest.  No  loan,  how- 
ever, shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees,  unless  the  same  be  secured 
by  two  responsible  sureties,  and  by  deed  of  trust  on  unencumbered 
property,  the  cash  value  of  which  shall  be  at  least  double  the 
amount  of  the  sum  loaned.  Said  deed  of  trust  shall  contain  a 
clause  authorizing  the  Trustees  to  sell  the  property,  or  so  much 
as  may  be  necessary,  whenever  there  is  a  default  in  payment  of 
either  principal  or  interest. 

CANON  XVI—AS   AMENDED  IN    1880.

The  following  Canon  from  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  is  published  here  with  our  Diocesan  Canons,  by 
authority  of  a  resolution  of  the  Council  of  Mississippi,  1879  : 

"Title  1. 

CANON  XVII— Of  the  General  Convention,   1H77. 

or  the    mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  thb 

CHURCH. 

Sec.  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  the 
Church  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is 
hereby  ordered,  that  every  minister  of  this  Church,  or  if  the  Par^ 
ish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present  or  cause  to  be  deliv- 
ered on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  Baptisms, 
Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  and  of  the  number  of 
Communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church;  also,  the  state  and  con- 
dition of  the  Sunday-Schools  in  his  Parish;  also,  of  the  amount  o 
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the  Communion  Alms,  the  contributions  for  Mission — Diocesan, 
Domestic  and  Foreign,  for  Parochial  Schools,  for  Church  purposes 
in  genera],  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the 
state  of  the  same.  And  every  Clergyman  not  regularly  settled  in 
any  Paris^h  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional  services  he 
may  have  performed,  and  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services, 
the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  these 
reports,  or  such  ^mrts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may 
be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals 
thereof. 

Sec.  2.  At  every  Annual  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Bishop 
shall  deliver  an  address  stating  the  aiiairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Convention;  the  names  of  the  Churches  which 
he  has  visited;  the  number  of  persons  confirmed;  the  names  of 
those  who  have  been  received  as  Candidates  for  Orders,  and  of 
thos<;  who  have  been  ordained,  suspended  or  degraded;  the 
changes  by  death,  removal  or  otherwise,  which  have  taken  place 
among  the  Clergy;  and  in  general,  all  matters  tending  to  throw 
light  on  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese;  which  address  shall  be  inserted 
in  the  journals. 

Seo.  3.  At  ever)'  General  Ccmvention,  the  Journals  of  the 
different  Diocesan  Conventions,  since  the  last  General  Convention, 
together  with  such  other  papers,  viz:  Episcopal  Charges,  Ad- 
dresses, and  Pastoral  Letters,  as  may  tend  to  throw  light  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  in  each  Diocese,  shall  l>e  presented  to  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.  A  committee  shall  then  be 
appointed  to  draw  up  a  view  (»f  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  to 
make  report  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies;  which 
report  when  agreed  to  by  the  Siiid  House,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
House  of  Bi.shops,  with  a  request  that  they  will  draw  up  and 
cause  to  be  published  a  Pastoral  Letter,  to  the  members  of  the 
Church.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman 
having  a  pastoral  charge,  when  any  such  letter  is  published,  to  | 
read  the  said  Pastoral  Letter  to  his  congregjition  on  some  occasion 
of  public  worship. 

Sec.  4.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  every  Diocese,  or  of  the  person,  or  persons,  with  whom  the 
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Journals  or  other  ecclesiastical  papers  are  lodged,  to  forward  to 
the  House  of  Deputies,  at  every  General  Convention,  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  of  the  session,  the  documents  and  papers  speci- 
fied in  this  Canon. 

Sec.  5.  It  ahall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Church  in  every  Diocese,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
of  the  Standing  Committee  only,  to  prepare,  previous  to  the  meet^ 
ing  of  every  General  Convention,  a  condensed  report  and  tabular 
view  of  the  State  of  the  Church  in  their  Diocese,  comprising 
therein  a  summary  of  the  statistics  from  the  parochial  reports, 
and  from  the  Bishop's  address,  specifying  as  far  as  possible,  the 
capital  and  proceeds  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  of  all  Benevolent 
and  Missionary  Associations  of  Churchmen  within  the  Diocese, 
and  present  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  the  session,  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  appointed  by 
the  House  of  Deputies,  in  drafting  their  reports. 

Sec.  6.  All  incorporated  schools,  or  parochial  schools,  all 
academies  and  colleges,  and  all  hospitals,  asylums  for  orphans  or 
other  children  of  either  sex,  maintained  at  the  expense,  or  con- 
ducted under  the  management  of  members  of  this  Church,  arc  ex- 
pected to  report  annually  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  at  the 
Annual  Convention,  such  reports  to  be  disposed  of  as  the  paroch- 
ial reports;  and  at  every  General  Convention,  the  tabular  view 
of  the  State  of  the  Church  in  each  Diocese,  and  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall  include  the  results  of 
such  reports.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and 

Church  Property,

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church 
Property  respectfully  report  to  the  Council : 

That  on  June  7th,  1881,  the  Board  organizeil  by  electing  G.  D. 
Sid  way.  President,  and  Peter  P.  Bailey,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer's  report  to  the  Board  herewith  submitted  to  the 
Council,  will  show  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Board 
during  the  year,  to  wiiich  reference  is  made  for  particulars.  The 
Trustees,  as  a  Board,  have  invested  most  of  the  funds  in  their 
hands  in  the  Church  notes  and  County  Warrants  set  out   in  their 
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Treasurer's  report.     This  was  done  in  order  to   make   the  fund 
briDg  in  an  income,  and  not  to  lie  idle  in  their  hands. 

The  railroad  stock  referred  to  by  the  Treasurer  was  a  gift  to 
the  Diocese  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  1871,  by  the  late 
John  H.  Swift,  of  New  York.  By  the  terms  of  the  gift  this 
stock  was  not  to  be  sold  during  M.r.  Swifl's  life-time,  without  his 
written  consent ;  but  he  having  died  lately,  and  his  former  part- 
ner having  advised  that  the  Trustees  sell  the  stock,  we  instructed 
our  Treasurer  to  forward  it  to  New  York  and  have  it  sold,  so  that 
the  fund  might  be  invested  in  some  security  better  understood  by 
the  Board.    The  Treasurer  reports  the  amount  it  brought. 

The  Board  respectfully  asks  the  Council  to  amend  Canon  XV, 
of  present  series  of  "Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,"  so  as  to 
leave  to  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees  in  the  management  and  in- 
vestment of  the  Episcopal  Fund  more  authority  than  they  now 
have.  An  amendment  will  be  submitted  for  the  conHideration  of 
the  Council.

through  the  Gospel. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  read  the  Creed  and  Exhortation. 

The  Bishop  was  the  Celebrant,  assisted  by  Rev.  Henry  San- 
som, D.  D.,  Rev.  J.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.  and  Rev.  Alex.  Marks. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Service,  the  Bishop  took  the  chair, 
and  called  the  Council  to  order.

Resolved,  That  the  rules  of  order  of  the  last  Council,  omitting  the  order 
of  business,  be  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  for  this  Council. 

By  general  consent  it  was  then  decided  that  P  P.  Bailey,  Sec- 
retary of  the  last  Council  should  hold  oflSce  until  the  next  Annual 
Council.     Rev.  Wm.  Cross  still  acting  as  Assistant  Secretary. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  that  the 
Secretary  read  the  call  of  the  Bishop,  assembling  the  Council; 
which  was  adopted,  and  which  is  as  follows: 
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The  Special  Council. 

The  folUowing  Circular  has  l)ecn  issued  by   the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese: 

Rev.  axd  Dear  Sir: 

It  is,  doubtless,  known  to  you  that  at  the  last  Annual  Council  of  our  Dio- 
cese, held  in  Vick.sbur^,  on  the  19th  to  the  22d  day  of  April,  an  attempt 
was  made  to  elect  an  Assistant  Bishop;  and  that  the  person  then  and  there 
elected,  for  icood  reasons,  declined  the  appointment. 

Before  the  a4Joarnraent  of  the  Council,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted ; 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested,  in  case  Bishop  Wingfield  should 
decline,  to  <  all  as  soon  as  possible,  a  special  Council  for  the  election  of  an 
Assistant  Bishop. 

In  compliance  with  this  request,  I  hereby  give  notice  that  a  special 
Council  or  the  Diocese  will  be  held,  on  Tuesday,  the  28th  day  of  November 
in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson,  commencing  at  10  a.  m.,  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  an  Assistant  Bishop,  and  for  the  performance  of  any  other  busi- 
ness necessarily  connected  therewith. 

The  importance  of  the  occasion  calls  for  a  prompt  attendance  of  both 
Clergy  and  Laity. 

Each  Parish  is  entitled  to  the  same  representation  as  at  a  stated  or  Annual 
Council. 

As  it  is  doubted  by  some  whether  there  should  be  a  new  election  of  dele- 
gates, or  th«  old  ones  hold  over,  in  order  to  promote  uniformity,  and  avoid 
difficulty  1  earnestly  recommend  that  a  new  or  special  election  be  held  in 
each  parish,  and  that  the  persons  thus  elected  shall  come  with  duly  certi- 
fied credentials.

Then  it  was  moved  by  Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  that  the 
(>>uncil  now  go  into  the  business  for  which  it  was  assembled.  On 
which  there  was  no  action  at  that  time. 

Then  it  was  moved  by  J.  D.  Shields,  as  a  preliminary  resolu- 
tion, as  follows : 

Whereas,  By  Canon  VII,  in  a  certain  contingency  it  requires  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  both  Orders  to  elect  a  Bishop,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  call  the  roll  of  Parishes  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation and  the  list  of  Clergy,  and  announce  whether  two-thirds  of  the 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Council  and  two-thirdd  of  the  Parishes  enti- 
tled to  representation  are  present  in  this  Council.  The  Secretary  from  the 
previous  call  announced  that  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy  were  present,  but 
that  two-thirds  of  the  Parishes  were  not  represented  in  this  Council. 

Rev.  Dr.  Sansom  moved  that  the  Clergy  now  take  a  recess,  and  go  into 
private  deliberation  for  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop;  seconded  by 
Rev.  W.  P.  Browne. 

After  considerable  discussion  of  the  question,  the  motion  was 
amended  that  the  Council  take  a  recess  until  3  p.  m. 

This  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  29  to  17. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  it  was 
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Re  ohed.  That  a  report  of  the  state  of  the    'Bishop  Green  Fund"  be 

had, 

Whereupon,  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  made  the  following  report: 

Report  from  Bishop  G-reen  Fund  Called  For 

Dr.  Tucker  reported  that  he  had  been  receiving  subscriptions 
from  time  to  time  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Council  in 
April.  Not  having  expected  to  be  called  upon  for  a  report,  he 
was  unable  to  give  the  exact  figures,  but  would  say  that  the 
amount  was  now  over  $1900,  and  less  than  $2000  in  yearly 
pledges.  Of  this  he  thought  $1700  or  $1800  could  be  relied 
upon 

Rev.  Melville  M.  Moore  resigned  his  position  as  collector 
of  * 'Bishop  Green  Fund."  No  motion  was  made,  nor  notice 
given  of  such  resignation  ;  seemed  to  be  accepted  by  general 
consent. 

On  motion  of  Murray  F.  Smith,  the  rej.K)rt  of  Dr.  Tucker  as 
custodian  of  the  ''Bi.-'hop  Green  Fund"  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Sansom,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  do  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  an  Assist- 
ant Bishop. 

Carried. 

Rev.  Dr.  Sansom  moved  that  in  order  to  facilitate  business  the 
Clergy  do  now  retire  for  consultation. 

This  was  declared  to  be  out  of  order. 

Rev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  S.  T.  D.,  moved  that  we  take  a  recess 
until  3  p.  M. 

After  considerable  discussion  an  amendment  was  offered  bv 
Mr.  Oliver  Clifton  that  we  take  a  recess  until  half-after  three, 
p.  M. 

A  division  on  this  question  was  called  for. 

A  vote  by  Orders  was  called  for  by  Mr.  D.  P.  Porter,  but  which 
he  afterwards  withdrew,  and  the  original  motion  was  put  to  the 
house  and  carried  by  a  vote  of  38  yeas,  and  17  nays. 

The  chair  declared  the  motion  carried,  and  the  Council  took  a 
recess  until  3:30  p.  m.

At  4  o'clock,  p.  M.,  the  Council  re-assembled. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Wm.  Cross  and  Rev.  U.  B.  Bowden 
tellers,  whereupon  the  Clergy  proceeded  to  ballot  for  an  Assist- 
ant Bishop. 

On   counting  the   vote    the  following   wa&  declared   to   be   the 

result: 
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For  Rev,  Hugh  Miller  Thompson.  D.  D.,  13  votes;  for  Rev. 
J.  L.  Tucker,  2  votes. 

Thereupon,  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Frederic  Speed,  thut  the 
Laity  do  now  proceed  to  ballot  for  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of 
the  nomination  made  by  the  Clergy.     Same  tellers  as  before. 

The  Secretary  thereupon  called  the  roll  of  the  Parishes,  and 
the  representatives  of  each  as  his  name  was  called  came  forward 
and  deposited  his  ballot.   The  result  was  declared  as  follows; 

Twenty-three  Parishes  voted  and  all  were  for  confirming  the 
nomination  made  by  the  Clergy  of  the  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thomp- 
son, D.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  moved,  that  the  election  be  unanimous;  this 
was  carried  by  a  rising  vote. 

It  was  moved  by  Rev.  Wm.  C.  McCracken  that  a  telegram  be 
sent  Dr.  Thompson   informing   him   of  his  unanimous   election. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Q.  O.  Ekikford  that  the  Council  take 
some  steps  to  learn  by  8  o'clock,  p.  m.,  whether  the  Assistant 
Bishop  elect  will  probably  accept. 

The  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore  moved  as  an  amendment  to  Rev.  Mr. 
McCracken's  motion,  that  the  Secretary  telegraph  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Thompson  of  his  election,  salary,  etc.  This  amendment  was  accept- 
ed by  the  mover.  The  Secretary  thereupon  prepared  a  telegram 
to  Dr.  Thompson  stating  his  election  and  salary. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  moved  as  an  amendment  to  the  above,  that 
the  telegram  also  say,  **Further  particulars  by  mail." 

Mr.  Frederic  Speed  moved  that  the  previous  question  be  laid 
on  the  table;  carried. 

The  Secretary  introduced  the  following   resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerirj-  and  Laity  representing  Parishes  in  this  Coun- 
cil, do  now  proceed  tu  sijrn  the  necessary  canonical  testimonials  of  the 
election  of  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  D.  D.  Rector  of  the  Parish  of 
Trinity  Church,  New  Orleans,  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  as  Assistant 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese,"  which  was  adopted.  Mr.  Frederick  Speed  moved 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inform  the  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson, 
D.  D    of  his  election  as  Assistant   Bishop   of  this   Diocese. 

This  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  chair  appointed  Rev.  Alex. 
Marks,  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  and 
Rev.  J.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  such  committee. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  of  the  committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay 
delegates  reported  certificates  in  favor  of  J.  W.  Champlin,  Trinity 
Church,  Yazoo  City,  and  H.  ('.  James,  from  the  Church  of  the 
Redeemer,  Biloxi.  The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  these  del- 
egates, who  answered. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Mr.  Speed  that  the   telegram  be  taken 
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from  the  table,  ami  thai  the  aame  should  lie  sent  at  once  to  Rev.

The  Council  shall  be  opened  on  the  first  day  with  full  service,  in- 
cluding Council  Sermon,  (the  preacher  of  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  at  the  preceding  Council,)  and  the  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion; and  on  each  succeeding  day  with  moiniug  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continae 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  Nu  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  session  of  the  Council, 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  atteud. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Council,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  addresH  himseif  to  the  President,  con- 
fining himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  with- 
out leave  of  the  Council. 

6.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question ,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

7.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Council  when  any  question  is 
put,  shall,  on  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  tbr 
discussion. 

8.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Council  unless  sec- 
onded, and  when  required,  reduced  to  writing.

The  Fifty-Sixth  Annual  Counc^il  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  assembled  at  this  place 
this  morning,  pursuant  to  appointment. 

The  Assistant  Bishop  and  Clergy  entered  the  Church  in  pro- 
cession, singing  the  202d  Hymn  of  the  Hymnal. 

Morning  Prayer  was  begun  by  Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D., 
reading  to  the  Lessons.  The  Rt.  Rev.  H.  M.  Thompson,  D.  D. 
Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  pronounced  the  Absolution. 

The  Lessons  were  read  by  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  who  continued 
on  through  the  Service  to  the  Litany,  which  was  read  by  Rev. 
Wm.  Munford. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Assistant  Bishop. 
Rev.  (Jeo.  C.  Harris,  S.  T.  D. ,  read  the  Epistle,  and  the  Assis- 
tant Bishop  the  Oospel. 

The  Annual  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  F. 
Adams,  D.  D.,  of  Vicksburg,  from  the  text:  St.  John's  Oospel, 
X,  part  of  3d  verse. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  celebrated  by  the  Assistant 
Bishop,  who  was  assisted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Adams,  D.  D., 
Rev.  H.  Sansom,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  8.  T.  D. 

•  The  Assistant  Bishop  and  Clergy  left  the  Church,  singing  the 
477th  Hymn  of  the  Hymnal,  as  a  recessional. 

After  a  short  interval  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  entered,  took 
the  Chair,  and  called  the  Council  to  order.

The  Council  re-convened  at  4  p.  M.,  the  Assistant   Bishop  in 
the  Chair. 
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Mr.  p.  p.  Bailey,  Treasurer  of  the  ContiDgeut  Fund  of  the 
Council,  made  his  report.  He  also  made  a  report  in  behalf  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property.  He 
also  reported  as  Treasurer  of  said  Board  of  Trustees;  and  also  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Residence  Fund — which  several  rep^>rts, 
on  his  motion,  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance. 

Mr.  P.  P.  Bailey,  read  Mr.  C.  L.  Anderson's  report  of  col- 
lections of  notes  for  the  sale  of  the  Corcoran  land,  and  a  state- 
ment of  notes  uncollected,  which  was  referred,  on  his  motion 
to  the  committee  on  Finance.

The  Assistant  Bishop  then  read  the  Journal  of  his  official 
acts  since  his  consecmtion,  which  is  as  follows: 


REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  BISHOP.

To  the  Rt    Rev,    William  Mercer  Green,  D,  />., 

Bishop  of  Missiseippi, 

Right  Rev.  Father:  — 

I  beg  leave  to  make  you  the  following  report  of  such  ser- 
vices as  you  assigned  me  as  your  Assistant,  since  my  consecration, 
at  which  you,  as  Bishop  Presiding,  committed  to  me  the  office  of  a 
Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  in  Trinitv  Church,  New  Orleans, 
Feb.  24th,  1883. 

On  March  3rd,  I  went  from  New  Orleans  to  Jackson,  and 
on  the  4th,  being  Sunday,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  at  Morning  ser- 
vice I  preached  and  administered  (assisted  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Tucker)  the  Holy  Communion.  I  also  addressed  the  Sunday 
School,  and  in  the  aixernoon  the  Colored  School,  conducted  by 
Dr.  Tucker,  and  another  in  West  Jackson,  conducted  by  Mr. 
Williams,  a  colored  man.  At  Evening  Prayer  I  assisted  the  Rec- 
tor, preached  and  confirmed  seven, 

March  5 A— I  went  to  Natchez.  On  the  6th,  assisted  Mr. 
Marks  at  Evening  Prayer. 

March  lih — Accompanied  by  Mr.  Marks  went  to  Church  Hill. 
On  the  8th,  preached,  confirmed  itvOy  celebrated  the  Holy  Com mun- 
nion,  met  the  Vestry  and  examined  into  the  state  of  this  venerable 
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Parish,  which  interested  me  very  much,  and  encouraged  the  peo- 
ple to  hope  for  regular  services,  which  they  have  not  had  since  the 
removal  of  Mr.  Moore. 

Returued  to  Natchez  on  the  9th,  and  at  Evening  Prayer  lec- 
tured in  the  Rector's  course,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  one 
of  whom  was  baptized  by  the  Rector.  On  the  10th,  assisted  the 
Rector  at  M ornmg  Prayer,  and  met  friends  and  parishioners  in 
the  rectory  during  the  afternoon  and  evening. 

On  Sunday  the  llth,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church  morning  and 
evening,  administered  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector, 
and  catechized  the  children.  On  the  12th,  I  met  the  Vestry  and 
inquired  into  the  condition  of  the  Parish.  I  was  glad  to  find  that 
in  this  well  ordered  Parish  all  things  were  encouraging  and  that 
the  church  is  to   be  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  recess  chancel. 

On  the  13th  I  went  by  river  to  Bayou  Sara,  where  I  met  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Turner.  Spending  the  night  at  Bayou  Sara,  we  went  the  next 
day  to  Woodville.  On  the  I6th,  at  Woodville  I  preached  at 
night  to  a  large  congregation,  in  the  newly  repaired  and  very  neat 
Church.  On  the  next  day  I  saw  a  number  of  the  people.  On 
Suuday,  the  18th,  I  preached  at  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer,  catechized  the  children,  and  confirmed  Oiree-,  Next  day  I 
made  a  call  in  the  country.  Met  the  Vestry  and  was  glad 
to  find  all  matters  in  this  pleasant  Parish  in  good  order,  and  well 
administered.  The  musical  part  of  the  services  is  scarcely 
equaled  in  our  city  Parishes. 

2\gt  and  22nd — I  spent  traveling  back  to  Bayou  Sara,  and 
on  the  River  to  Grand  Gulf  where  I  arrived  at  six  o'clock  on  the 
22d.  Here  I  was  met  by  Mr.  Logan,  at  the  lan<iing.  Preached 
in  a  bare  building,  called  **the  Union  Church,"  and  confirmed 
ttco.  This  is  one  of  Mr.  Logan's  missions.  After  service  was 
driven  to  Port  Gibson,  arriving  at  midnight.  The  next  day, 
Good  Friday,  preached  there,  and  drove  in  the  afternoon  to  St. 
Elmo  (or  Epiphany).  That  evening,  at  the  Rector's  request, 
baptized  an  adult.  The  next  day,  Saturday,  26th,  preached  in 
the  old  Church  at  this  place,  confirmed  six  and  addressed  them, 
and  returned  to  Port  Gibson. 

Easter  day  was  spent  at  Port  Gibson.  Here  I  baptized  two 
children  at  the  Rector's  special  desire,  (he  suffering  with  a  heavy 
cold).  Preached  morning  and  evening,  addressed  the  Sunday- 
school,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  (ad- 
dressing them  also)  an  interesting  class  of  eleven.  Met  the  Vestry 
on  Monday  and  consulted  and  advised  about  the  erection  of  a 
Church  which  is  greatly  needed.  The  evidences  of  thorough  and 
faithful  work  were  at  all  hands  in  this  most  laborious' field  of  Mr. 
Logan's. 

On  the  26th  I  started  for  New  Orleans,  by  the  Bishop's  permis- 
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sion,  to  fulfill  a  promise  given  some  time  before  to  deliver  the 
Annual  Oration,  before  the  Medical  Department  of  the  State 
University,  and  to  eonfirm,  by  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana, 
the  class  which  I  had  been  preparing  as  Rector  of  Trinity  Church. 

The  first  duty  was  performed  on  Thursday,  the  29th,  with,  I 
hope,  good  effect  on  a  large  class  of  graduates,  and  the  large  au- 
dience. The  second  followed  Morning  Prayer  at  Trinity  Church, 
April  1st,  where  I  preached  morning  and  evening,  baptized  sev- 
eral infants  and  confirmed  forty-five,  and  one  in  private. 

Remaining  in  New  Orleans  till  the  7th  of  April,  I  went  to 
Jackson,  joining  the  Bishop  there,  and  on  the  eighih  took  charge 
of  the  services  m  St.  Andrew's  Church,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Gunn,  of  Minnesota,  preached  twice,  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, visited  and  addressed  the  Sunday-school,  and  at  evening 
seWice  confirmed  one.  The  removal  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  is 
a  great  blow  to  this  Parish;  but  his  work  was  too  thorough  to  fall 
to  pieces.  It  remains  steadfast,  and  there  are  few  fields  so  inviting 
to  an  earnest  and  able  man.  On  Monday  the  ninths  I  met  the 
Vestry  in  examination  of  and  consultation  about  the  affairs  of 
the  Parish. 

This  completes  my  report  of  such  duties  as  the  Bishop  has  laid 
upon  me  since  my  Consecration.  They  are  new  to  me  and  I  to 
them.  I  feel  deeply  my  own  unfitness,  aud  their  seriousness.  I 
ask  the  prayers  of  our  Right  Reverend  and  Venerable  Father, 
and  of  the  brethren. 

I  would,  without  presumption,  call  attention  to,  what  appears 
to  me,  some  immediate  wants  of  the  Diocese. 

They  are,  first,  A  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions;  second,  A  board 
of  Church  Eclucation;  third,  Immediate  attenti<m  to  the  matter 
of  a  Diocesan  Endowment. 

In  this  connection  I  would  like  to  recommend  to  the  confidence 
of  the  Di<x;ese,  and  as  a  means  of  great  usefulness,  the  Church 
Netoi^  which  may  be  made  the  organ  of  the  Diocese,  and  a  help 
in  every  Parish.

The  Assistant  Bishop  appointed  as  such  Committee,  Rev.  Alex. 
Marks,  Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Wm.  Munford,  and 
Messrs.  G.  D.  Sidway  and  John  Rawle. 
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Rev.  Nowell  Logau  moved  that  so  much  of  the  Assistant  Bish- 
op's Address  as  was  not  referred  to  the  special  Committee  on  Dio- 
cesan Missions,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Walthall  moved  to  amend  by  referring  so  much  of 
the  address  as  relates  to  the  '* Church  News  to  a  special  commit- 
tee of  three. 

The  original  motion  as  amended  was  carried,  and  the  Assistant 
Bishop  appointed  Messrs.  Walthall,  Sidway  and  Rawle,  such 
Committee. 

Mr.  Speed  moved  that  so  much  of  the  Address  as  relates  to  the 
Permanent  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  be  referred  to  a 
Special  Committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair — which  was 
carried,  and  the  Chair  appointed  Messrs.  Speed,  Farrar  and  Fitz- 
hugh,  such  Committee. 

Rev.  Nowell  Logan  moved  that  the  portion  of  the  Address  re- 
lating to  EMucation  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Diocesan 
Schools,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  remainder  to  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Moved  by  P.  P.  Bailey  that  the  house  20  into  an  election  for 
members  oir  the  Standing  Committee,  which  was  carried. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  J.  W.  Turner,  and  Mr.  Q.  O.  Eck- 
ford  as  Tellers. 

During  the  counting  of  the  ballot,  Rev.  Alex.  Marks  read  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Ratification  of  the  Prayer  Book, 
which,  after  considerable  discussion,  was  temporarily  withdrawn. 

The  Tellers  announced  the  result  of  the  ballot  for  a  Standing 
Committee,  and  the  Chair  declared  the  following,  having  received 
a  majority  of  votes  cast,  as  elected,  to- wit: 

Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  Rev.  Geo.  C. 
Harris,  8.  T.  D.,  P.  P.  Bailey  and  Geo.  W.  Howard,  M.  D. 

Moved  by  P.  P.  Bailey  that  the  ballot  be  suspended,  and  Greo. 
M.  Klein  be  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  which  was  carried, 
and  Mr.  Klein  was  unanimously  re-elected  to  that  office. 

It  was  then  moved  by  R.  A.  Armistead  that  the  ballot  be  sus- 
pended, and  the  present  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and 
Church  Property  oe  re-elected  by  vive  voce  vote,  which,  after 
discussion,  was  not  adopted;  but  on  a  ballot  being  taken, 
the  result  was  declared  to  be  that  the  same  Trustees  were  elected, 
to- wit: 

G.  D.  Sidway,  P.  P.  Bailey  and  Marcellus  Green. 

Rev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  S.  T.  D.,  made  a  partial  report  on  the 
state  of  the  **Bishop  Green  Fund,"  promising  a  full  report  to- 
morrow. 
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Rev.  Alex.  Marks  again  iDtroduced  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Prayer  Book,  which,  alter  discussion,  was  again  with- 
drawn. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  that  the  rule  re- 
quiring ballot  for  the  election  of  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  be  dis- 
pensed with. 

Carried. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  then  nominated  the  present  Court,  to-wit: 

Rev.  James  T.  Pickett,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Benjamin  Halstead,  Rev. 
Melville  M.  Moore,  Rev.  Willard  Presbury,  and  Rev.  William 
Munford. 

On  a  vote  being  taken,  the  Chair  declared  the  present  Court 
re-elected. 

Rev.  Melville  M.  Moore  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be 
appointed  to  nominate,  as  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention, 
persons  who  would  be  sure  to  attend,  and  report  the  names  of 
such  persons  to  the  Council  for  action ;   which  motion  was  lost. 

Mr  W.  T.  Walthall  then  moved  to  adjourn  till  9:30  a.  m.,  to- 
morrow, which  was  carried,  and  the  Council  stood  adjourned.

Dear  Brethren: 

Our  Conciliar  year,  though  unmarked  by  any  great  national 
calamity,  has  been  distinguished  by  many  lesser  evils  which  give 
their  character  to  the  time,  and  more  or  less,  afiect  the  welfare 
of  the  Church.  Seldom  has  the  same  number  of  months  been 
known  to  witness  the  death  of  so  many  distinguished  men,  or  a 
like  amount  of  what  the  world  calls  accidents,  both  bv  sea  and 
land.  As  if  the  death-bed  were  too  slow  in  demanding  its  supply, 
a  perfect  recklessness  of  life  seems  to  pervade  our  peome.  And  to 
our  shame  be  it  spoken,  a  general  disregard  of  moral  obligations 
may  be  seen  in  the  repeated  and  conspicuous  betrayal  of  public 
trusts.  And  that  the  great  enemy  of  truth  is  on  the  alert  may 
be  seen  by  th^growCh  of  unbelief  iu  ^'ts  various  forms.  These 
things  call  us  to  increased  watchfulness  and  prayer. 

To  these  evils  of  a  general  kind,  afiecting  our  character  as  a 
people  may  be  added  others  which  more  nearly  touch  the  interests 
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1  aud  I  are  bouud  to  subserve.  With  the  iocoming  of 
t  year  came  the  death  of  one  of  our  Bishops,  the  Kt. 
ph  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  of  Indiana.  The  char- 
bis  Bishop  was  marked  by  great  singleness  of  purpo;<e 
"it  devotion  t6  his  work.  If  his  early  life  were  written 
e  seen  that  few  men  have  made  greater  struggles,  or 
more  obstacles  on  their  way  into  the  Ministry;  and 
have  exceeded  his  zealous  labors,  either  as  Deacon,

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for  ycm  as  well  as  for  myself,  I  may  say  of  this  good  brother,  that 
our  sorrow  in  parting  from  him  is  equaled  only  by  the  benedictioD 
we  send  after  him. 

And,  now  I  hope  that  you  will  pardon  me,  brethren,  if  I 
call  you  off  from  our  immediate  losses  to  name  one  in  which  we 
may  properly  mingle  our  regrets  with  those  of  our  mother  Church 
and  the  whole  Church  pf  the  Reformation: — I  mean  the  death  of 
the  learned  and  saintly  Edward  Bouverie  Pusey,  D.  D. ,  LL.  D., 
That  profound  scholar  and  almost  saint  was  no  Bishop;  nor  was  be 
a  missionary,  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  that  word.  N^o  title  that 
the  Church  can  give  would  have  added  to  the  loveliness  of  his 
character  or  the  usefulness  of  his  labors.  Nor  could  any  laurels 
ever  won  in  the  Missionary  field  surpass  in  value  those  which 
crowned  his  pen  in  the  exposition  and  defence  of  Catholic  truth. 
Never  was  a  man  so  well  abused,  or  more  thoroughly  misunder- 
stood. And  never  was  abuse  more  patiently  borne;  and  never 
did  a  son  of  the  Church  go  down  to  the  grave  more  honored,  or 
more  fully  justified  from  the  timid  fears  of  h^  brethren,  as  well  as 
the  misconceptions  of  his  opponents.  May  the  Church  never  want 
the  defence  of  one  so  godlike  in  spirit,  and  so  strong  in  intellect, 
in  the  day  of  her  trial. 

Let  us  now  turn  from  these  dark  shades  in  the  retrospect  of  our 
Conciliar  year,  and  see  what  ground  we  have  for  thanksgiving,  as 
a  Diocese.  The  blessing  of  health  has  been  enjoyed  in  every 
quarter;  and  the  earth  has  not  withheld  her  usual  increase.  In 
addition  to  these  provisions  of  a  material  nature  we   are  this   day 

g^rmitted  to  enjoy  a  more  distinguishing  favor  in  seeing  your  aged 
ishop  cheere<i  with  afi  Assistant  to  uphold  his  failing  arms;  and 
the  Diocese  blessed  with  an  Overseer  able  to  defend  and  advance 
its  highest  interests.  If  a  pledge  be  wanted  of  the  succesful  min- 
istry of  your  new  Bishop  among  you,  and  over  you,  we  trust  it 
may  be  seen  in  the  unanimity  which  marked  his  election,  and  in 
the  hearty  welcome  which  has,  thus  far,  greeted  his  coming.  Let 
us  all  love  him  for  his  work's  sake,  until  we  learn  to  love  him  for 
himself.  May  he  ever  receive  the  like  favorable  regard,  and  lov- 
ing obedience  shown  to  his  senior.  And  m&y  he  long  live  to  ful- 
fill, in  the  highest  ofiice  of  the  Church  the  hopes  and  expectations 
founded  on  the  faithful  and  zealous  exercise  of  his  previous  minis- 
try. 

On  Sunday,  April  23d,  at  the  close  of  our  last  Council  in 
Christ  Church,  Vicksburg,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  William  Cross 
(Deacon)  to  the  order  of  the  Priesthood.  The  Candidate  was 
presented  by  Rev.  Dr.  Sansom,  and  the  sermon  preached  by 
Rev.  Wm.  Munford  — both  of  whom  united  in  the  **Laying-on-of- 
Hands."     At  the  Evening  Services,  seventeen  were  confirmed. 

Friday,  2Sih — I  preached  in  the  afternoon  and  confirmed  two  in 
Canton. 
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Sunday,  SOth — I  preached  in  luka,  baptizing  two  children.  In 
the  afternoon  three  others  were,  in  like  manner,  baptized  in  pri- 
vate. Here,  I  must  turn  aside  to  say  that  the  welfare,  if  not  the 
continued  existence  of  this  congregation  for  the  last  four  or  five 
years,  has  depended  upon  the  devoted  and  self-sacrificing  labors 
of  one  woman,  a  daughter  of  whom  the  Church  may  well  be 
proud.  In  the  way  of  instructing  the  young,  and  conducting  the 
public  worship  of  the  congregation,  she  has  been  as  a  Pastor  to 
that  little  flock,  limited  in  her  labors  only  by  a  feminine  sense  of 
propriety,  and  an  obedience  to  the  canons  of  the  Church. 

May  4eA— I  transferred  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Boyd,  D.  D.,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

May  9th — Appi)iuted  Jas.  8.  Johnston  a  Lay  Reader  in  Christ 
Church,  Church  Hill. 

May21si — Baptized  an  infant  (my  great  grand-child)  at  the 
University  of  the  South. 

May  SOth — Received  notice  from  Malachi  Pegues  of  his  inten- 
tion to  become  a  Candidate  for  Orders 

June  2d — At  Wappinger's  Falls,  New  York,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  I  conferred  the  Order  of  the  Priest- 
hood upon  Rev.  Frederick  A.  De  Rosset,  M.  A.,  who  had  receiv- 
ed with  high  distinction,  both  his  Academical  and  Theological 
training  at  our  "University  of  the  South." 

June  SOth — I  transferred  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Tardy  to  the  Diocef»e 
of  Minnesota.  On  the  same  day,  I  licensed  Frank  Eugene  Evans 
to  act  as  Lay  Reader  in  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Woodville. 

July  lOA— Received  the  Testimonial  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee in  recommendation  of  Malachi  Pegues  as  a  Candidate  for 
Deacon's  Orders. 

July  26th — Received  notice  from  the  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  S. 
T.  D.,  that  he  had  taken  charge  of  a  congregation  at  Livingston, 
and  would  also  give  monthly  services  to  St  Luke's  Church, 
Brandon. 

August  Sd — I  presided  at  the  Commencement  of  the  Universi- 
ty of  the  South. 

On  the  11th,  I  set  out  for  the  White  Sulphur  Springs  for  the 
recovery  of  my  health ;  and  returned  on  the  7th  of  September  in 
a  greatly  improved  condition. 

August  ISih — Received  notice  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cross  had  ac- 
cepted an  invitation  to  take  charge  of  the  two  Parishes  at  Merid- 
ian and  Macon. 

September  20tt — In  compliance  with  a  request  of  our  last  Coun- 
cil, I  sent  out  a  general  notice  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  that  I  had 
appointed  the  28th  of  November  as  the  time,  and  St.  Andrew's 
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Church,  Jackson,  as  the  place,  for  holding  a  Special  Council,  for 
the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop. 

October  7th — I  received  notice  that  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  had 
been  called  to  the  charge  of  St.  James'  Church,  Greenville. 

Sth — I  officiated  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  and 
confirmed  tliree  persons. 

lOt^ — In  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  at  the  University  of  the  South, 
I  united  a  couple  in  Matrimony  ;  and  immediately  afterward  en- 
tered on  my  Fall  visitation. 

On  the  13th  I  reached  Rosedale;  where  I  remained  three 
days,  preaching  on  Sunday,  the  15th,  and  administering  the 
Holy  Communion.  I  was  thankful  at  finding  their  beautiful 
little  Church  so  little  injured  by  the  late  unprecedented  overflow 
of  that  place,  and  the  surrounding  country.  But  the  ereat  losses 
sustained  by  the  people  have  given  a  serious  check  to  tne  growth 
of  this  young  but  promising  little  flock.  As  an  evidence  of  their 
unabated  zeal,  as  soon  as  the  flood  had  subsided,  they  set  about 
building  a  rectory,  which  was  nearly  completed  before  1  left  them. 

ISth — I  reached  Johnsonville,  and  on  the  19th  preached,  or 
rather,  lectured  on  some  of  the  distinguishing  views  or  the^Church, 
baptizing  one  adult,  and  ^loo  children «  and  coufirniing  six  persons. 

Saturday^  21st — Tranferred  Rev.  Oliver  Wilson  to  the  Diocese 
of  Louisiana. 

Sunday^  22d  - 1  preached  in  Greenville,  assisted  by  the  Rector, 
Rev.  Mr.  Ramsey.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered, 
€kud  fourteen  were  confirmed.  In  the  evening  Mr.  Ramsey  preach- 
ed, and  two  more  were  confirmed.  It  was  a  two-fold  gratifica- 
tion to  me  to  find  that  their  new  Rector  had  entered  so  auspi- 
ciously upon  his  work,  and  to  see  him  and  his  family  comfortably 
settled  in  a  neat  and  commodious  rt^ctory,  built  since  my  last  visit 
to  the  Parish. 

Wednesday,  25th — I  preached  at  Bovina,  a.ssisted  in  the  ser- 
vices by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cross. 

Friday,  27th — At  Edwards,  I  preached  again,  assisted  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Cross. 

October  2Sth—I  appointed  Rev.  Alexander  Marks  and  Dr.  G. 
W.  Howard,  as  Delegates  to  the  First  Annual  Convention  of  the 
**Church  Temperance  Society." 

On  the  same  day  I  transferred  Rev.  Dr.  Juny  to  the  Diocese 
of  Tennessee. 

Sunday,  29ih—l  preached  at  Bolton  in  the  forenoon;  and  Mr. 
Cross  in  the  evening,  when  one  was  confirmed. 

Tuesday,  Slst — I  preached  in  Raymond  to  a  small  congregation; 
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and  was  sorry  to  see  no  signs  of  growth  in  a  Parish  once  so  zeal- 
ous for  the  house  of  God. 

Novernber  Ist — Assisted  by  Rev.  Wm.  Cross,  I  preached  in  Clin- 
ton. The  Church  people  here,  though  few  in  number,  and  in 
moderate  circumstances,  are  not  without  the  hope  of  ere  long 
having  a  temple  of  their  own  to  worship  in. 

Friday^  3d — Assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Harris,  I  preached  in  Bran- 
don both  forenoon  and  evening,  when  two  were  confirmed. 

Sunday f  dth — I  preached  at  Terry,  administering  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Rev.  Mr.  Bowden  preached  in  the  evening  at  my  re- 
que:^t,  when  I  baptized  two  adults,  who,  together  with  one  other 
candidate,  were  afterwards  confirmed. 

The  following  day,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Bowden,  I  rode  to 
Dry  Grove,  intending  to  officiate  on  the  7th;  but  finding  that  that 
was  the  day  for  the  election  of  members  of  Congre^,  when  noth- 
ing but  noise  and  politics  would  prevail,  I  put  oflT  our  Services 
till  the  next  day,  when  I  preached  to  a  very  small  congregation; 
confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
The  beautiful  little  Church  stood  there  in  all  its  structural  entire- 
ness;  but  there  was  around  it  an  air  of  loneliness,  not  to  say  deso- 
lation, sickening,  as  well  as  saddening  to  the  heart.  Scarce- 
ly four  years  had  passed  since  that  was  a  healthful  and 
joyous  community,  blest  with  a  school,  a  Pastor,  and  every  privi- 
lege of  Public  Worship.  Now  a  voiceless  pulpit,  empty  tienches, 
a  neglected  graveyard,  a  disbanded  school,  and  a  resigned  Pastor 
are  the  sad  evidences  of  its  departed  prosperity. 

Nov.,  6th  —I  licensed  George  M.  Marshall  as  a  Lay  Reader  in 
Trinity  Church  Parish,  Natchez. 

Thursday,  9th — I  preached  at  Crystal  Springs,  baptizing  tivo 
children,  confirming  one  person,  and  administering  the  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  rode  a  few  miles  in  the  countiy 
to  give  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  worthy,  but  afficted  sister  in 
Christ. 

Sunday,  I2th — At  Diamond  Place,  Warren  county,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Wm.  F.  Adams,  D.  D.,  officiated  at  my  request,  and  con- 
firmed three  persons. 

Sunday,  I2th — Assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bowden,  I  preached  in 
Hazlehurst,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  My  ap- 
pointment to  preach  again  in  the  evening  was  prevented  by  a 
heavy  fall  of  rain.  I  was  privileged  however,  to  give  baptism  to 
one  child  in  private. 

November  14th — In  Brook  haven  I  preached  to  a  small  congrega- 
tion, and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening  I 
gave  in  private  the  Lay ing-on-of- Hands,  to  four  young  persons, 
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who  had  bsen  uuavoidahly  praveuted  from  attending  the  Church 
in  the  forenoon. 

Tlmrsday,  IQth — I  was  present  at  the  marringe  of  one  of  my 
Clergy  in  Calvary  (Jhurch,  New  Orleans,  and  was  privileged  to 
give  the  final  blessing  that  so  beautifully  closes  that  impressive 
ceremonv. 

Friday^  I7th — At  Osyka,  accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Browne,  I 
met  a  small  congregation ;  made  an  address  to  them  on  their  pres- 
ent depressed  and  Pastorless  condition;  and  baptized  one  colored 
infant.  The  child  was  accompanied  and  presented  by  its  grand- 
mother only.  Neither  father  nor  mother  came  to  take  their  part 
ill  the  blessed  ceremony.  They  were  of  a  generation  that  had 
grown  up  amid  the  so-called  blessings  of  emancipation.  The 
aged  grand-parent  was  only  following  out  the  wholesome  instruc- 
tion of  a  kind  mistres««  in  days  when  a  misguided  zeal  and  a  mis- 
taken philanthropy  had  not  as  yet  torn  the  slave  from  the  spiritual 
guidance  of  his  master,  and  left  him  the  victim  of  ignorance, 
self-will  and  a  heathenish  superstition. 

Saturday^  ISth — I  visited  Magnolia,  and  after  the  usual  service, 
delivered  a  lecture  appropriate  to  the  needs  of  the  congregation, 
and  baptized  two  children. 

Sunday y  19th — Assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bowden,  I  preached  at 
Summit;  confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

Monday,  20tJi — I  transferred  Edward  D.  Juny,  a  Candidate  for 
Orders,  to  the  Diocese  of  Tenncsjiee. 

Tuesday,  2l8t — Was  the  day  appointed  for  the  consecration  of 
the  **Churchof  the  Mediator,"  at  AlcComb  City.  The  sermon,  at 
my  request,  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Douglass,  lately  its 
Pastor;  and  the  Holy  Communion  was  administered.  1  preached 
in  the  evening,  and  also  next  day,  both  forenoon  and  evening. 
Two  were  confirmed.  There  are  encouraging  signs  of  life  in  this 
congregation,  evidences  of  which  may  be  seen,  not  only  in  their 
newly,  finished  Church,  but  in  a  commodious  Rectory  hastening 
to  completion. 

Thursday,  23rf— On  my  return  up  the  road,  I  turned  aside  to 
unite  a  couple  in  Matrimony,  a  few  miles  West  of  Hazlehurst. 

Friday,  24th — At  2  a.  m.  I  reached  Canton;  preached  both 
forenoon  and  evening  the  same  day,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 
I  was  really  grieved  to  find  that  this  unfortunate  Parish  was  once 
more  to  be  without  a  Pastor — the  Rev.  Mr.  Browne  having  deter- 
mined to  remove  to  Winona.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Evening 
Services,  I  set  out,  in  company  with  Rev.  Dr.  Harris,  for  the 
**Chapel  of  the  Cross,"  which,  together  with  a  small  congregation 
at  Livingston,  he  has  taken  under  his  charge. 
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I  was,  by  app<^)intment,  to  have  preached  in  Livingston  the 
next  day,  but  was  prevented  by  the  unusual  inclemency  of  the 
weather.  After  an  abatement  of  the  cold  and  rain,  I  went  in  the 
afternoon,  with  Dr.  Harris,  to  the  **Chapel  of  the  Cross,"  where 
I  found  assembled  a  goodly  collection  of  colored  pe(>ple;  among 
whom  I  was  glad  to  shake  hands  with  many  whom  I  had  known 
as  members  of  our  communion  in  better  days;  but  now,  alas  I 
given  over  to  the  strong  delusion  of  trusting  to  blind  guides  who 
had  them  at  their  will.  After  an  appropriate  service  of  prayer 
and  praise,  I  made  them  a  kindly  address,  reminding  them  of 
their  former  advantages,  in  contrast  with  their  present  need  of 
sound  instruction,  and  their  dependence  on  a  religion  of  feeling  in 
place  of  keeping  the  Commandments.  My  address  was  followed 
up  by  remarks  of  like  import  by  Dr.  Harris.  Both  of  which 
were  listened  to  with  apparent  acceptability;  but  God  only  knows 
with  what  profit.  I  was  pleased  that  the  Chapel  itself,  dear  to 
me  by  many  sad  but  pleasing  memories,  had  by  Dr.  Harris  been 
substantially  repaired,  and  put  in  a  condition  to  be  comfortably 
used.  The  Dr.  seems  deeply  concerned  for  the  spiritual  good  of 
the  negroes  around  him ;  and  is  very  desirous  of  getting  some 
young  minister  to  assist  him  in  duly  caring  for  them.  May  Ood 
help  him  in  his  praiseworthy,  but  difficult  work. 

Tuesday f  November  2Sth — This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  our  **Special  Council,"  a  large  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  assembled  in  8t.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  an  Assistant  Bishop  After  a  due  organization, 
the  business  of  the  Convention  was  entered  upon  by  the  Clergy 
retiring  for  consultation,  and  very  soon  making  known  to  the 
Laity  that  their  choice  had  fallen  upon  the  Rev.  Hugh  Miller 
Thompson,  D.  D.,  of  Trinity  Church,  New  Orleans.  This  nom- 
ination was  very  readily  and  unanimously  confirmed  by  the  Laity; 
and  the  Convention  adjourned  the  same  day,  after  signing  the 
necessary  Testimonials.  To  this  brief  and  formal  statement  of 
the  transactions  of  that  day,  permit  me  to  add  the  expression  of 
my  heart-felt  .thankfulness  to  the  Giver  of  all  grace  i5)r  the  lov- 
ing unanimity  which  marked  its  proceedings,  and  the  Heavenly 
guidance  vouchsafed  to  us  in  the  choice  of  one  so  suited  to  our 
needs,  ahd  already  endeared  to  the  whole  Church  by  his  labors  of 
both  tongue  and  pen. 

November  2^th — In  8t.  Andrew's  Church,  and  in  the  presence 
of  several  of  the  Clergy,  I  received  the  Rev.  Upton  B.  Bowden, 
Deacon,  into  the  Order  of  the  Priesthood.  The  candidate  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  P.  Browne;  and  the  sermon  preach- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Pickett,  and  Rev. 
Mr.  Munford  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  in  laying  their  hands  on  the  candidate. 
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December  Id  - 1  preached  in  LexiDgtoD,  both  forenooD  and 
evening;  and  confirmed  one  person  the  following  day.  This  Par- 
ish continues  to  prosper,  under  the  labors  of  its  aged  but  untir- 
in<jj  Pastor.  A  large  and  well-toned  Bell,  with  an  appropriate 
belfry  now  calls  the  congregation  to  Prayer;  and  a  new  and  beau- 
tiful Altar  graces  the  Chancel.  I  was  pleased  also  to  see  that  the 
Rector  has  been  able  to  build  a  comfortable  house  for  himself,  at 
a  short  distance  from  the  Church. 

Sunday^  Dec.  Sd — Accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Browne,  I  preach- 
ed in  St.  Clement's  Church,  Vaiden,  and  confirmed  one  person. 
I  preached  again  in  the  evening,  when  one  other  candidate  was 
confirmed.  This  Parish,  together  with  that  of  Winona,  will  con- 
stitute the  principal  field  of  Mr.  Browne's  labors.       ^ 

Monday,  4th— I  preached  at  Winona,  assisted  Jn  the  services  by 

Rev.  Mr.  Browne. 

• 

My  next  movement  was  through  the  Tallahatchie  swamp  to 
Greenwood,  a  place  which  I  had  never  yet  visited;  but  which 
with  the  adjacent  country,  contained  a  number  who  love  the 
Church,  and  desire  its  services.  Mr.  Browne  had  paid  them  two 
visits  with  promising  effect ;  and  I  was  both  surpiised  and  pleast?d 
as  I  entered  the  town,  to  see  a  Church  building  of  our  own  already 
on  its  way  to  completion.  We  nmiained  there  from  the  5th  t*> 
the  7th— nearly  three  days.  I  preached  twice  in  the  Court-house; 
baptizing  one  child,  confirming/(mr  candidates,  and  administering 
the  Holy  Communion.  Mr.  Browne  preached  once,  and  bai)tized 
several  adults.  A  more  general  interest  would  have  been  shown 
in  our  services,  but  for  the  intense  coldnesn  of  the  weather.  Bet- 
ter Missionary  ground  can  no  where  be  found  within  the  Diocese 
thin  the  country  lying  along  the  Tallahatchie  river,  for  thirty  or 
forty  miles  above  Greenwood. 

I  reached  Carroll  ton  on  Thursday  the  7th,  but  was  prevented 
from  holding  services  in  public,  by  the  continued  severity  of  the 
weather.  Nearly  all  the  members  of  the  Church^raet  me,  how- 
ever, in  the  parlor  of  a  friend  (Wra.  Helm)  where  ont  pious 
youth  renewed  his  baptismal  engagements  in  the  rite  of  con- 
firmation. 

Sunday,  10th — I  preached  in  Grenada,  both  forenoon  and  eve- 
ning, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  McCracken.  I  was 
pleased  to  see  that  a  new  and  beautiful  altar  had  been  placed  in 
the  Chancel  since  my  last  visit. 

Tuesday,  12th — I  was  by  appointment  at  Batesville,  but  held  no 
services,  as  no  sufficient  notice  had  been  given  of  my  coming. 

Wednesday,  Wlh — T  acknowledged  the  transfer  of  Rev.  T.  R.  B.

The  sermon  was  preached  by  Bishop  Wihnei 
who  together  with  Bishop  Gallaher  presented  the  candidate 
More  than  forty  of  the  Clergy  were  present;  and  the  Church  wj 
crowded  with  a  deeply  interested  multitude.

Having,  for  some  years,  been  without  a  Rector,  it  has  forfeited  its 
Parochial  existence,  and  fallen  back  upon  such  Missionary  aid  as 
may  be  vouchsafed  it.  The  congregation  possesses  a  very  suitable 
site  for  a  Church  building ;  and  with  a  becoming  effort,  they 
might  bless  themselves  with  a  place  of  worship  of  their  own. 

Saturday  and  Sunday ^  Sdand  4</t — Were  given  to  Pass  Christian. 
On  Sunday  I  preached  and  confirmed  twelve  jiersons — a  good  evi-

has  officiated  in  the  Church,  and  performed  the  part  of  a  true 
Pai5tor;  but  is  unwilling,  on  account  of  his  health,  to  pledge  him- 
self to  a  Cimtiuuauce  of  his  highly  profitable  labors.

Tuesday,  6t/i— I  preached  at  Mississippi  City;  and  assi.ste<i  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Trader,  administered  tiie  H()ly  Communion  Ut  a  very 
small  congregation. 

Saturday  and  Sunday,  KHh  and  Wfh — were  given  to  Biloxi.  I 
preached  both  days,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Mr.  Trader. 

Tuesday,  \Zth — Was  spent  at  State  Line  with  a  few  kind  friends 
who  have  rarely  the  privilege  of  seeing  a  Minister  of  our  Church. 

Tliursday,  Ibth — I  preached  at  Enterprise  to  a  large  congrega- 
tion, baptizing  tufo  children,  and  administerinjr  tho  Holy  Commu- 
nion. The  next  day.  I  was  joined  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  <'ro?»s;  who, 
at  my  request,  prea«^hed  in  the  evening.  I  hope  that  Mr.  Cross 
will  soon  be  able  to  give  this  pastorless  people  a  monthly  visitation. 

Saturday  and  Suitday,  \7th  and  ISth — Were  given  to  Meridian. 
I  was  prevented  from  officiating  on  Saturday,  as  the  Church  was 
then  undergoing  some  necessary  improvement.  On  Sunday  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Cross,  when  eight  were  confirmed. 
At  4  p.  M.,  I  baptized  tuH)  children.  Mr.  Cross  preached  in  the 
evening.  It  was  very  gratifying  to  me  to  se^  the  strong  hold 
which  .vir.  Cross  has  already  taken  on  this  congregation,  and  the 
readiness  with  which  they  second  him  in  all  that  he  undertakes 
for  their  good.  The  Church,  when  thoroughly  completed,  would 
be  an  ornament  to  any  of  our  largest  cities. 

Tuesday <t  2Wi  -Accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Cross,  I  visited  Grace 
Chapel,  built  for  the  benefit  of  her  family  and  neighbors,  by  one 
whom    I   may  excusably    term  a  Mother  in  Israel,   if  not   in  an 
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Apostle's  language,  an  **Eleet  La-'y."  The  modest  little  Temple 
was  well  filled.  Mr.  Cross  preached  at  my  request.  The  Holy 
Communion  was  admiuistered,  and  one  person  confirmed.  The 
following  day,  for  the  gratification  of  an  aged  member  of  the  fiim- 
ily,  I  preached  in  the  parlor  of  the  good  lady.  I  was  truly  glad 
to  learn  that  a  Sunday  School  was  in  successful  operation,  and 
composed  of  a  goodly  number,  considering  the  distance  of  many 
of  them  from  the  Chapel.  At  the  request  of  some  of  the  leading 
members  of  the  congregation,  I  gave  to  Mr.  William  Neville  a 
license  to  act  as  their  Lay  Reader. 

Thursday,  22d — I  preached  a.  m.  in  Macon.  The  next  day  I 
preached  again,  baptizing  tux)  adults  and  one  infant.  The  two, 
thus  baptized,  were  subsequently  confirmed.  This  congregation, 
with  a  resident  Minister,  would  soon  become  a  prosperous  Parish. 

Saturday  and  Sunday,  24</i  and  2f)tJi — Were  given  to  Columbus. 
On  the  25th,  (Easter  Sunday)  I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Munford  in  the  evening,  when  ten  were  confirmed. 
Success  still  crowns  the  faithful  labors  of  the  Rector  of  this 
Parish. 

27^1  2Sth  and  29th — Were  spent  in  Aberdeen.  Soon  after  my  ar- 
rival I  became  so  unwell,  that  in  the  place  of  my  usual  service 
I  could  do  nothing  more  than  go  to  the  Church,  and 
confirm  three  candidates.  My  lack  of  service,  however, 
was  more  than  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Munford,  who 
kindly  followed  me  from  Columbus,  and  preached  for  the  congre- 
gation sever il  times.  I  was  surprised,  as  well  as  highly  gratified, 
at  seeing  the  renewed  life  shown  by  this  congregation,  after  hav- 
ing been  some  years  without  a  Rector.  By  a  strenuous  eflTort,  they 
have  beautified,  as  well  as  completely  repaired  their  Church;  en- 
gaged the  services  of  a  most  deserving  Minister,  and  fitted  up  for 
him  a  very  comfortable  abode.  The  Rev.  Isaac  N.  Marks  was 
expected  to  take  charge  of  them  early  in  April. 

Saturday,  31  st — I  this  day  received  notice  that  the  Rev.  Mr. 
McOracken  had  resigned  the  charge  of  **A11  Saint's  Parish," 
Grenada. 

Sunday,  April  1st  -I  officiated  in  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Vicks- 
burg,  assisted   by  the  Rector  and   the  Rev.  Wm.  C.  McCracken. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  administered,   and  eleven  confirmed. 
The  congregatioa  was  unusually  large  and  very  attentive.     Thfe^ 
next  day,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  I  confirmed  another  of  hi^s- 
congregation  in  private. 

At  Christ  Church,  in  the  afternoon,  I   had  the  gratification  o-"^ 

attending  the  Easter  celebration  of  the  Rector's  Sunday  School  

The  interesting  services  of  that  occasi  n   should  have  hJeen  righto^ 
ly  held  on  the   previous  Sunday,   but  at  the  request  of  the  chi 
dren,  were  postponed  until  my  coming.     It  was  a  truly  beautifi 
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and  ffratifyin^  sight  to  see  nearly  two  hundred  children  mar- 
shaled in  perrect  order,  uniting  their  young  voices  in  the  {)raise  of 
their  Maker,  and  casting  their  willing  offerings  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Church, — offerings  not  obtained  by  any  of  the  meretricious 
devices  of  the  day,  such  as  fairs,  and  feasts,  and  games  of  chance, 
but  by  learning  early  to  deny  themselves  indulgences  natural  to 
their  age.  At  the  request  of  the  Rector,  I  addressed  a  few  words 
to  the  children.  After  which  a  class  of  ten  candidates  was  con- 
firmed. 

Wednesday^  ^ — Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  McCracken,  I 
t'X)k  a  boat  for  Yazoo  City ;  but  on  ray  arrival,  was  too  unwell  to 
officiate  further  than  to  confirm  four  young  persons  in  the  parlor 
of  the  good  lady  by  whom  I  was  entertained.  Mr.  McCracken 
supplied  ray  place  in  the  Church  by  officiating  several  tiraes.  And 
I  have  since  been  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Vestry  has  engaged 
him  as  their  Rector. 

Saturday,  7tk — I  was  far  from  being  well  when  I  left  Yazoo 
City;  and,  although  the  good  people  did  what  they  could  to  add 
to  the  comfort  of  my  journey,  a  ride  of  twenty-five  miles  over  a 
rough  and  neglected  road,  put  rae  upon  my  bed  again,  on  my  ar- 
rival in  Jackson.  Fortunately  for  the  congregation,  my  Assistant 
reached  the  City  about  the  sarae  hour  with  myself,  and  gave  them 
full  services  the  next  day.  For  three  days  I  was  closely  confined 
to  my  room  ;  and  left  it  for  a  few  moments  only,  to  give  the  **lay- 
ing-on-^jf-hands"  to  a  friend  more  aged  and  infirm  than  myself. 

It  will  thus  appear  that  within  our  Conciliar  year,  I  have  been 
enabled,  though  in  much  weaknes<<,  to  baptize  twenty-mx  infants, 
(one  of  which  was  colored)  and  six  adults.  One  hundred  and  forty- 
three  candidates  have  been  presented  to  mc  for  confirraation. 
These,  together  with  three  other*,  confirmed  by  Bishop  Adaras,  at 
ray  requei^t;  and  thirty-four  confirmed  by  my  Assistant,  make  up 
an  aggregate  of  one  hundred  and  eighty.  One  Church,  at  McComb 
City,  has  been  consecrated.  Tivo  Priests  have  been  added  to  our 
Clerical  List,  viz:  The  Rev  D.  B.  Rarasey,  from  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas ;  and  the  Rev.  T.  R.  B.  Trader,  from  the  Diocese  of 
Texas.  The  Rev.  I.  N.  Marks,  from  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana, 
has  so  recently  removed  among  us  as  to  forbid  him  an  active  par- 
ticipation in  our  present  Council.  Five  have  been  transferred  to 
other  Dioceses,  viz:  Rev.  F.  W.  Boyd,  D.  D.,  to  Wisconsin; 
Rev.  A.  J.  Tardy,  to  Minnesota;  Rev.  0.  Wilson,  to  Louisiana; 
Rev.  F.  A.  Juny,  D.  D.,  to  Tennessee;  and  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Tuck- 
er, D.  D.,  to  Alabama. 

One  Presbyter  has  died,  the  Rev.  Richard  Hines,  D.  D.  After 
a  faithful  service  of  many  years  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  Dr. 
Hines  took  the  Rectorship  of  the  two  Parishes  of  Meridian  and 
Enterprise,  where  he  continued  to  do  good  service  to  the  Church, 


until  a  sad  accideut  ou  a  Railroad  so  shattered  both  his  mental 
and  physical  powers,  as  to  cut  short  a  life  that  to  all  appearances 
promised  many  more  years  of  usefulness  to  the  Church.  Our 
sympathies  are  with  his  widow  and  children. 

Two  Deacons  have  been  invented  with  the  Priesthood,  viz:  Rev. 
Wm.  Cross,  and  the  Rev.  Upton  B.  Bowden.  One  other,  the 
Rev.  F.  A.  De  Rosset,  was  Priested  by  my  hands  for  the  Diocese 
of  New  York,  at  the  request  of  its  Bishop. 

Two  of  our  Clergy  have  resigned  their  Parishes,  viz:  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Pickett,  that  of  Christ  Church,  Holly  Springs;  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  McCracken,  that  of  All  Saint's,  Grenada. 

Rev.  Mr.  Browne  has  removed  from  Canton  to  Winona,  and 
taken  charge  of  that  Parish,  in  C(mnection  with  Vaiden  and  Car- 
rollton.  Rev.  Mr.  Cross,  lately  in  charge  of  Bolton  and  several 
adjacent  stations,  is  now  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Mediator, 
Meridian. 

One  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  has  been  received,  viz  :  Malachi 
C.  Pegues.  TwOf  viz:  Frederic  and  Edward  D.  Juny,  have  been 
transferred,  at  their  request,  to  the  Di(jcese  of  Tennessee,  leaving 
three  only  on  our  present  list. 

Seven  Lay  Readers  have  been  added  to  our  list,  vizi  James  S. 
Johnston,  for  Christ  Church,  Church  Hill;  Frank  Eugene  Evans, 
for  St.  Paul's  Church,  Woodville;  Geo.  M.  Marshall,  for  Trinity 
Church,  Natchez;  Wra.  M.  Chalmers,  for  St.  Clements  Church, 
Vaiden;  Wm.  Neville,  for  Gra?o Chapel,  Kemper  county;  Berke- 
ly  Green  and  Frederic  Speed,  for  Christ  Church,  Vicksburg. 

Four  Parishes,  viz:  -  St.  James',  Greenville,  St.  Peter's,  Ox- 
ford, Grace  Church,  Rosedale,  and  Mediator,  McComb 
City,  have  provided  themselves  with  comfortable  and  becoming 
rectories  during  the  past  year. 

Ttvo  couples  have  been  united  by  me  in  matrimony. 

In  addition  to  these  minor,  but  not  unimportant  acts,  permit 
me  here  to  felicitate  you,  dear  brethren,  and  to  express  my  thank- 
fulness to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  my  having  been 
permitted,  by  the  imposition  of  my  hands,  to  give  you  another 
and  an  abler  Bishop,  to  hold  up  my  falling  hands,  and  to  be  to 
you,  in  all  things,  the  Leader  and  the  Shepherd  that  you  need. 
It  would  be  superfluous  in  me  if  I  were  to  pause  here  to  commend 
him  to  your  love  and  reverence,  when  he  is  already  known  and 
esteemed  in  every  quarter  of  our  American  Church.  And  it 
w^ould  be  a  waste  of  words  in  commending  you  to  him,  were  I  to 
do  more  than  to  express  my  confident  belief  that  you  will  extend 
to  him  an  equal,  if  not  a  greater  measure  of  trust  and  loving 
kindness  than  you  have  extended  to  me. 
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It  remains  now,  only,  that  I  briefly  bring  to  your  notice  some 
matters  left  unfinished  at  our  last  Council,  and  others  that  have 
long  called  for  more  attention  than  can  well  he  given  them  within 
the  brief  session  of  a  Council. 

Is  not  some  organization  necessary  in  order  to  give  a  more  deci- 
ded and  effectual  expression  of  the  views  of  our  Diocese  as  to  the 
suppression  of  intemperance  in  our  land? 

Ought  not  an  "Episcopal  Fund"  be  commenced  at  once,  in 
order  to  assure  our  people  that  the  day  of  **  Assessments"  will  ere 
long  give  place  to  another  more  becoming  and  less  onerous  method 
of  providing  for  your  Bishop. 

Has  any  action  been  taken  by  our  Clergy  in  compliance  with 
that  wise  and  noble  suggestion  thrown  out  at  our  last  Council,  of 
reserving  one-tenth  of  the  Communion  offerings,  as  a  yearly  in- 
creasing fund  for  the  support  of  Clergymen  worn  out  in  our  ser- 
vice? 

Would   not  the  present  Missionary   operations  of  the  Diocese 
exercise  a  manifold  efficiency,  if  they  were   put  into  the  hands  of 
a  committee  of  Clergy  and  Laity,  who  should  receive  and  disburse 
all  its  funds,  under  the  direction  of  your  Bishop? 

Is  our  "University  of  the  South,"  but  especially  its  Theological 
Department,  to  be  suffered  to  languish,  and  fail  in  its  great  work, 
for  the  want  of  the  few  hundreds  pledged  by  us,  at  its  opening? 
Nineteen  students  are  therein  preparation  for  our  Ministry ;  three 
of  whom  are  our  own  candidates,  and  will  soon  be  occupying  some 
of  our  destitute  Parishes. 

Before  I  close,  let  me  say  a  word  in  relation  to  that  excellent 
paper,  the  "Church  News,"  published  at  Natchez.  No  Diocese 
has  juster  cause  to  be  proud  of  its  "Periodical"  than  we.  It  has 
been  ably  conducted  from  the  beginning ;  but  will  soon  appear  in 
a  form  of  increasing  ability  and  interest. 

I  will  detain  you  no  longer,  dear  brethren,  than  to  leave  with 
you  my  best  blessing;  together  with  my  prayers  that  God  may 
guide  your  present  counsels  to  the  glory  of  His  name,  and  return 
you  in  safety  to  your  respective  homes,  with  an  increasing  love 
for  His  Church,  and  a  daily-renewed  dedication  of  yourselves  to 
His  service.  W.  M.  GREEN.

The  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  S.  T.  D.,  reported  in  behalf  of  the 
Committee  on  "Admission  of  New  Parishes,"  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  respect- 
fully report,  that  they  have  had  under  consideration  applications 
from  St.  Clement's,  Vaiden,  and  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Green- 
wood.    They  find  the  papers  in  each  case  informal  and  imperfect, 


but  not  so  materially  deficient  as  to   preclude  the  admissioo  of 
these  Parishes. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

1st.  Rewlved,  That  the  Parish  of  St.  Clement.  Vaiden,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  of  this 
Diocese. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  the  Parish  of  the  Nativity,  Greenwood, 
be,  and  is  hereby  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  of  this 
Diocese. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  the  two  Parishes  here  nnmed  be  required 
to  cure  the  in  formalities  and  inperfections  in  their  respeCitive 
papers,  under  the  direction  of  the  bishop. 

Which  report  and  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Munford,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials of  Lay  Delegates,  reported  as  having  examined  and 
found  in  order  the  credentialsofdelegates  from  the  Churches  of  the 
Nativity,  Greenwood,  and  St.  Clement's,  Vaiden. 

Mr.  L.  P.  Yerger,  of  Greenwood,  and  Mr.  R.  R.  Hawkins,  of 
Vaiden,  appeared  and  took  their  seats  as  delegates  from  their  re- 
spective Parishes. 

Rev.  Mr.  Logan  moved  that  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
as  referred  to  tiie  establishment  of  an  Episcopal  Fund,  be  referred 
U)  the  committee  on  the  **Endowment  of  the  Episcopate;"  and  so 
much  as  related  to  the  **Church  News,"  be  referred  to  the  Special 
C/oramittee  appointed  yesterday  for  the  consideration  of  that  mat- 
ter ;  and  the  remainder  of  the  Address  be  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Which  several  motions  were  adopted. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Simrall  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  funds 
derived  from  the  Corcoran  Lands,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  so 
derived,  and  from  the  sale  of  the  Railroad  Stocks,  donated  to  the 
Diocese,  ought  to  be  used,  so  far  as  needed,  in  the  purchase  or 
erection  of  a  Diocesan  residence. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  the  practicability  of  making  the  purchase 
or  erection  contemplated  in  the  foregoing  resolution,  be  referred 
to  a  Committee,  who,  with  the  concurrence  and  advice  of  the 
Bishops,  may  take  final  action  in  the  premises,  and  consummate 
such  purchase  or  erection  at  such  convenient  place  in  the  Diocese 
as  may  be  selected  by  the  Committee,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  aforesaid. 

Mr.  D.  P.  Porter  moved  to  amend  the  above  by  striking  out 
the  words,  **as  may  be  selected  by  the  Committee,"  and  insert 
the  words,  **as  may  be  selected  by  the  Bishops,"  which  was  lost. 
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liev.  Alex.  Marks  moved  the  following  amendmeDt:  That  for 
the  Couciliar  year,  the  assessmeut  on  the  Corcoran  Lands  for  the 
Episcopal  Salaries,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Trustees. 

On  motion  of  Kev.  M.  M.  Moore,  the  whole  matter  was  laid  on 
the  table  until  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Permanent 
Endowment  of  the  Episcopate  be  received. 

The  Rev.  H.  Sansom,  D.  D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Tenure  of  Church  Property,  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Diocesan  Council  on  the 
*'Tenure  of  Church  Property,"  beg  leave  to  say  that  they  have 
nothing  further  to  report,  in  addition  to  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  last  year,  und  request  that  the  present  Committee  be 
discharged,  and  a  new  Committee  appointed  for  further  considera- 
tion and  action  upon  this  important  subject. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  Committee  discharged. 

Thereiip(m,  the  C^hair  appointed  the  following  a  Committee  on 
•'Tenure  of  Church  Property,"  to-wit: 

Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  Judge  E.  D. 
Farrar,  Judge  F.  Speed,   Murray  F.  Smith. 

The  Elev.  Heury  Sansom,  D.  D.,  oifered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Canon  X,  on   Finance,  t<»-\vit: 

Skction  2.  In  order  to  insure  a  just  and  equitable  assessment, 
everv  Parish  in  union  with  this  Council,  and  every  Mission 
Station,  shall  be  assessed  for  the  Bishop's  Sahiry  a  cer- 
tain per  centage  on  the  Salary  paid,  or  to  be  paid  to 
its  Minister,  to  be  determined  at  each  Annual  Council; 
pn)vided,  that  this  does  not  include  any  amount  that  is  allowed 
to  the  Parish  or  its  Minister  by  the  Bishop,  from  the  Diocesan 
Missionary  Fund,  or  any  other  Missionary  organization;  and  also 
provided,  that  when  any  Parish  shall  be  vacant,  the  said  assess- 
ment shall  be  determined  by  the  salary  paid  to  the  last  incum- 
bent. 

Section  3.  In  order  to  provide  a  fund  for  defraying  the  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  Annual  Council  of  this  Di(x;ese,  every 
Parish  and  every  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  assessed 

at  the  rate  of per  cent  on  the  salary  of  its  Minister.     And 

any  Parish  or  Mission  Station  destitute  of  a  Clergyman,  and 
represented  by  Liay  Delegates  in  the  Council,  shall  pay  at  each 
Annual  Council  not  less  than  Five  Dollars  to  what  is  Known  as 
the  Contingent  Fund,  or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  of  its 
Vestry  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same. 

Section  4.  The  Finance  (-ommittee  shall  be  a  Standing 
Committee,  holding  oflSce  from  Council  to  Council,  and 
until  their  successors  are  appointed;  and  shall  have  general  charge 
of  the  finances  of  the  Diocese. 
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Which  proposed  amendment  was  referred  to  the  oommittee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  8.  T.  D.,  offered  certain  amendments 
to  Canon  IX,  which  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Constita- 
tion  and  C/anons.  Which  committee  having  considered  the  pro- 
posed amendment  made  the  following  report: 

**The  committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  sub- 
mitted a  change  in  Canon  ix,  beg  leave  to  recommend  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  present  Canon  IX,  the  following: 

CANON  IX. 

OF   I'AROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  furnish  a  form  of  Parochial 
reports  to  each  rarish  in  the  Diocese,  at  lea?t  thirty  days  before 
the  meeting  of  each  Annual  Council.  Such  formal  report  shall 
conform  to  the  prescribed  form  recommended  by  the  General  Con- 
vention of  A.  D.  1874. 

Which  report  and  substitute  was  accepted. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  appointed  to 
consider  that  part  of  the  Assistant  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  a 
Diocesan  Missionary  Organization,  made  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  As- 
sistant Bishop's  Address,  suggesting  the  formation  of  a  Diocesan 
Missionary  Organization,  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  Canon  on  the  subject. 

CANON  XXI. 

MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council,  a 
Missionary  (Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  and  Assistant 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  five  other  members — three  Clergy- 
men and  two  Lav  men. 

Sec.  2.  This  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  Missionary 
Work  of  the  Diocese  as  hereinafter  defined;  with  the  collection 
and  distribution  of  funds  for  the  erection  of  Churches,  Chapels 
and  Rectories,  with  providing  for  the  support  of  candidates  for 
the  Holy  Ministry;  and  with  the  direction  and  support  of  such 
other  instrumentalities  as  may  belong  to  the  extention  of  the 
Church. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  in  his  absence,  the 
Assistant  Bishop,  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Committee. 
If  both  are  absent  a  Chairman,  pro  tem.y  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec  4.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and 
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on  the  first  day  of  the  AuDual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  at 
such  other  times  and  places  as  the  President  may  from  time  to 
time  appoint.  Three  attending  members,  providing  one  be  a 
Clergyman,  shall  forma  quorum;  and  every  meeting  shall  be 
opened  with  prayer. 

Sv.c.  5.  The  Committee  may,  from  time  to  time,  recommend 
Missionary  Stations  to  the  Bishop.  No  Missionary,  or  Missiona- 
ry Station,  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
Bishop,  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee;  which  consent  shall  be  entered 
on  the  minutes. 

Si  c.  6.  At  every  Annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  same  shall  submit  a  Report  of  the  transactions  of 
the  year  then  terminated;  which,  with  the  Treasurer's  Report  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council 
and  published  in  its  Journals,  either  entire  or  in  part. 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasu- 
rer, who  shall  be  exroffi/do  members  of  the  Committee.  Vacancies 
during  the  recess  of  the  Council  may  be  supplied  by  the  Commit- 
tee. No  moneys  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  but  by  an  order 
of  the  Committee,  signed  by  the  President. 

Sec.  8.  Every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese  is  considered  an 
agent  of  this  Committee,  and  is  expected  to  send  the  Treasurer  a 
part,  at  least,  of  the  offerings  of  his  Church  in  his  Parish,'  for 
the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the  Diocese 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  committee  discharged. 

Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Adams,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  the  interest  of  the  Orphan's  Home  Fund  be  placed  in 
control  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Which  resolution,  with  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Frederic 
Speed,  was  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Berkeley  Green,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  read  the  Annual  Report,  which,  on  motion  of  Rev.  M. 
M.  M(W)re,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance. 

The  report  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Rev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  S.  T.  D.,   made  a  report  on  the  state  of 
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the  * 'Bishop  Green  Fund,"  which  was  accepted,  and  on  mot 
Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Fi.;an( 

On  motion  of  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore  the  Council  adjourned 
4  o'clock,  p.  M. 

POUR  o'clock,  p.  m.   • 

The  Council  re-assembled  at  the  above  hour,  with  the  Aes 
Bishop  in  the  chair. 

Rev.  Alexander  Marks  then  read  the  report  of  the  Fi;

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
sessments  for  the  coming  year:

Mr.  M.  F.  Smith  moved  that  the  assassment  of  Christ  Ch 
Parish,  Vicksburg,  be  placed  at  $200  for  the  Episcopal  8a 
and  $25  for  the  Contingent  Expenses  of  the  Council.  Which 
seconded  and  carried. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  called,  and  the  chair  dec 
that  to  be  the  election   of  Delegates,    Clerical   and  Lay,  tc 
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General  Conveution;  and  appointed  as  tellers  Rev.  I.  N.  Marks 
and  Mr.  L.  P.  Yerger,  and  the  ballot  was  then  taken  for  Dele- 
gates tf)  the  General  Convention. 

During  the  counting  of  the  ballot,  Mr.  Frederic  Speed,  on  be- 
half of  the  Cjmmittea  on  the  Permanent  Endowment  of  the 
Episcopate,  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  Permanent  Endowment  of  the 
Episcopate,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  given  to  the  sub- 
ject that  mature  consideration  which  its  importance  demands, 
and  the  limited  time  at  their  disposal  would  permit. 

While  in  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  IKocese  it  may 
seem  like  entering  upon  a  work  entirely  bevond  our  power  to  ac- 
complish, and  one  which  but  few  of  us  can  hope  to  see  completed, 
your  Committee  think  that  by  consolidating  all  of  the  several 
funds  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  appropriation  of  the  interest  accru- 
ing therefrom  to  the  present  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  the 
appropriation  of  one  general  collection  to  be  made  in  each  year  in 
all  the  Parishes  to  the  augmentation  of  the  principal  of  that  fund, 
the  interest  earned  by  the  amount  each  Parish  or  Missionary  Sta- 
tion shall  contribute  to  be  annually  credited  to  it  in  reduction  of 
its  assessment  for  the  annual  support  of  the  Episcopate,  that  a 
beginning  may  now  be  made  under  at  least  as  favorable  circum- 
stances as  like  endowments  have  been  completed  in  other  Dio- 
ceses. 

We  therefore  rec  >raraend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Canon, 
in  place  of  our  present  Canon  XV. 

CANON  XV. 

l)F  THE  FUND   FOR  THE  SUPPORT   OF  THE   EPISCOPATE. 

Secmon.  1.  In  order  to  provide  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  in  this  Diocese,  every  Rector  or  Minister  hav- 
ing charge  of  a  Parish  or  congregation,  shall,  on  the  first  Sunday 
aifer  Christmas  in  each  year,  or  the  first  Sunday  thereafler  on 
which  service  is  held,  cause  a  special  ofiertory  to  be  made  in 
aid  of  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Epis^copate;  and  in  case  of 
a  Parish  or  Missionary  Station  being  destitute  of  the  services  of  a 
Minister,  the  duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  Wardens.  The 
amount  received  at  such  offertories  shall  be  paid,  without  delay, 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  credit  each  Parish  and 
Missionary  Station  with  the  amount  thus  contributed,  and  after 
so  doing  pay  the  same  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  with  a  statement  thereof,  showing  the  source  from  which  it 
is  received.  The  money  thus  received  shall  be  invested  at  inter- 
est by  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  in  regular  course  of  ac- 
cumulation, without  diminution,  until  the  Endowment  Fund 
of  the  Episcopate  shall  amonunt  to  forty  thousand  dollars,  the 
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income  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate; Provided^  that  there  shall  anuually  be  credited  to  each 
Parish  and  Missionary  Station  the  amount  earned  by  the  propor- 
tion of  said  fund  contributed  to  it  by  such  Parish  or  Missionary 
Station,  in  reduction  of  its  Annual  A^essment  for  the  Episcopate. 
Which  interest,  so  credited,  shall  not  be  added  to  the  principal  of 
said  fund  as  hereinafter  provided,  but  shall  be  paid  to  the  Bishop 
on  account  of  his  salary  for  the  current  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  shall  each  report  at  each  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese,  the  amount  and  source  from  which  said  fund  shall  be 
received,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal 
fund  shall  report  the  amount  and  source  fn)m  which  additions  to 
said  fund  shall  be  received,  and  also  the  amount  earned  from  in- 
terest upon  the  aggregate  amount  contributed  to  said  fund  by 
each  Parish  or  Missionary  Stiition,  that  the  same  may  be  credited 
to  it  in  reduction  of  the  annual  assessment  for  the  current  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate. 

Sec.  3.  Tie  Council  shall  anuually  elect  three  Trustees  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  who  shall  be  ministers 
of  three  separate  Parishes,  who  shall  nold  office  until  the  election 
of  their  successors,  to  take  charge  of  and  manage,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council,  the  Episccmal  Fund  and  Church  Proper- 
ty. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Trustees  to  invest  said  fund, 
collect  the  annual  interest  due  thereon,  and  pay  the  same  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  1.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  by  death,  resigna- 
tion or  removal  from  the  Diocese,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee — the  remaining  Trustees  to  have  full  power  ta 
act  until  the  vacancy  be  filled. 

Sec.  4.  All  bonds,  notes  or  other  moneys,  due  on  account  of 
said  fund,  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  and  Church  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  or  their  successors  in  office.  All 
bonds  or  notes  now  payable  to  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be 
transferred  to  said  Trustees. 

Sec.  5.  Said  Trustees  shall  loan  out  the  principal  of  said  ftind 
in  their  hands,  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem  best,  taking  bonds 
or  notes  for  the  re-payment  of  the  principal  at  the  stipulated 
period,  and  also  for  the  payment  of  interest.  No  loan,  however, 
shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees,  unless  the  same  be  secured  by 
deed  of  trust  on  unencumbered  real  estate,  or  by  the  hypotheca- 
tion of  good  collateral  security,  the  cash  value  of  which  shall  be 
at  least  double  the  amount  of  the  sum  loaned.  Said  deed  of 
trust  shall  contain  a  clause  authorizing  the  Trustees  to  sell  the 
property,  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary,  whenever  there  is  a 
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default  iu  payment  of  either  principal  or  intere.st,  and  .^uch  other 
clauses  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  6.  Said  Trustees  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop, 
invest  part  of  said  fund,  not  exceeding  Five  Thousand  Dollars, 
in  the  purchase  of  a  permanent  Episcopal  residence. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  also  to  submit  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

ReBolved,  That  after  the  present  year  all  the  income  from  inter- 
est of  the  several  funds  now  under  the  control  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund,  shall  be  added  to  the  principal  of  the  Epis- 
copal Funa.

The  tellers  then  made  report  of  the  result  of  the  ballot  for 
Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  and  the  chair  announced 
that  the  following  named  Clergy  had  been  elected,  to- wit: 

Rev.  Henry  Sansom,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  Rev.  Wni. 
Munford. 

There  being  one  Clerical  member  still  to  be  elected,  a  second 
ballot  was  ordered;  as  the  result  of  that  ballot  the  chair  announc- 
ed that  the  Rev.  Nowell  Logan  was  elected  the  fourth  Clerical 
Delegate. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Simrall  withdrew  his  series  of  resolutions,  respect- 
ing the  Episcopal  Fund  ;  his  object  having  l)een  accomplished  by 
the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Permanent 
Endowment  of  the  Episcopate. 

It  was  then  ordered  that  a  ballot  be  taken  for  Lay  Delegates  to 
the  General  Covention.  Same  tellers  as  before.  On  the  report 
of  the  tellers  the  chair  announced  that  — 

E.  D.  Farrar,  Murray  F.  Smith,  Peter  P.  Bailey,  and  H.  F. 
Simrall,  were  elected  Lay    Delegates  to   the  General  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Q.  O.  Eickford,  the  ballot  for  Alternate  Del- 
egates, Clerical  and  Lay,  was  taken  together. 

Pending  the  counting  of  the  ballot,  Geo.  W.  Howard,  M.  D., 
in  behalf  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  made  the 
following  report : 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMIITKE. 

The  Standing  Committee  begs  leave  to  report  the  following,  its 
official  acts  of  flie  year: 
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Vicksburg,  22d  April,  1882. — The  Gonmittee  met  and  omm- 
ized  by  electing  Rev.  H.  Sansom,  &ii  President,  and  U.  W.  How- 
ard, ^cretary.  The  President  was  instructed  to  prepare  and  for- 
ward the  necessary  testimonials,  according  to  the  Canon,  in  the 
matter  of  the  election  of  Rt.  Rev  J.  H.  D.  Wingfield,  D.  D.,  as 
Assistant  Bishop  of  this   Diocese. 

Vicksburg,  24th  May,  1882.- The  Committee,  by  letter  ad- 
dressed to  the  Bis*hop,  recommended  that  he  postpone  calling  a 
Special  Council  to  elect  an  Assistant  Bishop  until  sometime  in 
the  Fall  of  this  Year. 

Vicksburg,  8th  July,  1882. — Mr.  Malachi  Christofer  Pegues 
was  recommended  as  a  candidate  for  Holv  Orders. 

Vif^ksburg,  9th  January,  1883. — Consent  was  given  to  the  Con- 
ofRev.  Hugh  Aliller  Thomi)t'Ou,  D.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of 
Mississippi.

Mr.  Walter  Stith,  of  Holly  Springs,  introduced  a  preamble 
and  resolution  regarding  certain  Church  Property  at  Holly 
Springs,  and  known  as  the  "St.  Thomas  Hall"  property;  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Tenure  of  Church  Property. 

Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Adams  D.  D.,  reported  in  behalf  of  the 
committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,    as  follows. 

**  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  recommend  that 
the  proposed  amendment  to  Canon  X.,  as  offered  by  Dr.  Sansom, 
be  not  adopted.     Which  report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  S.  T.  D.,  resigned  as  collector  of  the 
**Bishop  Green  Fund,"     Resignation  accepted. 

Rt.  Rev.  W.  F.  A<iams,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved:  That  our  Parochial  Repcts  be  hereafter  published  as  in  fir- 
mer years,  each  report  appearing  upon  its  own  page  in  the  Joarnal. 

Which  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Walthall  moved  the  following  amendment  to  Sec- 
tion 6,  of  Canon  1,  strikeout  the  words  **fourth  part"  and  insert 
the  word  **half'  and  strike  out  the  last  clause,  beginning  with 
the  words  **and  four  concordant." 

This  amendment,  on  motion,  was  refered  to  committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons. 

The  Teller  reported  the  vote  for  Alternate  Delegates  to  the  Gen- 
eral Convention;  and  the  chair  announced  the  Rev.  Geo.  C. 
Harris,  S.  T.  D.,  and  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore  of  the  clergy,  and  G.  D. 
Sid  way,  JohnRawle,  A.  B.  Pittman,  and  J.  S.  Johnston  of  the 
Laity  were  elected.  Leaving  two  vacancies  in  the  clerical  list  yet 
to  be  filled. 

Whereupon,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Harris  moved   to  suspend  the  ballot, 
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and  by  **viw  voee^^  vote  elect  those  two  of  the  Clergy  who  had  re- 
odved  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  to-wit:  the  Rev.  Emir 
Hamvasy,  LL.  D.,  and  Rev.  J.  T.  Picket,  D.  D., 

The  vote  was  then  taken,  the  chair  declared  the  aforenamed 
unamimously  elected* 

On  motion  of  G.  D.  Sidway  the  ballot  was  suspended  and  Rev. 
M.  M.  Moore  was  elected  by  **wve  voce^'  vote,  the  Registrar  and 
Statician. 

On  motion  of  Q.  O.  £k;kford,  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore  was 
elected   the  Collector  of  '*Bishop  Green  Fund." 

On  motion  of  E.  D.  Farrar,  P.  P.  Bailey  was  elected  Treasu- 
rer of  the  Bishop's  Residence  Fund. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Rev.  Alex.  Marks  that  the  house  now 
go  into  the  election  of  a  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee,  which 
was  carried, 

And  the  following  were  elected  by  **vive  wee"  vote,  to-wit: 

Rt.  Rev.  W.  F.  Adams,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Henry  Sansam,  D.  D., 
Rev.  Wm.  Munford,  Geo.  W.  Howard,  M.  D.,  Murray  F. 
Smith. 

Mr.  G.  D.  Sidway  nominated  Rev.  Wm.  Munford  to  fill  the 
vacancy  among  the  Trustees  for  the  University  of  the  South  for 
Mississippi;  and  the  vote  being  taken,  he  wa^  declared  by  the 
chair  to  be  elected.  P.  P.  Bailey  nominated  Geo.  W.  Howard 
as  Treasurer  of  the  University  of  the  South,  for  Mississippi. 
Upon  the  vote  being  taken  he  was  declared  elected. 

On  motion  of  Q.  O.  Eckford  it  was  determined  now  to  ^:s.  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  Council. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  nominated  as  the  place,  Natchez. 

Rev.  Wm.  Munford  nominated  as  the  place,  Columbus. 

After  discussion  on  the  subject,  Mr.  Marks  withdrew  his  nomi- 
nation, and  the  house  proceeded  to  vote;  and  the  chair  declared 
the  result  to  be  that  St.  Paul's  Church,  Columbus,  was  fixed  as 
the  place,  and  Wednesday,  May  the  7th,  1884,  the  time  for  hold- 
ing the  next  Council. 

The  house,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Alex.  Marks,  then  adjourned 
till  7:30  o'clock,  p.  m. 

At  7:30  p.  M.,  the  Council  re-assembled. 

After  Prayers,  and  an  address  by  the  Assistant  Bishop,  it  was 
moved  by  P.  P.  Bailey  that  six  hundred  copies  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  Council,  together  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Special 
Council  held  in  November  last,  be  printed. 

Rev.  M.  M  Moore  introduced  the  following  resolution: 
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Resnhtdy  That  the  Assistant  lii<hop  be  requested  to  embody  the  sub- 
stance of  his  address,  made  to  the  Council  this  evening,  in  writing,  in  order 
that  it  may  be  printed  and  sent  through  the  Diocese. 

P.  P.  Bailey  read  the  substitute  to  Article  VI,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion passed  at  the  last  C-ouncil,  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  moved  its  indefinite  postponement;  which 
latter  motion  was  carried. 

P.  P.  Bailey  read  the  substitute  to  Article  III,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion passed  at  the  last  Council,  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Rev.  Alex.  Marks  moved  its  indefinite  postponement;  which 
latter  motion  was  carried. 

Rev.  Mr.  Logan  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church;  which,  on  motion  of  W.  T.  Walthall,  was  received  and 
is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  have  had  before 
them  reports  from  40  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations,  out  of  65 
reported  in  the  Journal  of  last  year  as  in  union  with  the  Coun- 
cil, leaving  only  25  Parishes  and  Stations  not  reported;  most  of 
them  small  places  and  nearly  all  without  a  Rector.  This  indi- 
cates at  the  outset  of  your  Committee's  labors  an  increased  inter- 
est in  the  practical  work  of  the  Diocese,  which  argues  well  for  the 
future;  though  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  improvement  in  this 
respect  is  due  in  great  measure  to  the  efi(»rtd  of  our  late  statisti- 
cian, and  the  working  of  his  plans  for  collating  the  statistics  of 
the  Diocese.  The  Committee  have  also  had  before  them  a  printed 
sheet  purporting  to  be  a  tabular  statement  made  from  the  Paro- 
chial Reports  for  the  year  ending  Dec  8l5«t,  1882,  but  which 
proves  to  be  so  full  of  errors,  plainly  typographic4J,  as  to  render 
it  valueless  as  a  source  of  information. 

Your  Committee  have  supplemented  the  reports  before  them 
with  the  Journal  of  last  year,  and  such  reliable  information  as 
they  could  otherwise  obtain,  and  submit  herewith  a  carefully 
compiled  Tabular  Statement,*  giving  as  fully  as  possible  the  sta- 
tistics of  the  Diocese  for  the  year  beginning  January  1st,  1882, 
and  ending  Dec.  31st,  1882,  in  compliance  with  the  Canon  adopt- 
ed in  the  Council  of  1881.  The  first  three  columns  of  this  state- 
ment, showing  the  strength  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  have 
been  made  as  full  as  possible,  the  numbers  being  estimated  where 
blanks  occur  in  the  reports.  As  for  instance,  where  the  number 
of  **familie8"  was  given  the  ** whole  number  of  souls"  was  esti- 
mated at  the  ratio  of  four  individuals  to  each  family.  The  re- 
maining columns  showing  the  growth  of  the  Church  are  necessa- 
rily imperfect,  owing  to  the  want  of  some  reports.  The  column 
giving  the  value  of  Church  property,  your  Committee  believes  to

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be  approximately  correct.     From  these  St«itif*tics  your  Committee 
compile8  the  following  summary;

The  apparent  discrepancy  between  the  Bishop's  report  of  Con- 
firniati(ms,  and  that  of  the  Committee  is  due  partly  to  the  absence 
of  certain  reports,  and  partly  to  tiio  fact  that  the  year  chi braced 
in  the  Bishop's  report  extends  from  Council  to  Council,  while  that 
of  the  Committee's  report,  as  has  been  already  said,  embraces  the 
civil  year.  A  comparison  of  the  figures  given  above  with  those 
of  last  year  would  give  no  correct  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church, 
for  the  reason  that  the  report  of  last  year  covered  only  eight 
months,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  a  greater  numl)er  of  re- 
ports than  usual  have  been  collated  this  year.  Your  committee 
are  inclined,  on  the  whole,  to  believe  that  there  is  a  real  improve- 
ment in  the  material  as  well  as  spiritual  condition  of  the  Diocese, 
and  with  thankful  hearts  look  hopefully  to  the  future.  Before 
leaving  this  subject  your  Committee  would  urgently  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Council  U)  the  necessity  of  absolute  correctness  and 
great  care  in  the  preparation  of  Parochial  Re|)ort«,  the  whole  value 
of  statistics  depending  upon  their  inithfidnesSy  and  with  a  view  to 
this  end  recommend  that  the  arrangement  of  the  form  of  Paro- 
chial Reports  be  made  more  clear  and  simple  than  as  at  present. 

In  the  brieftime  allotted  them,  owing  to  the  unexpectedly  early 
adjournment  of  the  Council,  your  Committee  are  unable  to  enter 
into  the  consideration  of  many  matters  which  seem  to  press  upon 
the  attention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  In  as  few  words  as 
possible  they  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  various  recommen- 
dations contained  in  the  addresses  of  the  Bishop  and  Assistant 
Bishop,  and  especially  to  the  supremely  important  subject  of  Di- 
oce.^n  Missions,  upon  which,  under  God,  our  pn)sperity  and 
growth  as  a  Diwese  so  largely  depends. 
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Among  the  mauy  grievous  losses  sustained  by  the  Church  at 
large  during  the  past  year,  one  only  occurs  in  our  own  Diooeae. 
Our  beloved  brother,  the  Rev.  Richard  Hines,  D.  D.,  has  gone  to 
his  reward.  A  patient  sufferer  for  many  years,  worn  out  in  his 
Master's  service, — to  him  has  come  at  last  the  happy  summoDS, 
**Ent€r  thou  into  the  joy  of  the  Lord.'*  We  recommend  that  the 
usual  memorial  page  be  inserted  in  the  Journal  of  this  Council.

Your  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  congratulating  the  Coun- 
cil upon  the  great  accession  of  strength  to  the  Diocese  in  the  per-

whole  American  Church — especiallv  of  the  Church  in  the  South- 
ern and  South-westeu  States,  which  has,  besides  the  general  sab- 
jects  that  concern  all,  to  deal  with  such  special  interests  as  those 
of  the  University  of  the  South,  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  colored 
race,  and  others  arising  from  peculiar  ecclesiastical  and  social 
conditions.

The  amount  received  at  such  offertories  shall  be  paid  wi 
delay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  credit  eack 
ish  and  Missionary  Station  with  the  amount  thus  co 
uted,  and  after  so  doing  pay  the  same  to  the  Trustee 
the  Episcopal  Fund,  with  a  statement  thereof,  showing  the  s 
from  which  it  is  received. 

The  money  thus  received  shall  be  invested  at  interest  b;

Si  of  such  fund  as  hereinafter  provided,  but  shall  be  paid  to  the 
shop  on  account  of  his  salary  for  the  current  year. 

Bec.  2.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  shall  each  report  at  each  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  the  amount  and  source  from  which  such  fund  shall  be  re- 
ceived, and  in  addition  thereto  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
shall  report  the  amount  and  sources  from  which  additions  to  said 
fund  shall  be  received,  and  also  the  amount  earned  from  interest 
upon  the  aggregate  amount  contributed  to  said  fund  by  euch  Par- 
isn  or  Missionary  Station,  that  the  same  may  be  credited  to  it  in 
reduction  of  the  annual  assessment  for  the  current  support  of  the 
Episcopate. 

Sec.  3.  The  Council  shall  annually  elect  three  Trustees  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  who  shall  be  members  of 
three  separate  Parishes,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  election  of 
their  successors,  to  take  charge  of  and  manage  under  the  direction 
of  the  council  the  Episopal  Fund  and  Church  property.  It  shall 
he  the  duty  of  said  Trustees  to  invest  said  fund,  collect  the  annual 
interest  due  thereon  and  pay  the  same  as  provided  in  Section  one. 
Where  a  vacancy  occurs  oy  death,  resignation  or  removal  from 
the  Diocese  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  standing  committee;  the  re- 
maining Trustees  to  have  full  power  to  act  until  the  vacancy  be 
filled. 

Sec.  4.  All  bonds,  notes  or  other  monevs  due  on  account  of 
said  fund  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  and  Church  Property,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  or  their  successors  in  office.  All 
bonds  or  notes  now  payaole  to  the  standing  committee  shall  be 
transferred  to  said  Trustees. 

Sec.  5.  Said  Trustees  shall  loan  out  the  principal  of  said  fund 
in  their  hands,  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem  best,  taking  bonds 
or  notes  for  the  re-payment  of  the  principal  at  the  stipulated  pe- 
riod and  also  for  the  payment  of  interest.  No  loan  however  shall  be 
made  by  the  Trustees  unless  the  same  be  secured  by  Deed  of  Trust 
on  unincumbered  real  estate  or  by  the  hypothecation  of  good  col- 
lateral security,  the  cash  value  of  which  shall  beat  least  double  the 
amount  of  the  sum  loaned.  Said  deed  of  trust  shall  contain  a 
clause  authorizing  the  trustees  to  sell  the  property,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  whenever  there  is  a  de£Eiult  in  pay- 
ment of  either  principal  or  interest,  and  such  other  clauses  as  they 
may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  6.  Said  Trustees  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  in- 
vest part  of  said  fund,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  in  the 
purchase  of  a  permanent  Episcopal  residence. 
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CANON   XXI. 

ON  MISSIONARY   COMMITTBE. 

8ec.  1.  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council  a  Hia- 
sionary  committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  and  five  other  members,  three  Clergymen  and  two 
Laymen. 

Sec.  2.  This  committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  Missionary 
work  of  the  Diocese,  as  hereinafter  defined,  with  the  collection 
and  distribution  of  fiinds  for  the  erection  of  Churches  Chapels 
and  Rectories,  with  providing  for  the  support  of  candidates 
for  the  Holy  Ministry,  and  wit^  the  direction  and  support  of  such 
other  instrumentalities  as  may  belong  to  the  extension  of  the 
Church. 

8ec.  3.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  in  his  absence  the 
Assistant  Bishop,  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  committee. 
If  both  are  "absent,  a  chairman,  pro  tem,^  shall  be  appointed. 

Seo.  4.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually  at  the  place  and 
on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  atsucb 
other  times  and  places  as  the  President  may  from  time  to  time  ap- 
point. Three  attending  members,  providing  one  be  a  clergyman 
shall  form  a  quorum,  and  every  meeting  shall  be  opened  widi 
prayer. 

Sec.  5.  The  committee  may  from  time  to  time  recommend 
Missionary  Stations  to  the  Bishop.  No  Missionary  or  Missionary 
Station  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  standing  Committee,  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on 
the  mmutes. 

Sec.  6.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the 
year  then  terminated ;  which  with  the  Treasurer's  report,  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  and 
published  in  its  Journal  either  entire  or  in  part. 

Sec.  7.  The  committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasur- 
er, who  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  committee.  Vacancies 
during  the  recess  of  the  Council  may  be  supplied  by  the 
committee.  No  moneys  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  but  by  an 
order  of  the  committee  signed  by  the  President. 

Sec.  8.  Every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese  is  considered  an 
agent  of  this  committee  and  is  expected  to  send  the  Treasurer  a 
part  at  least,  of  the  offerings  of  his  Church  or  Parish  for  the 
promotion  of  the  interest  of  the  Diocese.

This  being  the  time  and  the  place  appointed  fbr  the  meeting 
of  the  Fifty-Seventh  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  & 
number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Worship. 
Morning  Prayer  and  Litany  were  said  and  Holy  Communioo 
celebrated,  the  Assistant  Bishop  being  the  Celebrant,  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Pickett,  preacher. 

These  Services  ended,  the  Council  was  called  to  order,  theRt 
Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  presiding.  The  roll  of  the  Clergj 
entitled  to  seats  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council, 
and  eighteen  answered  to  their  names.  The  chair  appointed  as 
Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  the  Rev.  Isaac  N. 
Marks,  Jr.,  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  and  the  Rev.  H.- Sansom, d.d. 

Pending  report  of  this  Committee,  the  Council  took  recess  to 
four  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

At  4  o'clock,  p.  M.,  the  Council  re-assembled,  the  Assistant 
Bishop  in  the  chair. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  submitted 
their  report,  and  the  Secretary  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.  A  quo- 
rum being  found  present,  the  Chair  ordered  the  election  of  a 
Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

This  election  was  had  by  ballot  and  resulted  in  the 'choice  of 
the  Rev.  Geo.

The  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore,  chairman,  offered  a  preliminary  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  wherein  were  set  forth  the  require- 
ments of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  past  due  obligations  and  to  provide 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  asking  for  specific  instruction  touching 
the  basis  of  Assessment  to  be  recommended  by  the  Committee.

REPORT: 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  report  that  they  can  add  nothing  to 
the  stirring  words  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  as  to  the  need  of  Church  Schools. 
in  which  our  sons  and  daughters  may  be  educated,  under  the  religioufl  aod 
roHnin^  inilutnces  of  the  Church.  And  they  most  deeply  regret  that 
they  cannot  formulate  a  plan  at  the  present  time,  for  the  establishmeDt, at 
once,  of  such  schools  of  high  grade.  It  is  no  eas}'  thing,  under  our  condi- 
tions, to  move  in  a  matter,  which  requires  money  and  much  of  it.  Butbe- 
fore  final  action  always  comes  consideration  and  preliminary  suggestion, 
and  therefore  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following: 

Education  in  the  widest  sense  is  the  healthy  development  of  the  whole 
nature,  physical,  mental,  and  spiritual,  each  in  due  proportion;  tod 
Church  education  is  this  development  in  accordance  with  the  traditions 
and  principles  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  Nothing  less  than  this  will  be 
demanded  by  those  to  whom  God  has  given  sons  and  daughters.  For  want 
of  something  better  we  may  temporize  and  send  our  children  to  public 
schools,  or  to  poorly  instructed  and  meagrely  equipped  private  schools, 
alien  to  the  faith  as  we  have  historically  known  and  received  it,  but  no 
thoughtful  parent  will  be  content  to  starve  them  through  lack  of  mental 
and  spiritual  food,  any  more  than  to  deprive  them  of  material  supplies  for

tieir  bodilj  sustenance.  God  has  made  us  bodj,  mind  and  spirit:  we  can- 
ot  sunder  what  He  has  joined  together.  Church  education,  therefore,  in 
JB  highest  sense,  is  a  necessity,  growing  out  of  Church  principles.  Now, 
a  the  Assistant  Bi^ihop  stated  in  his  addresses,  there  is  not  within  the 
mits  of  this  Diocese  a  Church  School  for  either  sex.  It  id  true  thej  are 
3  be  found  elsewhere,  but  many  parents  cannot  avail  .hemselves  of  these, 
.nd  in  any  case  the  Diocese  should  provide  for  its  own.  A  complete  sys- 
em  would  be  a  Parish  School  in  each  Parish,  where  the  children  may  be 
aoght  the  rudiments  of  a  sound  eJucation,  and  where  the  principles  of 
he  Prayer  Book  may  be  inculcated  in  those  who  are  soon  to  be  the  men 
md  women  of  our  churches. 

There  should  be  two  schools  of  high  grade  established,  during  the  com- 
ng  year,  and  under  the  control  of  the  Diocese—  one  for  boys  in  the  North- 
ern part  of  the  State,  and  another  for  girls  in  the  Southern,  preferably  on 

f hat  is  known  as  the  Coast. 
There  are  three  ways  of  establishing  such  schools. 

1.  By  private  enterprise. 

2.  By  a  corporation. 

3.  By  the  Diocese. 

Is  any  one  of  these  practicable?    We  think  it  will  be  granted  that  at 

present  it  is  impracticable  for  the  Diocese  to  assume  any  additional  iinan- 
sial  obligation,  h  must  therefore  be  undertaken  by  an  individual,  or  by 
i  company,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop,  and  under  the  patronage  of 
he  Diocese.  Somewhere  along  the  Gulf  Coast,  &hould  such  an  institution 
)e  established  for  girls,  because,  first,  it  is  the  healthiest  part  of  the  State, 
md,  second,  it  would  on  account  of  its  Southern  position  command  a  large 
>atronage,  not  only  from  the  cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Mobile,  but  also 
'rom  the  Northern  cities,  where  there  are  numbers  of  young  girls,  whose 
larents  would  be  glad  to  have  their  daughters  in  a  balmy  Southern  clime, 
luriiig  the  winter,  and  would  welcome  the  establishment  of  a  school,  where 
K^ual  advantages  could  be  secured,  in  the  way  of  intellectual  and  moral 
raining.  The  chnirmAn  of  your  committee  has  been  at  much  pains  to 
:o11ect  information  sfs  to  the  most  desirable  part  of  the  Southern  coast,  and 
le  has  no  hesitation  in  suggesting  Pass  Christian,  Bay  St.  Louis,  or  Biloxi, 
or  such  an  enterprise.     We  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  this  Diocese  would  hail  with  pleasure  the  establishment 
)f  a  school  for  girls  somewhere  on  the  Gulf  Coast,  under  the  supervision 
>f  the  Bishops,  and  would  hereby  pledge  its  patronage  and  influence. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  encourage  such  en- 

lerprise,  to  give  it  direction,  and  if  possible  to  secure  for  the  Diocese   so 

raluable  an  a4jui(ct  to  its  proper  work.

Of  these  but  ten  reports  are  filled  up  in  exa^^^ct 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  present  form  of  Parochial  repo  -^wrt 
In  view  of  these  facts  your  Committee   would  again  urge  the  adoption  of 

such  form  of  report  as  will  secure  an  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  i^^^he 
Church  in  the  Diocese,  at  least  in  the  more  important  particulars. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  whole  value  of  statistics  depe^^^ds 
upon   their  accuracy,  and  they   respectfully   submit  that  it  is   worse  tl       -jap 
useless  to  burden   the  records  of  the  Diocese,  year  after  year,  with  it^ — ift 
ments  which,  so  far  as  they  contribute  to  this  end,  are  but  blank  paper. 

It  will  be  remembered   that  at  the  last   Council  a  change  was  mad^^  ^ 
the  statistical  year  of  the  Diocese;  inconsequence   of  which   change        the 
reports  before  your  Committee  include  the  statistics  for  the  whole  time    be- 
'tween  January  1st,  1888,  and  the  present  date. 

Supplementing  the  reports  before  them  with  the  Journal  of  last  year,  &nd 
such  reliable  information  as  they  could   otherwise  obtain,  your  Committee

Your  Committee  nre  aware  that  these  figures  are  of  no  value  for  the 
;>urpo8e  of  comparison  with  the  report  of  last  year,  or  of  previous  years; 
>at  they  do  indicate  a  growth,  and  vitality  in  the  Diocese  which  cannot 
'ail  to  inspire  us  with  courage,  and  fill  our  hearts  with  gratitude.  The 
adoption  of  a  simpler  and  briefer  form  of  report  will,  we  trust,  furnish  us 
ii«other  year  with  figures  which  will  be  of  proper  value. 

Your  Committee  having  had  no  opportunity  afforded  them  for  examining 
o  detail,  the  able  and  interesting  Addresses  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Assis. 
tant  Bishop,  beg,  without  special  mention,  earnestly  to  recommend  to 
your  consideration  the  important  matters  mentioned  therein;  particularly 
the  work  among  the  colored  people  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  work  of  the 
Church  Missionary  Society. 

From  these  Addresses,  rather  than  from  any  statistics  in  our  possession, 
we  learn  the  true  condition  of  the  Diocese.  Since  last  year  six  Clergymen 
have  been  added  to  the  working  force,  and  eight  vacant  Parishes  supplied. 
Kew  life  and  new  spirit  have  been  infused  into  every  portion  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

Brethren,  the  future  is  full  of  hope.  For  almost  the  first  time  in  our 
history  we  see  on  all  sides  more  of  sunshine  than  of  cloud.  May  God  give 
us  strength  and  courage  to  realize  the  happy  promise  of  the  coming  time. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions: 

I.  Resolved,  That  Canon  IX,  Section  1,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words,  "such  formal  report  shall  conform  to  the  prescribed  form  recom- 
ded  by  the  General  Convention  of  A.  D.  1874." 

II.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  authorized,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  to  substitute  for  the  present  form  of  Parochial 
Report  the  form  herewith  submitted. 

III.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  and  requested  to  trans- 
fer from  the  list  of  Parishes  to  the  list  of  Mission  Stations,  the  names  of 
such  Parishes  as  have  not  complied  with  the  requiiiements  of  Canon  XX.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  be  requested  to  report  a  Canon  setting  forth  and  defining  the 
duties  of  the  Registrar  and  Statistician.

Resolved^  That  Article  Til,  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  as  follows: 
Afler  the  words  "lay  delegates  not  exceeding  three,"  insert  the  words,  "and 
every  orf^anized  Mission  Station  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  send 
one  lay  delegate ;"  and  after  the  words  "Communicant  in  the  Parish,"  the 
words  "or  Mission  Station." 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  to  be  made  known  to  the  next  An- 
nual Council  for  final  action. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shields,  Trinity  Church,  Natchez,  wa«  desig- 
nated as  the  place,  and  Wednesday,  May  6th,  1885,  the  time  for 
the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Council. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hinsdale,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  this  Council  be  given  to  the  Rec- 
tor and  Members  of  St.  Pnul's  Parish,  and  to  various  citizens  of  (  olum- 
bus,  for  their  generous  hospitality  to  the  Clergy  and  Delegates;  also  to 
the  various  Railroad  Companies  from  which  we  have  received  favors. 

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  to  the  sexton  of  St 
Paul's  Parish  ten  dollars  for  his  services  during  the  session. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Moore  reported  from  the  Finance  Committee  a 
recommendation  that  the  report  of  the  former  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Klein,  be  referred  to  the  present  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  8ansom,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  it  is  With  sincere  regret  that  we  have  been  deprived  of 
the  valuable  presence  and  counsel,  by  severe  illness,  since  hiH  arrival 
among  us,  of  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  our  beloved 
co-laborer,  the  Rev.  B.  Halstend  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Lexington,  and 
that  we  earnestly  pray  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  spare  his  life,  that 
he  may  long  continue  to  labor  in  His  vineyard. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  H.  Sansom,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  apprt^ciating  the  courtesy  of  the  press  of  Columbus, 
extended  to  this  body,  we  tender  them  our  sincere  thanks,  and  especially  to 
the  Dispatch,  which  devoted  three  columns  of  its  valuable  space  to  the  re- 
port of  our  proceedings. 

At  this  point  the  venerable  Bishop,  conducted  by  the  Assistant 
Bishop  from  the  sanctuary,  assumed  the  Chair.     The  i^/ouncil  rose 
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to  greet  him,  and   the  Hon.  J.  D.  Shields  offered  and  read  the 
following  preamble  and  resolution  : 

It  is  with  mingled  feelings  that  we  are  called  upon  to  part  from  our  be- 
loved Bishop  in  the  discharge  of  the  active  duties  of  the  Episcopate — pain 
which  is  always  inseparable  from  parting,  and  yet  a  subdued  pleasure  in 
seeing  him  retired  from  the  burden  of  heavy  cares.  A  looker  on  in  the 
Council  that  elected  him  thirty-four  years  ago  at  Natchez,  I  was  among 
the  first  to  welcome  him,  and  now,  surrounded  by  a  younger  generation,  t^ 
me  has  been  assigned  the  task  of  expressing  our  sentiments  to  him  as  he 
is  about  to  retire  from  his  labors  as  our  chief.  Coming  as  he  did  into  the 
Diocese  when  it  had  just  enough  parishes  to  elect  a  Bishop,  he  has  from 
then  until  now  ever  been  at  the  po5*t  of  duty,  laboring  in  season  and  out. 
amid  peace  and  war  with  unwearied  devotion.  The  addresses  in  our  pre- 
vious journals  will  show  that  like  St.  Paul  he  was  in  bis  journeyings,  oft  in 
danger  by  flood,  oft  in  danger  by  land,  and  yet,  though  not  blessed  with  a 
strong  physical  constitution,  he  labored  on  with  unflagging  zeal.  As  was 
aptly  said  by  Major  Walthall,  in  a  previous  Council,  he  has  been  "a  St. 
John  in  gentleness."  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  measure  the  debt  of  grati- 
tude we  owe  to  him. 

As  a  venerable  soldier  of  the  Cross,  as  Deacon,  Priest  and  Bishop,  he 
has  fought  a  life-long  battle,  and  more  than  half  of  it  for  us.  He  now  re- 
tires with  laurels  upon  his  brow  more  unfading  than  those  that  crowu  the 
military  and  civic  hero. 

It  must  be  a  source  of  Ineffable  consolation  to  him  to  feel  and  know  that 
in  his  retirement  he  carries  with  him  the  affection  of  his  own  people  and 
the  veneration  of  others  not  of  our  Communion.  He  leaves  to  a  noble 
successor  the  work,  and  is  doubtless  cheered  by  the  evident  signs  of  a 
dawning  prosperity.  From  his  quiet  mountain  home  he  can  still  look  out  and 
enjoy  our  coming  triumphs,  and  occasionally  participate  in  them.  Crown- 
ed with  the  gratitude  of  his  people,  consoled  with  the  memory  of  a  well 
spent  life,  clothed  with  a  spotless  reputation,  his  sunset  will  serenely  glide 
into  the  blessed  sunlight  of  immortality. 

In  view  then  of  the  fact  that  our  dear  Bishop  has  transferred  the  active 
duties  of  the  Episcopate  to  our  Assistant  Bishop,  and  thus  will  cause  a 
partial  separation  ;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  cannot  permit  even  this  partial  severance  of  our 
accustomed  relations  to  pass  without  expressing  our  sincere  gratitude  for 
his  life-long  services  to  this  Diocese.  He  has  invoked  blessings  upon  our 
heads.  May  this  Council  unite  in  invoking  the  blessings  of  Almighty 
God  upon  his  declining  years. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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The  Council  remained  standing  while  the  Bishop,  in  brief  and 
touching  response,  made  grateful  acknowledgment   of  the  affec- 
tionate and   Joyal  devotion   on  the   jiart  of  Clergy  and  people, 
which  had  characterized  his  whole  career.     In  laying  down  the    ^ 
burden  of  active  labor  it  was  with  less  regret,  seeing  his  worthy  -^ 
Assistant  was  to  take  it  up,  who  had  shown  himself  strong  to  bear^ 
it,  and  ready  for  any  service  and  any  sacrifice. 

After  the  Oloria  in  ExceUis,  the  Bishop  said  the  collects,  an^^^ 
gave  the  benediction. 

The  Council  adjourned  sine  die.

:perience  of  God's   spiritual  kingdom,  and  within  the  bounds 
Communion,  we  have  to  mourn  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm 
.D.,  Bishop  of  Maryland.     Being  the  scion  of  a  distinguished 
essed  of  an  independent  fortune,  and  with  abilities 'that  might 
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have  won  him  reputation  in  anj'  pursuit  of  life,  that  departed  brother 
chose  the  self-denying  Ministr}'  of  Christ  before  all  that  could  be  hoped  for 
in  the  applause  or  the  riches  of  the  world.  Rising  from  one  grade  of  the 
Ministry  to  another  he  cume  to  be  the  chief  pastor  of  his  native  Diocese; 
where  for  thirteen  years,  he  set  an  example  of  earnest  piety  to  ail,  while 
with  a  firm  and  impartial  hund,  he  administered  the  affairs  of  a  Diocese 
unhappily  divided.  At  the  early  dawn  of  the  4th  of  July,  his  spiiit,  hji 
sudden  and  painless  transit,  was  taken  to  a  brighter  and  better  world. 

To  the  departure  of  this  true  man  of  Ood,  we  have  now  to  add  another, 
in  the  recent  and  lamented  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  H.  Clarkson,  ao., 
Bishop  of  Nebraska;  of  whom  it  may  truly  be  said,  if,  of  any  laborer 
for  Christ,  that  he  threw  his  whole  soul  into  his  work,  was  unceasing  in 
labor,  and  a  most  successful  builder  of  the  Temple  of  God.  The  record 
of  his  seventeen  years  of  Missionary  life  will  be  a  lasting  monument  of 
the  patient  energy,  the  hopeful  trust,  and  the  far-reaching  wisdom  with 
which  he  carried  out  his  plans  for  the  creation  of  a  well-founded  Diocese. 
The  cause  of  Missions  will  long  find  occasion  for  humble  glorying  in  the 
very  name  and  mention  of  Robert  Clarkson. 

Whilst  I  acknowledge,  with  thankfulness,  that  the  Ministerial  mnk  of  our 
Diocese  has  been  unbroken  by  death,  a  sense  of  gratitude  and  affection, 
as  well  as  of  duty,  compels  me  to  speak  of  one  who,  though  unordained 
to  the  Ministry,  was  a  preacher,  a  pastior,  and  a  builder  of  churches,  in 
every  way  allowable  to  a  Laymen.  Such  was  the  late  Dr.  Thomas  J. 
Catchings.  For  many  years  of  his  life,  that  worthy  brother  was  a  mem- 
ber of  one  of  the  denominations  with  which  our  land  abounds.  But,  no 
sooner  did  he  become  acquainted  with  the  worship  and  doctrines  of  the 
Church  than  he  sought  rest  and  satisfaction  in  her  communion.  As  Ves- 
tryman, Sunday-school  Teacher  and  Lay-Reader,  he  was  indefatigable  in 
doing  what  he  could  ;  and  together  with  his  wife  and  daughters  was  soe- 
cessful  in  building  more  than  one  Church,  to  the  glory  of  God.  Who,  then, 
will  question  the  right  of  so  deserving  a  brother  to  be  held  in  grateful  and 
honorable  remembrance? 

Having  thus  pointed  your  attention  to  the  losses  sustained  by  our  Church 
and  people,  within  the  last  twelve  months,  let  us  now  see  what  God  has 
done  in  our  behalf.  And,  first,  let  us  thank  Him  that  we  have  had  another 
General  Convention,  marked  by  a  unanimity  of  sentiment,  a  wise  delibera- 
tion, and  a  spirit  of  brotherly  kindness  seldom  vouchsafed  to  bodies  of  so 
large  a  number,  and  of  like  composition.  To  this  we  may  add  what  is  to 
our  more  lasting  benefit,  the  recent  accession  of  five  Bishops  to  the  list  of 
our  Episcopate,  viz:  The  Rev.  Dr.  Knickerbacker,  for  the  Diocese  of  In- 
diana; Rev.  Dr.  Potter,  Assistant  Bishop  for  New  York;  Rev.  Dr.  Ran- 
dolph, Assistant  Bishop  for  Virginia;  Rev.  Dr.  Walker,  Missionary  Bishop 
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Dakota,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  Bishop  for  Eastern  Carolina.  For  such  an 
jase  in  the  number  and  strenj^th  of  our  Episcopate  devout  thanks- 
ig;  may  well  go  up  throughout  our  land. 

jT  is  our  own  Diocese  without  abundant  cause  for  a  like  thanksgiving. 
>ugh  the  abounding  labors  of  mj  able  Assistant,  to  whom  I  have  corn- 
ed all  the  Missionary'  concerns  of  the  Diocese,  many  of  our  waste 
es  have  been  filled  by  the  incoming  of  the  Rev.  Robert  G.  Hinsdale, 
.,  from  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York;  Rev.  Wm.  Short,  from 
g  Island;  Rev.  A.  K.  Hall,  from  L)uisiana;  Rev.  Joseph  E. 
tin,  from  Indiana,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  John  T.  Hargrove,  and  G.  W. 
Lyres,  from  Diocese  of  New  York.  To  these  may  be  added  the  name 
Ir.  George  L.  Neide,  from  the  Missionary  District  of  Colorado,  a  can- 
ite  for  Orders,  very  soon  to  be  ordained.

uly  26th — It  is,  no  doubt,  remembered  by  you,  brethren,  that  previous 
)ur  last  Council,  I  sent  a  Circular  to  all  our  Southern  and  South-West- 
Dioceses,  inviting  each  Bishop,  accompanied   by  one  Clergyman,  and 
or  more  Laymen,  to  meet  in  Council,  for  a  full  and  free  conference  on 
relations  of  our  Church  to  the,  our  late,  slave  population.     A  meeting 
ether  of  such  a  body  was  imperatively  demanded  by  the  near  approach 
our  General  Convention,  when  that  subject  would  not  fail  to  be  brought 
>  consideration.     In  obedience  to  that  invitation,  thirteen  Bishops^-  ai- 
ded by  a  number  of  their  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  at  the  University 
the  South,  on  the  26th  of  July,  and  remained  in   consultation  several 
rs.     The  result  of  their  conference  was  the  passage  of  sundry   resolu- 
as,  and  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  lay  them   before  the  Con- 
ition.     If  no  direct  and  immediate  good  has  sprung  from  that  Confer- 
ee, it  has,  at  least,  helped  largely  to  quicken  a  deeper  and  wider  inter- 
in  a  subject  of  such  vital  concern  totboth  Church  and  country, 
t  was  a  great  pleasure  to  the  families  of  Sewauee   to  welcome  these 
tthren  to  our  boards,  and  to  make  known  to  many  of  them,  for  the  first 
le,  the  natural  beauties  of  the  place,  and  its  superior  educational  advan- 
;ea.     As  commencement  day  followed  close   upon  the  adjournment  of 
I  conference,  most  of  its  members  remained  to  take  part  in  the  exercises 
well  as  the  ceremonies  of  the  occasion. 
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August  18th — I  transferred  William  Taylor  Doufclas,  a  candidate  for 
Orders,  to  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana. 

Sept.  6th — xVppointed  \V.  W.  Moore  and  R.  W.  Magmder  as  Lay-Read- 
ers in  St.  JamcM  Parish,  Port  Gibson. 

Oct.  3d — I  was  favored  in  meeting  nay  brethren,  orce  more,  in  General 
Convention,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Of  the  sayings  and  doings  of 
that  body,  pleasant  as  the  task  might  be,  it  would  gratify  roe  to  (dve  jon  in 
detail  a  satisfactory  account.  But  that  you  have  already  learned  from  the 
public  prints.  Suffice  it  for  me  to  say  that  the  talent,  and  the  wealth  and 
the  religious  zeal  of  our  Church  was  never  before  so  fully  represented. 
The  discussions  were  able  and  learned,  and  unruffled,  even  for  a  moment. 
Party  teeling  was  unknown  to  either  House;  and  Bishops,  and  Clergy,  and 
Laity  acted  as  one  man,  with  one  mind  and  one  spirit  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  Church. 

The  chief  subject  that  engaged  their  attention  was  the  proposed  emen- 
dations and  enrichment  of  our  Prayer  Book,  recommended  by  a  commit- 
tee of  the  preceding  Convention  of  1880. 

Not  an  iota  of  doctrine  was  changed,  or  one  act  of  devotion  annulled; 
but  the  whole  was  so  arranged  and  furnished  as  to  give  increased  fervor 
and  comprehensiveness  to  our  public  devotions. 

As  the  changes  thus  proposed  to  be  made  in  our  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  affect  our  organic  or  constitutional  e.xistence,  they  will  present  a 
claim  to  the  careful  consideration  of  this  present  Council,  and  of  the  two 
following,  before  they  can  be  moulded  into  shape  of  law.  Much  wisdom 
and  much  labor  were  bestowed  on  that  report  by  the  very  able  committee 
to  whom  it  was  assigned.  And  I  trust  that  it  will  receive  like  cautious  and 
calm  consideration  from  the  several  Diocesan  Councils  to  which  it  is  now 
submitted. 

A  week  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  leave  of  absence 
was  kindly  granted  to  me,  as,  on  account  of  my  imperfect  sense  of  hearing, 
it  was  impossible  for  me  to  partake  intelligently  in  its  proceedings. 

Soon  after  my  return  home,  being,  in  good  health,  I  entered  on  a  short 
visitation  to  some  of  the  more  out-of-the-way  and  pastorless  Parishes 
along  the  river. 

On  my  way  I  spent  two  days,  November  10th  and  11th,  at  luka.  where 
I  preached,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  baptized  one  infant. 
It  is  no  less  surprising  than  grtaifying  to  me  to  see  how  that  little  handful 
of  Church  members  bear  their  long  privation  of  the  Churc  h's  ministra- 
tions, except  such  as  my  annual  visitations  have  afforded  them. 

Nor.  13th,  14th  &  15tn,  were  given  to  Rosedale.  On  Thursday,  the  15th, 
I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening  I 
confirmed  two  young  persons  in  private.  Here  is  another  pastorless  little 
flock,  dependent  solely,  for  Church  services,  on  the  coming  of  th«  Bishop. 

Saturday  Jc  Sunday,  17th  and  18th,  were  spent  in  Greenville.  Ou 
Sunday,  the  18th,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  and 
confirmed  six  candidates.  In  the  evening,  I  preached  again,  confirming 
six  more.  This  Parish,  by  its  steady  growth,  is  justly  responding  to  the 
fiiithful  labors  of  its  Pastor. 
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Sunday,  25th — I  preached  iu  the  inorninjc  in  Christ  Church,  Vicksburg, 
tnfirminK  twelve  persons;  and  preached  again  in  the  evening  in  the 
lurch  of  the  Holy  Trinity. 

On  Saturday,  Dec.  Ist,  I  reached  Jackson,  expecting  to  preach  the 
ixtday;  but  was  tha  kAiI,  as  the  hour  approacned,  to  learn  that  my 
:>rthy  Assisiant  had  just  arrived ;  to  whom  I  very  gladly  assigned  the 
ities  ot  the  pulpit,  whilst  I  took  thn  chief  part  in  the  services  of  the  altar, 
t  the  close  of  the  services,  I  was  glad,  for  a  few  moments,  to  meet  the 
embers  of  the  Vestry,  in  order  to  point  their  attention  to  a  Clergyman 
icely  to  meet  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  congregation. 

I  have  since  been  gratified  at  learning  that  the  Clergyman  then  spoken 

',  has  since  been  invited,  and  is  now   zealously  at  work,  to  the  full  satis- 

iction  ot  his  people. 

In  the  afternoon,  at  4  o'clock,  1  received  three  children,  by  baptism,  into 
le  bosom  of  the  Church. 

Tuesday,  Dec.  4th — 1  preached  in  the  evening  at  Canton:  and  the  next 
ay  convened  the  Vestry,  for  a  conference  on  their  pastor  less  condition, 
he  result  was,  a  resolution  to  invite  the  Rev.  Dr.  Harris  to  officiate  for 
iiem  on  two  Sundays  in  each  month,  until  they  are  able  to  obtain  a  resi- 
ent  pastor. 

Oxford,  6th — I.  this  day,  received  the  "Letters  Dimissory"  of  the  Rev. 
L  G.  Hinsdale,  D.D.,  from  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York.  After 
pending  several  days  in  Oxford,  in  pleasant  intercourse  with  Bishop 
?hompion,  and  Dean  Moore,  on  Sunday  the  9th,  I  preached  in  the 
'athearal,  and  confirmed  one  person.  I  was  pleased  to  learn  that  the 
ndicious  repairs  now  being  made  on  their  Church  building,  are  only  the 
Lirerun^ers  of  such  further  improvements  as  will  make  it  more  worthy  of 
»eingthe  "Cathedral  Church"  of  the  Diocese, 

I  had  made  an  appointment  to  preach  in  Holly  Springs  on  the  9th;  but 
:1adiy  consented  to  transfer  it  to  Bishop  Thompson,  whilst  I  occupied  his 
tiace  in  Oxford. 

On  my  way  home,  I  tarried  two  or  three  days  in  Nashville,  in  an  endear- 
Qg  intercourse  with  one  of  my  sons,  a  grandson,  and  three  great-grand- 
ons. 

Saturday  22d— Acknowledged  the  "transfer"  of  Rev.  A.  Kinney  Hall, 
rem  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana. 

Thursday  27th — In  St.  Paul's  Chapel  on  the  Mountain,  I  took  part  in 
he  pleasurable  duty  of  uniting  a  couple  in  Matrimony. 

January  11th,  1884 — Received  the  "Letters  Dimissory"  of  Rev.  John 
\  Hargrove  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

February  15th — In  conjunction  with  Bishop  Thompson,  I  issued  a  Pas- 
oral  Xietter  to  the  Diocese,  on  the  observance  of  Lent,  in  our  present 
ircnmstances. 

i^'e^mary  16th— Received  the  "Letters  Dimissory"  of  Rev.  G.  W.  Sin- 
lair  Ayres  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

February  23d — Gave  my  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  Rev.  Alfred  A. 
V^atson,  D.lb.,  as  the  Bishop  of  Eastern  Carolina. 

January  29th — Received  the  "Letters  Dimissory"  of  Rev.  William  Short, 
rem  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island. 

March  7th — Received  the  "Letters  Dimissory"  of  George  Little   Neide, 

Candidate  for  Orders,  from  the  Missionary  District  of  Colorado. 

March  14th — Received  the  'Letters  Dimissory"  of  Rev.  Joseph  E.  Mar- 
in, from  the  Diocese  of  Indiana. 

April  17th— (being  the  Thursday  of  Easter  week)  in  the  town  of  Wil- 
lington.  North  Carolina,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  I 
ave  to  the  Rev.  Alfred  Augustine  Watson,  D.D.,  Bishop  elect  of  the  Dio 
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cese  of  East  Carolina,  aathoriU'  for  the  office  and  work  of  a  Bishop  in  the 
House  of  God.  In  this  holy  office  I  was  assisted  by  the  Bt.  Bev.  Henry 
A.  Neely,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Maine,  Bt.  Bev.  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  D.D..  Bishop 
of  South  Carolina,  Bt.  Bev.  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina,  Bt.  Bev.  George  F.  Seymour,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Sprin^rfield,  and 
Bt.  Bev.  Alfred  M.  Bandolph.  D.D.,  Assistant  Bishop  of  Virginia. 

It  was  a  heartfelt  pleasure  to  me,  to  be  thus  instrumental  in  giving  to 
this  newly-born  Diocese  a  Bishop  as  mature  in  judgment  as  in  years,  and 
one  who.  by  pure  merit  only,  had  won  his  way  to  that  Apostolic  Office. 

Whilst  in  Wilmington,  I  confirmed  one  person,  in  private,  at  the  request 
of  Bector  of  St.  James'  Church. 

April  26th — Beceived  from  the  Bt.  Bev.  Thomas  A.  Ja^ar,  D.D.,  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  tranfer  of  Bev.  James  Foster,  to  tne  Diocese  of 
Southern  Ohio. 

April  26th — ^Beceived  notice  from  the  Vestry  of  Grace  Church.  Canton, 
of  their  having  invited  the  Bev.  Joseph  E.  Martin  to  become  their  Bector. 

May  1st— On  my  way  to  the  Council,  I  tarried  a  day  in  Nashville,  Ten- 
nessee, and  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  administered  Holy  Baptism 
to  an  infant,  great-grandson  of  mine. 

May  4th-In  Aberdeen,  I  preached  and  assisted  the  Bector  in  the  servicc-s 
of  the  morning.  As  my  visit  was  unexpected,  and  on  short  notice,  no 
class  of  candidates  had  been  made  ready  for  confirmation. 

Two  of  our  Cle  gy  who  have,  for  some  time,  bee»i  upon  our  list,  but 
absent  from  the  Diocese,  have  lately  taken  "Letters  Dimissory",  viz:  Bev. 
Wm.  W.  Mavbin,  to  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  and  Bev.  James  Foster,  to 
that  of  Southern  Ohio. 

Forty-two  Candidates  have  received  the  Bite  of  Confirmation  at  my 
bands;  seven  infants,  and  three  adults  have  been  baptized.  % 

One  Candidate  for  Orders,  Willfam  T.  Douglas,  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Diocese  of  Louisiana.  Four  Lay  Headers  have  been  appointed;  viz: 
David  E.  Holt,  for  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Woodville;  Wm.  W.  Moore,  and  R 
W.  Magruder  for  St  James'  Church,  Port  Gibion,  and  W.  T.  Walthall  for 
the  Parishes  of  Biloxi  and  Mississippi  City. 

Such,  dear  brethren,  is  the  meagre  account  which  I  am  able  at  this  time 
to  lay  before  3'ou;  trusting  that  [t  will  be  received  with  all  due  allowance  by 
you,  and  our  common  Master,  as  the  work  of  one  who  has  done  what  he 
could. 

Let  us  now,  in  conclusion,  draw  your  attention  to  one  or  two  objects 
which  have,  before  this,  been  presented  to  yoi;;  but  either  for  want  of 
time  or  means,  have  not  been  acted  upon. 

But,  first,  let  me  remind  you  that  some  action  of  this  Council  will  be 
required  in  the  approval  or  rejection  of  the  labors  of  the  ^'Committee  of 
Enrichment,"  as  set  forth  in  a  resolution  of  our  late  General  Convention. 
If  it  should  please  you  to  take  up  this  important  question,  I  trust  that  it 
will  receive  the  full  and  deliberate  consideration  which  it  so  Justly 
demands. 

And  let  me,  once  more,  recommend  that  by  resolution,  if  not  in  a  more 
practical  manner,  the  views  of  the  Diocese  be  expressed  in  favor  of  the 
cause  of  Temperance,  now  taken  up,  upon  Scriptural  grounds  by  so  many 
of  the  Spiritural  Bulers  of  our  Church,  and  the  Church  of  England. 

A  like  recommendation,  if  no  more,  would  be  a  hearty  acknowledgment 
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f  the  duty  of  each  Diocese  to  make  provision  for  the  support  of  its  a^ed 
nd  disabled  Clerisynien. 

And  let  me  earnestly,  dear  brethren,  speak  to  you  of  the  duty  and  ne- 
assity  laid  upon  each  one  of  us,  either  personally,  or  through  our  Par- 
hes,  to  contribute  something,  however  little,  to  the  treasuries  of  our 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies."  As  that  excellent  monthly 
sitor,  *'The  Spirit  of  Missions,"  is  laid  before  me,  I  eagerly  and  involun' 
krilj  turn  to  the  monthly  statement  of  receipts,  to  see  how  much  each 
ariah  of  our  Diocese  has  contribute  1  out  of  what  God  has  given  them; 
ad  I  am  too  generally  mortified  at  finding  nothing  set  down  to  the  credit 
r  Mississippi.  I  am  fully  aware,  dear  friends,  that  as  a  Diocese,  we  are 
oor,  very  poor,  in  comparison  with  many  others.  But  should  that  excuse 
B  from  giving  nothing,  or  next  to  nothing  to  a  work  so  commanded  of 
k>d,  and  so  necessary  to  the  extension  of  his  Church? 

la  the  bond  that  binds  us,  as  individuals,  to  a  Parish,  or  as  a  Parish  to 
iie  Diocese  of  so  flimsy  a  texture  that  it  cannot  stretch  itself  to  take  into 
lew  the  millions  and  myriads  yet  to  be  converted  to  Christ?  Indifference 
3  the  words  of  thosv  who  are  perishing  for  gospel  bread  in  our  own  or 
istant  lands  may  well  make  us  look  narrowly  to  the  grounds  of  our  own 
lOpe  in  Christ.  When  a  noble  heathen  could  make  his  boast  that  "he  had 
.  fellow-feeling  for  all  that  belonged  to  man,"  shall  any  soul,  redeemed  of 
Jhrist,  and  baptized  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  say  less,  with  regard  to  the  heath- 
en in  his   blindness,   or  a  christian   brother  in  the  far  off  solitude  of  our 

brests?  The  word.<<  of  our  Blessed  Lord,  once  spoken  to  the  Pharisees, 
nay  well  be  applied  here,  "These  ought  ye  to  have,  and  not  leave  the 
(thers  undoD-.'.  Of  the  two  duties,  that  of  supplying  the  wants  of  your 
>wn  Diocese  may  well  come  first;  but  should  not  form  either  justification 
>r  excuse  for  withholding  some  measure  of  help  to  the  more  general 
tgendes  of  the  Church.  Let  me  hope  then  that  henceforward,  whilst 
luly  and  liberally  casting  into  the  treasury  of  our  Diocesan  Missions,  we 
(rill  ^11  remember  the  claims  of  those  two  societies  which  are  doing  with 
18  the  same  work  for  God,  though  on  a  more  expanded  scale. 

Before  I  conclude,  let  me,  with  thankfulness,  say  tc  the  friends  of  our 
'University  of  the  South,"  that  a  brighter  day  seems  to  be  dawning  on 
:hat  School  of  sound  learning  and  true  religion  The  number  of  the 
pupils  is  increasing  with  everv  year;  and  one  building  nfler  another,  of 
lasting  and  beautiful  material  is  helping  to  give  increased  facilities  to  its 
instructors,  and  additional  adornment  to  a  place  already  lovely  in  its 
natural  garb.  Parents,  not  of  our  communion  only,  but  of  all  religious 
pr«>ferences,  are  beginning  to  see  that  our  Mountain  top,  with  its  thorough 
instruction  and  paternal  discipline,  is  the  safest  retreat  for  their  boys,  not 
[>nly  from  the  malaria  of  the  lower  country,  but  from  the  temptation  to 
idleness  and  vice  inseparable  from  the  vicinity  of  a  town  or  city. 

I  now  leave  you,  dear  brethren,  as  I  know  that  my  Assistant  has  already 
ipven  you  a  more  full  and  satisfactory  account  of  the  work  of  the  past 
fear. 

May  the  spirit  of  Love  and  of  Wisdom  inspire  and  direct  your  counsels.

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To  THE  Council: 

We  are  again  met  together  to  consult  upon  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God.     It  is  a  duty,  and  it  is  also  a  high   privilege.     Duty  and  privilege 
both  should  be  met  seriously,  in  the  faith  and   fear  of  God.     Our  wise  ac- 
tion now  will   bear  fruit  in  centuries  to  come.     Our  errors,  our  untruths, 
our  cowardice   will  drag  failures  after  them  for  our  children  and  our  child- 
ren's children.     It  is  a  solemn   thing  to   stand  at  the  beginnings  of  things 
and  shape  life,  movement,  and  tendency  for  all  the  comin>:  years.     And 
that  is  where  we  stand  this  daj^  in  Mississippi. 

I  have  said  we  are  to  consult  upon  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
But  in  the  ordered  Church,  every  man  has  his  own  assignment,  and  his 
limitations  measure  his  duty. 

In  God's  ruling  our  duty  lies  in  a  particular  field,  with  its  own  problems 
and  its  own  needs.  And  while  the  questions  of  the  General  Church  Cath- 
olic must  take  hold  upon  every  Catholic  Christian,  it  is  neverthele'^s  the 
fact,  that  he  serves  the  whole  best  who  serves  best  at  his  own  post,  and  does 
his  duty  best  within  his  own  bounds. 

The  Master  of  the  vinej^ard  has  assigned  us  duty  in  Mississippi,  and, 
for  Mississippi,  we  are  responsible. 

I  need  not  dwell  upon  the  past,  nor  the  causes  which  have  hindered 
work  here,  and  which  suflSciently  account  for  a  weak  and  struggling  Dio- 
cese alter  over  half  a  century  of  organized  existence. 
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We  are,  indeed,  under  the  shadow  of  a  past  darkened  by  the  smoke  of 
war,  amon^  the  wrecks  of  fair  hopes  that  perished  in  the  blossoming.  But 
the  past  is  God's.  I^ave  it  in  His  holy  hands,  where  all  is  well.  We,  like 
wise  men  and  strong  men,  in  true  faith  in  Him,  have  now  to  face  the 
work  of  a  new  day  and  deal  with  a  new  Mississippi.  I  hare 
been  somewhat  among  the  niins  of  that  early  day,  this  year,  and  I 
have  seen  how  fair  they  are  in  their  decay,  and  can  understand  how  ten- 
derly memory  lingers  over  the  visions  that  have  faded.  They  are  scatter- 
ed over  our  State,  these  once  beautiful  rural  Churches  whose  beloved  pas- 
tors went  in  and  out  among  a  loyal  people,  and  where  master  and  servant 
kneeled  at  the  same  altar,  and  the  high  bred  mistress  catechised  the  dark- 
faced  servants  for  whom  she  held  her  soul  responsible. 

But  we  belong  to  the  race  that  is  always  young,  the  race  which  stands 
always  in  the  sunrise  and  which,  because  He  has  so  endowed  it  with  peren- 
nial youth,  God  looks  to,  and  I  say  it  reverently  while  I  say  it,  believing  it 
to  the  uttermost,  God  looks  to,  to  lead  the  van  in  the  saving  of  His  world. 

The  Church  is  weak  in  Mississippi.  But  I  firmly  believe  she  will  not 
long  be  weak.  I  think  I  see  where  large  classes  of  our  people  stand  apart 
from  all  Christian  profession  now,  and  always  will  so  stand  until  Christian- 
ity is  presented  to  them  in  all  the  reasonableness,  breadth,  dignity  and  gen- 
tleness with  which  it  clothes  itself  in  its  true  Catholic  form.  I  have  no 
word  of  depreciation  for  the  labors  of  any  class  of  men;  of  any  body  cf 
Christian  professors.  Their  zeal  and  success  shame  us.  But  I  know,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  that  the  war  of  sects  has  driven  large  numbers  to  stand 
aloof,  and  that  only  th»!  Faith  Historic  can  attract  or  hold  them.  It  has 
seemed  to  me  there  is  a  field  ripe  for  us  if  onl}'  our  hearts  are  large 
enough  to  undertake  the  gathering. 

The  Diocese  is  a  family.  It  gets  inevitably  a  family  tone,  likeness  and 
sentiment.  It  is  best  it  should.  A  parish  or  a  clergyman  jarring  upon 
the  family  sentiment,  is  necessarily  discontented  and  a  cause  of  discord. 
We,  at  all  events,  have  no  discords,  for  which  thank  God.  But  shall  we 
make  the  Diocesan  sentiment  narrow  or  generous,  sectarian  or  Catholic, 
tolerant  or  intolerant,  kindly  or  unkindly?  I  believe  I  can  say  your  an- 
swer to  all  these  questions  would  be  mine.  And  while  each  Clergyman 
must  attend  to  his  own  duty,  and,  first  and  foremost,  build  up  his  own  bit 
:>f  wall,  he  is  not  to  forget,  nor  to  let  his  people  forget,  that  his  work  and 
their's  is  only  valuable  as  it  is  a  part  of  the  whole  structure  an  the  com- 
oQon  foundation. 

In  the  building  of  a  parish  a  part  of  the  Diocese  must  be  built  also,  or 
«re  have  an  institution  whose  very  strength  may  be  a  weakness.  It  is  often 
laid,  and  there  is  truth  in  it,  that  the  Church  is  at  present  a  mass  of  con- 
^egational  societies  which  expect  occasional  visits  from  a  Bishop.  It  is 
:he  source  of  much  of  our  weakncj^s.  this  condition. 
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Now  it  certainly  is  the  Bishop's  special  burden  to  build   the  Dioeees. 
He   represents  an  idea  which  we  make  much  of,  at  least  in   professioiL 
But,  if  it  be  a  livinf^  idea,  it  will  seek  to  clothe  ittielf.    The  pastoral  ide^ 
clothes  itself  outwardl}'  in  Church,  in  Rectory,  sometimes  in  school  houi^ 
and  in  burial  place.     These  are  its  living;  expression  and  even  its  necessity^ 

For  my  own  part.  I  believe  the  Episcopal  idea  ueeds  expression  in  tb^ 
same  way.  The  Diocese  should  have  itr  institutions  also,  the  visible  oo^^ 
ering  of  the  Diocesan  life.  This  is  with  me  no  new  idea.  It  came  to  n::::^ 
to  advocate  it  very  early  and  my  c  >nviction8  have  never  chau^ed.  That 
no  Diocese,  in  the  true  sense,  which  the  Bishop  can  carry  about  in  his  b  ^ 
which  has  no  visible  sign  of  existence  save  the  Bishop  himself. 

The  Diocese  needs  its  local  habitation,   and  its  own  roof  and   fires^^^ 
That  is  as  the   parish   needs  its  parish  Church,  so  the   Diocese  needs     jfg 
Diocesan  Church.     1  care  little  for  names,  very  much  for  thinjcs.    Ca//  /> 
Cathedral,  Bishop's     hurch,  or  any  other  name,  but  the  Bishop,  for  the 
proper  exercise  of  his  functions,  and  the  proper  dignity  of  his  office,  ueeds 
a  Church  which  shall  be  absolutely  under  his  own  control. 

Again,  as  the  parish  needs  a  ^  ome  for  \U  pastor,  so  the  Diocese  needs  a 
home  for  the  Bishop.  Whether  the  Bishop  has  one  of  his  own  or  not,  has 
nothing  to  do  with  this.  The  Diocese  for  its  own  sake,  should  furnish 
an  official  residence,  ample  enoujch  not  only  for  the  Bishop  s  household, 
but  for  meetiniTs  of  the  Clery,  for  the  Diocesan  library  and  archives,  for 
such  apostolic  hospitality  as  a  Bishop  should  be  prepared  to  show. 

And  besides  the  Diocesan  Church  and  residence,  should  there  be  Diocesan 
Schools,  and  institutions  of  charity  and  help. 

More  and  more  in  our  best  worked  Diocejes,  East  and  West,  new  and 
old,  are  these  thingH  aimed  at  and  obtained.  Our  larger  and  more  ancient 
and  Catholic  idea  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Episcopate  is  everywhere  seeking 
to  express  itself  in  a  Diocese  with  insti  utions  and  a  Bishop  with  a  Church 
and  an  altar  which  are  the  spiritual  hearth  of  the  common  family. 

The  educatioi«  of  the  yountc  is  a  duty  which  the  Church  nejiiclec's  at  her 
peril  and  theirs.  Except  for  the  short  hour  once  a  week  in  a  Sunday- 
school,  we  are  doing  nothing  in  this  duty.  I  bear  the  burden  of  a  shame 
here.  Nearly  every  religious  body  in  the  State  has  its  schools  or  institutes 
where  it  educates  the  young.  It  is  easy  to  sneer  at  these  so-called  colleges 
and  ac^emies  for  their  sometimes  extravagant  pretentions,  for  their  lack 
of  endowments  and  the  means  of  a  high  scholarship.  They  are  not  Ox- 
fords or  Cambridges,  nor  even  Yales  or  Harvards.  But  let  ns  remember 
that  a  very  minute  per  centage  of  our  young  people  could  profit  by  aoj 
great  university,  and  that  the  higher  education  of  the  thousands  must  be 
had  in  these  smaller  institutions  which  dot  our  State,  and  of  which  the 
Church  has  not  one.

"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature"  let 
take  trerablinu  care  how  we  turn  our  backs,  because  of  "difficulties," 
or  imaginary,  upon  half  the  people  of  our  own  fair  State,  our  neighbors 
be,  and  the  neighbors  of  our  children  for  generations,  just   because  thc:^ 
neighbors  have  black  faces.  . 

"But  we  are  so  few."     "The  workers  are  so  few."     Yes,   they  are.    'XT'] 
scarcity  of  clergy  is  a  cry  ascending  from  every  Diocese.     Not  the  scar^^^ 
of  clergy  seeking  "good  parishes."  There  are  plenty  of  them  hanging  ab>o(// 
the  skirts  of  abundance,  of  luxury  and  worldliness,  ready  to  be  rich  me;is 
hirelings  for  an  easy  Hie.     But  clergy  who  were  ordained   all  over,  whom 
God  set  apart  from  the  world  and  put  His  yoke  upon,  to   live  and  die  for 
a  grand  cause,  who  were  branded  in  their  ordination  with  the  King's  signet 
at  red  heat,  till  the  world  was  scorched  out  of  their  hearts  and   they  went 
out,  driven  by  the  awful  purpose  which  had  seized  them,  and  scorched  bj 
the  white  flame  from  before  the  Throne,  "to  toil,  and  watch,  and   wait  out 
all  their  days." 

These  clergy  are  scarce.  They  always  were.  But  what  power,  as  of  the 
right  arm  of  Jehovah,  they  wield  when  they  do  appear  among  men! 

Clergy  are  scarce  in  Mississippi.  How  shall  the  lack  be  supplied? 
Don't  be  startled  if  my  answer  differs  from  those  you  hear  commonly. 
It  is  essentially  a  fireside  question.  It  belongs  t .  father  and  moiher. 
Clergy  are  scarce  because  the  flame  of  household  piety  has  died.  The 
father  plans  a  world's  life  for  his  son.  The  mother  no  longer  devotes  her 
boy  to  the  altar.  She  used  to  do  it.  Sometimes  she  does  it  yet,  and  these 
mother-ordained  priests  are  the  grandest  priests  of  all — consecrated  from 
birth,  set  apart  in  the  cradle,  ordained  by  the  high  service  of  a  mother's 
prayers,  and  tears,  and  hopes — these  are  the  genuine  priests  in  the  Church 
always — householchofferings  to  God! 

I  am  looking  for  a  clergy  like  this  in  the  time  to  come.  I  know  not 
where  else  to  look.  We  want  your  sons,  brethren.  Not  your  offerings  to 
educate  other  men's  sons,  but  your  own,  your  best,  your  pride,  your  hope. 
Woe  to  the  Church  that  must  rake  the  streets  and  ransack  the  asylums  for 
her  clergy!  In  England,  it  has  been  the  strength  and  glory  of  her  Church 
that  her  clergy  came  from  the  castle  and  the  cottage  equall}-,  that  a  priest, 
the  son  of  a  "belted  Earl,"  whose  lineage  is  as  old  as  the  crown's,  will  be 
serving  under  a  Bishop  whose  father  might  have  been  a  workman  on  that 
Earl's  estate. 

For  there  is  no  earthly  honor  comparable  to  this.  It  is  the  highest 
place  among  men  and  so  recognized.     Your  best  is  none  too  good  for  the 
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oftiest  earthly  life.  I  saj  deliberately,  if  God  bad  blessed  me  witb  a  dozen 
ions,  my  highest  hope  for  each  would  be  to  see  him  seized  by  the  baud  of 
3od,  overwhelmed  with  the  power  of  a  consecratin^c  conviction,  and 
Iriven  out  in  san  and  rain,  to  toil  in  the  poorest  mission  and  stand,  God's 
nan  and  priest,  to  serve  at  the  lowliest  altar  in   all  His  Church  Catholic. 

Fathers  and  mothers,  where  ^re  the  boys  God  has  given  you?  We 
lave  the  right  to  ask.  You  acknowledge  the  right  if  you  profess  yourselves 
)f  His  Church.  He  asks,  and  His  Church  asks,  where  are  your  boys? 
Kre  none  of  them  illuminated  with  the  "light  that  never  was  on  land  or 
tea?"  Not  one  touched  with  the  touch  of  the  loftier  life?  Or  are  yon  mis- 
eading  any  of  them,  condemning  one  whom  God  would  have  a  beacon- 
ight  to  the  sailors  on  life's  stormy  sea,  a  soul  aflame  for  God  and  man, 
K)ndemning  him  to  grub  and  grovel  for  some  worldly  "nuccess,"  which  is 
ust  not  meaner  than  a  worldly  failure? 

Look  out  your  best.  Your  boys  with  the  fiery  hearts,  with  the  generous 
)oyish  souls,  unselfish  and  enthusiastic,  who  want  a  great  cause,  as  the 
)ravest  boys  always  do — "some  high  cause  not  their  own,"  to  live  and  die 
or,  and  give  them  to  the  high  Lord  of  all  who  loves  them  and  who  marked 
hem  for  His  own  with  the  inner  fire  and  light  eternal. 

You  will  see  that  our  scant  clergy  list  has  b»*en  increased  somewhat  dur- 
ng  the  year  and  a  number  of  our  vacant  places  filled.  Tlfis  increase  has 
)een  altogether  from  abroad.  I  believe,  indeed,  we  have  only  three  original 
Vfississippi  candidate  J  working  in  the  Diocese.  This  ought  not  so  to  be. 
^e  should  have  a  native  clergj'  and  there  can  be  no  solidity  until  our  own 
>eopIe  send  us  our  own  clergy  from  the  firesides  of  our  own  Diocese. 

And  this  naturally  brings  me  to  our  missionary  work.  The  Diocese  is  in 
act  a  purely  missionary  field.  My  own  work  in  it  hitherto  has  been,  like 
mr  revered  Diocesans,  for  so  many  years,  to  be  the  missionary  at  large — 
0  go  where  no  other  clergyman  goes,  and  hold  service  where,  save  for  the 
bishop's  coming,  there  would  be  none  at  all.  It  is  a  blessed  work,  and  I 
lave  found  blessing  in  it.  and  love  it,  but  it  is  scarcely,  we  will  all  concede, 
he  work  which  Bishops  are  set  forth  to  do  continuously. 

I  have  been  anxious  to  get  our  vacant  parishes  and  missions  supplied. 
Ind  in  some  degree  they  have  been,  by  our  additions,  and  will  be  still 
lore  by  several  helpers  whom  I  am  yet  expecting. 

And  here  let  me  say  in  serious  earnestness,  that  the  parish  organization, 
niess  it  be  where  there  is  full  promise  of  life,  increase,  power  and  contin- 
ance,  is  only  a  block  and  an  obstacle  in  the  way  of  our  work.  We  have 
arishes  which  must  go  through  the  form  of  "calling"  a  rector  before  any- 
ling  can  be  done  for  them,  and  which  actually  cannot  give  $200  a  year  to 
leir  so-called  roctor.     To  state  the  fact  is  to  expose  its  absurdity. 

We  need  some  method  of  organizing  the  mission  as  distinct  from  the 
arish,  by  which  the  mission  shall  have  its  organization,  its  representation 
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in  this  Conncil,  and  its  due  influence  and  position  in  the  Diocese,  while  itt 
property  shall  be  held  by  the  Trustees  in  trnst,  and  its  services  be  supplied 
without  the  idle  exercise  of  a  patronaiere  which  is  unworthy  of  (lerioai 
thought. 

Our  Diocese  is  an  applicnnt  for  aid  in  its  work  in  all  departments  to  the 
General  Church,  and  must  be  for  some  time  to  come. 

And  here  let  me  say.  with  all  weijcht  of  emphasis,  that  I  hold  it  an&ir, 
unmanly  and  unehurchly  for  us  to  forget  this  permanent  fact  to  the  neglect 
of  onr  duty  to  the  General  Missions  of  the  Church.  We  have  been  the  re- 
cipients of  the  Church's  bounty  since  our  organization,  and  I  shall  not  be 
content  until  every  parish  aiid  every  srasllest  mission  makes  its  annual  and 
regular  offering  to  the  Board  of  Missions.     Neglect  here  is  not  honesty. 

And  let  me  also  say  that  in  the  applications  for  help  which  we  are  con- 
tinually roakins  to  the  Church  generally,  by  parishes  and  by  individuals, 
there  should  be  a  sacred  sense  of  honer  and  a  careful  care  which  I  regret 
to  say  have  not  always  been  exercised. 

Onr  brethren  in  other  Dioceses  are  glad  to  help  us.  They  never  turn  a 
deaf  ear  to  our  appeals.  It  is  so  much  the  greater  shame  that  gifts  conse- 
crated  by  the  piety  of  the  givers,  gifls  of  the  poor  often,  mites  of  the 
widow,  consecrated  on  the  altar,  should  be  either  carelessly  dissipated, 
speculated  upoj;i  by  treasurers  or  made  away  with  by  the  carelessness  or 
connivance  of  Church  officers. 

When  one  thinks  of  the  horrible  sin  of  sacrilege,  a  sin  which  bears  God's 
especial  curse,  one  shudders  at  the  thought  of  the  commission  of  the  last 
and  most  awful  crime  to  which  men  can  he  instigated  by  the  devil,  the 
robbery  of  the  altar  and  alms-basin,  by  men  who  claim  to  bear  the  name 
of  Christ.  Better  go  out  houseless  and  bare  into  the  pittiless  winds  of  win- 
ter, than  to  carry  a  soul  leprous  and  dragged  to  the  abyss  by  the  clinging 
curse  of  God's  consecrated  things  taken  from  God's  service  to  our  own. 

I  have  quite  made  up  my  mind  that,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  will 
sanction  no  appeal  for  aid  to  any  parish,  either  for  Church  building,  rec- 
tory building,  or  any  other  purpose,  unless  I  am  well  assured  that  the 
property  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  that  of  a 
parish  so  strong  as  to  give  assurance  of  stability  for  ail  time  to  come, 
and  so  visibly  prominent  that  its  acts  will  be  open  to  daily  criticism. 

At  the  last  Council  we  appointed  a  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions.  It  had 
done  nothing  so  far.  It  had  nothing  in  fact  to  do.  The  Treasurer,  how- 
ever, has  received  encouraging  offerings,  which  his  report  will  show.  These 
may  be  and  must  be  greatly  increased  in  the  coming  year.  We  begin  this 
new  year  with  something  in  the  treasury,  at  all  events.  We  must  learn  to 
help  ourselves,  or  we  have  no  right  to  ask  others  to  help  us.  I  trust  this 
new  movement  will, ,  for  the  year  to  come,  take  vigorous  hold  upon  the 
Diocese,  and  reach  out  strong  arms  of  help  in  needy  places,  and  the  Com- 
mittee become  a  power  and  a  reality. 
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The  Diocese  should  at  once  take  prompt  measures  to  begin  an  Episcopal 

Endowment.    Parishes,   especially  in  a  poor  Diocese  like  ours,  should  be 

Telieved  from  the  grinding  burdt-n  of  these  yearly   assessments,   and  here 

resolntioi/s  and  the  formation  of  committees  and  the  like  will  not  wholly 

answer.     We  want  work.     There  is,  I  understand,  a  considerable  property 

scattered  loosely  about  the  Diocese,  which  would  form  the  nucleus  of  an 

Endowment  Fund. 
There  are  the  lands  at  Jackson,  the   Corcoran   gift,  the  property  at  Dry 

Qrove,  and,  as  I  was  informed  last  spring,  a  fund  of  some  $3000,  collected 
throughout  the  Diocese  for  a  Bishop's  house,  and  in  the  hands  of  some 
persons  in  Vicksburg,  as  also  a  building  site  in  that  city,  all  of  which 
shonld  be  put,  in  my  judgment,  into  some  productive  shape  as  the  begin- 
ning at  least  of  an  Endowment  Fund.  When  the  beginning  is  made  and 
in  hafe  hands  I  have  no  doubt  help  will  be  forthcoming  from  various 
sources  to  a'complish  a  purpose  which  is  of  first  importance  to  the  dig- 
nity and  prosperity  of  the  Diocese. 

And  here  I  emphasize  the  expression  that  no  mere  resolution  nor  canon 
will  of  itself  answer.  It  is  abso  utely  essential  that  some  of  our  laymen 
shuuld  take  hold  of  this  matter,  and,  giving  it  time  and  care,  gather  up 
the  scattered  funds  and  property  of  the  Diocese  into  a  shape  that  is  busi- 
ness-like and  that  has  a  purpose.  Unless  canons  and  resolutions  be  follow- 
ed by  work  they  are  of  little  consequence. 

The  question  of  an  Episcopal  residence,  while  an  important  one,  in  fact 
of  the  first  importance,  need  not,  I  think,  now  be  pressed.  At  various 
times  it  has  interested  the  Diocese,  and  one  of  the  funds  of  which  I  have 

« 

spoken  was  begun,  as  I  am  informed,  in  Columbus,  for  this   purpose,  and 

gathered  throaghoui   the  Diocese,  finally   receiving  in  Vicksburg  its  con- 

elnding  additions.     In  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  also   there  is  some  frag- 

mentaryrfund  for  the  .(<ame  purpose.     But  all  these  should  be  massed,  I 

think,  into  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  the  question  of  residence  left  for 

thepresent  to  itself  ^ 

The  action  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter's,  at  Oxford,  provided  the  Assistant 

Bishop  with  a  roof,  domestic  and  ecclesiastic,  on  his  first  coming  to  the 
Diocese.  But  he  is  in  doubt  whether  that  city,  notwithstanding  its  impor- 
tance as  a  seat  of  learning,  is  the  best  place  for  an  Episcopal  residence, 
and  while  he  appreciates  the  frank  and  Churchly  spirit  of  the  action,  he  is 
-not,  after  experience,  prepared  to  accept  it  as  finally  determining  his 
point  of  residence  in  the  Diocese. 

Should  the  Diocese,  however,  at  any  time  hereafter  undertake  to  make 
such  determination,  he  desires  it  distinctly  understood  that  it  involves  not 
only  the  question  of  a  domestic,  but  also  of  an  ecclesiastic  home,  Church 
as  well  as  house,  though  the  Church  be  but  the  smallest  Chapel,  and  the 
house  the  humblest  cottage.     It  is  a   matter  of  conviction   and  principle 

with  him,  that  a  Bishop  needs  an  altar  as  much  as  a  fireside  of  his  own.

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Had  the  Diocese  possessed  an  Episcopal  residence  in   itn  present  ci^ 

cuQistancesit  would  have  saved  the  speaker  a  great  deal  of  doabt  and  an- 
noyance in  his  entrance  up\)n  his  work,  and  one  of  his  cares  shall  be  that 
jt  may  fiet  such  residence  for  whomsoever  may  follow.  If  the  Diocese 
also  were  in  a  condition  to  settle  the  queston  now,  he  would  accept  the 
settlement  as  final  for  himself,  but  leaving  him  to  provide  for  himself  in 
this  matter,  he  must  reserve  the  right  to  live  where  it  shall  be  most  agreea- 
to  his  family  (who  are  really  enduring  the  greatest  sacrifice  of  any  con* 
cerned)  and  where  it  maybe  most  convenient  to  himself  in  his  work,  or 
where  he  may  think  it  so  to  be. 

In  this  matter  and  many  others,  it  is  our  misfortune  to  have  no  city  in 
Mississippi  which  by  its  size  and  importance  and  central  influences  would 
determine  such  a  question  on  sight. 

About  a  matter  which  I  think  demands  early  attention,  let  me  say  that 
while  I  have  little  faith  in  Canons  or  resolutions  generally,  while  you  always 
need  a  man — one  man  at  least — behind  any  Canon  to  make  it  effective, 
behind  any  resolution  to  make  it  resolve;  yet,  at  the  same  time  Canons 
and  Constitutions  are  very  necessary  things  in  their  place.  I  have  tried 
to  find  what  those  of  Mississippi  are,  and  owing  to  the  confusion  into 
which  they  have  fallen,  I  have  failed  clearly  to  understand  them  in  many 
cases. 

I  would  therefore  respectfully  rejcommend  to  the  Council  a  wholesale 
pperation  here,  the  aupointment  of  a  committee,  wisely  selected,  of  our 
clergy  and  laity, .  to  revise  wholly,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Piocese. 

We  want  no  elaborate  legislation.  We  do  want  some  plain  rules,  founded 
on  Catholic  and  Churchly  principles,  by  which  plain  people  like  ourselves, 
may  order  themselves  intelligently  in  the  business  of  the  Church  of  God. 
.  In  compliance  with  the  Canon  I  present  as  a  report  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  the  Hccount  of  my  ministrations  during  the  past  Conciliar  year, 
not  in  the  form  of  a  diary  or  journal,  but  condensed  simply  to  cover  the 
work. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  some  points  in  the  Diocese  which  I  have 
not  yet  visited.  There  have  been  some  of  them  visited  by  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  and  others  are  points  which,  though  down  on  our  lists,  and 
even  subjects  of  our  assessments,  have,  no  Church  existence  whatever,  as, 
for  instance,  Past-agoulu  and  Edwards.  Other  points,  as  "Greenwood," 
being  in  the  swamp,  my  visits  have  been  necessarily  postponed  until  sum- 
mer dries  a  passage  way. 

It  is  to  be  undersiood  that  in  nearly  all  visitations  I  have  met  the  Vestry 
and  catechized  the  children. 

And  here  allow  me  to  explain  what  has  been  somewhat  misunderstood. 
1  mean  the  Visitation  Questions  which  I  have  caused  to   be  sent   to   the 
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Jlergy  and  the  Vestries.  These  questions  are  put  in  the  exercise  of  the 
isitorial  power  inherent  in  tha  office  of  a  Bishop.  Neither  the^-  nor  their 
Dswers  are  for  publication.  They  are  questions  asked  for  the  Bishop's 
sle  information,  under  the  Canon  which  commands  his  periodic  visitation 
f  every  parish  Ht  least  once  in  three  years.  By  that  Canon  it  is  his  duty 
)  "visit  ihc  Churches  within  his  Diocese,"  not  merely  when  there  is  It 
lass  to  confirm,  but  "for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  state  of  his  Church, 
ispecting  the  behavior  of  his  Clergy,  ministering  the  Word,  and,  it  he 
link  fit,  administering   the  Sacrament  or  the  Lord's  Supper." 

This  visitation  is  not  inquisitorial,  to  find  fault,  but  fatherly,  to  give  help, 
lut  the  Bishop  must  know  where  to  help  and  to  advise.  That  is  all  he 
an  do  in  visitations,  but  he  needs  information  to  do  that  intelligently, 
t  is  for  this  purpose  the  Visitation  Questions  have  been  sent  out,  and  1 
link  the  Clergy  generally  have  found  them  very  useful  and  helpful. 

In  conclusior,  brethren,  let  me  say  most  kindly  and  lovingly,  that  we 
eed  to  wake  up  in  the  Diocese  to  the  crisis  and  the  work.  I  have  no  care 
}  spare  myself.  I  shduld  be  ashamed  to  think  that  any  clergyman 
'orked  harder  than  his  Bishop.  Unworthy  as  I  am,  and  tull  of  faults,  I 
ray  God  at  least  for  honesty  that  I  may  be  what  I  seem,  in  a  manly  fanh- 
jn.  I  have  a  dream  that  we  can  make  Mississippi  a  model  for  a  devoted 
lergy  and  a  loyal  laity,  and  that  its  Assistant  Bishop  may  at  least  not  belie 
le  traditions  of  its  Episcopate  for  clean  hands  &nd  a  pur6  heart  and  sim- 
licity  of  life. 

Having  pi etty  thoroughly  gone  through  the  Diocese.  I  have    nothing  but 
ope  for  the  fiiture.     I  have  seen  our  kindly,  earnest  and  loyal  brethren. 

believe  in  them. '  They  only  wait  to  be  pointed  the  road.  In  more  than 
ne  case  I  ha«e  seen  how  a  despairing  congregation  has  waked  to  coura- 
eous,  aggressive  life  at  the  touch  and  word  of  a  faithful  priest. 

Let  us  gird  ourselves  anew  with  ^he  garments  of  power  for  our  work,  and 
1  the  faith  and  fear  of  God  determine  to  go'  in  and  po-isess  the  gobd  land 
hich  the  Lord  our  God  hath  given  us!

The  committee  have  considered  the  resolution  offered  by  the  collector 
of  the  Bishop  Green  Fund  and  beg  leave  to  report  that  in  their  judgment 
the  proposed  change  is  inexpedient.

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Contingent  Fand  be  directed  to  pay 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Qeneral  Convention  the  balance  due   from    this  Dio- 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  the  collector  of  the 
Bishop  Oreen  Fund,  be  authorized  to  make  such  settlements  with  delin- 
quent  Parishes  and  subscribers  as  in  their  judgement  may  seem  best. 
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The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  contingent  expenses  may  be  reduced 
by  condensing  the  matter  of  the  Journal  and  to  this  end  they  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  Parochial  Reports  be  printed  in  tabular  form  only. 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  report  of  the  IVeasuror,  and  are 
li;lad*to  note  that  so  many  parishes  hare  duplicated  the  contributions  lost 
by  thf*  bank  failure,  and  they  feel  confident  that  the  diligent  and  well  direct- 
ed efforts  of  the  Treasurer  will  soon  place  the  Finances  of  the  Diocese  on 
a  substantial  basis  while  the  Committee  on  Finance  recognize  the  fact  that 
their  duty  confines  them  mainly  to  figures,  thej  cannot  refrain  from  con^ 
icratalating  the  Diocese  upon  the  evident  increase  in  love  of  the  church 
manifested  in  readiness  to  respond  to  the  extraordinury  demands  of  the 
Diocese,  under  the  peculiarly  unfortunate  condition  of  its  monetary  affairs. 
They  beg  to  impress  upon  the  clergy  itnd  laity  that  God  has  promised  that 
His  blessings  shall  be  poured  out  without  stint  upon  such  as  recognize  Hip 
claims,  and  with  the  reminder  that  they  are  asking  for  God's  servic*^  and 
for  the  glory  of  His  Holy  Name  they  submit  this  report.

;atioD  of  proposed  changes  in  the  Book  of  Common   Prayer  be  referred 
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to  a  special  committee  which  with  the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop  sboold 
be  charged  with  the  duty  of  considering  the  whole  matter  and  report  to  the 
next  Council. 

The  Secretary  laid  before  the  Council  official  copies  of  the  pro- 
posed changes  iu  theBook  of  Common  Prayer  and  Book  Annexed, 
covering  formal  notification  of  the  same  to  this  Council  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  of  the  General   Convention. 

The  Assistant  Bishop  read  his  third   Annual  Address. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Farrar  it  was —  ^ 

Resolved,  That  that  portion  of  the  Assistant  Bishop's  Address  relatiog  to 
the  work  among  the  colored  people  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  Committee,  Mr.  Farrar,  Mr.  Eck- 
ford  and  Mr.  Lea,  the  Rev.  Nelson  Ayres,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Tur- 
ner, the  Rev.  H.  C.  Mayer. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Percy  and  Mr.  Murray  F.  Smith,  not  present  yes- 
terday, appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

On  motion  of  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Assistant  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to 
abandoned  Church  Property,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Churcb 
Property. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  A.  Marks,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  portion  of  the  Assistant  Bishop's  Address  relating 
to  the  General  Missions  of  the  church  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee 

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  Committee  the  Rev.  A.  Marks, 
the  Rev.  H.  C.  Mayer  and  the  Rev.  Nelson  Ayres. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shields  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  Address  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  with  instructions  to  apportion 
to  appropriate  Committees  the  several  matters  therein  contained,  not  oth- 
erwise disposed  of. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shields,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  amendment  to  Article  III,  of  the  Constitution,  pro- 
posed at  the  last  Council,  and  approved  on  page  24,  of  the  printed  copy  O' 
the  Journal  of  1884,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted. 

The  Rev.  A.  Marks  presented  invitation  from  Mrs.  Kountz  to 
the  members  of  this  Council,  for  Friday  evening,  at  her  house, 
to  pay  respects  to  the  venerable  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 
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''On  motion  of  Mr.  Shields,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  be 
made  the  Special  Order  for  to-morrow  morning,  at  10  o'clock. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  SaDsom  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Temperance,  appointed  at  the  last  Council. 

REPORT 

Op  the  Committee  on  Temperance. 

Your^Jommittee  desire  to  say,  first  of  all,  that  they  heartily  sympathize 
with  our  venerable  and  beloved  Bishop  in  the  sentiments  he  addressed  to 
our  last  Diocesan  Council,  in  relation  to  "the  cause  of  Temperance  on 
Scriptural grounds^'^  in  which  the  Church  of  England,  and  a  great  por- 
tion of  our  own  Church  is  taking  much  interest,  and  accomplishing  great 
good. 

It  is  a  fact  that  one  of  the  most  gigantic  evils  of  our  age  is  Intemper- 
ance in  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks.  It  is  only  two  or  three  years  ago, 
that  Mr.  Gladstone  made  the  statement  in  the  British  Parliament,  that 
''intemperate  drinking  had  been  a  curse  more  terrible,  because  more  con- 
tinuous, than  war,  pestilence,  and  famine  combined."  It  is  this  terrific 
evil  that  the  Church  has  to  meet,  and  subdue. 

It  was  under  a  deep  sense  of  this  responsibility,  that  some  twelve  or 
fifteen  years  ago,  the  Church  of  England  realized  the  need  of  more  vig- 
orous and  systematic  effort  against  this  evil.  Accordingly,  in  the  year 
1873,  a  Society  was  organized  under  the  name  of  "The  Church  of  England 
Temperance  Society,"  having  for  its  object,  "the  promotion  of  Temper- 
ance,— the  reformation  of  the  intemperate, — and  the  removal  of  causes 
which  lead  to  intemperance." 

From  the  time  of  its  organization,  this  Society  seems  to  have  been  favor- 
ed with  the  Divine  blessing,  and  its  efforts  have  been  attended  with  encour- 
aging success.  Recent  returns  from  twenty-five  Dioceses  of  that  Church 
show  that  4000  of  the  Clergy  are  total  abstainers,  and  that  the  member- 
ship is  not  less  than  350,000. 

Some  years  ago,  a  few  earnest,  and  zealous  clergymen  of  our  own  Church 
who  had  been  watching  with  deep  interest  this  work  of  Temperance  in  the 
Church  of  England,  and  observing  how  signally  it  had  been  blessed  in  its 
operations,  became  deeply  impressed  with  the  conviction  of  the  necessi^ 
for  such  a  Society  in  connection  with  the  Church  in  America.  The  result 
was  that  in  the  year  1881,  a  Society  was  formed  under  the  title  of  "The 
Church  Temperance  Society,"  working  on  a  basis  similar  to  that  of  "the 
Church  of  England,"  and  in  the  language  of  its  Constitution,  "recognizing 
Temperance  as  the  law  of  the  Gospel,  and  total  abstinence  as  a  rule  of 
expediency  in  certain  cases, — and  fully  and  freely  according  to  every  man 
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the  right  to  decide  in  the  exercise  of  his  Christian  liberty,  whether  or  not 
he  will  adopt  said  rule.  This  Society  lays  down  as  the  basis  on  which  it 
rests,  and  from  which  its  work  shall  be  conducted,  a  union  and  co-opeca- 
tion  on  equal  terms  for  the  promotion  of  Temperance,  between  those  who 
use  moderately,  and  those  who  entirely  abstain  from  intoxicating  drinks 
as  beverages." 

Here  we  have  an  organization,  on  a  Scriptural  basis,  and  haying  a  Con- 
stitution which  forms  a  platform  so  broad,  that  all  who  desire  the  suppres- 
sion of  intemperance  can  stand  upon  it,  and  work  for  that  object  It  is 
founded  in  the  spirit  of  that  large-hearted  toleration  and  charity  which 
was  taught  by  St.  Paul, — **Let  every  man  be  fully  persuaded  in  his  own 
raind," — "Who  art  thou  that  judgest  another  man's  servant?"  and  whether 
we  believe  in  moral  suasion,  or  prohibition  ; — in  the  moderate  nse  of  bev- 
erages that  will  intoxicate,  or  total  abstinence  from  them, — "on  this  basis 
of  union  and  co-operation,  on  equal  terms,  all  temperate  men  may,  if  thej 
will,  unite,  and  work  against  their  one  common  enemy — Intemperance. 

It  only  remains  for  your  Committee,  in  conclusion,  to  respectfoUy  offer 
the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  for  the  adoption  of  this  Council. 

Whereas,  The  Society  known  as  "The  Church  Temperance  Society,"  is 
making  vigorous  effort  to  extend  itself  into  every  Diocese  and  Missionary 
jurisdiction,  and  calls  earnestly  upon  the  members  of  the  Church  to  unite 
and  co-operate  in  this  Christian  work  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  hereby  expresses  cordial  approval  of  the 
principles,  and  mode  of  operation  of  "The  Church  Temperance  Society," 
and  believe  that  the  adjustment  of  effort  to  the  varying  convictions  of 
men,  cannot  fiail  to  be  productive  of  permanent  good. 

Besotted,  That  we  earnestly  recommend,  the  organization  as  early  as 
practicable,  of  a  Diocesan  Society,  and  of  Parochial  Societies,  to 
co-operate  with  the  parent  Society  in  its  efforts  to  suppress  the  great  evil  of 
Intemperance.

The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Adams  submitted  a  special  report  of  the  Ccr^zo. 
mittee  on  the  Constitution   and  Canons. 
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REPORT. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  Mr.  Shield's  resolution  respecting 
the  Bonds  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  DiocesI  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property,  beg  leave  to  report: 
That  in  their  judgment  the  bond  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  should 
be  reduced  to  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the  bond  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Bpiscopal  Fund  and  Church  Property  should  be  fixed,  for  the  present,  at 
five  thousand  dollars — therefore, 

Resolved,  That  section  3.  of  Canon  XV,  as  the  same  appears  amended 
on  page  seventeen  of  the  printed  copy  of  the  Journal  of  1884,  be  further 
amended  to  conform  to  this  recommendation  that  $5,000  be  substituted 
for  $10,000. 

Resolved,  That  the  amendment  to  Canon  XVI,  en  the  same  page,  be 
Turther  amended  so  as  to  require  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  give  bond 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  five  thousand. 

The  Resolutions  were  adopted,  and  Canon  XIV  and  XV  are  so 
amended. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Lea  submitted  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property — which,  on  his  motion,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

REPORT. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property  of  the  Diocese 
of  Mississippi  respectfully  report,  as  follows: 

In  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  Church  Property  at  Dry 
Srove  for  taxes,  the  Board  ascertained  that  it  had  been  purchased  by  one 
Caspar,  who  offered  to  surrender  his  title  for  the  sum  of  forty  dollars,  the 
amount  paid  by  him  at  the  tax  sale.  While  the  Board  were  satisfied  that  this 
Mile  was  erroneously  made  they^  found  that  a  suit  in  equity  would  be  neces- 
sary to  clear  the  title;  and  they  deemed  it  advisable  to  compromise  the 
matter  by  the  payment  of  said  sum,  which  was  done  and  the  Trustees  re- 
ceived from  Caspar  a  quit  claim  deed. 

On  June  24th,  1884,  the  Board  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  the  amount  authorized  by  the  last  Council 
to  be  loaned  to  said  Treasurer,  to  meet  the  balance  due  on  the  salary  of 
the  Assistant  Bishop,  and  holds  the  note  of  the  Treasurer  therefor. 

With  regard  to  Mercierville  Property,  at  Jackson,  the  Board  were  en- 
couraged to  expect  for  some  time  that  it  would  be  selected  as  the  site  for 
the  new  Industrial  Female  College,  and  that  an  advantageous  sale  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  tract  could  thus  be  made.  This  having  failed  the  Board  deemed 
it  necessary  to  have  made  a  map  of  the  property   which  has  resulted  in 
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attnccnc  &cxent:ca  to  liie  dcairmble  Iota  upon  the  plat,  and  in  auuiDir  id 
Actual  •iemand  tbr  them.  In  offering  the  lots  fi)r  sale,  the  board  hat  »• 
deavoreii  m  ^ell  to  aiiobjectioiiai>le  parties  who  would  occupj  and  impron 
them  tbr  residence!?,  rather  than  to  speculators.  At  the  request  of  die 
Assistanr  Bishop  the  Board  has  reserred  from  sale  a  nnmber  of  lots  with 
a  view  to  th«»ir  fdture  ase  by  the  Diocese. 

Thej  haTeaipreed  apon  the  terms  of  sale  of  five  of  the  lots  to  respectsr 
ble  parties  who  propose  to  •:>ccapj  and  improTe  them,  and  they  are  recerr- 
ing  nameroos  enquires  from  others  contemplating  parchase. 

The  Cooncil  is  respectfaUj  referred  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  iK 
Board,  herewith  submitted,  for  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbone- 
menst.  during  the  past  rear,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  funds  and  seen' 
rietes  now  held  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  receiTcd  from  C.  L.  Anderson,  attorney,  the  sum  of  $333.70 
frt>m  sales  of  Corcoran  Lands,  with  a  statement  from  s^d  Anderson 
which  is  herewith  submitted. 

Referring  to  the  claim  of  the  Diocese  against  Stl  Peter's  Parish,  Oxford, 
for  the  sum  of  $425  advanced  by  the  late  Board,  for  repairs  upon  their  Rec- 
tory, then  proposed  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Diocese  for  an  Episcopal  Reo- 
dence.  the  Board  after  consultation  with  the  Assistant  Bishop,  instructed  its 
SecretaiT  to  communicate  with  the  Vestry  of  St  Peter's  upon  the  subject 
The  letter  of  the  Secretary  and  the  reply  of  the  Senior  Warden  of  the 
Parish  are  herewith  submitted. 

Among  the  securities  held  by  the  Board  are  the  notes  of  St  Andrew's, 
Jackson,  and  Holy  Trinity,  Vicksborg.  the  first  for  $160  dated  May  4th, 
ISSO-  The  second  for  $150,  July  5th,  1880.  On  the  note  of  St  Andrew's 
there  has  been  paid  the  sum  of  $122.56,  but  nothing  has  been  collected 
upon  the  note  of  Holy  Trinity.  Both  of  these  notes  bear  8  per  cent 
interest. 

The  Board  also  holds  the  note  of  the  Jackson  Hook  k  Ladder  Co.,  for 
$800  dated  June  1st,  1882.  on  which  has  been  paid  the  sum  of  $320.  This 
note  bears  10  per  cent  interest  and  is  amply  secured  by  mortgage  on  real 
estate. 

Of  the  $1,500  Hinds  county  School  Warrants  turned  over  to  us  by  the 
former  Board,  $388  has  been  collected,  and  it  is  expected  the  balance  will 
be  paid  in  April  next 

In  this  connection  the  Board  desires  to  express  their  thanks  to  John 
Shelton,  Jr.,  Esq.,  and  E.  E.  Baldwin,  Esq.,  attorneys  of  Hinds  Co.,  who 
have  gratuitously  rendered  valuable  services  to  the  Diocese. 

Our  Treasurer  on  the  28th  day  of  April  received  from  Mr.  P.  P.  Bailey 
late  Treasurer  of  the  fund  known  as  the  Bishop's  Residence  Fund,  the  sum 
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of  f  1,108;   of  which  f  1  000  has  been  loaued  at  10  per  cent,  interest  until 

Jan.  Ist,  1886,  secured  by  mortage  on  real  estate.

Mr.  P.  P.  Bailey,  late  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop'8  Residence 
Fund,  submitted  a  report  of  that  account,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church 
Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi, 
be  charged  with  the  custody  and  manaicemont  of  the  Fund  heretofore 
known  as  the  Bishop's  Residence  Fund,  to  be  invested  as  other  funds  of 
the  Diocese  in  their  hands  are  invested.  The  said  Fund,  as  it  now  exists, 
is  made  up  mostly  of  collections  from  the  Falls  estate,  on  a  note  of  E.  A. 
&  6.  Falls,  taken  originally  for  other  notes,  which  were  given  in  aid  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property,  and  has  not  been  specially  set  apart 
either  by  the  donors  or  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  to  be  used  for  a 
Bishop^s  residence. 

The  Council  took  recass  until  half-past  1  o'clock. 

The  C/ouncil  re-assembled  at  half-past  1  o'<dock. 

Mr.  Farrar  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Tenure  of  Church  Property. 

REPORT: 

.  The  Committee  on  the  Tenure  of  Church  Property  appointed  by  your 
honorable  body,  beg  leave  to  submit  this  their  report. 

The  many  difficulties  and  complications  involved  in  the  subject  of  the 
Tenure  of   Church  Property,  are  of  a  character  much  too   grave  and  intri- 
cate to  warrant  your  Committee  in  venturing  upon  a  discussion  of  them. 
The  fact  is  patent  that  such  tenure  is  very  insecure.     The  remedy  (if  any 
can  be  found  under  our  peculiar  form  of  civil  government)  must  engage 
the  attention  of  thoughtful  minds  for  many  years  to  come     Your  Commit- 
tee deem   it  incumbent  upon  them  to  leave  these  speculative  discussions 
and  deal  only  in  statistical  information,  stating  facts  as  they  have  gathered 
them  and  leaving  suggestions  to   others.     Since  the  creation   of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Mississippi,  or  soon  after  its  organization,  there  have   been  annu- 
ally appointed  by  the  Council,  three  persons  denominated  Trustees  of  the 
Kpiflcopal  Fund  and  Church  Property.     They  simply  held  their  position 
by  the  choice  of  the  Council,  and  performed  the  duties  assigned  them  un- 
der the  authority  granted  in  theii^  organization.     It  was  deemed  necessary, 
o 
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however,  that  these  Trustees  should  be  invested  with  certain  lejcal  po^ren 
and  privileges  necessary  to  the  proper  discharge  of  the  fuactions  coDann^. 
ted  to  them,  and  in  1880,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  pasBed  an  act  enti- 
tled "An   Act   to  incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the   Episcopal  Fund   and 
Church  Property  of  the   Protestant   Episcopal   Churrh  of  the  Diocese  of 
Mississippi,  and  to  define  their  powers  "    This  act  was  approved  March  6tii, 
1880.  and  is  to  be  found  in  the  Laws  of  Mississippi,  for  1880,  pp.  625-26. 
Section  1  provides,  that  the  three  Trustees — naming  them — who  have  been 
chosen  by  the  proper  authority  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
Diocese  of  Mississippi,  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Church  Prop- 
erty, and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  chosen  according  to  the  usa;;e8of 
said  Church,  under  the  authority  of  the   Constitution  and  Canons  thereof. 
are  created  a  body  corporate  with  perpetual  succession.     The  powers  and 
privileges  granted  them  are,  that  they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  an<l 
be  contracted  with;   that  they  may  have  a  corporate   seal   and  alter  th'' 
same  at  pleasure;   that  they  may  choose  a  president   from  one  of  their 
number,  and  they  shall  keep  a  record   of  their  proceedings  and  are  to  be 
subject  to  control  under  the  authority  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  as  may  be  expressed   by   the  Constitution 
and  Canons  thereof,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Council,  not   in  contravention 
to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Mississippi. 

Section  2,    invests  these  Trustees  with  authority   to  purchase  or  receive 
by  gill  any  property,  real  or  personal,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese,  and  to  mortgage  or  alienate  the  same  or  any  portion  there- 
of; but  they  are  restricted  from  holding  for  such  use,  at  any  one  time,  real 
estate  to  exceed  the  value  of  $250,000.     They  are  also  invested  with  the 
authority  to  purchase  or  build  for  the  use  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and 
his  successor  in  the  Episcopate,  a  residence  and  Church,  if  so   direcie<11i\' 
the  Council.     They  may   also  hold  school,  college  and  cemetery  ground?, 
and  erect  suitable  buildings  thereon  for  the  use  of  the  Church   in  the  Dio- 
cese.    They  may  also  receive  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  use  of  any  separate 
Parish  or  congregation  in  the  Diocese,  such   property  as   may  at  any  tinve 
be  conveyed   to  them  by  deed,  gift,  or  otherwise,  for  the  benefit   of  sucli 
Parish  or  congregation,  not  to  exceed  in  value  $50,000,  for  any  one  congr*^- 
gation  or  Parish,  exclusive  of  the  value  of  the  property  to  be  held  in  trust 
for  the  Diocese. 

Section  3  prescribes,  that  all  the  property  then  held  by  the  Trustees  for 
the  use  of  the  Diocese  should  be  vested  by  title  right  in  said  Trustees  in 
their  corporate  capacity  as  created  by  the  act,  which  they  may  alienate  bv 
mortgage,  or  otherwise. 

Section  4  provides,  that  the  act  shall  have  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  liberallv 
construed,  repealing  all  laws  in  conflict  with  same. 
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Immediately  after  the  organization  of  your  Committee,  a  circular  letter 
ras  prepared,  one  of  which  was  sent  to  the  Recter  or  Warden  of  each 
Wish  in  the  Diocese,  propounding  the  following  interrogatories: 

1.  Is  your  Parish  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State?  When  in- 
jrporated? 

2.  In  whom  does  the  title  to  yoxxv  property  vest? 

3.  la  there  any  provision  in  your  title  deed  or  charter,  to  secure  for  all 
me  the  use  of  your  property  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church? 

4.  Is  your  Church  consecrated,  and  is  it  free  from  debt  and  mortgage? 
Enquiries  2  and  3,  reier  to  lots  without  as  well  as  with  Church  buildings. 
To  these  letters  replies  were  had  in  most  instances  from  the  persons  to 

horn  they  wore  addressed,  and  from  these   replies  we   summarize  the  in- 
trmation  so  obtained.

REPORT. 

Whereas^  This  Council  notes  with  interest  the  efforts  made  by  our  As- 
sistant Bishop  in  behalf  of  the  negro   population  of  our   State.    To  wise 
men,  we  must  believe  it  a   fully  settled  question   that  no  practicable  and 
available  means  should  be  spared  to  raise  the  moral  standard  of  a  race  jost 
emerging  from   ignorance,  superstition  and  the  condition   of  slavery  with 
which  we  and  our  children  must  needs  come  in  daily  contact.     With  Chris- 
tian  men,  it  must  be  too  late  to  discuss  where  lie  the  responsibilities  of  the 
work.     In  the  Providence  of  God,  the  problem  is  facing  us — what  shall  we 
do  for  the  negro?     The  time  has  come  for  the  church  to  take  a  stand  some- 
where in  the  line  pointed  out  by  enlightened   christian   civilization.     Cer. 
tainly   no  better  starting  point  can  be  found  than  Mississippi,  and  no  safer 
channel  for  Divine  influences  than  the  Church's  H0I3'  Offices. 

With  a  view,   therefore,   to  giving:  formal  expression  to  the  sense  of  this 
body  of  her  representatives  in  this  Diocese;    be  it 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  cordially  endorse  and  approve  the  course  of  the 
lU.  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  s.t.d..  Assistant  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  in 
inaugurating  in  a  substantial  way,  the  work  of  the  church  among  the  color- 
ed population  of  our  State. 

2.  That  we  heartily  recommend  to  the  General  Church  and  her  members 
the  plans  and  purposes  of  our  Assistant  Bishop  in  this  behalf,  and  gladly 
testify  to  gratifying  results  already  attained. 

3.  That  we  tender  to  the  generous  helpers  of  the  good  cause  bevond 
our  borders,  our  sincere  thanks  for  substantial  aid  in  this  new  Missionary 
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field,  and  assure  them  that,  under  the  wise  management  of  our  Assistant 
Bishop,  we  believe  the  Church's  influence  is  destined  to  spread  wide  and 
deep  among  this  benighted  people. 

4.  That  to  our  own  people  particularly  we  commend  this  work  and  for  it 
ask  their  united  and  unstinted  aid. 

5.  That  the  Assistant  Bishop  be  requested  to  name  a  day  in  the  Church's 
calendar  on  which  offerings  shall  in  all  Churches,  Parishes  or  Mission 
Stations,  be  made  in  this  Diocese  for  the  furtherance  of  his  work  among 
the  colored  race  in  Mississippi,  and  that  the  clergy  be  by  him  requested  to 
give  beforehand,  each  year,  special  notice  thereof,  and  ask  for  liberal  con- 
tributions.

Revolted,  That  the  reverend  clerg;)'  be  requested,  on  accasion  of  takine 
such  collection,  to  make  some  special  statement  to  their  several  congr^a- 
tions,  in  sermon  or  otherw^ise,  of  the  special  and  pressing  need  for  their 
offerings  at  this  time,  and  to  read  to  their  congregations,  the  Assistant 
Bishop's  words  upon  the  subject.

The  Chair  announced  the  Committee  heretofore  ordered,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop,  to  report  to 
the  next  Council  what  action,  if  any,  they  deem  advisable  for 
this  Diocese  to  take  in  the  matter  of  the  proposed  changes  *Jn  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer — the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Harris,  the  Rev.  A.  Marks,  Mr.  Farrar,  Mr.  Bailey  and  Mr. 
Eckford,  being  the  Committee. 
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The  Assistant  Bishop  having  temporarily  withdrawn,  Mr.  Eck- 
ford  availed  himself  of  the  opportunity  to  announce  that  Bishop 
Thompson  desired  the  Council  to  receive  as  a  donation  from  him 
his  note  for  9500,  as  a  coifitribntion  to  the  fund  for  the  endowment 
of  the  Episcopate.  Also,  his  cash  check  for  $125,  to  aid  the 
Parish  of  St.  Peter's,  Oxford,  to  meet  its  obligations  to  the 
Diocese.

REPORT. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  thoughtfulk 
considered  the  impressive  words  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  in  his  address  to 
this  Council  upon  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Schools,  and  that  they  heartily 
approve  his  views. 

We  recognize  the  necessity  of  Church  Schools  for  thp  successful   accom- 
plishment of  Diocesan  work  and  the  exemplification  of  the  Church's  sys- 
tem.    No  Diocese  can   properly  execute  its  mission  which  is   destitute  of 
such  institutions. 

We  believe  that  the  means  for  the  best  ^reneral  culture  should  be^  provid- 
ed by  the  Church,  and  this  accompanied  by  instruction  in  the  principles 
of  Christian  faith  and  Catholic  worship. 

And  vet  your  Committee,  impressed  with  the  great  importance  of  this 
matter  would  recommend  a  wise  caution,  that  we  may  secure  the  most  per- 
manent and  fruitful  results.     Not  discouraged,  because   we   have  hitherto 
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be^n  unable  to  obtain  such  schools,  we  believe  that  by  persistent  effort  we 
shall  yet  be  successful.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  we  endeavor  to  popularize  this  subject,  and  to  this  end 
request  the  clergy  to  insist  upon  the  importance  of  Church  Schools  and 
the  value  of  their  teaching. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  two  or  more  be  appointed  who  shall 
collect  information  in  relation  to  desirable  locations  in  the  Diocese,  ten- 
ders of  school  property,  endowments,  and  that  such  Committee  be  a  Stand- 
ing Committee,  to  report  to  the  next  Council,  any  plans  or  suggestions 
they  may  have  for  the  accomplishment  of  our  object.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  are  due  to  the  Rector  and 
members  of  Trinity  Parish,  and  to  Tarious  citizens  of  Natchez  for  their 
generous  hospitality  to  the  cleiiy  and  delegates;  also  to  various  Railroad 
Companies  from  which  we  have  received  courtesy.

Ordered,  That  the  Journal  of  these  Proceeding  be  printed  for  publi- 
cation; the  number  of  copies  being  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary.

Deab  Brethben:  — 

Through  the  goodness  of  God  we  are  once  more  permitted  to 
assemble  in  Council — ^a  privilege  which  I  dared  not  hope  for  when 
we  last  met  together.  Why  my  life  should  thus  be  prolonged,  I 
know  not,  except  it  be  that  I  may  make  more  ''sure"  the  calling 
and  election  vouchsafed  to  me  in  Christ. 

Though  debarred  by  growing  infirmity,  from  going  in  and  out 
among  my  people,  I  have  labored  for  them  in  my  j)rayers;  and 
held  communion  with  many  of  them  through  my  pen.  It  is  my 
happiness  to  know  that  our  Conciliar  year  has  been  to  our  fellow* 
citizens  generally,  one  of  marked  prosperity.  The  fruits  of  the 
earth  have  abounded,  business  of  every  kind  has  yielded  its  prof- 
its, and  a  general  healthfulness  has  crowned  the  seasons  as  they 
passed.  In  the  atmosphere  of  our  Church,  too,  all  has  been  well, 
if  not  more  than  well.^  New  and  efficient  instrumentalities  have 
been  brought  into  her  service;  an  increased  liberality  is  being 
shown  to  her  charitable  Institutions;  the  Missionary  wave  is 
spreading  wider  and  wider  over  our  frontier  settlements;  and  ^ve 
goodly  names  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  Bishops  that  already 
adore  and  bless  their  Heaven-appointed  office.

two  Clergymen  and  one  Layman,  whose  memory  we  may  well 
delight  to  honor.  In  the  death  of  the  Bev.  Dre.  Leeds  and 
Schenck  our  American  Church  has  lost  two  iaithful  and  zealous 
laborers,  who  in  addition  to  a  successful  cultivation  of  their  re- 
spective fields  of  labor,  were  nobly  distinguished  for  their  active 
interest  in  that  godliest  of  the  Church's  works,  her  Missions,  both 
at  home  and  abroad.  They  were  always  present  at  their  posts 
when  duty  called ;  and  almost  the  latest  act  of  their  livee  was  by 
their  presence  and  their  counsel  to  help  forward  that  blessed  cause* 

Of  like  missionary  zeal  was  that  noble  son  of  the  Church, 
Frederic  8.  Winston,  a  name  worthy  of  double  honor,  in  as  much  as 
among  our  Laity,  there  is  too  seldom  found  a  similar  devotion  to 
that  work  which,  more  than  any  other,  likens  its  advocates  to 
Christ.  No  man  ever  enjoyed  more  of  the  confidence  either  of 
the  world  or  the  Church.  His  call  was  sudden,  but  found  him 
waiting.  BSs  long  life  of  integrity,  of  usefulness,  and  of  active 
benevolence  leaves  behind  it  a  radiance  that  will  long  brighten 
and  adorn  his  name. 

In  matters  of  the  State,  as  well  as  of  the  Church  there  is  no 
small  cause  for  congratulation.     The  bitterness  of  party   strife  is 
settling  down  into  a  more  tolerant  feeling;   and   a  more  general 
contentment  with  the  "powers  that  be."     And  I   rejoice  to   add 
that  the  poor  Indian,  hitherto  the  prey   of  the  sharper,    and  the 
bully,  can  now   feel  that  the  arms  of  a  paternal   government  are 
thrown  aroujid  him.     No  pilfering  and  heartless  agent  will    an; 
longer  be  allowed  to  conic  between  him  and  a  Gospel  civilizatiotk.  - 

If  we  confine  our  view  within  our  Diocesan  limits,  we  may  se^^Ei? 
much  that  we  should  be  thankful  for.     The  faithful  and  untirii 
labors  of  my  Assistant  are  giving  to  our  Diocese  a  more  cheerr^^a.  1 
and  hopeful  aspect  in  all  its  quarters.     Our  Mission  Stations  a--*"^? 
l)eing  supplied  with  active  laborers;  new  fields  are  inviting  us     "to 
take  them  in  possession;  the  negro  is   knocking  earnestly  at  oi.»  r 
doors, — and  last,  though    not  least  of  all ,  should  we   thank    Grcxi 
that  the  hand  of  Death  has  been  withheld  from  the  ranks  of  ou  r 
Clergy,  and  has  pressed  but  lightly,  on  our   Laity.     But,   whili?r 
heartily  rejoicing  at  this  evidence  of  general  prosperity,  you  wflJ, 
I  hope,  pardon  your  old  Bishop  when   he  tells  you  what  a  con tifl- 
ued  trial  it  has  been  to  him  to  know  that  you  were  all  at  work  in 
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the  field,  whilst  he,  like  Jeremiah  of  old,  was  **8hut  up" — not  in 
a  veritable  prison,  but  in  the  inactivity  of  his  chamber.  But 
God  forbid  that  he  should  even  seem  to  repine  at  his  own  worth- 
lessness,  or  be  envious  of  the  good  done  by  others. 

The  following  items  will  set  before  you  the  little  that  has  been 
attempted  in  the  way  of  visitation,  since  our  last  Council. 

Immediately  after  our  adjournment,  I  set  out,  down  the  Mobile 
&  Ohio  Railroad,  in  the  hope  of  extending  my  visit  to  the  several 
Parishes  and  Stations  on  the  Gulf  Coast. 

At  Macon  1  preached  on  the  11th  and  12th  of  May,  baptizing  one  infant 
and  confirming  two  persons. 

May  14th — I  preached  at  Grace  Chapel,  and  confirmed  three  candidates. 

May  16th — At  Meridian  I  preached  once  only,  but  spent  three  days  in 
receiving  the  visits  of  the  congregation.  But  here  I  found  that  I  could 
proceed  no  further  for  want  of  strength  to  labor,  in  any  way  acceptable  to 
myself  or  profitable  to  others.  It  was  with  great  reluctance  that  I  felt 
bound  to  turn  my  face  homewards. 

July  14  <A — I  transferred  Rev.  Daniel  B.  Ramsey  to  the  Diocese  of 
Springfield. 

Sept.  23d — At  the  University  of  the  South  I  baptized  an  infant,  one  of 
my  great-grand-children. 

On  the  Sth  of  October  I  left  home,  though  in  much  weakness,  to  visit  a 
few  of  the  Parishes  in  the  Western  portion  of  the  Diocese. 

My  first  visit  was  to  Hernando,  where  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person, 
and  baptized  two  children. 

On  the  nth,  I  preached  at  Sardis,  in  the  evening,  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Hamvasy.  • 

Sunday  the  ISth  was  given  to  Como,  where  I  remained  several  days, 
preaching  once,  to  a  large  congregation,  confirming  four  candidates,  two 
of  whom  were  young  sons  of  the  Rector. 

At  Winona  I  preached  on  the  22(2,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rector, 
Rev.  Mr.  Browne. 

The  24ith,  2bih  and  2&th,  were  spent  in  Carrollton.  On  Sunday,  the 
26th,  I  preached  in  their  new  Church  to  a  crowded  congregation.  Several 
persons  were  expecting  to  be  confirmed  ;  but  it  was  deemed  advisable  for 
them  to  await  the  next  opportunity.  Before  the  services  on  Sundav,  I  con- 
firmed in  private,  one  lady  whose  home  was  at  some  distance  n-om  the 
Church. 

It  was  with  a  heartfelt  satisfaction  that  I  looked  upon  the  beau- 
tiful and  churchly  building,  which  had  just  been  completed  here 
for  the  worship  of  God.  Much  praise  is  due  to  all,  and  every  one, 
both  North  and  South,  whose  hands  and  hearts  contributed  to 
that  work,  but  especially  to  a  beloved  sister-in-Christ,  whose  fer- 
vent zeal  delights  to  expend  itself  in  erecting  Temples  unto  the 
Lord.     To  the  venerable  Pastor,  Rev.    Mr.  Halstead,  who  had  so 
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long  been  giving  to  that  little  congregation  a  portion  of  his  labors, 
the  scenes  and  services  of  that  day  must  have  brought  a  special 
sense  of  satis&ction  and  reward.  Before  I  left  the  Parish  I  held 
a  pleasant  and  satisfactory  interview  with  the  Vestry,  who  though 
young  in  ofBce,  appeared  to  have  done  all  that  duty  demanded 
of  them. 

My  next  visit  was  to  Vaiden,  where  on  the  29th  at  the  request  of  the 
Rector,  Mr.  Browne,  I  baptized  orfe  aged  adult.  In>  the  evening,  Mr. 
Browne  read  Prayers,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

At  Lexington  I  preached  on  Sunday  the  Ist  of  November,  and  confirmed 
Jive  persons.  This  little  Parish  conunues  to  grow  with  a  slow  but  steady 
increase. 

I  preached  at  Canton,  in  the  evening  of  the  4th,  confirming  two  candi- 
dates. It  was  a  joy  to  my  heart  to  find  this  Parish,  so  long  without  a  res- 
ident Pastor,  now  in  the  charge  of  one  every  way  suited  to  their  needs, 
and  devoted  to  their  interests.  Before  I  left  the  place,  I  baptized  one  in- 
fant in  private. 

On  Sunday,  the  9th,  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Harris,  I  preached  in  Living- 
ston to  a  large  congregation,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

At  Jackson,  on  the  11th,  I  preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  assisted  by 
the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Short,  whom  1  was  glad  to  find  in  charge  of  this 
important  Parish ;  a  worthy  successor  of  Dr.  Crane  and  Dr  Tucker.  Sev- 
eral days  were  spent  in  Jackson  in  ihe  pleasant  exercise  of  visiting  and 
receiving  friends. 

November  14th-18th,  was  devoted  to  Vicksburg.  On  Sunday  the  16th, 
I  preached  at  Christ  Church  in  the  forenoon,  and  confirmed ^re  candidates. 
I  had  engaged  to  officiate  in  like  manner  at  Holy  Trinity  in  the  afternoon ; 
but  when  the  hour  came,  I  found  my  strength  unequal  to  the  task. 

November  17  th — I  transferred  Normand  B.  Hay  is,  a  candidate  for  Or^ 
ders,  to  the  Diocese  of  Florida. 

On  the  19th  I  reached  Yazoo  City,  expecting  to  officiate  the  next  day; 
but  was  compelled  for  want  of  health  tu  forego  it.  I  confirmed  one  person 
in  private. 

At  Bentonia,  on  the  21st,  I  gave  the  Laying-on-of-Hands  to  one  person, 
a  daughter-in-law. 

Assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Clemens,  I  preached  in  Brandon  on  the  23d,  to  a  large 
congregation,  confirmingybi/r  candidates.  Here,  again,  I  wait  rejoiced  to 
find  this  long  pa.storle8S  congregation  in  the  charge  of  an  able  and  faithful 
resident  minister. 

At  Grenada,  on  the  27th,  I  baptized  one  child,  and  preached  the  follow- 
ing day,  confirming  one  person.  I  was  much  pleased  to  find  Mr.  Neide 
their  young  Rector,  so  acceptably  and  efficiently  engaged  in  his  work. 

On  the  30th,  I  preached  in  Oxford,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rector, 
Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  who  is  zealously  continuing  aud  improving  the  good  work 
begun  by  his  predecessor,  Rev.  Mr.  Moore. 

Dec.  2d,  3d,  and  4th,  were  given  to  Holly  Springs.  I  preached  on  the 
3d,  confirming  one  person;  and  the  following  day  administered  the  same 
rite  to  one  more.  I  was  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Hargrave,  who  is  zealously 
endeavoring  to  restore  that  Parish  to  the  happy  and  prosperous  condition 
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ch  it  once  enjoyed.  My  heart  was  cheered  indeed,  in  seeing  their  heauti- 
little  Rectory  recently  completed — a  hopefal  pledge  of  a  bri^chter  dav 
ipiritoal  things. 

fy  last  appointment  was  for  laka,  that  faithful  little  Parish  for  so  many 
rs  without  a  Pastor.  I  was,  therefore,  truly  thankful  to  find  the  Rev. 
1.  Wrixon  residing  among  them,  and  laboring  with  zeal,  and  with  in- 
asing  acceptance  to  his  little  fl lock.  I  preached  for  them  on  Sunday, 
7th,  and  confirmed  three  candidates. 

>n  the  9th,  I  was  truly  thankful  to  be  once  more  at  home. 

n  the  month  of  February,  1886,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennes- 
,  I  confirmed  fifteen  candidates,  at  the  "University  of  the  South." 

tince  the  adjournment  of  our  last  Council  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
s  my  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  five  following  .Bishops:

^n  my  way  to  this  Council  I  was  much  gratified  at  seeing  two 
ises  of  Gtxl  in  the  hands  of  the  builders,  and  a  third  in  a  re- 
it  state  of  completion.  In  Greenville,  a  very  eligible  lot,  near 
-  Rectory  has  been  obtained ;  and  a  new  and  more  church-like 
ilding  will  soon  take  the  place  of  that  lately  destroyed  by  fire. 
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The  cougregatioD  is  iu  no  degree  discouraged  by  that  disaster. 
In  a  few  month 8  more  they  hope  to  complete  their  Church ;  and 
are  earnestly  desirous  that  our  next  Council  may  be  held  in  it. 

In  Vicksburg,  I  spent  several  days  among  friends  and  brethren, 
but  performed  no  public  service.     I   highly  approved  the  site  se-^ 
lected  for  the  Church  of  the  colored  people;  and   was  pleased 
witness  the  earnestness  of  both  pastor  and   people  in  pressing  o 
their  work  of  providing  for  themselves  a  separate  and  becomin 
house  of  worship. 

Last  Sunday  was  spent  in  Port  Gibson,    where  both   my  ey^^ 
and  my  heart  were  made  glad  by  the  sight  of  their  new  Churcfc^ 
complete  in  all    its  arrangements,  and  fitted  in   all  respects  for    « 
worshipping  temple.     When   I  look  back  over  nearly  the  thirty 
years  of  privation,  as  to  pastoral  service,   endured  there   by  tie 
members  of  our  (church,  I  could  but  rejoice  to  see  how,  at  length, 
their  patience,  and  the  zeal  of  their  Minister,   Rev.   Mr.  Logan, 
has  been  so  abundantly  rewarded.     Of  the  Church-building  it^, 
I  can  truly  say  that  no  work  of  the  kind  could  be  more  churchJy 
in  appearance,  or  more  suggestive,  both  within   and    without,  of 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  intended. 

I  did  not  feel  able  to  officiate  any  further  than  to  assist  the  Rec- 
tor in  the  services  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

It  will  be  remembered  by  you,  brethren,  that  at  our  last  Coun- 
cil, I  drew  your  attention  to  the  labors  of  the  **Committee  on  the 
enrichment  of  our  Prayer  Book,"  and   recommended    that  some 
action  of  approval  or  disapproval  should  be  signified    by  our  Dio- 
cese, of  the  report  made  by    that  Committee  to  our  last  General 
Convention.     That  report,  together  with  the   proposed   additions 
and  emendations,  has  lately  been  widely  spread  before  the  Church, 
with  the  view  of  ascertaining  the   minds   of  the  several  Dioceses 
on  the  subject.  Of  the  importance  of  that  long-desired  movement, 
and  of  the  wisdom  and  labor  laid  out  upon  it,  it  is  needless  tor  me 
to  speak.     That  no  action  on   our  part,   has,  as  yet  been   taken 
upon  it  is  owing,  I  presume,  to  the  impossibility  of  discussing  and 
maturing  a  subject  of  that  kind,  in  a  mixed   assembly   like  our 
Council,  which  gives  but  two  days  to  the   transaction  of  matters 
financial,  as  well  as  spiritual  and  ecclesiastical. 

Permit  me,   therefore,  to  suggest  to  you   the  appointment  rf 
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hree  Clergymen,  and  a  like  number  of  Laymen,  who,  to-

To  THE  Council  :  — 

Reverend  Fathers,  and  Brethren  of  the  Laitj:  These  Annaal 
Meetings,  are  in  one  view  periods  of  rest — periods  of  rest  though 
we  are  so  occupied  and  so  anxious.  We  pause  an  put  ourselves 
to  self-examinatioD.  We  **take  stock"  as  it  were  of  ourselves  and 
our  work,  and  review  the  past,  marking  mistakes  and  failures, 
marking,  also,  if  by  God's  good  hand  upon  us  there  be  any,  ad- 
vancement and  success. 

To  the  most  of  us,  the  years,  as  they  go,  look  back  upon  us 
with  darkened  faces,  so  much  to  be  repented  of,  so  much  for  re- 
gret and  sorrow,  so  many  disappointments,  so  many  garlands  of 
hopes  that  have  withered,  do  they  carry  into  the  dreadful  and 
irrevocable  Past. 

And  yet  with  the  thoughts  that  must  sadden,  come  the  thoughts 
that  cheer  and  strengthen.  "The  Lord  of  all  ages  is  here."  The 
strong  hand  that  holds  the  world  is  over  us  to  shelter.  The  Past 
that  failed  may  be  redeemed  in  a  Future  of  victory.  To-day  is 
ours  and  God's,  and  He  waits  behind  the  shadows,  ready  to  make 
the  hour,  if  we  will  have  it  so,  luminous  with  his  presence. 

Thank  His  great  goodness  that  has  so  blessed  us,  we  are  all  here 
in  the  harvest  field.  Death  hath  not  touched  the  little  company 
that  gathered  a  year  ago  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Columbus.  The 
venerable  Patriarch,  whose  grey  head  is  a  crown  of  glory  among 
us  is  with  us  to-day  as  then.  "The  Lord  hath  not  taken  our  master 
from  our  head."  The  Father  is  here  yet  to  bless  his  children.  I  won- 
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der  if  any  one  can  realize  as  his  Assistant  does,  what  quiet  power 
for  our  work  in  Mississippi,  lies  in  the  eighty-seven  years  of  the 
life  of  its  blameless  Bishop? 

Let  me  speak  of  things  that  discourage  me,  first  of  all.  We 
have  yet  no  school.  I  had  hoped  shortly  after  the  meeting  of  our 
last  Council  that  a  school  for  young  women  would  be  established 
on  the  Coast,  and  one  for  young  men  at  Holly  Springs.  At  Holly 
Springs  there  is  some  small  fund  belonging  to  the  old  corporation, 
St.  Thomas'  Hall.  But  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hargrave  found  no  encour- 
agement at  that  point  and  abandoned  the  idea,  at  some  cost  to 
himself. 

At  Pascagoula,  a  clergyman  in  English  orders,  who  presented 
papers  purporting  to  be  certificates  of  success  in  managing  schools 
in  England  and  Ireland,  undertook,  as  a  private  enterprise,  to 
conduct  a  school  for  young  women.  Fortunately  the  Diocese  had 
not  in  any  way,  stood  sponsor  for  the  undertaking,  nor  had  I,  and 
I  so  published  in  the  Church  News,  His  real  name  seems  to  be  Mi- 
chael Charles  Browne.     He  passed  here  as  Charles  M.  Browne. 

But  these  two  failures  do  not  dishearten  me.  The  need  for 
Church  Schools  remains,  and  we  must  recognize  it  as  a  need, 
honestly,  and  a  burden  upon  conscience.  The  Diocese  is  in  no 
condition  to  involve  itself  in  such  enterprises.  But  I  am  contin- 
ually receiving  letters  making  inquiries  and  surely  our  own  peo- 
ple ought  to  do  something.  They  should  at  least  stand  ready  to 
help  men  who  want  to  come  to  Mississippi  in  the  interest  of 
Church  education. 

A  Parish  is  hardly  equipped  for  the  work  a  Parish  ought  to  do 
unless  it  have  a  school  as  well  as  a  Church  There  is  nothing  at 
all  incompatible  with  the  dignity  of  the  Clerical  ofBce  in  teach- 
ing, and  it  is  of  course  presumed  that  a  clergyman  is  qualified  to 
teach.  There  are  points  where  it  has  seemed  to  me  the  offices  of 
Pastor  and  Teacher  might  be  most  efiTectually  combined,  and  oth- 
ers, where  it  has  seemed  to  me  by  some  effort  of  our  people  a 
school  might  be  established  where  the  teacher  being  in  Deacon's 
orders  might  help  in  the  Parish  and  in  Mission  work. 

Let  us  remember,  if  we  are  disposed  to  turn  contemptuously 
from  the  school-master's  work,  that  in  the  times  of  sore  distress. 
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driven  from  their  homes  and  Churches,  some  of  the  most  famoDS 
Bishops  and  Doctors  of  the  Mother  Church  became  school-mas- 
ters, and  that  now  it  is  the  rule  for  active  clergy  in  the  English 
Church  to  spend  some  hours  each  day  at  their  Parish  Schools. 

Another  matter  which  I  emphasized  in  my  last  address  is  also 
a  disappointment,  and  no  doubt  is  as  it  is  because  of  this  same  lack 
of  schools.     I  have  not  heard  of  a  single  Church  fiunUy  in   Mis- 
sissippi proposing  a  son  for  the  Ministry  I     Where  lies   the  feiult 
here?    For  I  must  insist  that  it  is  a  fault  and  a  sin.    I  deliberately 
insigt  that  no  family  with  boys,  professing  the  most  ordinary  fiuth 
and  obedience  to  the  Law  of  Christ  can,  without  sin,   ignore  the 
claims  of  the  Lord  upon  them  in  this  matter.     And,  pardon  me 
for  saying  it,  but  I  believe  a   large  share  of  the  fault  here  lies 
upon  the  clergy.     How  many  of  us,  dear  brethren,   preach   "the 
whole  counsel  of  God  I"     How   many,   and  just  in  the  largest 
Parishes  where  it  is  most  needed,  are  not  stammering  and  uncer- 
tain on  truths  which  are  clear  and  duties  which  are   precise,  and 
content  themselves  with  glittering  generalities  which  are  very  nice 
and  very  fine  but  leave  the  life  untouched  and  the  heart  unprobed? 

We  want  some  Misssissippi  boys  picked  out  for  the  Ministry, 
and  we  don*t  want  the  lame  or  the  lazy.  We  want  the  choicest 
boys  from  the  best  families.  The  clergy  must  preach  about  it 
and  talk  about  it. 

But  you  say  the  **life  is  hard,  they  will  be  doomed  to  hardships, 
poverty  and  struggles." 

Friends,  you  will  forgive  me  for  saying,  I  don't  believe  that  con- 
sideration is  going  to  frighten  the  boys,  nor  the  mothers  and 
fathers  among  a  people  who  sent  out  their  boys  nqt  many  years 
ago,  with  prayers  and  blessings,  to  hunger,  and  rags,  and  wounds 
and  death,  while  they  tramped  by  **the  wheels  of  the  guns,''  for 
a  cause  theyy  at  least,  believed  noble  and  manly.  No!  I  am  not 
misled.  I  know  this  people.  They  have  a  thousand  faults,  but 
they  are  not  selfish.  They  are  not  sordid.  And  you  will  have 
to  use  some  other  argument,  than  toil  and  poverty  to  a  Missis- 
sippi boy,  or  a  Mississippi  father  or  mother,  to  hold  back  that 
boy  from  a  life  of  grand  and  chivalrous  devotion  to  a  high  and 
holy  calling,  if  he  once  understands  it,  and  sets  his  heart   upon  it. 
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Nay,  brethren,  you  will  show  it  in  your  own  lives  first  and  then 
YOU  can  preach  the  high  self-sacrifice  and  the  stainless  knight- 
hood of  the  Christian  Priesthood,  and  you  will  find,  unless  all  their 
story  belies  them  and  they  are  recreant  to  their  ancestry  and  their 
pafit,  that  your  so-called  hardships  are  but  inducements  to  the 
boys  of  Mississippi  to  seek  commissions  under  'Hhe  King  of 
Kings  and  Lord  of  Lords." 

We  divided  the  Diocese  last  year,  shortly  after  the  Council, 
into  Convocations,  and  I  appointed  Deans. 

I  am  not  at  all  disappointed  in  the  result.  I  did  not  expect 
wonders.  We  all  had  to  learn.  I  have  not  been  able  to  attend 
many  of  the  Convocations.  Some  have  been  more  fruitful,  of 
course,  than  others.  But  that  the  movement  has  been  wise  and 
productive  there  is  no  doubt.  The  Convocation  of  Oxford,  of 
Pass  Christian,  of  Natchez,  of  Jackson,  have  reached  results 
which  will  remain.  Much,  indeed  most  depends  upon  the  Dean — 
his  common  sense,  his  power  of  organization.  It  is  not  a  post  of 
honor  mainly,  but  of  work.  In  the  year  coming  I  want  to  attend, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  meetings  of  Convocations.  I  may  be  of 
use.  I  should  like  to  be.  Still  the  Convocations  must  learn  to 
go  alone. 

And  in  this  connection,  let  me  speak  of  * 'Missions"  so-called, 
continuous  services — by  a  number  of  clergy  at  one  point.  Ox- 
ford is  the  most  marked  instance  perhaps.  I  confirmed  there  a 
class  of  ten  young  men  on  one  Sunday  lately,  on  the  following 
Sunday  a  class  of  three,  one  being  a  young  man,  and  have  several 
candidates  to  confirm  soon,  largely  as  a  result  of  a  ' 'Mission," 
where  there  was  plain  churchly  preaching.  As  the  result  of  such 
a  ''Mission"  in  Jackson,  the  Rector  has  written  me  that  the 
sentiment  of  men,  and  young  men,  has  greatly  changed  toward 
Religion  and  the  Church  and  he  feels  the  impulse  in  his  ministra- 
tions. 

And  here,  while  I  would  be  the  last  man  to  criticise  even  in  ap- 
pearance the  pulpit  work  of  the  clergy,  many  of  them  far  more 
experienced  and  able  than  I  pretend  to  be,  let  me  ask  if  we  do 
not  commit  a  great  mistake  in  elaborate  and  "eloquent"  sermons? 
The  sermons  of  our  Lord  are  very  simple.     So  are  the  recorded 
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sermons  of  His  Apostles.  They  are  talks  from  heart  to  heart 
The  longest  preserved  is  the  speech  of  St.  Stephen  and  that  is  all 
Scripture.  The  **long  preaching"  of  St.  Paul  which  put 
Eutyches  to  sleep,  is  not  preserved.  It  is  very  suggestive. 
Evidently  it  was  no  part  of  the  Word  of  God,  or  it  oould  not 
have  fallen  into  oblivion.  While  his  very  short  speech  on  Mars' 
Hill  is  preserved  word  for  word.  Don't  we  "preach"  too  much, 
and  ''talk"  too  little.  In  some  of  our  large  city  Pariahee  the  Rec- 
tor is  expected,  at  least  once  a  day,  to  be  very  ''eloquent^  and  let 
off  his  rhetorical  and  gesticulatory  pyrotechnics,  with .  results 
sometimes  to  make  the  angels  weep.  That  is  what  he  gets  his 
pay  for.  But  in  our  plain  Parishes  and  Missions,  I  think  the  best 
elo  quence  is  that  which  goes  from  an  honest  and  loving  heart  to 
other  hearts,  in  simple  English. 

And  as  a  man  not  altogether,  unacquainted  with  literary  values 
and  literary  criticism,  I  think  this  last  is  in  the  best  taste  also. 
There  are  no  kaleidoscopic  performances,  with  fine  words  in  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount;  yet,  as  a  critic,  I  venture  to  say  there  is 
no  speech  delivered  on  earth  that  can  be  brought,  for  literary  ex- 
cellence, into  comparison. 

But,  after  all,  the  point  is  this :  Behind  every  sermon  and  eve- 
ry speech,  in  pulpit  or  out  of  it,  you  want  a  man. 

Among  the  things  which  ought  to  cheer  us   to-day,   is  the  feet 
of  the  beginning,  with  great  hopes,  in   Vicksburg,  of  a  Mission 
for  colored  people.     Last  fall  I   received  from  a  dear  friend  some 
money,  with  the  permission  to  appropriate  it  as  I  pleased  for  our 
work,  but  with  the  expressed  preference,  that,  if  possible,  I  should 
use  it  for  work  among  colored  people.     Other  sums  were  added, 
and  at  last  I  made  up  my  mind  to  go  North  and  apply  to  person- 
al friends  and  others  for  aid  for  this  special  purpose.    I  spoke  of 
Jackson  as  the  site  becauBe  that  was  the  only  place  where  we  had 
ever  made  any  organized  effort  for  these  people  in  any  form.     I 
hoped  to  be  able  to  gather  and  house  some  relics  of  the  Sunday- 
School  which  had  so  long  existed  there.     I  was  not,   however, 
bound  to  any  place. 

But  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  made  some  objection  to  putting 
the  Chapel  on  our  lauds  there,  under  an  impression,  which  I  con- 
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aider  a  mistake,  that  it  would  interfere  with  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty. While  I  waB  somewhat  troubled  at  this,  and  still  more, 
that  I  would  be  compelled  to  purchase  a  site  for  the  proposed 
Chapel  to  be  the  absolute  property  of  the  Diocese,  in  a  city  where 
the  Diocese  has  over  one  hundred  acres  of  lots  to  sell,  I  was  en- 
[X>uraged  by  receiving,  through  Dr.  Sansom,  a  petition  from  a 
number  of  colored  people  in  Vicksburg  to  put  the  proposed  Chap- 
si  in  that  city. 

With  the  steps  following  you  are  familiar.  I  met  these  people, 
>rganized  them  as  far  as  they  now  can  be,  and  put  the  Rev.  Mr. 
A.yres,  highly  commended  to  me  by  a  clergyman  in  Baltimore, 
who  has  just  published  an  interesting  book  of  twelve  year's  expe- 
rience in  the  work  in  that  city  among  colored  people.  They  are 
aow  worshipping  in  the  music  hall  of  the  public  school  building 
in  Vicksburg,  kindly  loaned  by  the  city. 

I  had  asked  only  for  money  to  build.  But  on  planting  the  work 
in  Vicksburg  I  was  obliged  to  buy  a  site  at  a  cost  of  $650,  for 
which  the  owner  insisted  upon  the  cash  in  hand.  I  find  also  after 
purchase,  that  there  remains  a  tax  claim  which  must  be  shortly 
redeemed,  running  the  price  up  to  nearly  $700,  and  with  the  cost 
)f  grading  to  considerable  more.  The  property  will  be  lodged, 
IS  soon  as  papers  are  made,  in  the  hands  of  the  diocesan  trustees. 
Besides,  on  application  to  the  General  Board,  for  an  allowance 
ibr  colored  work  in  Mississippi,  I  find  the  treasury  would  not  en- 
iure  it.  The  missionary,  therefore,  was  thrown  upon  my  hands, 
IS  these  people  cannot  be  expected  to  do  anything  of  consequence 
oward  his  support  till  the  chapel  is  built. 

All  this  has  very  much  burdened  me  with  anxiety,  and  I  have 

yeen  obliged  to  make  another  appeal.    I  regret  to  say  that  I  have 

>nly  received  $5  from   Mississippi  towards   this  enterprise  up  to 

he  present.     The  lot,  though,  in  many  respects,  inadequate  will 

to,  and  the  work  of  building  is  going  on.     It  is  a  sort  of  test — a 

est  of  earnestness,  sincerity  and  honesty,  and  the  outcome  of  it 

vill  have  very  serious  consequences  upon  the    Church   in  Missis- 

ippi.     On    many  accounts  it   will   be   very   desirable   that  the 

yburch  people  in  Mississippi  should  show  interest,  and  give  sub- 

tantial  aid  in  this  matter.     After  all  it  is  not  the  business  of  the 
6 
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dioceses  of  New   York,   Albany,  Penosylvania  and   Maryland. 
And  it  is  ours.     Unless  we  show  some  very  substantial  evidencefl 
that  we  consider  it  our  business  we  cannot  expect  much  more  con- 
sideration from  them.     As  it  stands  now  the  cost  of  the  lot  must 
be  raised  by  myself,  and  the  support  of  the   missionary  beyond 
the  $200  allowed  by  our  missionary  committee,  stands  ^[uaranteed 
by  me.     I  gratefully  record  here  that,  towards  this,  our  diocesan 
committee  have  repaid  me  SlOO  which  I  had  advanced  personally. 
With  regard  to  this  whole  matter  of  colored  work,  let  me  say, 
that,  in  my  judgment,  there  can  be  no  longer  delay  about  it.     I 
have  no  rpmance,  and  no  sentiment  on  the  subject.     I  profess  no 
attachment   nor  admiration   for  negroes.     I   am  not  responsible 
for  the  making  of  them;  nor  for  the  putting  them  in    Mississippi. 
According  to  my  limited   range  of  vision  it  would  be   better  if 
they  could  be  all  made  white  by  to-morrow.     But  then  I  have  the 
strong,  even  savage  race  antipathies  of  the  Gothic  people.     But 
here  they  are,  and  they  are  going  to  stay,  and  I  believe  them  men 
as  much  as  we  are,  with  souls  for  which  Christ  died,   and  in  his 
eyes  as  dear  as   any  of  us.     It  is  one  of  those   visions  of  human 
folly  which  must   make  tears  fall   in    heaven,  that   a  Church  can 
raise  money  and  send  men  to  convert  here  and  there  a  black  man 
in  Africa,  and  turn  its  back  on  six  millions  (with  a  large  infusion 
of  the  blood   of  its   own  people  in  them  too,   God  help  us  I)  be- 
cause these  black  men  are  Americans  ! 

The  doors  open  for  our  work  among  the  colored  or  negro  peo- 
ples are  many.  I  have  been  several  times  asked  to  address  tbem, 
and  always  do  so  to  the  best  of  ray  ability,  and  they  are  friendly 
and  grateful.  The  rector  of  one  of  our  parishes  has  been  asked 
to  take  a  congregation  of  them  under  his  charge.  And  a  lady 
honored  by  all  Mississippiaus,  the  wife  of  the  President  of  the 
late  Confederate  States,  has  offered  her  services  to  teach  and  help 
each  Sunday. 

Brethren,  they  want  ju8t  what  the  Church  has  to  give  them,  a 
fixed  faith,  a  plain  teaching,  the  ten  commandments.  Shall  we 
not  help  them?  I  would  prize  a  dollar,  or  an  encouraging  word 
in  this  work,  from  Mississippi,  more  than  ten  from  otherwheres. 
Our  hour  of  trial  is  upon   us.     How  will  you  meet  this  question? 
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They  know  you  best.  They  trust  you  best.  You  are  neighbors, 
old  friends.  They  will  follow  if  you  will  lead.  The  white  Mis- 
sissippian  is  the  natural  friend,  helper  and  leader  of  the  black. 

And  now,  just  one  more  word.  In  anything  I  may  have  said 
in  the  public  prints  or  otherwise,  on  this  matter,  do  not  under- 
stand me  as  holding  that  a  black  man  is  unfit  for  the  ministry.  I 
only  mean  to  say,  that  as  I  see  it  now  in  Mississippi,  if  the  black 
man  is  to  be  taught,  helped,  raised,  the  white  man  must  do  it. 
And  just  now  I  want  white  clergymen  for  any  colored  congrega- 
tion we  may  have.  And  let  me  also  note,  that  one  of  our 
Churches  is  not  a  "nigger  Church."  It  will  be  a  Church  with  a 
colored  congregation,  who  under  our  teaching  will  be  just  as  quiet, 
reverent  and  orderly  as  any  other  congregation  whatever. 

In  my  visits  to  Parishes  and  Missions,  I  have  been  grieved  at 
what  I  have  learned  about  our  Church  property.  There  are  sev- 
eral defunct  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  which  have  no  parochial  life, 
and  which  yet  have  property  real  and  personal,  in  the  hands  of 
sometimes  one  man,  and  sometimes  a  woman,  who  stands  for  the 
Church,  and  represents  a  "vestry"  that  years  ago  ceased  to  exist. 
Their  property,  by  all  equities  belongs  to  the  Church,  for  Church 
uses  of  some  sort,  either  in  the  place  or  out  of  it. 

If  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  be  presented  by  the  Com- 
mittee be  adopted  they  will  put  an  end  to  this  state  of  things  for 
the  future.  But  meanwhile,  (I  leave  it  to  the  lawyers  in  the 
Council,)  I  think  we  need  an  act  of  the  legislature  to  empower 
the  trustees  to  enter  upon  the  abandoned  property  of  defunct 
Parishes  and  Missions.     Let  me  specify: 

At  Clinton,  St.  Matthew's  is  one  of  our  oldest  Parishes.  It 
has,  possibly  for  many  years,  not  had  a  legal  or  canonical  vestry. 
It  has  a  ruined  Church.  But  there  is  nobody  living  with  the 
power  to  dispose  of  it — ought  to  be  a  Mission. 

At  Hernando  is  another  old  Parish.  Dead  entirely  as  a  Parish 
— ^no  service,  no  vestry  for  years — ought  to  be  a  Mission — is  such 
or  nothing.  It  has  a  tumbled-down  church,  a  valuable  lot,  and 
as  I  am  told,  several  hundred  dollars  unproductive  in  the  hands 
of  a  gentleman  who  was  on  the  vestry  once.  But  no  living  man 
has  power  to  investigate,  to  presume,  or  to  claim. 
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At  West  Point  is  a  lot,  which  is  valuable,  but  has*  been  fenced 
and  is  now  used  as  a  garden  by  a  man,  who,  if  undistarbed,  will 
be  in  due  time  owner.     I  don't  know  in  whom  is  the  title. 

In  Water  Valley,  utterly  dead  as  a  Parish,  where  services  have 
been  kept  up  frequently  this  winter  and  spring  gratuitously,  the 
property  as  I  understand  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Diocesan 
trustees,  a  man  has  put  a  fence  inclosing  ten  feet  of  the  Church's 
lot,  and  will  have  possession  in  due  time  if  undisturbed. 

At  Osyka  there  is  a  Church — no  vestry,  no  one  to  care  for  it— 
none  of  our  people. 

At  Summit  a  ^'parish,"  I  believe,  Church  and  Rectory  are  going 
to  wreck,  and  no  legal  vestry,  I  judge  for  years. 

At  Okolona,  a  church  lot,  a  school  property,  no  vestry  for 
years. 

At  Corinth  I  believe  there  is  a  lot,  nobody  to  represent  the 
Church. 

At  Hazlehurst,  a  shell  of  a  church  owned  by  the  first  incorpo- 
rators, and  some  money  in  somebo<ly'8  hands — a  Parish  without 
possibly  a  legal  vestry  for  years,  if  there  ever  was  one. 

At  Brookhaven  we  have  a  small  and  unfinished  church  built 
by  the  zeal  and  faithfulness  of  the  late  Dr.  Meade.  This  good 
and  true  Christian  and  Churchman  has  gone  to  his  rest  since  we 
last  met,  and  the  little  Church  is  a  kind  of  legacy  to  us.  It  was 
dear  to  his  heart.  His  family  have  moved,  and  I  know  of  but 
one  of  our  people  in  Brookhaven.  I  do  not  know  where  the  title 
to  the  little  Church  is,  but  it  ought  to  be  cared  for  with  double 
care  for  a  good  man's  memory. 

There  was,  in  the  absence  of  any  other  power  of  organization, 
a  too  great  readiness,  perhaps,  to  organize  so-called  ''Parishes." 
If  we  adopt  the  organized  Mission  plan  to  be  proposed,  there  will 
not  hereafter  be  this  need.  But  the  Diocesan  Trustees,  (if  they 
are  not  so  empowered  in  their  present  character,)  ought  to  be  em- 
powered by  a  special  act  to  enter  upon  and  dispose  of  abandoned 
and  unused  Church  property,  throughout  the  Diocese,  at  the  di- 
rection of  the  Council. 

And  here  let  me  say,  that  if  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  not 
the  President  of  the   Diocesan  Trustees  he  ought  to  be,  and  the 
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omission  is  an  almost  unexampled  oversight.     I  can   imagine  no 
man  in  the  Diocese  as  deeply  concerned  as  he. 

I  have  been  asked  several  times  during  the  past  year,  the  incor- 
porate name  and  powers  of  this  Board,  by  people  desiring  to  make 
their  wills.  I  would  suggest  some  action  to  make  known  to  us 
all  the  powers  and  limitations  of  this  corporation.  Its  charter,  I 
think  ought  to  be  printed  in  the  Journal. 

Our  Councils,  as  it  has  been  remarked,  '*are  not  much   more 
than  large  and  woefully  perplexed  Finance  Committees.     Most  of  ' 
the  time  is  taken  up  devising  new  ways  to  pay  old  debts." 

Before  entering  on  that  work,  and  listening  to  the  eloquent 
pleading  of  parishes  and  clergy  to  reduce  assessments  a  dollar  or 
two,  let  me,  from  my  point  of  view,  lay  a  few   facts  before  you. 

The  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  for  any  growth  it  may  have  in  the 
future,  as  in  the  past,  is  largely  dependent  upon  the  gifts  of 
Churchmen  abroad.  These  have  never  been  stinted,  no  matter 
what  we  may  have  allowed  to  become  of  them.  When  I  was  in 
the  East,  last  February,  asking  for  help  to  establish  the  Colored 
Mission,  without  a  dollar  given  for  the  purpose  by  any  of  our 
people  or  Parishes,  I  found  four  Mississippi  Congregations  in  the 
field  as  pleaders  for  Northern  bounty.  And  every  one  of  them 
has  received  substantial  aid. 

Now,  I  am  not  quite  sure  this  persistent  begging  is  of  uhc  to 
ourselves.  There  is  an  element  of  pauperizing  about  it  which  is 
not  pleasant.  But  certainly  the  abundant  gifts  are  given  on  the 
supposition  yirs^  that  we  are  doing  our  best  ourselves,  and  secondly , 
that  we  take  honest  care  of  them. 

Are  we  doing  all  we  can  for  ourselves?  And  when  we  remem- 
ber what  became  of  the  nucleus  we  had  for  an  Orphan  Asylum, 
the  gift  of  one,Northem  Diocese,  in  the  hands  of  a  late  Treasurer 
of  this  Diocese,  do  we  take  care  of  what  is  given,  or  furnish  en- 
couragement to  give  in  the  future? 

These  things  are  for  you  to  decide,  brethren,  and  not  for  me. 
There  ought  to  be,  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  men  skilled  in  bu- 
siness, learned  enough  in  the  law,  to  invest  and  secure  the  chari- 
ties of  our  brethren.  And  they  ought  to  be  willing  to  give  a  few 
hours  out  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days  to  attend  to  it. 
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A  Bishop  ought  to  be  able  to  rely  upon  their  advice,  their  integ^ 
ritj,  and  their  generoua  aid  at  least  in  time  and  care.  After  all, 
he  is  but  temporary.  He  dies  and  is  forgotten — a  mere  episode 
in  the  long  history  of  the  Diocese — which  is  for  the  people  and 
their  children's  children. 

You  will  have  here  the  usual  discussions  over  arrearages  and 
assessments  and  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions. 

There  will  be  $3,000  required  for  Episcopal  Fund;  $1,500  for 
Bishop  Green  Fund  ;  $1,800  (trustworthy)  for  Diocesan  Missions; 
$500  for  Contingent  Fund.  In  all,  $6,800,  if  all  be  promptly 
paid. 

Now,  during  the  past  year  the  General  Church  has  given  us:

Missionaries,  and  their  expenses  in  going  to 
Mission  Stations,  which  forget  to  pay  ther  rail- 
road fare,  (a  fund  at  my  disposal  from  a  friend)      200 


$11,429 
In  addition,  one  Parish   has  loaned  at  nominal   interest,   from 
the  Church   Building  Fund   Commission,  $1,500;  and   another, 
$1,000. 

Here  we   have  received,  in  free  will  gifts  from   our   brethren, 
$4,600  more  than  our  entire  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
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;>ate  and  our  Diocesan  Missions  1  And  a  loan  of  $2,500  more  in 
)ne  year ! 

This  statement  will  no  doubt  surprise  you.  Perhaps  this  last 
s  not  the  only  year  when  some  such  statement  might  have  been 
nade  had  the  facts  been  collected. 

It  is  not  right  you  should  be  ignorant  of  these  things.  They 
contain  food  for  very  suggestive  thought  as  to  many  things  that 
M)ncern  our  Diocesan  pride  and  our  own  manliness. 

In  this  connnection,  and  with  these  facts  before  you,  you  will 
lot  wonder  that  it  is  a  pain  and  a  shame  to  me  and  ought  to  be 
x>  you,  that  every  Parish  and  every  Mission  in  Mississippi,  no 
natter  how  small  or  poor,  does  not  contribute  to  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Church. 

If  it  be  but  a  mite  let  it  be  so,  but  while  the  Church  is  lavish- 
n^  gifts  upon  us,  because  of  no  deservings  of  ours,  it  ought  to 
nake  our  cheeks  bum  that  congregation  after  congregation  stand 
lirelict  in  this  bounden  and  sacred  duty. 

I  shall  never  be  content  till  every  Parish  is  upon  the  list  of  reg- 
jlar  contributors  to  our  Church  Missions.  We  have  no  right  to 
Iraw  benefits  and  repudiate  obligations. 

The  Treasury  of  our  Missionary  Board  is  exhausted  now.  And 
frith  the  warmest  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  Committee,  it 
vas  impossible  to  pledge  us  anything  for  our  colored  work. 

I  frankly  tell  you  that  in  view  of  what  our  record  is  in  this 
natter,  I  was  half  ashamed  to  ask.  I  wonder  at  their  patience 
^ith  us. 

Brethren,  do  not  let  a  week  pass.  Go  home  and  ask  your  peo- 
3le  for  a  collection  at  once  and  send  it  on  promptly,  be  it  little  or 
much. 

Among  the  things  that  mark  advance,  is  the  completion  of  the 
;wo  handsome  brick  Churches — one  at  Carroll  ton,  entirely  free 
Tom  debt,  the  title  in  the  Trustees,  and  the  new  St.  James,  Port 
jribeon.  The  first  was  built  almost  entirely  by  gifts  from  abroad. 
The  last  was  largely  aided  by  such  gifts  and  a  loan  of  $1,500, 
erhich  remains  as  a  lien,  from  the  Church  Building  Commission. 

The  Church  at  Greenwood  was  also  cleared  of  debt  by  a  gift 
through  myself  of  $300.     The  title  of  this  is  in  the  Trustees. 
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A  Rectory  has  been  built  at  Holly  Springs,  and  the  Church 
somewhat  repaired.  Restoration  will  begin  soon  at  Canton,  on 
Church  and  Rectory,  which  will  be  largely  due  to  outside  gifts. 
The  work  upon  the  Rectory  at  McComb  has  made  it  more  com- 
fortable for  the  devoted  Missionary — here  again  largely  helped 
from  abroad. 

The  Church  at  Carrollton  will  be  shortly  consecrated.  That  at 
Greenwood  formally  opened  soon.  The  Church  at  Meridian  is  to 
be  finished,  and  a  Rectory  built  by  a  loan  from  the  Church 
Building  Commission.  At  Crystal  Springs  a  little  Chapel  is  just 
completed  under  the  care  and  industry  of  the  Rev.  Nelson  Ayres. 

We  have  to  be  thankful  for  an  increased  Clergy  list  also.  Four 
brethren  have  left  us,  but  nine  have  taken  their  places.  I  have 
been  enabled  to  supply  (all  without  services  last  year)  Brandon, 
Bovina,  Bolton.  Raymond,  Hazlehurst,  Summit,  Brookhaven, 
Crystal  Springs,  Carrollton,  Greenwood,  luka,  Corinth,  Ripley, 
Okolona,  West  Point,  Water  Valley,  with  services  more  or  less 
frequent,  by  the  help  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund.  You  will 
hear  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  can  see  how  it  has  been  dis- 
pensed. Had  we  the  means  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  ob- 
taining men  to  fill  our  Mission  posts. 

In  administering  our  Mission  work  and  Mission  means  I  feel 
that  the  economic  law  must  rule,  and,  limited  as  we  are,  we  must 
put  both  where  they  will  do  the  most  good.  I  doubt  whether  we 
are  justified  in  continuing  efforts  where  there  is  clearly  no  future, 
and  where  the  people  are  not  making  every  effort  to  help  them- 
selves. 

The  Council  is  really  the  organized  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  Committee  is  but  its  agent.  There  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Council  the  plan  of  a  radical  change  in  our  Mission- 
ary system.     It  will  no  doubt  receive  your  careful  attention. 

Our  confirmations  are  not  so  numerous  as  last  year,  but  it  must 
be  remembered  that  this  Conciliar  Year  is  one  month  shorter  than 
the  last,  and  the  Exposition,  more  than  one  would  image,  demor- 
alized some  of  our  congregations.  In  several  cases  the  necessity 
of  saving  the  expenses  of  the  Exposition  trip  out  of  usual  Church 
offerings,  has  been  considered  by  some  of  our  people  a  commenda- 
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ble  duty.     In  others>  candidates  for  confirmation   were  absent, 
doing  the  Exposition,  at  the  time  of  my  visits. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  some  compensative  good,  for  all  this,  may 
grow  out  of  the  great  Exhibition,  for  Mississippi. 

On  the  whole,  I  think  I  see  positive  tokens  of  advance  all 
along  the  line.  There  are  points  that  are  discouraging  it  is  true. 
But  at  many  points,  again,  there  are  all  the  evidences  of  power 
and  life,  and  God's  blessing. 

Personally  it  has  been  a  hard,  anxious  and  burdened  year.  But 
you  have  responded  nobly,  and  stood  by  the  work  as  you  pledged 
yourselves,  in  the  main,  and  I  am  content  and  thank  God  that  I 
know  I  now  can  lean  upon  yuu  as  loyal,  loving  and  faithful. 

Bear  with  me  further  in  some  plain  expressions.  I  think  the 
pastoral  relations  should  be  held  more  sacred  than  it  commonly  is. 
There  is  a  power  in  a  long  pastorate  which  is  mighty.  Every  year 
of  &ithful,  unsullied,  consecrated  service  is  accumulated  capital 
for  a  Priest.  Dear  friends,  you  mistake  greatly  in  desiring  change 
on  either  side.  Let  the  people  cling  to  a  faithful  pastor,  strive 
hard  to  keep  him,  and  let  the  pastor  count  each  year  a  gain  in 
which  he  has  done  faithful  and  contented  service. 

And  one  word  on  preaching.  We  need  it  very  plain,  and  very 
searching,  and  very  honest.  Our  people  need  instruction  in  the 
foundations  of  the  Catholic  Faith.  The  ''popular  Christianity" 
so-called  about  us  has  no  vertebrse.  It  is  usually  a  quivering, 
gelatinous  mass,  without  form  and  void.  Let  me  tell  you  there 
are  thousands  in  our  communities  dissatisfied  and  homeless  be- 
cause they  take  this  creedless,  dutiless,  sentimental  wordiness  for 
Christianity.  Never,  I  believe,  were  men  more  loudly  called  to 
preach  doctrine,  and  duty,'  and  Christianity  as  an  organization 
and  a  law. 

And  Catechizing:  How  is  it  about  this  most  bounden  duty?  It 
is  a  serious  question  whether  the  Sunday-school  is  not  often,  as 
conducted,  an  evil  rather  than  a  good.  But  no  Sunday-school 
can  take  the  place  of  the  catechizing  of  the  children  openly  in  the 
Church  as  the  Rubric  requires.  No  other  work,  no  matter  how 
magnificent,  can  atone  ^r  a  pastor's  failure  here.  And  it  is  a  work 
be  cannot,  under  penalties,  commit  to  deputy. 
7 
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While  I  am  far  from  advising  an  offensive  or  repeUant  attitude, 
I  believe  our  sole  justification  for  being  here  at  all  is  that  we  can 
show  a  more  excellent  way,  and  I  heartily  believe  in  a  firm,  kind- 
ly and  positive  setting  forth  in  teaching  and  preaching  of  the  rea- 
sons why  we  are  Churchmen. 

There  will  not  come  before  the  Council,  the  proposed  changes 
in  the  Prayer  Book,  passed  at  the  General  Convention  of  1883. 
I  do  not  wish  to  forestall  your  action,  or  unduly  guide  it.  But, 
for  myself,  I  confess  I  have  little  heart  for  a  Revised  Prayer  Book, 
which  still  leaves  upon  its  title  page,  a  clumsy  and  meaningless 
name,  which  was  imposed  upon  the  Church  as  it  were  by  accident, 
and  without  responsibility.  Till  the  Revolution,  the  Church  was  the 
Church  of  England.  After  it  she  became  the  Church  in  America, 
or  the  Church  in  these  United  States.  I  can  make  no  other  sense 
of  it. 

I  am  thankful  that  by  some  guiding  Providence,  the  Diocese 
into  which  I  wa)  culled  to  execute  the  office  of  a  Bishop  should 
have  her  plain,  simple,  clear  name  from  the  beginning,  in  her 
Constitution.  **The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi"— I 
have  a  profound  respect  for  that  simple  old  Constitution  (adopted 
under  Bishop  Otey,  I  suppose,)  in  consequence.  But,  in  truth, 
we  have  no  success  with  a  Revised  New  Testament  sufficient  to 
encourage  us  on  to  a  Revised  Prayer  Book.  I  see  no  gain  in  merely 
gratifying  love  of  novelty,  and  the  old  Prayer  Book  never  seemed 
to  me  to  need  revision,  so  much  as  it  needed  living  up  to.  It  has 
always  badly  needed  thxd, 

I  am  not  at  all  disappointed  at  the  result  of  our  appeal  for  a 
permanent  endowment.  Such  arrangements,  as  we  made  last 
year,  are  generally  forgotten. 

But  in  view  of  the  facts  and  figures  I  have  laid  before  you,  you 
will  see  I  think  that  something  <m^ht  to  be  done.  It  is  a  matter 
about  which  I  have  not  the  slightest  hesitancy  in  speaking.  It 
can  never  concern  me.  We  would  be  helped  too,  no  doubt,  in 
raising  it.  But  I  say  frankly,  brethren,  I  have  great  hesitancy 
in  asking  people  abroad  to  help  aid  a  permanent  endowment  for 
the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  while  the  Diocese  is  quite  indiflerent 
itself. 
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In  one  of  the  services  in  the  Visitation  of  the  Sick,  the  Minister 
is  ordered  "not  to  omit  earnesly  to  move  such  sick  persons  as  are 
of  ability  to  be  liberal  to  the  poor." 

It  would  be  suggestive  to  enquire  how  many  Clergymen  ever 
think  of  acting  on  this  rubric.  And  yet,  as  honest  men,  it  would 
seem  they  ought  to  obey  this  like  other  laws.  The  truth  is, 
brethem,  the  most  of  us  are  very  great  cowards. 

But  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  this  rubric,  because  I  am 
glad  to  tell  you  that  in  ray  own  work  this  past  year  I  have  been 
asked  about  the  disposal  of  a  considerable  estate  for  the  uses  of 
this  Diocese,  and  think  many  more  persons  than  the  friend  I  al- 
lude to  would  be  really  glad  if  a  clergymen  would  act  up  t^  his 
bounden  duty,  and  make  suggestions  in  such  cases. 

Many  are  dying  every  year  who  never  did  anything  but  devil's 
service  with  their  money,  and  clergymen  let  them  die,  without 
suggestion  that  they  might  so  dij«pose  of  some  of  it  at  the  last  as 
to  do  God  service — and  because  these  clergy  are  timid  and  untrue. 

Now,  dear  brethren,  do  not  understand  me  as  complaining,  or 
as  being  disappointed.  My  belief  is  our  people  want  explana- 
tions. In  some  places  they  have  been  somewhat  pauperized.  The 
Church  comes  to  them,  they  know  not  how. 

They  are  a  kindly  people  and  a  loving,  generous  people.  The 
more  1  know  them,  the  more  I  find  them  so.  I  am  not  a  whit 
disappointed.  They  are  poor,  but  not  half  as  poor  as  they 
think.  Last  Council,  you  made  a  grand  advance  in  your 
Missions.  You  have  redeemed  your  pledges  far  beyond  what  I 
expected..  And  you  are  not  exhausted.  The  large  generous 
Church  holds  this  Diocese  in  her  arms  too,  and  is  ready  to  cherish 
it  and  help  it,  so  it  proves  itself  worth  the  cherishing  and  the 
helping. 

And   while  I  am  upon  this  subject,   let  me  say  here   that  I 
propose  soon  to  publish   a  card  in  the  Church  papers,   requesting 
that  no   appeal  from  this  Diocese  be  heeded,  unless  it  have  my 
recom  mendation . 

There  is  no  immodesty  in  saying  that  admmistering  the  Diocese, 
the  Assistant  Bishop,  better  than  any  one  else,  knows  the  needs  of 
a  particular  object  and  its  propriety  and  wisdom  and  the  safety  of 
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of  the  funds  sent.     Of  course  this  has  nothing  to  do  with  appeab 
to  personal  friends  and  relatives. 

And,  again,  in  a  Church  almost  wholly  built  by  gifts  from 
abroad,  I  have  been  informed  of  a  deep  disgust,  on  the  part  of 
some  few  people,  because  the  Church  was  thrown  open  for  a  8e^ 
vice  for  colored  folks. 

Let  me  say,  there  is  neither  reason  nor  equity  in  such  disgust. 
And  if  it  were  supposed  to  be,  (which  it  is  not,)  the  general  seo- 
timent  of  our  people,  we  would  plead  in  vain  for  any  farther  aid, 
hereafter. 

If  any  number  of  people  choose  to  band  themselves  together 
and  build  a  Church,  they  have  a  right  to  do  so  and  though  it  is 
not  Christian  nor  Churchly,  they  have  the  right  to  keep  people 
out  of  their  private  Chapel,  as  they  have  out  of  their  private 
drawing  room. 

But  an  appeal  to  the  Church  changes  all  that.  The  Church  b 
then  the  house  of  God,  and  a  **hou8e  of  Prayer  for  all  people," 
and  if  it  were  understood  that  black  people  were  barred  out,  I 
question  whether  gifts  to  this  Diocese  for  Church  building,  would 
not  promptly  and  deservedly  cease.  The  Church  has  no  color 
line.  Neither  in  her  Canons  nor  in  the  New  Testament  does  she 
draw  such  a  line. .  ^^Our^^  Church  is  one  thing.  Ood^s  Church  is 
quite  another.  And  to  build  **our"  Church  we  have  no  more 
equitable  claim  for  aid  from  the  Church  of  God  than  we  have  to 
build  **our"  houses,  which,  in  each  case,  dear  friends,  is  quite  as 
sacred  as  "our"  Church. 

Let  me  speak  of  a  Diocesan  interest  which,  in  some  respects,  I 
consider  second  to  none.  The  Church  News  is  not  a  very  wonder- 
ful paper,  indeed,  and  does't  try  to  be.  But  it  is  our's,  our  Dio- 
cesan organ. 

In  the  absentee  of  Church  literature  among  our  people,  and  in 
the  lack  of  Church  knowledge  it  is  very  important.  It  is  a  month- 
ly message  to  the  Diocese.  It  is  especially  needed  in  places  where 
there  are  but  a  few  Church  people,  and  rare  services.  I  have 
been  sorry  to  find,  here  and  there,  a  little  captiousness,  concern- 
ing it.  Fifteen  years  in  the  editorial  chair  taught  me  that  no 
man  can  please  everybody. 

This  little  sheet  is  our  official  organ.     The  Bishops  and  Dioce- 
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san  officers  publish  their  official  announcemeDts  in  it.  And  for 
myself,  dear  brethren,  I  think  it  is  very  little  to  ask,  that  it  be 
taken  in  every  Parish.  I  cannot  afford  to  keep  a  secretary,  and 
it  is  too  much  to  ask,  that,  in  a  life  so  entirely  occupied,  I  should 
be  required  also  to  write  letters  and  bulletins.  Published  in  the 
official  paper,  I  am  saved  that. 

Bat  how  little  consideration  there  is  about  such  matters,  you 
may  judge  from  this.  I  arrived  one  day  in  one  of  the  oldest  par- 
ishes in  the  Diocese,  so  old  I  fear  that  the  moss  has  grown  all  over 
it.  The  notice  of  my  visit  had  been  published  for  three  months 
in  the  official  paper,  and  yet  in  this  parish,  where  I  administered 
Communion  to  thirty  people,  not  one  knew  that  I  was  coming, 
and  no  notice  had  been  given  of  services,  because  not  one  could 
spare  a  dollar  for  the  paper. 

There  is  a  mutual  obligation  in  our  work,  and  really,  dear 
friends,  there  ought  to  be  a  trifle  of  consideration  in  a  case  like 
this. 

We  have  said  many  sweet  and  pleasant  things  about  that  little^ 
paper  in  the  Council.     But  these  do   not  pay  the  printer.     He 
wants  dollars.     And  now  let  me  say  here,  once  for  all,  that  the 
Church  News  is  our  official  bulletin,  and   that  with  this  warning  I 
must  consider  announcements  published  in  it  as  sufficiently  made, . 
and  a  due  notice  to  the  Diocese. 

And  now,  brethren,  I  have  made  you  a  very  long  speech.  I^ 
must  leave  to  your  wisdom  and  faithfulness  the  matters  I  have 

brought  before  you. 

I  am  looking  for  a  year  of  greater  work  and  greater  success.  I 
think  every  step  forward  has  been  taken  to  stay,  and  is  a  vantage 
for  the  future.  If  I  have  spoken  plainly  yon  will  not  misjudge 
me.  I  am  absolutely  indifferent  about  what  concerns  me  individ- 
ually. But  I  want  and  you  want  to  make  the  Diocese  of  Missis- 
sippi grow.  I  have  no  use  for  anybody  that  will  not  help  to 
make  it  grow.  That  is  the  single  test  of  excellence  with  us  in  ad- 
ministration. 

My  diary  is  published  monthly  in  the  Church  News.  I  will 
not  go  over  it  again  here  but  append,,  by  way  of  report  to  the 
Bishop,  according  to  Canon,  a  tabulated  statement  of  my  official 
acts.  I  pray  God  to  guide  your  counsels  to  His  honor  and 
the  eood  of  the  Church,  and  may  God  bless  the  Diocese  of 
MissiHsippi.

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report,  that  in 
looking  over  the  record' of  the  past  year,  as  presented  by  the  addresses  of 
the  Bishops,  and  the  Parochial  reports,  it  finds  much  cause  for  congratu- 
lating the  Council  upon  the  marked  progress  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
during  the  last  Conciliar  year.  While  there  are  plans  and  hopes  which, 
from  causes  beyond  our  control,  -have  not  been  carried  into  execution  or 
borne  fruit,  upon  the  whole  the  year  has  been  one  of  advancement  and  sup, 
plies  just  ground  for  encouragement. 

First  amongst  the  causes  of  congratulation  is  the  fact  that  the  life  of 
our  venerable  and  beloved  Bishop  has  been  spared,  and  that  we  are  priv- 
ileged once  again  to  receive  his  benediction  upon  the  labors  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

AAdong  the  most  encouraging  features  of  the  Church,  is  the  additions 
that  have  been  made  within  the  past  year  to  the  ranks  of  the  Clergy,  and 
the  consequent  strengthening  of  things  which  were  ready  to  die,  in  many 
Parishes  and  Mission  Stations,  which  were  vacant  and  suffering  for  the 
lack  of  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  And  we  are  cheered  with  the 
liope  of  not  only  seeing  new  life  infused  into  decaying  organizations,  but 
also  of  advancing  and  occupying  new  fields  which  are  now  opening  before 
us. 

Amongst  the  grounds  for  discouragement  is  the  fact  that  the  Diocese 
covers  an  area  more  than  equal  to  all  the  New  England  States,  except 
^aine,  and  although  new  modes  of  travel  are  being  opened,  still  it  is  ut- 
terly impossible  to  give  to  so  great  a  territory  efficient  Episcopal  supervi- 
sion. At  best  the  Bishop  can  remain  but  a  short  time  at  each  of  the  prin- 
cipal towns,  while  the  country  neighborhoods,  where  there  are  scattered 
church  families,  cannot  expect  to  receive  the  encouragement  which  his 
presence  inspires.  The  best  that  can  be  done  for  these  lost  sheep  is  the 
occasional  presence  of  a  clergyman,  but  such  infrequent  visitations  do  not 
build  up  Mission  Stations  or  Parishes.     It  is  only  by  the  maintainance  of 
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uninterrupted  services,  and  by  never  closing;  the  Church  doors  upon  a  8e^ 
vice  day,  that  we  can  hope  to  seize  upon  and  occupy  the  goodly  field  to 
which  our  cler^  are  assigned,  in  the  good  providence  of  God,  as  the  Shep- 
herds of  the  sheep,  that  we  can  look  for  a  permanent  ingathering  of  our 
people.  The  burning  question  is,  how  shall  this  want  of  Clergy  be  supplied 
(even  if  we  had  the  means  to  support  them,  the  men  are  not  at  hand  for 
the  work.  Where  shall  we  turn  to  find  them?)  If  it  were  only  customary 
for  our  intelligent  laymen  to  keep  up  the  services  of  the  Church,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  a  clergyman,  a  great  step  in  advance  would  at  once  be  gained, 
but,  unfortunately,  little  effort  seems  to  be  made  to  secure  the  services  of 
lay  readers,  and  as  a  consequence,  when  once  the  door  of  a  Mission  church 
is  closed  nothing  less  than  the  strong  hand  of  a  Bishop  can  re-open 
it.  The  importance  of  the  office  of  lay  reader,  does  not  seem  to  be 
appreciated  by  either  the  Clergy  or  people  Men  who  are  capable  do  not 
seek  the  appointment  because  it  seems  like  thrusting  themselves  forwHrd 
into  an  office  the  sacredness  of  which  appals  them.  We  respectfully  ur^e 
the  importance  of  securing  the  services  of  qualified  laymen  in  each  Parish 
and  Mission  Station,  to  perform  the  duties  of  lay  readers,  and  that  the 
clergy  teach  their  people  that  wherever  the  true  incense  of  the  heart  is 
offered,  either  by  Priost  or  Lay  Reader,  it  is  acceptable  to  God. 

Situated  as  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  colored  populntion,    exceeding  in 
numbers  that  of  the  whites,  perhaps  the  most  cheering  view  of  our  work  is 
the  vnmistaknhle  eHdetice  that  has  been   lately  given  in  various  parts  of 
the  Diocese,  of  an  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  this  people  for  the  services 
of  the  Church.     A  great  and  effectual  door  seems  to  be  opening  before  ns 
in  this  direction,  iiito  which  it  is  certainly  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  enter, 
and  to  jijive  to  this  part  of  our  population  that  sober,  spiritual  instruction, 
and  th<)8e  means  ol  grace  which  the  Church  alone  provides.     It  is  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  in   several   instances   applications   have   been  made  by 
numbers  of  these  people  to  be  taken  under  the  guidance  of  the  Church. 
In  a  most  remarkable  manner  has  this  interest   been  developed  within  the 
past  year    in  the  city  of  Vicksburg.     Not  more   than  three    months  ago  a 
communication  from  more  than  sixty  of  the  most   intelligent  of  the  color- 
ed  population  of  that  city  was  sent  to  the  Rector   of  one  of  its  parishes, 
requesting  religious  instruction,  and  to  be  organized  as  a  congretiation  of 
the  Church.     This  seemed  to  be  a  Providential  opening  into  a  field  which 
had  been  too  long  neglected,  and  into  which  our  Assistant  Bishop  prompt- 
ly entered,  and   immediately  commenced   work  in  earnest;   supplying  a 
missionary  who  is  giving  his  services  exclusively  to  this  work,  and  already 
the  Parish  of  St.  Mary's  Church  is  rapidly  rising  in  the   most  central  por- 
tion of  the  city,  and   the  faithful  Priest   has  under  his  instruction   a  large 
class  of  candidates  for  the  holy  rite  of  Confirmation.     This  breaking  forth 
from  amidst  the  dark  cloud  which  his  hung  over  these  people,   since  their 
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enfranchisement,  of  a  brijjht  ray  of  promise,  not  only  affords  ground  for 
encouragement,  but  it  also  brings  us  face  to  face  with  the  great  duty  of 
Bupportine  the  Bishop  in  his  undertaking.  This  support  must  be  not  only 
moral,  but  mattrial.  The  Diocese  must  uphold  his  hands  and  help  him  to 
push  forward  the  good  work  so  auspiciously  begun.  We  would  not  dis- 
parage the  importance  of  Foreign  Missions,  nor  do  anything  to  divert  the 
contributions  of  the  Church  for  converting  the  heathen,  but  we  must  "be- 
gin at  Jerusalem,"  and  give  our  most  active  exertions  and  liberal  offerings 
to  the  conversion  of  Africa  at  home. 

The  reports  of  fifteen  Parishes  and  twelve  Missions  had  not  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  your  Committee  at  the  time  when  the  following  statistical 
table  was  prepared,  thereby  rendering  it  practically  useless  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  intended.  We  recommend  that  this  table  be  comple- 
ted by  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  for  publication  in  the  Journal.  In 
this  connection  we  recommend  that  in  the  proposed  new  Canons  provision 
be  made  for  requiring  these  reports  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bish- 
op prior  to  the  assembling  of  the  Council.

A  large  number  of  the  Clergy  and  laity  assembled  at  7:30  p.  m.,  for 
the  Annual  Missionary  meeting;  the  venerable  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
presiding.  After  prayers,  the  Assistant  Bishop  addressed  the  meeting  re- 
viewing the  work  of  the  past  year,  and  stating  the  wants  of  the  Commit- 
tee for  the  year  to  come.  The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  then  read  the 
annual  report,  as  follows : 

Report   of  the  Missionary  Oommittee  for  the  year  endincr 

May  6th,  1886. 

It  is  with  unfeigned  thanks,  and  humble  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  that 
your  Committee  present  their  report  of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Dio- 
cese for  the  year  just  closed. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  last  Council  a  Missionary  meeting  was 
held,  at  which  for  the  first  time  in  our  Diocese,  was  tried  the  plan  of  calling 
for  voluntary  contributions,  or  pledges,  for  the  maintenance  of  Diocesan 
Missions.  Nobly  did  the  Parishes  respond,  and  before  the  adjournment  of* 
the  Council  the  sum  of  $2,000  was  promised  the  Committee.  The  report 
of  the  Treasurer  shows  how  that  promise  has  been  kept,  and  judging  the 
fiiture  by  the  past  the  Committee  feel — and  have  cause  to  feel — full  of 
hope.

As  the  result  of  this  liberal  action  on  the  part  of  the  Parishes  the  Com- 
mittee present  this  brief  sketch  of  their  operations  daring  the  past  year; 
referring  for  details  and  figures  to  the  report  of  their  Treasurer,  also  sab- 
mitted  herewith.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Conciliar  year  we  had  no  Dio- 
cesan Missions.  We  have  now  nine  Missionaries  in  the  field  receiving 
annual  stipends  from  the  Committee  of  from  160  to  $200  each,  namely  ; 
The  Rev.  Jno.  T.  Hargrave,     Holly  Springs,  appointed  May  1, 1884.

Mr.  J.  L.  Lancaster,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  has  been  also  on  the 
roll  of  the  Committee.     Missions  have  been  established  upon    the  several 
lines  of  railroad,  and  wherever  else  two  or  more  stations  could  be  advanta- 
geously united  under  one  charge;  about  seventeen  places  being  thas  sop- 
plied.  Fully  appreciating  tht;  advantages  possessed  by  him  for  ascertainioK 
the  wants  of  the  Diocese,  and  having  implicit  confidence  in  his  judf[meDt, 
the  Comraitee  have  left  the  details  of  their  work  entirely  with  their  chair- 
man, whose  report  as  Assistant  Bishop  and  administrator  of  the  Diocese 
embraces    also   our  Missionary  operations.      None  of    the  thirty-se?eii 
clergymen  now  at  work  in  the  Diocese  are  Diocesan  Missionaries.  Largely   ' 
through  their  instrumentality  the  Church  in  Mississippi  is   to-day  stronger 
than  ever  before,  and  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  the   Missionary  work 
of  the  Diocese  has  become  a  realitj'  and  a  power.     It   remains  for  you  to 
sustain  this  power  and  extend  this  influence,   and   the  Committee  do  not 
for  a  moment  doubt  that  you  will  do  it.

The 
roll  of  Parishes  was  called  and  the  sum  of  $2,010.50  was  pledged  for  the 
work  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee  for  the  current  year.  After 
receiving  the  offerings  of  the  congregation,  and  the  singing  of  the  "Gloria 
in  Excelsis"  the  Assistant  Bishop  pronounced  the  Benediction,  and  the 
meeting  adjourned.
